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MEMOIRS op LORD RODNEY. 



HtS Lordfhip was bora in the 
year 1721. On January 21, 
1764, he was made a Baronet, and 
on the 28th of May, 1782, made a 
Peer of Great-Britain by patent, by 
the tide of Baron Rodney, of Rod- 
ney-Stoke, in the county of Somer- 

* fet. He has had two wives ; the firft 
Ladv Jane Compton, filler to the 
prefent Earl of Northampton. Her 
LadjUhipdied January 1 5, 1 757, leav- 
ing ifTue two fons, George and James. 
George is now Member for Nor- 

-* thampton : he married April 1 o, 1 78 1 , 
Anne, fecond daughter of the R. Hon* 
Thomas Harley. His fecond Lady is 
Henrietta, daughter of — - Soli* 
cum, Efq. by whom he has one Ion, 
John, born May 10, 1765; and a 

i daughter born December 24, 1765* 
His Lordfhip when a boy, being in- 
tended fot the fea-fervice, he went 
early to that element ; and had the 
good fortune to pleafe his Com- 
manders fo welt, that the late Ad- 
miral Matthews appointed him, on 
the 9th of November, 1742, to the 
command of the Plymouth roan of 
war, a (hip of the line, before he 
was twenty years of age ; and in this 
(hip he protected near three hundred 
fail of our Lifbon trade* through the 
midft of the French fleet of men of 
war, then cruizing in the chops of 
the Channel to intercept them, and 
for which, Sir Oeorge received the 
warmeft acknowledgments from "the 
merchants concerned in this Lifbon 
Vol. XIV. 



fleet; and he was confirmed in kit 
rank by the then Lords of the Ad- 
miralty, and appointed to the com- 
mand of the Sheernefs ; and foon af- 
ter to the Ludlow Cattle, of 40 guns, 
in which fliip he fought, and took 
the Great St. MaloeV privateer, of 
ten guns, and one hundred men more 
than the Ludlow Caftle. In the re- 
bellion of 1 745, he failed in this Htip 
for the coaft of Scotland, where he 
performed important fervices ; and 
in the Spring of forty- fix, he was 
appointed to the Eagle pan of war, 
then ready for launching at Har- 
wich. In this map he was ordered 
to join Commodore Fox, then cruil- 
ing for a fleet of homeward-bound 
Martinique men ) when he out-failed 
his fleet, and tooic feven of them 
out of company ; foon after this hW 
was ordered to join Admiral Hawke 
in the Bay, then waiting to inter- 
cept an outward-bound fleet of 
French men of war, that is, in the 
year 17489 the Admiral fellm with, 
and engaged this fleet, when Cap- 
tain Rodney, in the Eagle, perform- 
ed wonders, even in the opinion of 
the gallant Hawke. In this fight, 
Sir George Rodney (then a very 
young man) had the Monarch and a 
fixtyAxgun fliip upon him at the 
fame time ; and the gallant Hawk* 
was fo apprehenfivc tfcatyoatfg Rod* 
ney would be funk; that he (the 
Admiral) actually bore away from 
the Tonnant, the French C*m* 
B / mandex^ 
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wander's fhip, to the afliftance of 
Captain Rodney. 

Upon his arrival in London, the 
late Lord Anfon introduced Captain 
Rodney to the late Kin g ; when bis 
Majefty faid to Lord Anfoh, " That 
he did not before think he had fo 
young a man a Captajn.in his na- 
vy^V'tp which Xfcity:An (on replied, 
" &f>; youTjg'Rodhey'h'as been fix 
# *y«a«. «.-^apitfH ; in •ygyr'Majelry's 
••Afrjpi >to3» ; witautt/irfefle&ion, ' I 
wifh, moft heartily wifh, your Ma- 
jefty had'one hundred more fucJv 
Captains, to the terror of your Ma- 
• ■ jetty's enemies." To this the King 
* faid, " We wifh fo too, my Lord." 
— I was by. Upon the peace of 
1749, his Lordfliip, for his eminent 
fervices, was appointed to the com- 
mand of the Newfoundland ftation, 
although he was then a very young 
. man; and, upon the breaking out 
of the Iaft war,, our hero again took 
an a&jve part. In the Prince George 
he failed with the gallant Hawke 
upon a cruize ; after which he was 
appointed to the Dublin man of war, 
t in which fhip he took Lord Amherft 
to America ; and during the liege of 
; Louilbourgh, he protected the mouth 
of that harbour, furrounded with a 
turbulent fea, and an amazing fire 
; from the enemy ; after this impor- 
tant fervice, Sir George returned 
. home, and the year after, was appoint- 
ed to the rank of a Flag Officer, and 
his late Majefty was pieafed to appoint 
him^o the command of a fquadron pf 
mer\ of war, deftined to burn Havre 
t de Grace, and the flat- bottomed 
,boats collected there, ,to invade Old 
England ; and this glorious piece of 
'fervice he performed to the fatis fac- 
tion of his King, his country, and 
Jo the terror of the perfidious French ; 
And upon his return home, he re- 
ceived tlje thanks of his. gracious 
jr/afteV, and the warmed .congratula- 
tion* of his furrdunding 'friend* and 
.•Countrymen/ 

The year foUpwing, the immortal 



Pitt, and the reft of the Cabinet, 
planned an attack upon the French 
Leeward Iflands, in order to compel 
that reftlefs, ambitious, and perfi- 
dious^ people, to liftea to proper 
terms of peace, and pitched upon 
Sir George Rodney to command this 
important expedition ; but in the in- 
terim the late King died, and his 
prefent Majefty confirmed Sir George 
Kodney in this great undertaking, 
and accordingly Sir George failed, 
arrived at the place of his deftination, 
from whence he rapidly proceeded- 
upon the objects of his expedition ; 
he captured, with the later General 
Monckton, the iflands of Marti- 
nique, Grenada, &c. for which he 
received the thanks of Parliament. 
When he returned home, he was 
created a Baronet, and Joon after- 
wards made Mailer of Greenwich 
Hofpital. 

In the year. 1770, there arofe fome 
difputes refpecling Falkland's Jfland, 
between our Court and that pf Ma- 
drid ; and, in confequencej a war 
with Spain was hourly expelled ; in 
this fituation of public affairs, Sir 
George Rodney, offered his fervices 
to his Sovereign, which were accept- 
ed ; he refigned his government of 
Greenwich, and took $he command 
of a fquadron .deftined for Jamaica, 
and to aft in that part of fhe Weft- 
Indies, as matters might turn oiit 
between us and Spain, No war with 
. Spain then took place ; and when 
Sir George's three years command 
were expired, , he returned home, 
where misfortunes upon misfortunes 
furrounded him ; he loft his feat in 
• Parliament ; his creditors were ma- 
ny, and clamorous. He flew to the 
continent, and there remained for 
many years a fugitive for debt. But 
at laft, in. 1778, Providence-, raifed 
iiim a friend in the generous and be- 
nevolent Duke de Biron, who fup- 
plied Sir George with a thoufand 
guineas to .bring him to his native 
country. Here he pined, he Jan- 
guiilied, 
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guilhed, unemployed, for a long 
time, whiift Others of bit prof effort 
were ruining all before thenar The 
Firft Lord of the Admiralty, Lord 
Sandwich, Was v hot his friend : but 
the prefent Duke of Chandos, his 
relation, though diitant, * patronifed 
him ; and at length he was ap- 
pointed to the command of a fqua- 
droiTdeTKftea' fbr the relief of Gib- 
raltar. ' " • • 3 

fje-faifed,- and foon fell in with a 
Spani/h convoy, confiftingwf 2 3 fail, 
the whole of which he imnredbtdy 
furroanded, and captured ; and on 
the i^thnf January, 17 8o> he came 
up with and engaged a Spanifh fleet 
of men of war, commanded by Don 
Langara, four of which, with the 
Spanifh Admiral, he captured ; blew 
up'one 1 , drove two on more, and dif- 
perfed the reft. And after having 
performed thefe fervices,' he failed 
for the relief of Gibraltar,' where he 
foon arrived, fuccoured that garri- 
fon, aijd detached ftores,, and all ne- 
ceffary habiliments of war, for the 
* prefervation of Minorca; after which, 
ne failed to the very mouth of Cadiz 
harbour, but the Dons, feared out of 
their fenfesV <farft not face him ; upon 
which he detached the major part of 
his fleet home, and then bore away, 
with only J!>vt (hips of the line, for 
Ms ftationrn the Weft-Indies ; where, 
on the 17th of April, 1780, he en- 
gaged the French Admiral Guichen, 
with an inferior force : and it \i faid, 
that if he had been better fupported, 
he would, on that day, have defeatad 
the French -Aeetf* Any account .of 
the reft of h& tiaval*axploks, muft be 
a repetition of feveYal parts of this 
work, in which they are to be found, 
together with the ieveral papers of 
authority, which elucidate all the 
particulars in theni.

The per- 
petual annexation of the Crown is 
one great bond, but Magna Charta 
is a greater bond : it is eafy to find 
a King, but impoffible to find a na- 
tion who can communicate to you a 
great charter, fave only England ; 
and it is this which makes England 
your natural connection. This 
, Ifland was planted by Britifli privi- 
leges, as well as by Britifli men ; it 
is a connection, not as Lord Coke 
has falfely faid, by conqueft, but as 
J have repeatedly faid, by charter. 
Liberty, we fay, with England, but 
at all events liberty ; and therefore 
the men who would make the con- 
nection quadrate with the fixed paf- 
fiori of the country^ contend for the 
Britifh nation, and the unity of em- 
pire. We are not growing iri our 
claims, nor immoderate^ in our de- 
mands, nor vehement in our lan- 
guage ; we have afked for a limita- 
tion of the mutiny bill, and a modi- 
fication of the law of Poynings, un- 
der the authority of the Britifh Qon- 
(Htution, and the independency of 
Parliament under the authority of the 
laws of God and man. This right 
is (b interwoven with your nature, 
that you cannot part with it, though 
you were willing ; you received it 
from God, and cannot yield it to 
man. Befide, you are too high in 
pride, character, and power, to (after 
any nation to claim a right to make 
your laws ; it is become a queftion of 
pride as well as of privilege ; what 
would Europe fay of you.? What 
would hiftory fay of you ? Subter- 
fuges, negotiations, and all qualifica- 
tion or compofition, will never do,; 



you cannot negotiate upon funda- 
mental rights i the nation is commit- 
ted, (he cannot bend. Befides, Eng- 
land has brought forward the qae£» 
tion, not only by making laws for 
this kingdom the laft feffion, but by- 
enabling his Majefty to repeal all the 
laws which England has made for 
America. What ! has (he con fen ted 
to repeal the Declaratory Afk againft 
America, and will (he retain the De- 
claratory Act againft Ireland ? Is (he 
ready to acknowledge the ittdepen- 
dency of America, and will not (he 
acknowledge the liberty of Ireland* 
the ancient kingdom of Ireland, with 
her charter and her crown ? This, 
indeed, were an unconditional fur- 
render, a furrender to arms. I lav jh 
at thofe who call the liberty of Ire- 
land the difgrace of England ; fuch 
a principle would be the difgrace of 
England ; it has been already her 
deftru&ion. But if England (which 
I cannot believe) is capable of re- 
fufirig to repeal the Declaratory Act 
againft Ireland, after (he has enabled 
his Majefty to repeal that which was 
made againft America, if (he were 
capable of impofing that diftinction, 
you are incapable of fubmitting to it ; 
no nation fo little formed to bear any 
thing which looks like perfonal dif- 
refpect ; many of us have received 
great honours from the people ; can 
we, can I for inftance, among others, 
take the civic crown from my head^ 
and go under the yoke of the Britifh 
fupremacy, real or imaginary ? Some^ 
of the gentlemen of this country ars 
the defendants of Kings ; can they 
pay allegiance to their anceftors crown 
on the head of every common n%an in 
England ? Are colonifts to be free, 
and thefe royal fubjects (laves ? Can 
the nation in this popular and royal 
predicament live cordially with the 
people of England except on terms- 
of perfect equality, I have done with 
the daim of legiflature, I now come 
to that of judicature. 
The Irifft Houfe of Lords muffc 

have 
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have their judicature, their birth- 
right, their unalienable privilege ; 
it is the Engliih Conftitution* I muft 
hear very ftrong argument indeed, 
before I can be brought to think that 
this country is unfit for the Britifh 
Conftitution. The fuppofed incapa- 
city of Lords is an abfurd way of 
talking : give them power, and you 
give them capacity. Cannot they 
have the opinion of the Judges ? Do 
not they correfpond with the Judges 
of England ? Are not the Lay Lords 
of England as unacquainted with law . 
as the Lay Lords of Ireland ? And is 
not Ireland capable of having Law 
Lords competent to law ? The prefent 
men are fo? Are they not to adjudi- 
cate under the public eye ? Will not 
they be ambitious of a chafte dif- 
charge of a riew power ? 

Sir, I fee in that Houfe not only 
found legal knowledge, but a young 
and glowing vigour, virtue, and ca- 
pacity, that will aflert and exalt the 
peerage of Ireland. But you are to 
confider this head in another point of 
view : you are refponfible to England 
that this fettlement fhall be final, and 
therefore it muft be radical. Do not 
you know that if the legiflative fupre- 
macy is ceded, the juriidi&ive will be 
the next fubjeft of attack ; the wound 
opens again of the old fpHnter. Thefe 
are great conjunctures, but I would 
not have them the ordinary courfe of 
things. I would therefore fettle all 
our queftions with England now, and 
ihake hands with her for ever. 

This queftion of judicature can't 
bediftant from the queftion of legis- 
lature. If the 6th of Geo* I, is par- 
tially repealed, the claim of legiflation 
is not ceded ? for the part of that a& 
which vefts the judicature in Eng- 
land is an exercife of legiflative au- 
thority. To cede the latter, there- 
fore, the law muft be repealed in 
toto. — The judicature of courfe re- 
verts to us, unlefs we pafs an aft, 
diverting the Peers of Ireland of their 
hereditary right, which neither we 



nor the; nation, and leaft of all, the" 
Houfe of Peers would aflent to. Be- 
tides the execution of the appellant, 
judicature depends on the procefs of 
the courts of Ireland — it depends upon 
our fufFerance. Is the nation difpofed 
to fuch a fufFerance ? 

Therefore the queftion fettle* it- 
felf ; the judicature in all cafes, cafes 
of writs of error as well as others, is 
become impracticable, and mull be 
included in the fettlement. Yes, my 
Lord, you fhall have your judicature, 
and you fhall fit in the feat of your 
anceftors, difpenfing juftice according 
to the ways of the Conftitution, in full 
nobility. 

I cannot bear to fee men of rank 
and property carrying about the world 
in their noble peribns the evident 
badge of extinguifhed honour. 

I now come to the third head, the 
Mutiny Bill [here he mentioned fe- 
veral reafons againft its purity, and 
what kind of mutiny bill there muft 
be.] He faid it muft be limitted in. 
time, in number of men, the articles 
of war fet forth, and the Englifh de- 
claration of right in the preamble. 
He then went to the fourth head, the 
Jaw of Poynings, under which the 
Counci's had exercifed a power of 
fuppreffing and altering bills, both 
which powers muft be extinguifhed 
by law. 

He concluded, that he conceived 
the prefent Miniftry amical to Ire- 
land ; they have been fo to liberty, 
even down to colony liberty. If by 
the war they have loft thirteen colo- 
nies, yet, during the war Ireland has, 
from being a colony, grown into a 
nation. 

If they know how to ufe Ireland", 
if, inftead of feeking to footh, they 
wifh to redrefs Ireland ; if they will 
grant thefe fpecific terms, then our 
arms are their arms, and our volun- 
teers their army: and let me add, 
this is a time when a venal parlia- 
ment and a murmuring country will 
not ferve either England or Ireland. 

The 
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The tame fentiment of penfioned loy- 
alty did very well when every thing 
was to be loft ; but won't do now, 
when things are to be recovered. You 
jnuft advance the ftate now with a loy- 
alty, amounting to a paflion, fuch as 
a bribe don't infpire, but fuch as 
Britifh privileges will infpire j and 
for my part, thefe things being con- 
ceded, I will fupport the prefent go- 
vernment. I have in my hand the 
terms ; I will read them — -* — 6ch 
of Geo. I. inadmiflible — Foreign Ju- 
dicature, inadmiflible Legislative 

power of the Council, inadmiflible— 
Perpetual Mutiny Law* inadmiflible. 
Limit and new mould the mutiny bill, 
extinguifti the legislative power of the 
council, reflore the power of Lords, 
eftablifli the independency of Parlia- 
ment. 

Thefe are my private terms. I 
fpeak to Viceroys and to Kings here 
in parliament; and thefe being com- 
plied with, I will take a decided part 
with the prefent government. Con- 
futed, if they pleafe, but not con- 
jidered. I don't fay that men of cha- 
racter ought not to take office under 
this Administration ; thefe things be- 
ing done, men of character ought to 
take office, and to poflefs the nation 
with a confidence in government, by 
fhowing, in the firft offices of truft, 
the moft faithful of her fervants. 
When I difclaim office, I fhould not 
difclaim jrefponfibility, nor impofe a 
rule for others, but crave indulgence 
for a fingularity. Yes, I will, if called 
upon, go into the cabinet the peo- 
ple's friend ; and I hope will return, 
unplaced and unpenlioned — fupport- 
ing, but not fupported, 

Paris, April 23, 1782. 
After the taking of St. Chrifto- 
pher's and Nevis, a divifion of the 
fleet under the command of the 
Count de Barras, having on board a 
detachment of 500 men, commanded 
by the Count de Flechin, fleered for 
ihe Engliih ifland of Montferrat, 



which capitulated the 22d of Feb* 
ruary. There were found in it 6z 
pieces Qf cannon of different bore*, 
and fix obitzers. 

Capitulation of the ifland of Mont- 
ferrat, between the Count de Barras, 
Commodore of the naval forces ; the 
Count de FlecBin, Colonel of infant- 
ry, commanding a detachment of the 
troops of his Moft Chriftian Majefiy, 
on the one part ; and the Honourable 
Michael White, Lieutenant-governor 
of the ifland of Montferrat, on the 
other part. 

Art. I, The ifland of Montferrat 
fhall fubmit to the arms of the King 
of France, and receive this day a 
commandant and a French garrifon. 

Art. II. The inhabitants, or their 
proxies, fhall be obliged to take the 
oath of allegiance to the King of 
France, in the fpace of one month, 
before the commandant of the faid 
ifland, and thofe who may be pre- 
vented from doing it, by ficknefs or 
Otherwife, fhall obtain a delay. 

Art. III. They fhall obferve a 
ftrift neutrality, and fhall not be 
compelled to take up arms againft his 
Britannic Majefty nor any other pow- 
er ; they fhall keep fuch arms as 
are neceffary for the police of their 
negroes, but fhall be obliged to make 
a declaration of the fame to the jus- 
tices of the peace, who fhall be an- 
fwerable for any bad ufe that may 
be made of them, contrary to the 
tenor of the prefent capitulation. 

Art. IV. They fhall keep until 
the peace, their laws, cuftoms and 
ordinances; juflice fhall be difpenfed 
by the fame perfons who are actually 
in place ; and the expences of main- 
taining the courts of law,, fhall be de- 
- frayed by the colony. 

Art. V. The Court of Chancery 
fhall be held by the Counfellors actu- 
ally in place, and in the fame form ; 
and the appeals from the faid court 
fhall be made to the Council of his 
Moft Chriftian Majefty. 

Art. VI. The rolls' and the 
archives 
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archives ihall be inviolably preferved, 
and fecurity and bail for all borrow- 
ed- money, fuch as they now (land, 
JEiall continue to be valid ; all En- 
gli(h creditors, or others, (hall have 
a right to demand and recover what 
if lawfully due to them. 

Art. VII. The inhabitants anit|ie. 
clergy (hall be maintained in tfie pof- 
feffion of their property, of what na^ 
tare foever,,and in their privileges, 
lights, honours and exemptions ; in. 
the profeffion of their religion, and,, 
the minifters in the enjoyment of their 
livings. 

Thofe who are abfent, in the fer- 
Tice of his Britannic Majefty, fhall 
be maintained in the poflfeflion of their 
eftates, which may be managed by 
perfons authorized by a letter of at- 
• tomey. 

The inhabitants may fell their 
goods and pofleffions to whom they 
think fit. 

They may (end their children to 
^England, to be educated, and fend 
•for them back again, and they (hall 
Jave leave to fend remittances to 
•England, and go there themfeives 
When their affairs require it, with a 
paflport from the Governor. 

Art. VIII. The free negroes and 
mtrlatoe* (hall continue to enjoy their 
liberty and pofleffions. 

Art. IX. The inhabitants (hall 
^pay/ as an only tax, the fum of 2000 
jnocdes a year, payable monthly in 
this ifland to theTreafurer ; the full 
year only (hall be paid in advance, 
at the time of the capitulation ; and 
in cafe the full fum could not be 
had that moment, hoftages (hall b& 
given for the remainder. 

Neverthelefs, as the inhabitants 
judge that this fum exceeds their fa- 
culties, efpecially as-ir mu'ft be paid 
in ready money, they reserve to them- 
(ehres the liberty of making repre- 
sentations to the Governor -general 
erf the French Windward iflands, to 
obtain a diminution a'nd farther delay. 
Art. X. The inhabitants lhatfiiot 



be obliged to find quarters for the? 
foldiers, except in extraordinary cafes ; 
but the troops (hall always be lodged 
at the expeace of the King, or in 
houfes that belong to him. 

Art. XL In cafes when the King 
might have occafton for negroes to 
work, they (hall be furniflied by the 
inhabitants of the faid ifland, to the 
number of 100 ; but they lhall be 
paid at the rate of two efcalins per 
day each, and fed at the King's ex^ 
pence. 

- Art. XII. The ihips and coafting 
yeflels belonging to the inhabitants 
zf. the time of the capitulation, (hall- 
be left to them as a kind of property. 
The (hips which the faid inhabitants 
expe# irom the ports of England, or 
other ports of the pofleffions of his- 
Britannic Majefty> (kail be received 
in the faid colony during the fpace of " 
fix months, and they may load in re- 
turn under neutral colours ; and even 
for the ports of England, with the 
fpecial permiiTion of the commandant ; 
and if the faid (hips (hould put into 
any of the Engtifli iflands, the com- 
mandant (hall be authorized to give 
permiflions for them to come back to. 
the faid ifland. 

Arf. XIII. The inhabitan.v-s ajtdf 
the merchants (hall enjoy all> the. p'rir 
yileges of trade granted to the/fa fr- ^ 
je&s of his.Moft Chrifliaa Majefty 1 , 
throughout the whole, extent of his 
dominions. « - 

Art. XIV. T^iey may, with the 
permiffion of tie Governor, export 
their commodities, in neutral veffels 
to ail the ports d£ Europe and Ame- 
rica, 

Art % XVi. The feamen belonging 
to tr ad ing- lhips y privateers and ©thers , 
who have no property in the faid 
iflandj (hall leave it in the fpace of 
fix weeks* if they are not employed 
7*1 the coafting trade, or.' owned by 
proprietors, who ihali be anfaerable 
for them ; and they fhall be* allowed 
to go to the neutral iflands. 

Art. XV{. Thae (hall be deliver. 
• cd 
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•ei to the commandant of the French 
troops, all ttie artillery, all the effects 
depending of the faidcclbny, belong- 
ing to his Britannic Majeity, all the 
powder r arms, ammunition, King*s 
flups ; and lifts of them (hall be de- 
livered to the commandant.

London , May 27. On the 1 6th in- 
ftant a courier extraordinary arrived 
from the Court of Peterfburgh at the 
Hague, who, after having delivered 
his difpatches to the Prince Galliczin, 
the Envoy Extraordinary from the 
Emprefs continued his route to Lon- 
don. The next day Prince Gallitzin 

, and Monf. Mafkow, the joint mi- 
nifters from Ruflia; held a conference 
with the Penfionary Counfellor Monf. 
Bleifvyck ; and a conference was 
held the fame day between them and 
the Stadtholder, at which the French 

f AmbafTador was pre fen t. The fub- 
ject of thefe conferences was a memo- 
rial which has been prefented by the 
Vice -Chancellor! of Ruflia to the 
Butch Ambaflador refident at Peterf- 
burgh. The following is a copy of it: 
'■ Sir, As foon as the Emprefs was 
informed of the refolutions taken by 
their High Mightinefles the States 
General of the United Provinces on 
the overture tending to a feparate 
peace between Great Britain and the 
Republic, and the condition upon 
which it was to depend, her Majefty 
did not lofe a moment to give all the 
effecl: poffibje to her mediation. The 
fpirit of enfmtereftednefs and huma- 
nity which dictated the firtt overture 
(he is conftantly actuated by ; (he has 
Vol. XIV. 



therefore made a new effort to bring 
matters to a favourable termination. 
With this view fhe has difpatched a 
courier exprefs to London, charged 
with'inftructions to her Envoy at that 
-court, analogous to the nature and 
importance 1 of the object. The mo- 
tives by which this Minifter will en- 
deavour to influence his Britannick 
Majefty to admit the propofal which 
is to be the ban's of pacification will 
be founded on the perfect knowledge 
which his Majefty poflefi'es of the im- 
partiality profeffed by her Imperial 
Majefty, and the fidelity and constan- 
cy with which (he has adhered in the 
face of ail Europe to the principles 
adopted by her, and which are found- 
ed in juftice. 

" Her Imperial Majefty's princi- 
ples bear too vifibly the imprefiion of 
the purity of her intentions for them 
to be mifconftrued by their High 
Mighthrefles. The fratfknefs which 
fhe has flievvn in all her actions, and 
the cordiality with which (he has in- 
formed them of her determinations, 
infpired her with a full confidence 
that they will not take any ftep which 
may become prejudicial to the pre- 
fent date of the negociation which 
has been entered upon, or change the 
pacific fentiments which they have 
held out. 

" In this perfuafion (he has kaften- 
ed to found the difpofmon of the 
Court of London, relative to the prin- 
ciples of neutrality. It is natural 
confequently to under ft and their in- 
tention before an anfwer is returned, 
and to fufpend, in the interim, every 
meafure which might alter the fitua- 
tion of the Republic, with refpect to 
whoever it may be. The Emprefs 
has too much refpect to the wifdom 
and penetration of their High Migh- 
tinefles to entertain a thought of their 
Iwerving from thofe principles of mo- 
deration which it is fo eflentially ne- 
ceflary to obferve, if they have a far?-* 
ous intention of promoting thofe fa* 
lutary purpofes which his Majefty ha* 

E propofed, 
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propofed, and which their High 
Mightineffes always appeared to 
countenance. It will not he without 
great regret that (he will fee the 
hopes fruftrated which (he has enter- 
tained upon this/ubject. The Impe- 
rial Minifter has the honour of fub- 
mitting the above to his Excellency 
the AmbaiTador to their High Migh- 
tinefTes, in reply to the communica- 
tion received from him, dated March 
17, of the refolution of their High 
Mightineffes.

" Since Hyder's defeat, Lally, 
his General to the* northward of this 
place, has deferted his. poll, and yve 
have taken poffeiTion, with the lofs of 
three men only, of a fmall.ifland near 
« Pulicat, wherein there was a great 
deal of grain and rice. We are now 
in daily expectation of letters by land, 
the road being v clear.— In the en- 
gagement with Hyder, by the returns 
we now have, we find there has been 
near four hundred of our army killed 
and wounded ; feveral officers, amongll 
whom is Mr. Grant, who by the wind 
.of a ball, had his belly fmged ; lie 
has been in great pain, but the danger 
is over. Hyder loft his fecond fon 
Carim Khan, as well as Meer Saib, 
and feventeen head Generals ; Mon- 
iieur Lally dead of his wounds ; and 
Hyder* s killed and wounded, amount- 
ed to about 18,000. Hyder ran off 
• .with the utmoft precipitation, and he 
is now at the.poft of the Goths, a 
place called Trinomol, where he is 
recruiting and gathering his {battered 
army. 

Tippo Saib has been continually 
againii Wandewaih. Captain Flint 
wrote to the Council, three days ago, 
that unlefs he is immediately rein- 
forced, he mull unavoidably be under 
jhe neceflity of furrendering the gar- 
/jfon, ccnfilHng of about 400 ni£n. 



He has befc|i- night ana day aniet 
arms, for fo,me.time paft, .both him- 
felf, officers#and people, and are fb 
reduced by fatigue, they are fcarcc 
able to Hand* , Tippo made an at- 
tempt of blowing up the gates with 
his heavy cannon J the nrft he fuc- 
ceeded in, and.entered ; but. Captain 
Flint writes, that when the enemy 
entered and laid their cannon to,th« 
fecond, that he brought two pieces to 
bear on them, and that the whole of 
his infantry played fo warmjy on 
them, that Tippo wis obliged tt> 
make a fpeedy retreat, having Joft 
one of his legs and a great number 
of men ; and he writes that Tippo 
.died pf his wounds foon after. All 
thefe misfortunes coming fo fail on 
Hyder, will either render him despe- 
rate, or call a total damp on his mili- 
tary courage. General Sir Eyre Coote 
is on his way to Chingleput* to join 
Col. Pearce; tjiey will firil relieve 
Wandewaih, Colonel Pearce is on 
his march, and we find from his re- 
turns, that his whole army which he 
marched, with from Bengal, together 
with the Circar battalions, which 
have fince joined him, amount only 
to 6000 regulars, and 30 pieces of 
cannon ; but has got cattle and pro- 
viiion in great plenty. 
. An Englifh Jew, a Mr. Lloyd, de- 
serted from Hyder in the laft engage- 
ment. It feems that this Lloyd was 
Hyder's head doctor for fome time, 
and that he has, for a long time > fup- 
plied our army with intelligence from 
Hyder's camp, A collection of 7,000 
pagodas was made in our camp for 
him. General Sir Eyre Coote feat 
him down here, and he gives in an 
account of Hyder's effective army, 
amounting to 178,000 horfeand foot, 
exehifive of irregulars armed. As foon 
as the junction takes place, relative 
to Colonel Pearce's detachment, Ge- 
neral Coote, they fay, intends to form 
.two' armies, and march again!! Arcoc. 
We have now a very fair pro/ped of 
putting a fpeeuy- and final period 
to IJyder's career.

no means that of a rafh, unthinking - 
vulgaF, but rathe* that of the greateit 
part of the well-affected inhabitants, 
friends to their freedom and country, 
>and, ofcourfe, refpectable, who value, 
above all things, their tranquility, 
but efpecially that truft and con'ti- 
dence fo heceffary between the mem- 
s °^ government, to whom the 
P»blic affairs, and the executive parts, 
rare delegated ; from that alone ex- 
pecting the permanent welfare of this 
country.

The fol- 
lowing is a copy of a letter from 
Mr. Fox, Minirter and Secretary of 
State, to M. de Simolin, Minirter 
Plenipotentiary of her Sacred Majefty 
the F.mprefs of all the Ruffias, with, 
his Britannic Majerty. This letter, 
dated St. James's, 4th May, 1782, 
is of the following tenor : 
Sir, 

I have not at all delayed to lay 
before his Majerty the communica- 
tion which you did me the honour of 
making to me the firft. of this month. 
His Majerty has received it as a new 
mark of the friendlhip of her Impe* 
rial Majerty, and as a proof of the 
lively and finctre; intereft which fhe 
takes in the reparation of the peace 
of Great-Britain and Her ancient 
Ally. I believe it will be heedlefs to 
remark to you, Sir, that his Majerty 
has underrtood, with the g*eateft fa- 
tisfaclior,, that he has adjurted his 
£ z. councils 
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councils in all points conformable to 
the meafures which his Majefty had 
already taken to fecond the good 
offices of the Gourt of Peter {burgh. 
The? King moreover promifes himfelf 
that her Imperial Majefty uiiderftands 
with pleafure that he has anticipated 
her Counfels, in having offered to the 
Hollanders the entire liberty of navi- 
gation, according to the treaty of 
1674,' between Great-Britain and the 
Republic ; . a treaty by which the 
principles of the Armed Neutrality 
are eftabjifhed, in their wideft extent, 
to all the contracting parties. His 
Majefty then does not make any dif- 
ficulty to fay, that he will accept, as 
the bafis of a feparate peace between 
him and the States General, a free 
navigation, according to the prin- • 
ciples demanded by her Imperial 
Majefty, in her declaration of the 
28th of February, 1780. 

You will permit me" to remark, 
that in communicating to you the 
•fentiments of his Majefty^ I. believe 
I need not repeat what I had the ho- 
nour to write to you by his Majefty's 
orders, on the 29th of March lait. 
If that letter has not produced the 
effects- which her Imperial Majelly 
feems to have promised would be the 
effect of fuch a flep towards a recon- 
ciliation, and on which alone, accord- 
ing to the report of the Minifters of 
her Imperial Majefty at the Hague, 
the Republic made the negotiation 
for a peace with Great-Britain to de- 
pend ; and if, notwithitanding the 
moderation which his Majefty has 
taken pains to prove on this occa- 
fion, in terms the lead equivocal, 
the Republic fnali perfntto oppofe 
every idea of a feparate peace, the 
King will always have the fatisfac- 
tion of having acted in fuch a man- 
ner as to manifeft the price he fets on 
the friendship of h^r Imperial Ma- 
jefty, and th.e reipect Lc has for her 
Councils.

By bis Excellency John Matthews, 

Efq. Governor and Commander in 

Chief of the feud State, 
A Proclamation*. 

Whereas fuch meafures only have 
been hitherto purfued, to prevent; 
provifions from being carried within 
the enemy's lines, as were truly con- 
fident with that mild and lenient 
exercife at all times, and on all occa- 
fions, of the extenfive powers- ve^fted 
in the executive authority of this 
ftate. And whereas fome ill-difpjf- 
ed perfons, regardlefs of the true 
interefts of this country, and blinded 
by avarice, have taken advantage of 
the moderation with which offenders 
againft the orders hitherto iffired 
have been treated, have perfifted in 
the unwarrantable and infamous ^ 
practice of fupplying the enemies, of 
the United States with provifions. 

And whereas a due regard to the 
welfare of tjiis ftate requires fuch 
meafures to be now purfued as will 
immediately and moll effectually re- ^ 
medy this growing evil ; I have 
therefore thought fit, by and with 
the advice and con fen t of the Privy 
Council, to iftye this my Proclama- 
tion, hereby ftrictly forbidding pro- 
vifions of any kind to be carried, ^ 
or attempted to be carried, within 
the enemies lines; at the fame time 
forewarning all perfons whom it 
might concern, that the veffels, car- 
riages, horfes, oxen, and negroes, 
which mall be taken carrying, or 
^tempting to* carry, provifions of 
any kind, contrary to. the true in- 
tent and meaning hereof, together 
with the loading on board fuch vef- . 
fel, or- carriage, will be liable to 
feizure, and, on conviction, forfeited ; 
the one half to the perfon or perlens 
fo feizing the fame, and the other 
half to the ufeof this flate: and all 
perfons whatever within this State 
are hereby ordered and commanded 
to be vigilant in endeavouring to 
detect all offenders againft this Pro^ 
clamation ; 
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clatnati0n: ^ and, on feizing any fuch 
veifels, carnages, horfes, oxen, ne- 
groes, or provifions, as aforefaid, to 
bring the find carriages, hoi Tes, oxen, 
Tiegroes, and provifions, if pracu-r 
cable,, before the neareft magiilrate, 
who is hereby required to take cog- 
nizance of the premifes, and to fum- 
mon three freeholders to fit in judg- 
ment with him, and well and truly 
try whether the property fo feized 
ought to be forfeited, according to 
the true intent and meaning of this 
proclamation; and, on conviction, to 
adjudge the one half thereof to the 
perfon or perfons fo feizing the fame, 
and the other half to be fold for the 
benefit of this State, and the neat 
proceeds lodged- in the treafury 
thereof. * 

And whereas }t may be found im- 
practicable to carry fuch veffels, 
loaden as aforefaid, before fuch 
magiftrate, the perfon or perfons fo 
feizing the fame, are directed to 
lodge the veffel and cargo fo feized 
as aforefaid, in fome fecurc place, 
and as foon as may be give informa- 
tion to the neareft magiftrate of fuch 
feizure, and where the fame is de^ 
pofited ; which faid magiftrate, with 
three freeholders as aforefaid, are 
hereby required to repair to the faid 
place of depofit, and there fit in 
judgment, determine, and adjudge, 
as herein before directed. . 

And whereas fome of the citizens 
of this State may, at the time of 
feizing fuch veifel or carriage as 
aforefaid, be found on board of or 
accompany the fame, the perfon or 
perfons fo feizing fuch veffel or car- 
riage as aforefaid, are hereby ordered 
and commanded to take into cuftody, 
and convey or caufe to be conveyed, 
the perfon or perfons fo found and 
taken as aforefaid, to the neareft 
militia guard, and delivered into the 
cuftody of the officer commanding 
fuch guard, who is hereby ordered 
and commanded to keep fuch per- 



fon or perfons in fafe cuftody, until 
he (hall receive further orders from 
me, or the commander in chief for 
the time being. 

Given under my hands, and the 
Great Seal of the State, at 
Jackfonburgh, this fourteenth 
day of March, in the year of 
our Lord, 1782, and in the 
fixth year of the Indepen- 
dence of the United States of 
America.

As Governor Hornfby acquaints 
me that he fhall have an opportunity 
of difpatching a letter by 'land to- 
morrow, I have juft time to inform 
your Lordfhip of our arrival at this 
place on the 4th with the Mon- 
mouth, Hero, and Iiis, men of war, 
and about 300 of the 98th regiment, > 
both the troops and feamen in the 
higheft health and fpirits, and eager 
as , their officers to be employed. 
The Manilla armed tranfport is come 
in fince, and the? reft, as we*left them 
about four weeks ago in Morebat JJay* 
from whence I had the honour to 
fend your Lordfhip difpatcbes by 
Major Rooke, who was to return by 
Alexandria, we expect and hope for 
every day. 

Extracts of letters from William 
Hornsby, Efq. dated Bombay, 
the 2jtb and $ift of January, and 
received */Bussora, March 1 6th, 
1782. 

Since my laft to you a few days 
paft, I have to acquaint you that all 

the 
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the armed fhips, ftorefhips, and 
tranfports, except one or two of the- 
latter, arrived, and will fail the 30th 
for the Coromandel coaft. The La- 
tham, Ofterley, Locko, and Afia, 
Indiamen, and one tranfport, got to 
Mocha, where they arrived the 4th 
cr 5 th of December ; they were part 
©f the convoy with Captain Alms, 
and parted company with him on the, 
coaft of Arabia. 

The 26 th in flan t I wrote to you 
by -a Dingey bound to Mufcat, in- 
forming you that the troops which I 
fent to reinforce Tellicherry arrived 
fafe, and landed the 30th ult. and 
Major Abingdon, with thofe a.ii a 
part of their former garrifon, marched 
oat from the Brafs Pagoda the 8th 
inftant, at four A. M. a-crofs the 
ba try grounds to the E aft ward, and 
paiTed two of the enemy's advanced 
polls or pickets, and got round to 
the Bailward of Great Putney Hill, 
"between that and Ponnolla Mella. 
The advanced party under Captain 
Whippey immediately • attacked, 
Ifonned, and took the former, with- 
out the lefs of a man on our fide. 
The main body immediately pufhed 
for the camp of the enemy, and came 
upon them juft at break of day, 
whom they fell on, and immediately 
put to the route ; when they followed 
them to the Southward as far as Cur- 
rashcq, a fmall fort about one mile to 
the northward of Mihie river; this 
pod they presently carri&d, and turned 
its guns upon the enemy, who were 
making the beft of their way towards 
the river. Saddos Cnwn, who made 
this poll his head quarter?, quitted 
arfd got to a fortified houfe, rind jn^ 
dofed within wall?, cut cut of a hill, 
where he, with feyeral of his .peo^ 
pie, made-, an obfHnate defence;, 
.but at laft the roof of the houfe was 
fe^onfire, which obliged rhem to 
quit it, when many were killed en- 
deavouring to make their efcape. 
Saddqs Cawnjiad fecreted hinikif in 



part of the inclofure, which was 
bomb proof, cut into the hill, where 
he and his' family were found ; him- 
felf had been wounded by a mufquet * 
bail in the ancle, and was not able 
to move. They were all imme- 
diately feized, and fent in prifoners 
to Tellicherry, with about 1500 pri- 
foners which had been made during 
the morning. There was about 400 
of the enemy killed and drowned. 
On our iide there was not above 50 . 
kilkd and wounded, and only one of 
our officers hurt^ which was Lieu- 
tenant Woodington. We took fix ' 
brafs field -pieces, about fixty ir6.n 
cannon, and four mortars, thirteen; 
elei Luits, and a large Quantity of 
fhat, powder, ftores, &c. in theirs 
redoubts and batteries* 

The fame evening; about feven 
o'clock, Lieutenant Hodges was 
fent with a ftrong detachment againft 
Fort George, which the enemy get- 
ting intelligence x>f, they evacuated 
the Fort, and he took quiet pof* 
fefHon of it. About two o'clock in 
the morning a body was fent over, 
and took poiTeifion of Mihie; and 
another party, under Captain Whip- 
pey, went over and took pofTeffion 
of Durmapatara, which ifland they 
found deferted by the enemy'. In • 
fhort, there is not a man of Hvder's 
left between Cotta Point five leagues 
to the Southward, and to the Nortk- % 
ward as far as Cannanore. Tins 
was a. very complete bufinefs. 

All the vefTels that were expe&ed 
to arrive here by Capt. Alms have 
arrived ; the Nancy tender was the 
laft, and {he arrived yefterday morn T 
ing. All the reft,' except the Por- 
poife itorefhip, Elizabeth, Eagle 
i'now, and Nancy tranfports, have 
all failed to Join the fquadron. The 
Latham, Oiterley, and Locko, In- 
diamen, with the Content tranfport* 
are faid ta have arrived at Mocha 
the 4th wt,

ExtraS of a Utter from Lieutenant- 
general Sir Eyre Cootb, Knight 
of the Bath, dated Fort St. George, 
Jan. 28, 1782, received at the 
Office of the Earl of She lb urne, 
one of his Majefifs Principal Secre- 
taries of State, June 4. 
After the aclion with Hyder Ally, 
on the ift of July, my next object 
was to march to the Northward, in 
order to effect a junction with the 
Bengal detachment, and in the way 
to relieve Wandiwafti, which was in- 
verted by a detachment under Tippo 
Saib, who had begun to raife bat- 
teries, and to make other neceiTary 
preparations for a iiege. My move- 
ments had the detired effect, as 
Tippo Saib, upon hearing of my 
approach, drew off, and took the 
route by Gir.gee, by which road 
Hyder was alfo foppofed to have 
moved towards Arcot. 

On the 26th of J uly'I arrived with 
the army at the Mount, marched 
again on the 31ft, and on the 3d of 
Auguft happily effected the junction 
with the Bengal detachment, and 
returned to the Mount on the 5th, 
where the whole encamped. 

On die 16th the whole army 
marched from the Mount. 

On the 26th I laid fiege to Tri- 
pafforc, and on the 23d, in the 
morning, it- furrendered on terms of 
Capitulation. The acquifuion was 
of confequence, and happening at 
the time it did, was a molt fortunate 
one, as the advance of Hydcr's 
army, coming to the relief of the 
befieged- had in that very moment 
appeared in. light, and there only 
remained in camp one day's rice. 

By means of the Paddy which we 
f<?und in the Fort, I was enabled to 
ferve out a few days fubli/len'ce to 
the troops ; and hearing that Hyder 
was ia full force, at the dift.ince of 
about iixteen miles, I refolved to 
march towards him ; but before I 



could attempt it, I found it neceflar/ 
to draw forne rice from Pondaxnlee ; 
which being done, I marched on the 
26th, in order to engage the enemy, 
as the only hope that appeared to 
me left, from whence we might- 
ftand a chance of furmounting our 
difficulties. 

Hyder, on my advancing, thought 
proper to fall back a few miles, to 
the ground on which he had defeat- 
ed the detachment under Colonel 
Bailie, where he took up a very 
ftrcng pofition ; and, influenced from 
a fuperftitious notion of its being 2 
lucky fpot, had determined, as I was 
. informed by my intelligence, to try 
his fortune in a fecond battle. I 
accordingly marched, on the 27th 
in the morning, towards him ; and, 
as reported, about eight o'clock we 
difcovered his army in order of bat- 
tle, and in full force to receive us, 
and in poffeffion of many ftrong and 
advantageous pofts, rendered the 
more formidable by the nature of 
the country lying between, which 
was interfered by very deep water- 
courfes. In ftiort, nothing could be 
more formidable than the iituation 
of the enemy, and nothing more ar- 
duous than our approach. To pre- 
' ferft a front to them, I was obliged 
to form the line under a heavy can- 
nonade from feveral batteries, as 
well as from the enemj's line, which 
galled us e^ecdingly, and was a 
very trying fituation for the troops, 
who bore it with a firmnefs and un- 
daunted bravery, which did them 
the- higheft honour, and {hewed a 
feeady valour, not to be furpaffed by 
the firft veterans of any nation in 
Europe. The conflict lafted from 
nine in tue morning till near fun-(et, 
when we had drove the enemy from 
all their ftrong pofts, and obliged 
them to rc:rc*;t with precipitation, 
leaving us in foil pofieuion. of the 
field of battle. Our 3ofs on this oc- 
cai:on was heavier ih;m 0:1 the ill of 
July, and that, of the enemy lefs, 

©wing 
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owing to their having {heltered them- 
selves under cover of the ( banks of 
tanks, and other grounds wiiich they 
pofTefTed favourable for that purp#fe. 
General Stuart had the misfortune 
to lofe his leg by a cannot ihot, whiiil 
bravely condu&ingthe fecond line to 
the fupport of a poll which I had 
occupied at the commencement of 
the engagement, and on which the 
enemy had kept a very fevere fire. 
The fame (hot alfo carried away the 
leg of Colonel Brown ; and having 
caufed his death, deprived the Com- 
pany of a very old and faithful fer^ 
vant, and the army of an able and 
experienced officer. Capt. Hiflop, 
one of my Aid de Camps, a very 
active and fpirited officer, was killed 
by a cannon-mot. 

On the 27th of September, near 
$holingur, I difcovered Hyder's en- 
campment, and, from the difpofi- 
tion which I could perceive he had 
made of his troops, I was fatisfied 
that he meant to give battle. It was 
ajbout noon when I gave the orders 
ibr Unking our encampment, and 
for the army to march : my. orders 
were obeyed with a degree of expe- 
dition and alacrity beyond all ex- 
pectation ; for although the enemy 
were polled at leail five miles off, 
from whence they did not advance 
nearer, the armies were engaged 
before four qklock, and by evening 
Hyder was completely routed. 

Our lofs on this occafion was very 
trifling, whiltt the enemy's was very 
considerable both in cavalry and in- 
fantry. We had but one fubaltern 
officer killed, none wounded, and 
about one hundred rank and file 
killed, wounded and miffing. 

After relieving Vcllore c.j the 4th 
©PNovember, which in four or five 
day* more m.uit either have beca 
evacuated or given up to the enomy. 
J proceeded to Chittor, to which I 
laid fiege on the 8th, and it -capita- 
Uted on the 10th. 



. Vcllore Being once more in diftrefs* 
for provisions, it was neceflary that 
the army ihould again march to its 
relief. , , 

■ Having made our arrangements, 
the army marched on the zd inftant 
towards -Vellore.- The enemy had 
affembled in force on the Weilern 
banks cf the, Poni river; hut on our 
approaching near, which was on the 
evening of the 9th, they decamped, 
and retreated with precipitation to- 
ward^ Lallapet ; and left us to take 
up their ground in quiet, diftant a- 
bove twelve miles from our place of 
deilination. On the following morn- 
ing, at ten o'clock, when the army 
was croffing a deep mdrafs, our rear 
and left flank were attacked by a 
dillant cannonade from the enemy, 
whofe different manoeuvres were evi- 
dently with a, view to impede our 
progrefs to Vellore, and to attack 
our baggage and, convoy. Having 
been completely foiled in all their 
attempts to that end, they thought 
proper to retire about three o'clock 
in the afternoon, after having kept 
up a very heavy fire for about four 
hours. Our lofs on this occafion was, 
killed, one Lieutenant, 19 native 
non-commiffioned rank and file^arid 
four horfes — Wounded, two Lieu- 
tenants, two European rank and 
file, one Souhedan, and 35 non-com- 
miffioned native rank and file- 
Miffing, one European rank and 
file, four natives, and one horfe. 

After the enemy had retired, I 
profecuted my march, and encamp- 
ed for the night within about four 
miles of Vellore. We arrived there 
the following morning, being the 
nth, the very day to which I had 
been pre-adviled by the Command- 
ing Officer of the garrifon, the pro-' 
viuons would laft. A halting d^y 
had become abfolutely neceflary for 
the refreshment of the troops, and 
draught and carriage cattle, having 
come upwards of feventy miles in 

five 
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.flye days, & that I did not com- 
Inence my march back until the 

13th, on which day Hyder appeared 
in full force, and ctiofe again to 
make an attack by a diftant can- 
nonade, when our army was eroding 
the fame marfliy ground where he 
attacked us on the 10th in going. 
About four o'clock in the afternoon 
the whole had got over the fwamp, 
and having pofted the baggage wich 
a proper guard, I formed the line, 
and advanced upon the enemy with 
all the expedition the nature of the 
ground would admit of; upon which 
the enemy gave way, and retreated 
with precipitation. We purfued 
them till dark, and not without ex- 
ecution, as we kept up an advancing 
iire upon them. It being impoflible 
to do/ more, we returned to our 
ground of encampment, where we 
arrived about midnight. Our lofs 
on this occafion was' very trifling,* 
only one officer wounded, and about 
fixty rank and file killed, wounded 
and miffing. 

Colonel Crawford, of his. Majefty*s 
73d regiment, having had my leave 
to return to Europe/ will have the 
honour of delivering your Loidihip 
this letter. .' "^ 

I fhould do injufticc to the high 
fenfe I entertain of Co\. Crawford's 
merit as an officer, did f omit on* 
this occafion mentioning how much 
he has acquitted himfelf to my fatis- • 
faction, and with honour and credit 
to himfelf, in the whole courfe »;f a 
nioft trying campaign. He was next 
in command to me at the battle of 
Shelingur, on which occafion his 
conduct, was deferving of tfie higheft 
applaufe. 

I have had occafion to make favour- 
able mention of Lieutenant-colonel 
Owen for his diftinguifhed c'onducl in 
refilling, with a fmall detachment, 
the united efforts of the whole of 
Hyder's army. Permit me the li- 
berty of once more recurring to him 
*s an officer of great military abi- 
ftiesj he has acquitted himfelf to

The poll into which 
they had thrown themielves was a- 
bout fix or feveri feet high, made of 
large logs, -with loop-holes between, 
and a number of brafs fwive}s at the 
top, which was entirely open, nor 
Was there any way of entering, hut 
by climbing over. They had, befujes 
fwivels, mufkets with bayonets, and 
long pikes, for their defence. Lreat. 
Blanchard fumtr.Oned them to- fur- 
render, which they not only refofed, 
But bid the parity defiance ; on

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which he immediately ordered the 
place. to*be ftormed, which was acv 
cordingly. done, and, though defend* 

«d with obftinac^, it was foon .carri^ 
ed. The Americans had nine men 
killed in the a&ion, and I z made pri- 
fonors, two of whom wetc wounded.

I am unable to defcribe to your 
Excellency the painful anxiety, un- 
der which I have laboured, fince the 
reception of the letter yoadid me the 
honour to write me of the 23d in- 
fant. — The motions of the naval 
forte under your command, which 
your Excellency fays may pofliblyj 
h?£pen, fincc the information com-- 
municated to you by the Baron- de 
Clozen, obliges me to point out the 
confequences that may follow, and 
warmly-to urge a perfeverance in ith* 
plan agreed upon between us. Per- 
mit mc, in the firft place, to repeat 

to 
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to yo*r Excellency, that the attempt 
upon York, under the prote&jon of 
your (hipping, is as certain of rue* 
ceftj as a fttperior force, and afupe*. 
riority of measures can render any 
military operation j that the duration 
of the hegs may heexaftiy afceitajn- 
ed ; and ^ thai the capture of the Bri- 
tkh army is a matter fo important in 
itfelf, and in its confeqnences, that it 
muft greatly tend to bring an end to 
the war, and put our a}lied,army in 
certain poffeffion of the w>ft ineftim* 
able advantages. ■ . 

If your Excellency quits the Bay, 
an accefs is open to relieve York, of 
which the enemy wilt inftantly avail 
themfelves. The confequences of this 
will be not only the difgrace of aban- 
doning a oefignon which are founded 
the fairett hopes of the allied forces, 
after a prodigious expence, fatigue, 
and exertion, but the probable 4if- 
banding of the whole army ; for the 
prefent feat of war being fuch, as 
abfolutely precludes the life of wag- 
gons-, from the great number of large 
rivers which interfeft the country, 
there will be a total want of provi- 
sions, unlefs this inconvenience is re- 
medied by water carriage. This pro- 
vince has been fo exhaufted by the 
ravages of the enemy, and by the 
fupport already given to our forces, 
that fubfiftence malt be drawn from 
a diftance, and that can be done Only 
by a fleet fuperior in the Bay. 

I earneftly beg your Excellency 
would consider, that if, by moving 
your fleet from the fituation agreed 
6n, we lofe the prefent opportunity, 
we (hall never hereafter have it in our 
power to ftrike fo detifive a ftroke. 
That the Brkifli will labour without 
intcrmiflion to fortify a place fo ufe-- 
ful to their fhipping ; and that then 
the period of an honourable peace 
will be farther diflant than ever. 

The confidence I have in your Ex- 
cellency's manly . fpirit, and naval 
talents, leaves me no doubt that the 
confideration oftheconfeq;uences that 



mud* follow your departure from the 
Bay, wilr determine you to nfe all 
pof&ble means for the good of the 
coimmoit caafe; From the aiTu ranees 
of the moft expert faHors, I am per- 
fuaded that your Excellency may cake 
fuch a pofition in the Bay, as to leave 
nothing' to be apprehended from any 
attempt of the Englifh fleet ; that 
this pofitfon will r at the fame time, 
facilitate the operations of the fiege, 
lecure the tran/portation Of our pro- 
vifions by water, and accelerate oar 
approaches, by landing ofcr heavy ar- 
tillery and warlike nece/Taries tb York 
River, almoft clofe to oor trenches. 

The force faid to haver arrived un- 
der Admiral Digby, as the new* 
comes from the Britiih themfelves, 
may not only be exaggerated, but, 
perhaps, abfolutely falie ; but, fup- 
pofing it to betsrue, their whole force 
united, cannot be fuch as to give 
them any hopes of fuccefs in the at- 
tacking your fleet. If the po/kionr 
for your fhipsrto lie at anchor, which 
we agreed upon, has fince appeared 
impracticable, there is» ftill another 
meafure tabe adopted, which, thofcrgfe 
much inferior as to the fecurity and? 
facility it will give to our land ope- 
rations, mayitiU be of' advantage td 
our affairs; the meafure Tmean is to 
cruize Off the Bay, fo as to keep the 
Capes always in fight, and to prevent 
any Englifh veflels getting in. What- 
ever plan you may adopt -I* am _tt>- 
peft your Excellency to perfevere^a 
the fcheme fo happily concerted be r 
tween us ; btit it you fliould find iri- 
furmountable obftacles in the way, 
let me ultimately beg of yofr not W 
relmqftiifh the lair, mentioned alterna- 
tive of preventing all veflelsfrorn the 1 
enemy entering the Bay of Chefa* 
peak. The Britim Admiral may 
mancuvre his fleet, and: endeavour- 
to draw you from the main obje&we 
have in view, but I can never believe 
that he will feriouily wifh to bring 
on a general action with a fleets 
whofe force, I will anfwer for it, i» t 

Superior 
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iqperior to the moft exaggerated ac- 
counts we have of theirs. Pall ex- 
perience has taught them not to 
hazard them/elves with equal num- 
bers, and has drawn from them, un- 
willingly, the moil refpeftful opinions 
of their enemy. Permit me to add, 
that the abfence of your fleet from 
the Bay may fruflrate our defign up- 
on the gamfon at York ; for in the 
p'refent fituation of matters, Lord 
Oornwallis might evacuate the place 
with the lofs of his artillery, bag- 
gage, and a few men, facrifices, 
which would be highly juilifiable 
from the dehre of faving the body 
of his army- . 

The Marquis de la Fayette, who 
does me the honour to carry this let- 
ter to your Excellency, will explain to 
you better than any other perfon, or 
than I can do by letter, many parti- 
culars of our prefent pofirion. Your 
Excellency is acquainted with his 
candour and talents, which entitle 
him to your confidence. I have or- 
dered him not to pafs the Cape for 
fear of accident, in cafe you mould 
be at fea ; if this be fo, he will inclofe 
this difpatch in a letter from himfelf.

The following is a tranfcript of 

the accounts received at the India-

The importance of the fervice which 
he has thus rendered to Great Britain, 
can only be equalled by the gallan- 
try wkh which, amidft the ftorms of 
the Monfoon, and in a very bad ft ate 
of health, he flew from the tran- 
quility of his official duty here, in* 
October laft ; and both by his exam- 
ple a* a foldier, and able conduct as 
a General, began what we hope he 
has now completed, the relief of the 
Carnatic. A Member of this Board 
had an opportunity, in his way hither, 
to witnefs perfbnally the many un-. 
cpmmon difficulties againft which * 
Sir Eyre Coote had to ftruggle, to 
effect thfs great and brilliant fervice ; 
and he has no he/itation in faying, 
that he is perfuaded no officer but 
one of General Sir Eyre Coote's at- 
tention to the native troops, and won- 
derful perfeverance, under ill health 
and every military diftrefs, coijld 
have conduced liimfelf fo patiently 
and completely to" the overthrow of 
the enemy. My Lord Macartney's 
aflidqity, teal, and exertion, were 
equally cOnfpicuous. in collecting 
and forwarding fupphes for the army. 
We fee, without the lots of a mo- 
ment, transmitted this news to the 
Governor-general, and vetfed hihi 
with full powers to turn it to the

pleting the relief of the Carnatic, 
by directing the Prefidency of Bom- 
bay and 'General Goddard to raife 
enemies in his own dominions.

/hip bearing the only difcernable to- 
kens of a fhip of war, namely the 
military flag : his Danifh Majefty 
makes no doubt, but that the Catho- 
lic King will inftantly order its re- 
leafe, at its leaving Cadiz, as a (hip 
of war. 

" His Moft Catholic Majefty giv- 
ing ear only to the generoflty of his 
friendly, fentiments towards nis I}a- 
nifh Majefty, upon his declaration of 
"its belonging to him, (though ladea 
with contraband goods) and his Ma- 
jefty promifing that it was bound to 
no hoftile power, would have chear^ 
Mlv released it. But as nains are 
flKen to eftablifh, as a principle, that 
all fuch ihips are to be reputed men 
of war, as bear the military infignla 
which the faid court pretends 'Js the 
only characleriftic, though they were 
merchantmen not fuiRciently armed 
for war, as is the cafe with the St. 
Jean ; the Catholic King thinks it 
neither expedient nor becoming, to 
give a pofitive and final anftybroa^ 
this event, without confultil!gwuh 
the powers interefted in thel armed, 
neutrality, and other maritime pow- 
ers, on this new laid principle^ which 
by the abufe it is liable to froLn mer- 
'chantmen, would render null and 
ineffectual,, the precautions takenjin 
all treaties in regard to the 'fhipsof 
war, arid the right of Searching, and 
detaining, all others. ' ,'/ \\ 

" In conference whereof,' T am 

. commanded by my royal m after to 

lay this before your H. M. adding, 

' " tha* 
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that his Moft Cacfcolfc Majefty 1$ 
very willing to adhere xp this new 
plan of treating, as flrips of war, ail 
who bear the military flag, whether 
they Be merchantmen or not, armed 
©r not armed, fufficiently : provided 
the other maritime powers agree in 
acknowledging the expediency there- 
of : with this provifo, that the King, 
my matter, would be at liberty to 
eitabliih fuch regulations as his Ma- 
jefty may think molt conducive to fe- 
cure the (ea trade/ of all the other 
nations, to and froffi the ports in his 
dominions, in order to Obviate all 
abufes and contention.

Leide, June 1 3. His Moft Serene 
Hjghnefs the Prince Stadtholder 
went, on the 15th inft. to the Af- 
iembly of the States General, and 
made the following fpeech : 

" High and Mighty Lords, 
« c The Republic having been at- 
tacked by the Crown of Great Britain, 
without any juftifiable motives, and 
thus compelled to have recourfe to 
every poffible means, as welj foists 
own defence, as for the protection of 
its trading fubje&s, in order to re- 
cover the colonies which have been 
wrefted from us, and retaliate upon 
t the enemy; I judged it moft effential 
' to confider of the Deft means of fup- 
plying the want of men, which our 
navy experiences, for the equipment 
of the rtiips lately built, that they 
-^VBWJSpot remain ufelefs in the ports, 
for \fant of a fufficient number of 
hawfe to £t them out for Yea. We 
all know how diftreffed we are in this 
* particular ; and although I cannot 
preteW to afcertain, that what I have 
to propofe will procure able feamen 
to our navy, it will, at leaft, in fome ' 
meafure anfwer our prefent exigen- 
ces; One might at firft imagine, 
that, offering large premiums, and 
inCreafing the ordinary pay, would 
tend to anfwer the purpofe ; but ex* 
perience has convinced us, that thi$ 



meafure U of little avail, "exclufive of 
the difficulties to which it is liable. 
The renewal of an ordinance^ re- 
quiring every merchantman to give 
up one third of their hands, ' would 
prove of little fervice in the prefent 
fituation of affairs, XhS prefs, as 
eftablifhed in Great Britain, appears 
to mefo *very repugnant to the natural 
rights of men tvho hanje acquired their 
freedom" at the point ofthef<word % that 
I ftiall never be able to bring myfelf 
to advife your H. M. to introduce in 
this Republic a cuftom Unknown to 
this country ; and which, the rulers 
of a free people mujl hold in the utmoft 
detejiation. Nothing, therefore* has 
decurred to me more expedient in the 
prefent exigency, than to recruit the 
navy from the body of the marines, 
chufing amongft them fuch as have 
already ferved fome time on board 
the (hips, and are ufed to the fea, 
whilft their vacancy might be filled 
up by the infantry of the ftate. "I 
have in confequence, turned my 
thoughts to a plan to be laid before 
your H. M., the object of which is to 
fupply the deficiencies of uncommif- 
fioned officers and privates ori board, 
the fhips of the Republic, \ry a fuf- 
ficient number taken in the manner 
before expreffed, and that fuch a 
meafure may be carried into execution 
without lofs of time, and by the 
eafieft means." 

Here follows the propofal alluded 
to, which is, to draft out of the 69 
(landing battalions, one Serjeant, ^ie 
Corporal, and 28 privates ; and out 
of the 34 regiments, one Drummer ; 
thefe as much as poffible (hould be 
volunteers entitled to the premiums, 
Sec. hitherto offered ; and who, if 
their conduct is approved of, will he 
at liberty to remain in the navy, re- 
aflume their former fervice,,, or retire 
with a full difcharge. .In order that 
the vacancy occasioned by^hefe $r4fts- 
might be filled up, their H". M.* fliall 
caufe to be paid 25 crowns to the. 
Captains of companies^ for every.man

Dear Brother, 
*x h^£eVdu fafely received my let- 
ter froni roondamalee. We marched 
from thence on the 1 8 th of Septem- 
ber, 'HA ''agreeable to my intention, 
I had 'begun aiid made fome progrefs 
in art account of the operations of the 
army brf this expedition, but which 
was irretrievably loft, with a great 
part of my baggage, in a glorious 
retrrat conducted by Colonel Owen, 
^frb] ! with a handful of men, gave 
a dkjk tolSj&er'i whole force, and 
joined the army, with a trifling lofs, 
on the 23d intent. I (hall defer an 
account of this bufinefi till my narra- 
Vol.XIV. ,. 



tive leads regularly to it; and I hope 
that the conclufion of this letter will 
record brilliant and decifive fuccefs. 

From Trioofore we ftruck into the 
Pollams, which we were given to 
underftand abounded with provifions, 
and have found a fufficiency for the 
maintenance of our army, at the 
fame time that our. fttuation has af- 
forded us a little more elbow room 
than the Loochies allowed us on the 
Plains. 

On the 23d of September, the ar- 
my arrived at Pollore, a fort of little 
ftrength, which furrendered the" fame 
evening. . Hyder, fuppofing that 
the General meant to throw provi- 
fions into Vellore, thought it worth 
while to hazard an a&ion. We 
marched towards him on the evening 
of the 26th, and encamped about 
three or four miles from his advanced 
pofls, after having driven away a 
confiderable body of his troops who 
were fent to reconnoitre. The night 
was exceeding rainy, which put it 
out of the General's power to GfFer 
an alert, though that is a fpecies of 
fighting which I underftand he is not 
fond of, on account of the fefety of 
the Carnatic being at ftake on the 
fuccefs of this army, which can ill 
afford to rifque any thing. 

On the 27th, after breakfaft, Sir 
Eyre marched with the fecond bri* 
gade, commanded by Major Ed mond? 
ion; and before twelve o'clock pof- 
fefled himfelf of two high rocks, be- 
tween which was the main road, lead* 
ing to art extenflve plain, where 
Hyder had drawn up his army for 
our reception. Orders were then, 
fent for the line to advance. The 
drums beat to arms ; and our native 
troops fung Victoria on the march, 
as the feaft of the Dhufera fell on that 
day. , 

The rocks poflefled by our ad- 
vanced party were confiderably out 
of the range of the enemy V mot. 
On the fuppofition that we Ihould, 
march immediately to the attack, his 
army was drawn Op on advanta-' 

H geou* 
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geous ground immediately oppofite; 
pofleflxng parts difficult of accefs, 
from the intervention of Tanks and 
other obftru&ions. The General 
had well confidered his difpofition, 
and fettled the mode of attack t be- 
fore the army joined him. .He led the 
line along the foot of a high ridge of 
hills extending to our right, giving 
orders to Major Edmondfon to tern 
the enemy's left flank, and attack it 
vigorously, whifft the line aflfuulted 
them in front. We accordingly pro- 
ceeded on, without a moment's in- 
terruption, and on the march a 
friendly bay within the hills pre- 
fented itfelf for the reception of our 
baggage. From the marching and 
countermarching of our enemy, vt 
was eaflly to be perceived that Hy- 
der was greatly at a lofs to judge of 
our intentions, whether we meant to 
£ght him or not that evening. To 
perplex Kim the more, our General 
ordered the" camp colours to be 
planted ; and as we were then within 
random -fhot, this deception caufed 
Hyder to nn limber his guns, and 
begin the cannonade, which they did, 
with fome trifling fuccefs. Our line 
of march proceeaed on till fuch time 
as Edmondfon had extended beyond 
their left flank, and began to turn 
it. Our rear was fecured by the 
mountains : > two battalions of Sepoys 
pofted with the baggage, ferved to^ 
protect it, at the lame time that 
they covered our left flank, fo far 
as their guns would range, during 
oiar advance, and which,- beyond the 
range of fix-pound ihot, was de- 
fended by a large Tank, that effec- 
taally prevented a charge from ca- 
valry, athough it was not fo exten- 
iive but to admit of our being an- 
noyed by any batteries the enemy 
might bring- oh the oppoiite fide of 
'it during the engagement. Thus 
jfituated, orders - were given for the 
whole litre to front, the grenadiers 
march to be Beaten as a fignal of ad- 
vance, sndr.uhe gun* to move with- 
out wrlimbcring. By this time .the 



enemy had brought heavy metal frorit 
their poft in front df the rocks, and 
had gained our length with preciiion. 
We moved on brifkly, and Toon felt 
the good eflre&s of the movement.' 
The fhot flew over us in fhoutfers, 
and Hyder was altanifhed at the ra- 
pidity of our motions* Hie feared 
for his guns, and faw no means ofc 
providing for their fafety b*t by ven- 
turing a charge of his moft approved 
cavalry. They were perceived pre* 
paring for an attack. Our guns 
were unlitnbered, when we advanced 
with eoolnefV; but the threatening 
ftorm gathered, and rendered it ae* 
ceiTary to drefs our line. The fireL 
df our artillery had fllenced the ene-» 
my's guns* They perceived that no* 
time was to be loft in.carrying them* 
off; and to fecure their fafety* twef 
columns of hi^ liable horfe, of about 
two thoufand each', advanced with 
fpirit, to make an impreffion; the 
one on the right, the other on the 
left wing. The latter bent their 
attack to a battalion fon the left of 
our regiment, and, notwithstanding 
the hre of round fhot from- eight 
pieces of artillery, perfifted in their 
attempt, the rapidity of their mo- 
tion enereafing as they came «n : it 
w» a glorious fight. I watched 
narrowly to obferve the effecl of the 
grape. The fir# round took them 
exactly in front $ men and horfes 
quickly beilrewed the plain ; the 
column was thrown into' couftrfioh : 
the rear diviflon wheeled to the right 
about, and went fairly off* TJwrfe 
that were nearer unfolded* aad were 
obliged to run the gauntlet, in front 
of ? two battalions, before they could' 
fecure themfelves from our fire, about 
loo excepted, \vho made for an in- 
terval occaiioned by a gun having 
been left a few paces in the; rear i 
they tilted at that, ; and fneceeded s 
but were fo anxious for their own 
peribnal fafety, that only one. man 
received a cut as they paffed a Lafcar 
belonging to the other guns. Their 
leaders were killed, and, their ilan- 
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dard taken, and manjrof the men. 
and hades fell of their wounds, after 
having gotten in our rear. . Thiji 
charge had neatty been fatal to Colo-' 
nel Pearfe and'his fuite-, who palled 
through ? the interval I have 'men-* 
tioued. .The Colonel's horfe was 
Unruly ; lie feemed to have a fenfe 
of honour, and threw up his heels 
at the pursuing foe ; a fwor^was up- 
lifted againJft the Colonel, when the 
man received a ball from a Haval- 
dar, who:has been fince deservedly 
promoted. Lieutenant fjumphries 
was aifo attached, and having no 
weapon in iiis hand, boldly pre/Ted 
his horfe clofe to the aflailant* thus 
taking away from tfye force of the 
Wow, which drew blood, i>ut'caufed' 
only a, trifling wound. This man 
alfo was* killed by a mufquet (hot 
from one Of the Sepoys, Two bf 
three horfes in the rear were carried 
off by the furvivors, and the b^ilr 
locks of a Tumbrill (tabbed by them, 
as they could not (lay to carry it off; 
Thus much for the charge oh th£ 
left wing, of which I was a jvitnefs. 
Lieutenant M'Donald of Blane's re^ 
giment, gives the following account 
of what happened on our right. 

The right wing not having unlim- 
bervd-fo Toon as. the left, had pro- 
ceeded iurther, and the jnh regi- 
ment had butilretched the troops on 
their right, which they were induced 
to from a fmart but ill-dire&ed fire 
of tanfijnetry from a walled poft in 
their front, defended by a (ix-poun- 
demand at cohftderabie body of th,e 
enemy's regular clothed troops. The 
13th regiment were prevailed upon to 
advance ' through their fire without 
returning it, although a, Carnatic 
battalion on their right had began to 
engage. They marched- clofe up to 
the- poft, delivered the contents pf 
their mufejuets, and rufhed on them 
with their bayonets,, doing great exe- 
cution. The enemy ran off in a 
confuted croud, and as they gaine^ 
ground, ftili left fotne unfortunate 
pan behind, many falling pf tfxeir^ 



wounds. M'Donald, who is. a fbortf- 
man, aptly likens it to a remarkable 
(hot he made at a flock qf wild 
ducks near Rajahmahl, one falling 
after another as they flew off. The 
regiment was eager to jpurfue, and 
fojicked hard to follow the ftandard 
elephants of the enemy, which then 
prefented, themfelves f but their at- 
tention was quickly, engaged by the 
appearance of a body or cavalry pre- 
paring to charge them in flank. Ac 
that monient the utility of difciplmd 
(hone with diltinguiihed luftre. The 
common men themfelves remarked 
that they mult prefent a front. The 
regiment had got into fome diforderf 
from the nature of the attack and 
purfuit above defcribed. Their offi- 
cers directed their pofition, and told 
the files as they pafled. The Ma- 
dras officers admired the qujeknefs 
with which the regiment formed to 
recejve the enemy, and the coolnefs 
with which they waited till the^ 
advanced within 39 paces. Lieu- 
tenant M'Donald, who commanded 
Captain Powell's battalion (fick at 
Madras),' ordered the flank divifion, 
near him to referve their fire, which 
they obeyed. The remainder of that 
battalion, waited his orders, gave their 
fire, and put them : to the route. 
M 'Donald gave them his referve a* 
they fled,- and his men continued the? 
fire whilnV they could do execution. 
As they went off they received 7 : thd? 
fire of the other battalion, and of 
two Carnatic battalions, payingdeady 
for their attempt. The 13 th regi- 
ment gained the greater credit on 
this occafiOn, as they were not aflifl- 
ed fey their artillery, which had 
been unable- to keep pace with them 
ifi the attack of the enemy's poft. 

Soon after thefe feveral -charges 
had $>een repulfedi Tipoo Saib had 
brought 1 a, guns on the.oppdfile fide 
of the Tank, before remarked* from" 
whence he cannonaded the left of the 
line, but with trifling effect 5 Co- 
lonel Pearce thought it imprudent to 
advance leait he fhould get in the 
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rear, and by fomc miftake or other 
it was reported to him that the gun 
ammunition was nearly expended, a 
circumftance I cannot account for, 
as very few (hots had been fired 
during the engagement. This report 
was, however, attended to, and mef- 
faged to the Commander in Chief, 
together with the fuppofed critical 
Situation of the left wing, cannon- 
aded by Tipqo's diviiion. The re- 
port of the expenditure of ammuni- 
tion was groundlefsr To flay where 
we were and cannonade with Tipoo, 
was furely ill judged, at a time when, 
our advance would have carried us 
far out of his reach, and when he 
was fo polled that he could not have 
been up in time to annoy us in/ our 
attack on the front, had he been fo 
inclined, and would have fuffered 
feverely in the attempt from our 
baggage guard. Thefe meafures 
ana reports had a moll unfavourable 
effect The General was alarmed 
at what he heard, checked the pro- 
grefs of the right wing, and fent or- 
ders to Major Edmondfon to join the 
line; but he was fo far engaged that 
he took upon hirofelf to ad in fome 
meafure oppofite to his orders, as he 
would have run fome rifque by an 
' implicit obedience to them. At this 
time the enemy were retreating with 
all expedition, Tipoo's party ex- 
cepted, which kept pofl at the Tank. 
Major Edmondfon's divifion kept up 
a heavy cannonade on the retreating 
enemy, who were obliged to pais 
within the range of his fhot, and 
muft have fuffered feverely, as they 
went off in a confufed multitude. 
, Had it not been for the idle reports 
and mifreprefen rations from the left 
wing, the fuccefs of that day would 
in . all human probability have given 
the coup-de-grace to Hyder's Force' 
in the Carnatic, as I have heard from 
the mod refpectable authority, that' 
the action on the right prom i fed fully 
tp anfwer the General's expectations ; 
and I have heard him regret that he' 
was obliged to forego the advantages 



he had gained, in order to fupport 
the left wing, which repeated mef- 
fagesfroxn Colonel Pearce reprefent- 
edto be hard prefTed, and even in 
danger of being overpowered* The 
cannonade of Major Edmondfon's 
diviiion continued till fome time after 
fun-fetting, which concluded tne 
bufinefs of the day. In general it 
was remarked that the fuzes were 
very indifferent, and took ' away 
greatly from the execution of our 
artillery. I faw three mifs at the 
moll critical moment, and am in- 
formed that fimilar accidents fre- 
quently occurred during the day. 

Our lofs on this occafion was very 
trifling, only one officer killed, and 
one wounded. The enemy fuffered 
feverely both in men and horfes. 
The gun taken by the 13 th regiment 
was an Englifh fix-pounder. 

In confequerrce of this action, the 
Polygars deferted Hyder, and retired 
to their own country, which induced 
$ir Eyre Coote to march' into the 
Pollams, as the Rajahs prom i fed fup- 
plies of provifions : they did not, 
however, perform them, whilil the 
army remained for five days at the 
fjurts of the hills, which caufed our 
moving further into them, when 
more ample fupplies were provided, 
but fcarcely equal to our daily con- 
fu motion. 

The General perceiving, that, 
though there was no fcarcity of 
grain, the collection of a fofficient 
quantity for fo numerous an army, 
was attended with many difficulties, 
he detached Colonel Owen with fix; 
battalions of Sepoys, and eight three- 
pounders drawn by horfes (the ca- 
valry guns) to Veracundalore, com-> 
manding a pafs, and well fituated to 
fubfifl ourfelves at leafl, if not add 
to the genera. 1 flock. It was like- 
wife a poll of confequence, as the 
road to the Damalcherry pafs? leading 
into Hyder's country, was not more 
than 12 miles dillant, through which 
he received conflant fupplies. We 
arrived there on the 8th of October, 

and 
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and the villagers fpon brought in 
provifions, though not in confider- 
able quantities. We managed, how- 
ever, to fubfift the detachment, and 
were enabled to fend a quantity of 
grain, fheep, and bullocks, to the 
grand army, , Of the two latter we 
took fome thoufands from the enemy, 
inarching at midnight, and furprifmg 
them before fun-rife. We alfo made 
another excurfion two nights after- 
wards, intending to have giyen an 
alert to Tippoo's poft, which did 
not fucceed, owing to the badnefs of 
the road preventing our marching 
with the neceffary quicknefs. This 
attempt was made on the 19th, and, 
together with the former, either ir- 
ritated or alarmed Hyder fo much, 
that he thought it worth while to 
move with his whole force to cut us 
off or drive us away. His army was 
encamped at the diilance of feveriteen 
miles, at a place called Lalapel, a few 
miles from Arcot. 

On the morning of the 22& he 
ordered his army to parade, on pre- 
tence of muilenng it, and marched 
off immediately, in the hope of fur- 
prizing us in the night. In this he 
mifcarried, as he did not arrive with- 
in fight (>f our out-pofts till day- 
break the next morning, when the 
officer on duty perceived a body of 
cavalry, amounting, as he fuppofed, 
to 2000, which was a profpect that 
did not much alarm him, as it had 
happened before. As the day cleared, 
the enemy appeared in greater force, 
and, at length, in fuch numbers, as 
were evidently refpectable to fo fmall 
a detachment. The officers had fig- 
nal flags, which he hoifted all toge- 
ther, as an intimation that every 
part of an army were advancing, 
whofe approach they were intended 
to fignify. Colonel Owen immedi- 
ately went to the out-poft, which was 
ftrongly fi tuated, and from his own 
obfervation was convinced that Hy- 
der himfelf, or much the greater 
part of his army, was at no confider- 
able diftance. He refolved, there- 



fore to prepare for a retreat. The 
pickets were fent to reinforce the 
out-pofts, and to efcort them to 
camp. The tents were (truck, and 
the baggage ordered to move into 
the pafs. The firfl was completely 
effected ; the latter were not fo regu- 
lar in their operations, not knowing 
or apprehending their danger,' of 
which Colonel Owen did not chufe 
to apprize the line, left it mould 
flurry and alarm the men. 

About nine o'clock our out-pofts 
joined, and were attended by a few 
of the enemy's irregular cavalry. 
The fafety of the baggage, at fo 
critical a juncture, was a fecondary 
object. The Colonel ordered a fmall 
regiment of cavalry, and three com- 
panies of fepoys, for its protection ; 
but as no previous orders had been 
given to the people, they thought it 
the fafeft way to fly to the Jungles, 
through which we were to pafs, and 
were there plundered, though few 
were killed or inhumanly treated. 

Having compleated* the line of 
march, and given the neceflary di- 
rections to the officers, he faced us tor 
the right, and we marched along thd 
foot of the hills leading to the pafs. 
By this time confiderable bodies of 
the enemy's horfe appeared in our 
front, their numbers encreafing every 
moment, and in a few minutes their 
difpofition became refpectable, as 
they were evidently preparing for a 
charge, propoiing by that means to 
engage bur atten* tion till Hyder 's in- 
fantry and guns were brought into 
action. Qur rear was defended by 
the hills, at the foot of which we 
marched. The Colonel perceiving 
they had formed in a manner worthy 
a cannonade, directed the artillery 
fire with coolnefs and deliberation \ 
when a few fhot from ten pieces of 
cannon difordered them fo rauch^ 
that nothing was to be apprehended 
from their undifciplined attempts. 
We then marched on till they be^ 
came again refpectable, repeated 
our fire of artillery ; and thus alter- 
nately 
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nately moving on and fliewing a 
ixont, we gained the pafs, where we 
Raited fpr fome time, doing much 
execution frqp our artillery, which 
was Served with the utmoft delibera- 
tion. Our infantry (hewed an un- 
daunted countenance, arid were not 
Jn the leaft difcompofed, although a 
Jtorm. o/rockeks flew about in eyery 
part of the line, and ten or twelve 
©f the enemy's guns were by this 
$ime brought into a&iori. 

At length the enemy's main bodies 
of infantry and guns were perceived 
marching on in three feveral divi- 
4$>ns, intending to furround us, and 
J^r, Lally very unexpectedly got % 
piece of artillery upon a high hill, di- 
rectly on a line with our left 'flank^ 
vhich threatened great execution. — 
The fire from the artillery of the 
enemy encreafed every minute, and a 
little time more would have afforded 
them an opportunity to bring the 
Wnol£ into a&ion. The Colonel 
then determined to enter the pafs, 
©p the right of which he placed two 
fix. and t^Q three-pouniders, which 
fired brifkly a few well- directed mots 
?}t the cavalry, who were now encou- 
raged by the approach of their main 
army, and waiting the opportunity 
to begm the bufinefs of deflru&ion. 
They ' were again difordered, and 
ftemed checked beyond the power of 
accompiifhing their defign. The 
leading battalion entered the pafs, 
followed by our regiment and the 
remaining battalions as they came 
pp. TJie enemy's guns were well-di- 
xe&ed at the pafs, and a dorm of (hot 
flew over us, exceeding any thing the* 
cJldeft'foldier there ever experienced, 
but with little effect. The enemy 
fired from a gentle declivity, whilfi: 
vie defcended on the other fide into 
the pafs. Of coutfe it was not pof- 
fible to do much execution. ;TKeir 
foot fpent their fruitlefs rage on the 
trees and itones beyond us, and their 
rockets abfolutely ferved to defend 
our ri^ht flank, as they flew for be- 
yond it, among ft their own people, 



feyeral of whom I faw knocked down, 
by them. The leading battalion' 
moved on, and we in front ftppofed 
that the retreat had been fucceftfully 
accomplifhed, when our attention 
was taken up by an ihceffant fire of 
mufquetry, that, Iafted nearly a quar- 
ter of an hour, fome of their foots; 
flying about us. I fuppofed it to be 
caufed by matchlock men on the. 
flanks, and did hot hear the particu- 
lars till the enemy had been put to 
the rout. My accounts of the attack 
upon the rear are as follow : 

It was brought up^ by a Carnatic* 
battalion, commanded by Captain, 
Walker, an officer who had feen. 
much fervice, and of approved bra-' 
very. On this occafion, however* 
his manoeuvre did not fucceed, and* 
is indeed difapproved of. Oh the 
ifanks of the pais, the Jungle is no^ 
fo thick but eafily to admit foot paf- 
fengers. Walker perceiving the erie^ 
my advancing in great numbers, or- 
dered his battalion to the rightabout^ 
and ruined into the Jungle, vainly 
expecting that the enemy would not* 
dare to follow. He was, however* 
miftaken ; for, encouraged by (b pre- 
cipitate a retreat, they purfued with 
fpirit,' and did not allow the batta- 
lion time to form, which indeed the 
ground itfelf rendered impracticable* 
with any precifion. Thus having 
foregone the advantages of difcrpline* 
intrinfic bravery and additional ri lim- 
bers had their due efficacy. After 
an irregular fkirmifh Walker's tea- 
poys fought their fa fety in flight^ 
they ran to the road where' the line 
was marching, rufhed beyond a fix 
pounder Which covered the 'rear, 
bearing down the artillery-rhen and 
lafcars attending the gun. The 
enemy followed in multitudes far 
beyond the fix pounder, where Cap- 
tain Walker was cut down attempt- 
ing to rally his men. * Capt: More- 
houfe, an officer of the artillery, in 
high efteem, perceiving that Wal- 
ker^ battalion was irretrievably bro- 
ken, and fearing the panic might 

fpread, 
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During this bufincfi the line halt* 
ed* a part of the battalion next 
Walker's excepted, which was de- 
tached by Colonel Owen to fupport 
the . grenadiers, by fcouring the) 
jungle on the flanks of the road, 
through which the grenadiers march- 
ed, by a continual fre of mufquetry, 
which was well conducted, and of 
much fervice. 

After having recovered the gun a 
few round and, grape fhot were fired. 
The enemy fotfnd no fnclinatifcn to 
renew their attacks, but attended 
their fteps at a refpectable diftance p 
firing now and then a random fhbt, 
which the flanking parties th6ught 
fcarcely worthy their notice. 
. In about half ah hour the rear of 
the line was reftored to order, and we 
moved on, attended by fome thou- 
fands of the enemy. As the coun- 
try opened they collected in a con- 
fiderable body, on the fide of a large 
pond/ but did not fhew any Spirits 
qr intention of coming to action. 
Six or eight three-pound fhot were 
fired with effect at the mpii nume- t 
rpus body, which difperfed them, 
and as weibon afterwards entered a 
valley between a range of hills, little 
more in breadth than the extent of our; 
front, had it been Tieceffary to form, 
he dropped them there, and three or 
four hours afterwards rhet $ir £yre\ 
Goote with the army on their march* 
to our/upport.

bayonets, crying out " t Coote Ra- 
madan'' Afto&ilhed at the brifk- 
ftefs o£ -th^ attack, furprwed at the 
appearance of the Europeans, whom 
it is highly probable they had not 
before noticed, and perhaps thinking 
that- tiie whole army had arrived* 
they were quite confounded, and fled 
with fo much precipitation as to 
Qead each other aWn. Thus were 
they purfued by the grenadier com- 
pany as far as propriety could war- 
rant, when they collected and, re- 
turned %o the gun, which was then 
taken charge of by the artillery of- 
ficer Lieut. Maud, whoaccompanied 
Capt. M<x> r ^ and received two flight 
wounds ia the a/fault. It is con- 
fidently aflerted,. that this company 
qf .fifty mep killed and wounded 
more than $00 of the enemy in a few 
mitftrtQ*; and if it be confidered 
tjhatTthey fired more than 4^ rounds 
per man, befides ufing the bayonet, 
all of which, were bloody and bent, 
i£ is far from improbable : a hkppy 
coir^cyen^e of circUmftances concur-

He marched back to Arcot 
with as much precipitancy as he left 
It, and there was not a vcftige on the 
ground next morning when he re» 
turned with Sir Eyre to the fcene of 
action, who, as the provision maga- 
zine was fixed at the former head 
quarters of the army, it became ne- 
ceffary to return, and on the 26th of 
October, he encamped at Polypot, 
Wherfc a considerable quantity of 
grain", 10 or 12 days, was collected, 
with which we marched the id of 
November, and arrived at Veijore the 
, 3d, without having met any cpn- 
Iderable body of the enemy,, tho' we 
expected that Hyder would have 
tried the fate of another general 
action to prevent its relief* as. the 
garrifon began to be diftrefled for 
provision. 

As Hydet has; not (truck a blow 
to prevent our throwing in fupflies, 
it may reafonably be conjectured; 
that Jk is on the declirfe, and if Sir 
Eyre Coote can manage to procure; 
grain, the uncommonly line weather 
of this feafon of the year will admit 
of pur continuing the <ampaign a 
few days longer, and perhaps oblige 1 
Kim to quit the Carnatic altogether ; 
as it is confidently reported that he 
has not much- more than 12 days 
proviiion, and our fituation between 
Bis army and the My fore country,* 
will render it difficult to fupply his 
army from thence. Confidering jho; 
obftacles the General has' had to 
combat with, he has .effected great 
matters within thefe fix weeks paft* 
and fhould the army in Tanjore be 
reinforced by the arrival of General 
Meadows, of which we daily expect, 
to hear, the Company will once more 
regain Us influence on this coaft. 

On the 5th of November, we left 
Vellore, and on the 7th encamped be* 
fore Chittore, a fort of little ftrength

On the noth, the rains let in, 
wt which did not eaufe a halt* as we 
marched that evening a few miles 
through a troublefome defile. On 
the aid, the weather was €0 fevere 
that we could not proceed.

Besom 
the breach was a large sheet of water, 
fufficsencly deep to render the accent 
difficult; and fuch precautions had 
been taken by the c omm a n d an t, 
Capt. BUhop, at would hare made 
the enemy pay feverdy for any at* 
tempt they might hare made to 
ftorm it* 

During Ac. time they lay besom 
it, several sallies were made witk 
oonfiderable fuccets, which, together 
with the news of oar approach, oc* 
ca&oaed their precipitant retreat on> 
the 10th inftant. 

On the 3d of December the army 
marched into cantonments ; two bri- 
gades at the Mount, the others at 
Choukry Plain, and places adjacent 
to Madras*. 

On die *8th, the army aiembled 
on Marmalong Plain i and on the ad 
of January, 1781, proceeded to Vel*. 
lout, a village about three milea 
beyond Poonamalee, on the Tripe* 
fore loads 

Coolee loads and carts of 

grain, for the declared purpofe of 
throwing it into Vellore. 

The army marched 
foon after ten o'clock, and encamped 
beyond fun-fctting, a little before 
Tripaibre.

The advanced guard fell in 
with a considerable body of the ene- 
my's, horfe on the grpund of encamp- 
ment, but which were chiefly dif- 
perfed. A few rockets were thrown 
at the line of march, but without 
effea. 

9th. Marched to 
by an unexpected route through the 
hills to the right. Hyder's army 
was encamped on the other fide of 
the Poonee river, but retired on the 
approach of the advanced guard, and 
neglected no opportunity of annoy- 
ing us as we crofTed, which was at- 
tended with con fiderable labour. 
1 -10th. Marched at day-break, and 
atoMt nine o'clock defcried, on our 
left flank, at fome miles diftance,- the 
approach of the. enemy by the dud 
of their line of march. They marched 
round to attack our rear, as the ar- 
my paifed a flough, which, it isTaid, 
was overflown the night beforr, from 
large Tanks on the right and left 
fides of the main road, and Which t 
think probable, having perceived one 
particular large breach, in the bank 
of one of .them well calculated for 
the purpbfe. The flough was in a 
hollow, and- at a proper diftance 
from the heights we had paifed to be 
annoyed by a cannonade from thence. 
The greater part of the line and bag- 
gage had paifed the flough before the 
enemy gained the heights. It was 
Decenary- to protect the paflage of 
thefe grain-carts remaining, for which 
©urpoje., 6rft the 26th regiment, and 
by degrees the whole of the 5th bri- 
gade, formed, and {hewed a front 



to the enemy, covering the flough, 
their left protected by the rear-guard 
and the hill?, their right by difficult 
ground, and part of the troops that, 
had already parted. In this polition 
they waited the enemy's attack, who 
contented themfelves with a can- 
nonade from their heavy guns^ twelve, 
eight, and twenty-four pounders. 
They fired from feveral batteries . 
with much vivacity, and knocked 
down fome people, with very liule 
return from us # as we had, pply one 
twelve-pounder, and the fixes were 
riot equal to the diftance. 1 he bri- 
gade continued at this pod more tfcaa 
half an hour, under a fcvere fire, 
which afforded time for the carts to 
get pretty well over. , The battalions 
were then ordered to file off, and 
form nearer the flough, which was 
done ; but it was unneceflary to rer 
main there any time, as the whole of 
the Carts and baggage had gained a 
place of fafety. We then retired, 
and gained the heights on the dppo#»" 
rite fide the flough, which encouraged 
the enemy to advance their guns, and 
the fire was renewed with much vi- 
gour. From fome caufe or other 
the lhie' was* ordered to hilt on a 
gentle afltfnt, whilft cxpofed to an 
enfilading, arid double crofs fire at 
the fame time, by which the , near 
battalion fiiffered fevej el v^ and jthe 
whole line was annoyed by their 
fhot.

The diftreffed fituation of public 
affairs forced the Congrefs to draw 
bills of exchange on their minifters. 
Sonic were drawn on France, fome on 
S^ajn, and fome on Holland. The 
firft were honoured and paid, the 
Second were accej>tjd, but recourfe 
was finally had to the Court of France 
for the payment of them alfoj.they 
were drawn at long fight, the. iales 
were flow,, they were remitted from 
time to time, and every opportunity 
afforded the Minifter of the United 
States to obtain the money for dis- 
charging thera r but in vain. Of 
consequence thefe bills have been re- 
gularly referred to the Court of 
France for payment,, and this has 
done us injury by anticipating the 
aid which France has been difpofed 
to afford us, and at the fame time 
has jattly alarmed and greatly em* 
barrafled the French Miniftry. 

Thefe things appear neceffary that 
yott fheuld kiK>w, and your legifla- 
tnre will undoubtedly draw the pro- 
per inferences. They will fee how 
much has been Suffered by delaying 
to call for the refources of our own 
country, and relying on the empty 
hubbies of hope, initead of the folid 
foundations of revenue. They will 
I trod dearly fee that all our hopes 
and expectations are narrowed down 
to what France may give or lend, 
feet here as in other cafes dclufion 
takes place of reality. We flatter 
tru Helves with ideal profpe&s, and are 
enly convinced of our folly by the 
fatal ciifis of national diitrefs. In 
order thai you may clearly under- 
hand the iuccours afforded by France, 
J inclofe an account, extracted from 
a ftate lately furniihed to Congrefs 
l?y the Minifter Plenipotentiary of 
his. Molt Chriiiian Ma jelly. 

You will obferve that his Majefty 
granted toihp United States a lubiidy 



for the* current year of fix irp llfort 
livres,, and on a reprefentation of out 
diftrefs, he 'was pleafed to become fe* 
eurity foiua loan' to be opened on our 
acxo»nt:withHoiknd ; and when it 
appeared, that there was little pro- 
bability of obtaining any money 
there^ in.feafon, he further agreed 
that "the fum to be borrowed, (hould 
be advanced for us, -in the firft in- 
stance, from the Royal -Treafury. 
Thus the gif: and the loan together, 
amount aro iixueen milKon'of livres, 
whiclmouM, if in this country, be 
equal only to two million, nine "kor*-- 
drcd and fixty-two thoufand, nine 
Jiundred and fixty-two dollars, al- 
though at the rate of eftimating dol- 
lars in France, it is there equal to 
three million, forty-feven thoufand 
fix hundred and nineteen dollars. 
But at the higheft rate of exchange 
which has hitherto taken place, this 
Yum, if drawn for, would have a> 
mounted to" no more than two mil- 
lion, five hundred and fixty thoufand 
dollars. I have been thus particular 
with refpeel to this fom, becaufe the 
difference of currencies very often 
tends to deceive thofe to whom their 
real value is not a familiar fubjeft of 
attention. 

The inclofed account is in livres, . 
and the two firft articles contain the 
total of the grant and loan, amount- 
ing to fixteen million livres. The 
remainder contains the deduction* 
to be made. The two firft articles 
whereof amounting to two million, 
three hundred thoufand livres, is for 
the payment of bills drawn on France, 
Spain and Holland, which I have 
already mentioned, the produce of 
the fale whereof has been applied to 
;the public fer vice, long before my 
appointment. The next article, be- 
ing two million of livres, is appropri- 
ated to the payment of intereft bills, 
wherefore no part of it can be applied 
to other purpofes. The fourth article, 
I need fay nothing of here, as it has 
long been in the mouths of every bo- 
dy. 
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df . The fifth and nxth articles were 
for thofe (lores which were laden on 
board four tranfports by order of 
Colonel Laurens, three of which have 
fafely arrived, and the other put back 
in diitrefs. The feventh article is in 
confeqeence of the lofs of that valu- 
able ihip the Marquis de la Fayette, 
which contained a great number of 



public ftores j the replacing of winch 
is neceuary for t'i* army and its 
operations, and which will amount 
to that funu 

Thelaft article contains the amount 
of monies depofited to anfwer my 
drafts, which have been made from 
time to time, and produce appropri- 
ated to the fenrice of the current yeari 
On the whole there remains a ba- 
lance of three million and fixteen 
thoufand, four hundred and ninety- 
nine Jivres. Thi« with the fum 
brought by Colonel Laurens, may be 
confidcred as of the value of about 
one million dollar*,, which is the ut- 
moft, for it would exceed that only 
by twenty-one thoufand," five hun- 
dred and feventy-four 'dollars, if it 

" were now in the country* 

Thus then you fee the extent of 
that pecuniary fuccour, which has 
ulled the minds of all with fuch teem- 
ing expectation, it is narrowed down 
to. one million of dollars; hut by the 
befl accounts and efti mates I have 

*1>een able to procure, this war has 
hitherto coll about twenty millions 
annually. I do indeed expect, that 
the future expenditures will be 
greatly curtailed; bat it mull be re- 
membered, that the moil rigid ceco- 
nomy has «ts bounds, and that it caw- 
not exiit without punctual perform- 
ance of thofe engagements on which 
the firft Hep towards it mull depend. 
As foon as the proper eftimates for 
the next year can be made out, the 
demands r founded on them will be 
ftated ; and I fhalj fhortly adver&fe 
for contracts, as the moil effectual 
4ttode c£ hufbanding our refources* 
I feel it my duty however to obferve, 
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that a note this day fent to Con greG 
of fome of my principal engage- 
ments for money, amounts to up- 
wards of two hundred thoufand dol- 
lars, yet the calls- for it from every 
quarter are inceflant. 

I would gladly quit the fubgect of 
fupplies and expectations here, but 
it is neeenary that the States lhoull 



kndw all; and I fliould not anfwer 
the views of Congrefs, if I did not 
add that the Court of France place 
th* aid now afforded us among the 
number of thofe extraordinary efforts 
which cannot be repeated. The de* 
daration that no more pecuniary 
aflillance can be afforded us, is as 
plain as language will admit or; and 
although applications may and pro- 
bably will be made by our minifest* 
to the Court of Verfailles, yet furely 
no prudent man would form any re- 
liance on fuch applications in the 
face of fuch a pointed and expreft 
jrrTu ranee to the contrary ; and efpe- 
cially when to every requeil a .ihort 
anfwer can be made by afking what 
we have done for ourfelves. Sir, I 
muft fpeak to you mofl plainly; 
while we do nothing for ourfelves, 
we cannot expect the afTifomce of 
others. ' 

This is a very painful fnbjefl to 
dwell upon ; but a coallderatibh oF 
very great magnitude remain^ be- 
hind; and fooner or later it- mtaft 
come forward. Prudence therefore 
bids us to examine now, and provide 
for it in feafon ; the neglect in fund- 
ing the public debt has introduced- a 
practice of iffuing Loan Office certf*. 
Scates for the intereil due on other 
Loan Oifice certificates. This I ba-v* 
abfolutely forbidden, nor will I ever 
confent to it. 

Such an accumulation of debt, 
while it diflre.Tes the public, and de- 
flroys its credit, by no means relieves 
the unfortunate individual, who is a 
public ovdkor ^ter if revenue is *.dt 
provided, increaling the ccrtiiLates 



would only lefTen their value. 
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would tie fuch a fraud as would 
ft amp our national chara&er with in- 
delible marks of infamy, and render 
us the reproach and contempt of all 
mankind. It is high time to relieve 
©urfelves from the ignominy we have- 
already fuftained, and to refcue and 
fccure the national credit. This can 
•nly be done by folid revenue. Dif- 
daining therefore thofe little timid 
artifices, which while they poftpone 
the moment of difficulty, only in- 
create the danger, and confirm the 
ruin.— I prefer the open declaration 
to all of what is to be expected, and 
whence it is to be drawn.— To the 
public creditor therefore, I fay, that 
undl4he States provide revenues for 
liquidating the principal and intereit 
©f the public debt, they cannot be 
wdd, And to the States I fey, that 
they are bound by every principle 
which is held facred among men, to 
make that provilion. 

I have gone through the ufk I pro- 
pofed to myfelf in writing your Ex- 
cellency this letter, which I pray you 
to communicate to the legiflature of 
your ftate. I hope the Congrefs, will 
foon be enabled to tranfmit their re- 
quifitions, and I fhall endeavour that 

rey be as moderate as poffibie. But 
mufl pray that every man, whether 
in public or private life, will ferioufly 
confider the importance of complying 
*ith thofe requifitions. It is not by 
the brilliant fucceffes of war, the 
fplendor of conqueft, or the Ihouu 
©f victory, that a wife miniftry are 
to be affected: The fuperiority tf 
national refources.is the fure ground 
on which to hope for fuccels 5 and 
that fuperior resources fteadily *n4 



peWeyeringly applied, mud eventually 
attain the objects. It is for thefe rea- 
ibns that the enemy have hoped every 
thing from the derangement of our 
finances, and on the other hand, as 
I am well informed, it is from the 
eftabliflunent of a national bank, and 
the forming of contrafts to fupply 
our armies, that they have the greateli 
apprehenfieus. By the bounty of 
the Almighty we are placed in a fitu* 
ation where our future ftate depends 
on our prefent conduct. We may be 
happy or miferable, as * we pleafe. 
If we do our duty now, this war will 
fbon be brought to a clofe r if not, it 
may laft many years ; and what will 
tjien be its termination, it is not ia> 
human wifdohi to forefee. Tho- 
roughly convinced that the enemy 
mult aik peace whenever we are in a 
condition vigorously to profecute the 7 
war, and that we mail be in that 
condition whenever our affairs are 
reduced to order, and our credit re* 
ftored, and that for thefe purpofet 
nothing more is neceflary than a pro* 
per iyftem of taxation, I cannot avoid 
expreffing my fcntimeats on the fob* 
ject in all the warmth with which they 
flow from my heart. I hope and 
pray that the fads I hare Hated may 
meet that calm attention which is 
due to their importance, and that 
fuch measures may be taken at mall 
redound to the honour and intereft of 
pur country.

Charleftown ; by her we have the 
following advices : 

Charleftown, April 1 1. Yefterdiay 
arrived a fmall fchooner from Beau- 
fort, North-Carolina, laden with 
corn, prize to the fquadron of armed 
vefTels which failed from hence about 
three weeks ago, under the com- 
mand of Captain. Duncan M'Lean, 
of the privateer fhip Peacock. By 
her we have received the following 
advices refpedting the fuccefs of that 
expedition: that they came to anchor 
off Beaufort on the 4th inflant, when 
the land forces under the command 
of Captain Ifaac Stewart, after fome 
oppofttion, very gallantly eiiecled a 
landing, took pofleifion of the fort 
and town, with all the veflels in the 
harbour, and a confiderable value in 
merchandize and country produce.- 
They have alfo taken the principal 
inhabitants of the town prisoners. — •■ 
Further particulars are hourly ex- 
pected. 

The Scourge and Adder gallies, 
with the party under the command 
of Major DeVaux, arrived on Friday 
lafl from Beaufort in this province. 
"They failed from Stono on the 28th 
Feb. and arrived at the town of Beau- 
fort a few days after, which they 
took poffeffioh ofand kept for three 
weeks. They found 1 there a fchooner 
1 which had fome time before failed 
from this port, ladenwith dry goods, 
&c. with a clearance for St. Auguf- 
tine, but which the mailer, one 
Barry, villainoufly carried into Beau- 
fort. Soon after their arrival, Ma- 
jor Devaux proceeded iVi the Adder 
infearch of an American galley, faid 
to be lying in Capers *s Creek, but 
was disappointed iiThis object by the 
Americans having previoufly carried 



Jt^way. • As he ftwyexl down he <fi/- 
covered at fome diitance in anothef 
t creek, a large bqat proper to b* 
armed \ upon thjs he weritibrward 
with 14 men, in tw$ rowing boats, 
and brought U off.. As he was re- 
turning to the galley, he was at- 
tacked by a party of 50 American* 
polted on the more of the creek. A 
firing btjgan, which failed about a 
quarter of an hour, during which 
three of the enemy were wounded, 
but none of the royal party hurt. 

Captain Smith, of the Scourge, 
having in the mean time armed the 
prize fchooner, went in fearch of the 
American galley, which he was now 
informed had been funk in Mof* 
Tfland Creek." Captain Woollairi 
was fent up to weigh htr y which he 
effected. She proves to be the ve/Tel 
in which the noted pirate Anthony 
committed ruch depredations on the 
coaft of this province, in the cburfe 
of Iail Summer. She is fixty feet in 
keel, carries an 18 pounder in her 
bow, and is reckoned one of the 
fa (left going vefTels of the kind ever 
known. 

April n. The floop Chance, 
prize to Captain McLean, of the 
Peacock privateer of this port, ar- 
rived here yellerday afternoon with 
a valuable cargo.-' By her we learn ^' 
.that /lie parted company with the 
Peacock, Rofe and Retaliation, with 
their prizes, three days ago, in the 
latitude of Cape Fear, having been 
then two da^s" out from Beaufort* 
North-Carolina : before they left 
that- place all the vefTels in the har- 
bour and on the flocks, as alfo a 
quantity of merchandize, naval flores, 
arms and ammunition, were either 
taken or deflroyed ; the fort and 
"guns were rendered ufelefs, and two- 
mills burnt. In accompliftung this 
fervice, which was conducted wid* 
great gallantry, only two were kil- 
led and five wounded, although the 
number of the' enemy, when xal- 
lected* . before Captain M'Leari 

failed- 
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felled, appeared to" be near 1000 
men. Their lofs was not known. 

On their way to Beaufort three 
Yc/Tels were feparated in a gale of 
wind, and to the northward of Gape 
Hatteras, the Rofe, Captain Watts, 
of 10 three pounders, fell in with an 
American brig, mounting fixteen 
guns and full of men, which the 
Rofe engaged for a considerable time, 
and notwithllandingCaptain Watts's 
inferiority of force, he drove his an- 
tagonift on a lee more, during a fe- 
vere ftorm, being himfelf only in 
twelve feet water. The brig was 
immediately a wreck, and called to 
Captain Watts for afliilance, which 
he was mod anxious to grant, but 
his own fafety prevented him from 
affording her relief,, being then in 
very great danger himfeff, and a high 
fearunning* 

On Saturday laft the American 
privateer brig Grand Turk, of 1 1 
guns, and. 7 5 men, belonging to 
v Edenton, North- Carolina, was cap- 
tured by the Vulture (loop of war, 
Captain Leho^ne, and arrived here 
yefterday afternoon. The Grand 
Turk is a fine new ve/fcl, had been 
out only eighteen da/s, moft of 
which time fhe was cruizing off this 
Bar, but had taken nothing. Yef 
terday morning the Vulture was left 
inchace of a brig and (loop, who, 
from their fituation, it is imagined 
could not efcape being taken. 

The Vulture, when an company 
with the fleet which • lately failed^ 
from this place for Britain, under 
convoy of the Oftrich; &c. took a 
brigantine from St. Kitt's bound to 
Baltimore, laden with rum and 
%ar, which foon after was ftruck 
with lightening, and thereby re- 
ceived fo much durrhige, that me 
funk before any t)iing could be faved 
hut the people wTl6 were on board. 

The Vulture parted from the fleet 
™ 8 15th inft, then 1 30 leagues off 

^aft Saturday the Narciffus frigate 



arrived here in, ten d ays from Netf - ; 
York. The fleet from hence had.- 
arrived there the day before fhe 
failed. 

Early laft Sunday morning, a de- 
tachment of our cavalry made an ex- 
curfion towards Dorchefter. On 
their return they fell in with a party* 
of Lee's horfe, near Eagle's- bridge, 
(who it is fuppofed had taken poft 
there with a defign to cut off their 
retreat) whom they immediately 
charged, and put to the route. On • 
this occafion the enemy loft four or 
five men killed, nine taken prifoners. * 
with fcg horfes and all their accoutre- 
ments. 

No other lofs was fuftained on our 
fide, but a negro man belonging to 
Captain Campbell of the Royal 
South Carolinians, formerly the pro- 
perty of the American Governor 
Mathews, killed, and one foldier 
flightly wounded. 

We hear, that fome of our loyal 
militia from the back country, who 
for a long time paft have been ob- 
liged to lurk in fwamps, and other 
obfeure receffes, for the prefervation 
of their lives, have lately arrived fafe 
• within our lines. 

April 25. Yefterday arrived here 
the privateer (hip Peacock, Captain; * 
M'Leatf, and the other veffels under 
his command, with their prizes, from 
North Carolina. 

. We are informed by one of the 
prifoners taken on board the floop 
< Chance, prize to Mr. Cruden's pri- 
vateer,- that he was at Martinique T 
about five weeks fince, when the '• 
French fleet of 40 fail, were cleaning 
and repairing the damages they had 
fuftained in the actions with Sir Sam. » 
Hood; that the Britifh fle<?t, of 46 ' , 
fail, including the reinforcement 
brought by Sir Geo. Rodney, and the 
arrival of Tingle fhips from America ' 
and other places, were at $t. Lucia ; 
that during his ftay at- Martinique, ; 
a number of tranfports wftli * troops, * 
■had arrived there from KJuadaloupe w 
K 2 and 
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*nd Grenada, and that he faw them, 
with their baggage, and artillery, 
landed ; that 40 fail of merchantmen, 
tranfports and ftoreftiips, under con- 
voy of- fix men of war, had arrived 
there from Old France, and brought 
accounts.of the difafter the Breft fleet 
had met with in their encounter with 
Admiral Kempenfelt ; that three of 
the men of war remained at Marti- 
nique with Count de Grafle, the 
other three, with part of the convoy, 
had proceeded for St. Domingo. 

• The following further particulars, 
refpedling the expedition againft 
Beaufort, in North Carolina, are 
received : 
.. " On the 4th inftant the veflels 
went over Beaufort Bar ; thefchooner 
Retaliation having loft both her mails 
on the 2 1 ft ult. in a fevere gale of • 
wind; was towed in by the Peacock ; 
thi? accident proved afterwards a 
very fortunate circumftance, for the 
enemy miftaking her for a pri?e, as 
fhe was towed Jn under rebel cblours 
hoifted over the JJritifti, a number of 
the principal inhabitants and pilots 
came on board the peacock in fix or 
feyen boats, and did not difcoyer the 
deception till they had been on board 
fome time. On the 5th, about two 
o'clock, P. M. Captain Stewart, 
with the people under his cqmft&nd, 
landed in the boats taken from the 
enemy, on an ifland near the main, 
the Americans firing very brifkly 
upon them, but without effect. At 
half paft three o'clpck they crofted^ to 
the main, and advancing rapidly 
towards the fort, toojc poueflion of it 
with little refinance, though the ene- 
my Ijad mounted it yvitfy two 18 
pounders ind one fix pounder, which 
Fell into our hands ; the 1 8 pounders 
were both loaded when Captain 
Stewart's people took them. The 
taking of the fort gav* them full pof- 
ftfiion of the town of Beaufort ; to 
fecure which,* and tp prevent the 
enemy from interrupting them, 
whilfl they were removing the ftores 



and merchandise" found in the town, 
which was confiderable, on board 
the mips, Captain Stewart ordered 
a breaft-work td be thrown up, and 
mounted on it the fix pounder taken 
in the fort, having deftroyed the 
two 18 pounders, together with 3 $a 
mufkets and fufees, and a great 
quantity of ammunition and gun- 
locks. ' 

Whilft Captain Stewart and his 
people were giving the enemy this 
amufement on more, Capt. M'Leaij. 
was employed in taking pofTemon of 
the veflels and boats in the harbour, 
which was -effected with no other lofs 
than one of the feamen (lightly 
w6unded. The prices cdnfifted of a 
fine large (hip, loaded with jmafts, 
fpars, rice, tobacco, and naval ftores, 
for the French. Weft-Indies; a fine 
fchoonerand floop, : and a number of 
fmallcraft and whale- boats. On the 
cjthj an exchange of prifoners was 
agreed upon between Capt. Stewart, 
&c, of the Pritlfli, and Lieutenant- 
Colonel Enoch Ward, and Major 
Mount Iterance, on the part bf the 
Americans. The enemy reftored 
two of Captain Stewart's men that 
were taken at fome diftance from the 
work, plundering : and in return 
Captain M'Lean, and Capt. Stewart, 
paroled 26 prifoners taken by them. 
The 10th, at eleven o'clock at night, 
Captain Stewart evacuated the town, 
and embarked his men, and the 
ftores that could be removed in time, 
on board the (hips, without ariy'Jofs. 
" On the |jth, a fine (loop from 
St. Croix, loaded with rum, fait, 
cordage, fail cloth, and other ar- 
ticles, came into Beaufort, and fell 
into hands they little expected." 

N*w-Tork, May 10. Vefterday ar- 
rived hisMajetty's (hip Savage, Capt. 
Macky, iii five days from Charles- 
town : by her we lelrn, that the 
I9fh and 30th regiments of foot, 
under fhe command of Major-Gene* 
ral O'Hara, had embarked on board

Laft Sunday his Excellency Sir 
Guy Carle ton, Knight of the Bath, 
Commander in Chief of his Majefty's 
forces, and Comraiifioner for making 
peace or war in North America, ar- 
rived in this city in good health : the 
Ceres man of war, Captain Haw- 
kins, brought his Excellency and his 
fuite in twenty-five days from Portf- 
mouth; among other gentlemen are 
Morris Morgan, Efq.

The armament, conijfling of three 
fngates-, one floop of war, and four 
Irnall veffels, having about fourteen 
fcwMlre>l .troops on board, were \z 
days on their* pajTage from Marti- 
nique, having failed north about, 
to aVoid being discovered by cur 
SHaads; ©n Sunday evening the 2 uh, 
thry mudethe windward of St. Bar- 
.tholomew and St. Martin's, and 
about eight o'clock that night, pufn-. 
e\L forward for this ifland, intending, 
tmmake their defcent in a place cal- 
led Je nkin's Bay, wliich they found 
altogether irrpraclicable from the 
rocks and fhoais ; about eleven at, 
night, thcv drove a little to the Jfft 
«>* this bay, under Rocky Steep Hill, 
tv here they ,pufhed their boats for- 
ward to land,,' in which attempt four 
cf them were dafhed to pitces, and 
&me lives lofl ;, the men of thole 
fcoats had no alternative but to at- 
tempt the hill, their retreat being, 
cutoff; the difficulties they. had to 
CTTCoiwVter were great, mounting 
fiowlv np r hording by ftones one 
after' the other, while others % applied 
ladders. 

From eleven at night, till after fix 
ire the morning* they were employed 
in ^rambling up the hill,., and 
■miching through the defile of the 
mountain, their n ambers about four 
hundred, . 

According to my ufual cuitom, I 
got upon Monday morning at gun- 
ftring, mounted nvy horfe, and rode 
to-iheSottth-of the ifland; flopping 
to look around me, I faw two lar^e

had fired upon a few recruits at th^ ' 
drill ; I made towards the place 

- where I heard the firing, not a man. 
with me, and there found another 
body of the enemy, upon which I 
turned about to try to. get £bme men 
together, but i& vain, the enemy 
having taken poiTeffion of the fort, 
and many of the quarters of the fol- 
diprs, which were greatly dif- 
perfed. » • 

A public enquiry into- this affair, 
will, I hope, exculpate me from: 

, every lhadow - of n$glett or inatten- 
tion ; there- was not a place in any 
degree accejnble throughout the. 
whole ifia::i, that I did not fortify ^ 
in ordet* to prevent a fufpriie'; the 
office; s of the garrifon can teilify my 
vjgj. lance, and alertnefs. 

i he Marquis de Bouille himfelf 
has ;generoufly declared, that he 
knew every place was fortified, and 

. that he' had nothing for it but fecrecyv 
and to make his attempt. in a diffl- 
cultiplace ; had the two men polled 

, on the Signal Hill, which overlooks 
the place the enemy landed .at, done 
their duty, by giving, the proper 
alarm, this misfortune could never 
have happened, but, villains as they 
were, they quitted their poll in the 
night, and were taken prifoners ia 

-the Valley, a considerable time after 

? day-light; Corporal Henderfon, 
and James Pickering, both of the 
Royal Artillery, who were the two 
men pitched upon as trufty for that 
important pod ; fifteen minutes 
warning would have enabled me tt> 
have given a proper* account of the 
enemy. 

You may think it flrawge, Sir,. 
that during the, whole night, nqtevei* 

.a negro brought me intelligence, a 
ilron^ pr#of of the treachery of the 
inhabitants! few of whom I have 
found honclt , except the natural born 
fubjecls of the King* - . , 

The enemy were well piloted from 
Martinique,, both <by white perfons 
and ru-grue^ who.lwdjbeea inhabi- 
tants here.

Far from reflecting in the lead 
kipon the royal navy, I muit beg 
leave to obferve, that firtce^ the fleet ' 
failed hence the firft of Auguft, I 
was left not fo much as a canoe, 
either for defence or convenience, 
though the fkuation of this ifland 
above all others demanded a veffel, 
and I was told I mould have one ; 
had one of thofe flopps of war now 
cruizing of St. Thomas's for A me- 
rican vcffels, been Rationed here, 
the ifland would have been fafe, as I 
fcnly wanted a very fhort notice ; but 
no doubt the officer commanding that 
department is the better judge, I 
only offer an opinion founded on 
fads. 

In juftice to the Marquis de Bojuillc, 
I mull declare that he acted with that 
generofity and politenefs that has 
ever marked his character towards 
theEnglifh, I am ipnch indebted to 
him for his particular kindnefs to me, 
as well as to all the officers in gene- 
ral, having allowed each of them to 
go where they pleafed upon their 
parole, the men are fent to Marti- 
nique, to be tranfported from thence 
to France. 

However eonfeious of my own 
innocence^ I look upon this to be 
the heavieft misfortune of my life, 
my feelings as an officer are great, 
knowing well, that the world in ge- 
neral too often judges of the conduct 
of an officer, by caprice arid com- 
mon report, rather than by the merit 
of fa&s.

Complaint* 

When I arrived here from St. 
Euftatius on the morning of the ^th 
of December laft, I waited on Major 
General Chriftie, and delivered him 
my report of the particulars relating 
to the capture of. that ifland ;~— 



He told me that it was unlucky that 
I had not arrived fooner, for that the 
Ranger (loop of war, had failed <wo 
days before for England, in which 
Enflgn Rogerfon of the i^ih regi- 
ment, who had arrived here a few 
days before, had taken a pafTage^ 
upon being told this, Iimmediatejy 
fufpe£led ibme foul play ; however, 
I took my leave for that time, pro- 
mising to return to dinner. 

From that time till dinner I w#s 
informed by many refpectable per- 
fons, that Mr. Chrillie had repeatedly 
clofetted that Enfign Rogerfon (aa 
officer ill fpoken off by his own 
corps) and wrote out a lift of queries 
to which he extorted anfwers from 
him, altogether falfe, and tending 
to deftroy my character: I was further 
told that Mr. Chriftiehad evengiveu 
money to the Enfign, to fupport him 
home. And though Rogerfon had 
fo much honefty left as to fay that I 
might be expected here hourly, yet 
fo far from detaining him till my ar- 
rival, Mr. Chriftie hurried him away 
the quicker, giving him in charge to 
an officer of his family to fee him in 
the boat, that I mould have no op-» 
portunity of confronting him, and 
doing myfelf juftice. 

At dinner I took an opportunity 
of mentioning Enfign Rogerfon, re-* 
marking, that it was altogether unu- 
fual for any officer commanding ii\ 
chief, to fend home a report, upon 
mere hearfay of any' events that had 
happened at a diftant quarter, lit- fore 
he received the report of the officer 
who commanded there; Mr. Chrif* 
tie then declared upon his honour 
that he had no concern whatever 
with Enfign Rogerfon, and that he 
never wrote home one fy liable, di- 
rectly or indirectly, relative to St- 
Eaflatius, that he only fent home 
the ufual returns, duplicates and 
private letters, all which he put in a 
bag, and delivered to the care tf 
Enfign Rogerfon, merely as he hap- 
pened to be a paiTenger -, this decla- 
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ration he again repeated in the pre- 
fence of Lieu ten ant- Colonel Stop- 
lord, Captain Garftin, EnfignWat- 
Ibn and others ; notwithftanding all 
this, knowing the man, I had my 
doubts of his veracity, and the event 
lias fully juftified my fufpicions. 

For the laft packet brought an ex- 
trad of a letter to Lord George Ger- 



tify his friend Lord Geo. Germain, ty 
giving that employment to his ne- 
phew, Major Darner, and that ho 
had laid hold of the firft opportunity, 
which was that of the Ranger Hoop, 
to fignify the fame t6 his Lordihip : 
I am perfuaded that from the known 
uprignt integrity of his Lordihip, he 
mull both reprobate the man and his 



main, from Major General Chriilie, , principles, when the affair becomes 



dated at Barbadoes, the 15th of 
December laft; " that with grief 
•• he reports the taking of the 
«« ifland of St. Euftatius, &c. by 
•' an handful of the enemy, with- 
•* out the leaft oppofition from the 
«' garrifon." — This I conceive in- 
Jinuates a want of courage in me, a 
crime, I thank God, no man dare 
accufe me of, my character having 
been too long eilabJifhed fupericr to 
that of Mr. Chriftie, who, I believe, 
never looked an enemy in the face ; 
had the whole of that letter been 
publifhed, Mr. Chriilie would have 
appeared in his proper colours; time 
I hope, will bring it forth. 

Mr. Chriftie, I hope, will be found 
to have acted the part of a Spanifh 
Inquifitor, by pre-judging me, and 
taking private inquifitions, rather 
than that of an officer ; every man 
is fuppofe'd innocent till he is legalfy 
found guilty : an officer of candour 
and judgment would have inftituted 
a public enquiry, where all parties 
might have an opportunity of de- 
claring thcmfelves. How far Mr. 
Chriilie has fairly reprefented my 
conduct, let the world judge. 

Another aft of Mr. Chriftie's o'p- 

reflion i mull alfo relate: the day 
arrived here from St. Euftatius, I 
found that he had tiken upon him 
v> (trip me of the employment of 
Quartermafter-general to this army, 
to which I had been appointed by 
higher authority than he ever* was 
poflefled of; but the apology he 
made to me for fo doing, mull mark 
the character of the man to the 
world: he laid that he wifhed togra- 



known to him, and that the very 
officer who has fucceeded, will like- 
wife do fo, and he is a gentleman of 
high worth and reputation. 

Why Mr. Chriilie did not ftretch 
his oppreflion further in dripping me 
of my Lieutenant Colonelcy, I know 
not ; but think that he vas equally 
juftified in doing the one as the 
other. 

In this appointment Mr. Chriilie 
broke alfo his faith with an officer * 
of rank and reputation, to whom he 
promifed, as far as in him lay, tfcte 
poft of Quarterm after- general, when- 
ever it lhould become vacant ; that 
officer, after charging him with a 
breach of prom rfe, with juft indigna- 
tion, quitted the ftaff employment he 
was then ferving in, and joined his 
regiment: I mention this circum- 
ftance only to convince the world of 
the principles of the ma"h ; I have 
many more of the fame kind, but 
{half referve them for other opportu- 
nities, unwilling to give your Excel- 
lency unneceffary trouble. 

I mall humbly fubmit to you, Sir, 
and to the world in general, whether 
Major-General Chriilie has,- upon the 
whole, adled confiflently wrth the 
character of an officer, a gentleman, 
and an honed man ; and I reft fully 
perfuaded of meeting from your Ex- 
cellency every redreis in your power, 
for the wrongs and oppreftions I have 
met with.

The Remqnilrance'of Ira Allen and 
Stephen R. Bradley, Commifiion- 
ers from the free and independent 
State of Vermont, appointed for 
the time being to attend on Con- 
grefs. 

With pjeafure we embrace this firft 
opportunity to teilify their thanks for 
the perfonal honour done them by 
fongrefs, in giving them an attend- 
ance, though in a private capacity, 
with their honourable body ; at the 
fame time lament the neceffity which 
obliges them to fay they can no 
longer fit as idle fpecta tors, without 
betrayjng the trull repofed in them, 
and doin,g violence to their feelings, 
to fee partial modes purfued, plans 
; adopted, ex parte evidence exhibited, 
which derives, all its authority from 
the attention of the party, paflages 
of writings felected, giving very 
falfe reprefentations of fails, to an- 
fwer no .other end but to prejudice 
your hpnpurable body again ft the 
State of Vermont, thereby to in- 
trigue and baffle a brave and meri- 
torious people out of iheir rights and 
liberties. We can eafily conceive

the Secretary's office of the State of 
New- York, may be converted into 
an inexhauftible fource to furnifli 
evidence to anfwer their purpofe in 
the prefent difpute. 

Needlefs would it be for us to in- 
form .Congrefs, that by the mode of 
trial now adopted, the State of Ver- 
mont can have no hearing without 
denying itfelf: and to clofe with 
thofe refoiutions which we conceive 
our enemies .have extorted from your 
honourable body, and on which the 
trial is now placed, would be in fact 
taking on ourfelves that humility 
and (elf-aba&ment, as to lofe our 
political life in order to find it. 

We believe the wifdom of Con- 
grefs fufficient to point out, that, 
purfuing the prefent mode is deviat- 
ing from every principle of the law 
of nature or nations ; for if the dif- 
pute is between the States claiming 
on the one part, and the State of 
Vermont on the other, whether die 
latter be a State dejure, or an inde-*. 
pendent jurifdiction de fa&o, they 
ought to be fo considered in the 
co urfe of the difpute, till the power 
interpofing have determined whether 
the latter be an independent jurif- 
diction de jure, if not, they of courfe 
ought to annihilate the jurifdiction 
dejafioy but to annihilate the State 
de facto, is fummarily ending the 
difpute. To deny the latter any in- 
dependent jurifdiction de facto, is 
to deny there are any longer parties 
in the difpute. 

Again, we conceive the means con- 
nected with the end ; and upon no 
principle whatever can we juftify, 
that either party fhould eftablifh the 
modus, or rules fo be purfued in de- 
termining difputes, without con- 
founding every idea of right and 
wrong; in the prefent cafe, on the 
one part might the end as juftly have 
been eftablifhed as the ways and 
means to effect the end. We are fo 
far from being willing thofe brave

State of Vermont in the controverfy 
with Great Britain, fhould be buried 
by our grafping adverfaries (thirfling 
after denomination and prey) in the 
fpecious pretext of rioters tortioufly 
afluming government, and we there^ 
by lofe all credit for the men and 
money we have expended. 

Thus, while we are neceffitated to 
remonftrate againft the proceed- 
ings of Congrefs on the prefent 
mode, we are willing at the fame 
time any enquitable enquiry mould 
be made ; the State of Vermont 
being allowed equal privileges with 
the other States in the difpute. And 
that the State of Vermont might 
fland juftified to your honourable 
body, and to the world, both as to 
her prefent and future conduct, we 
are induced as well from principles 
of attachment to the American 
qaufe, as a regard we have for peace 
and harmony among the States of 
America, now at war with Great 
Britain, to make the following pro- 
pofals, viz,

fliall eftimate the quota of the feveral 
"United States, in proportion to their 
numbers; which troops - fh all be 
cloathed, quartered and paid by the 
State of Vermont : and at the clofe 
gf the war, the difpute fhall be equi- 
tably fettled by the mediation of 
fotvereign powers ; and nothing here-

2. We are willing to agree upon 
fame one or more of the legiflators 
of the difinterefted States, to inter- 
pofe, as mediators, and fettle the 
difpute.

3. We are willing Congrefs,' being 
poflefTed of fovereignty, mould in- 
terpofe to prevent the effufion of 
human blood. At the fame time we 
reprobate every idea of Congrefs 
fitting as a Court of Judicature, to 
determine the difpute by virtue of au- 
thority given them by the aft or a&s 
of the State or States that make but 
one part. 

|t gives us pungent grief, that 
fuch an important caufe, at this 
juncture of affairs, on which our all 
depends, fhould be forced on by any 
gentlemen profeffing themfelves to 
be friends to the. caufe of America, 
with- fuch vehemence and fpirit as 
appears on the part of the State of 
New-York : and fhall only add, that 
if the matter is thus purfued, wo 
ftand ready to appeal to God and the 
world, who muft he accountable for 
the awful confequences that may 
enfue.

4. That Vermont have the fame 
right as any other State (on applica- 
tion to Congrefs) to have an hearing 
on the faid difputes, and be admitted 
in like manner by their agents (to 
be appointed for that porpofe) as a 
party, in fupport of th$ claims of 
the people within the faid diftricts to 
independence, from the faid States 
of New-Hampfhire and New- York 
refpe&ively ; and in cafe that, or 
trial, the diftricls aforefaid fhall be 
fourid not to belong of right to the 
States of New-Hampfhire or New- 
York refpettively, they fhall be 
thenceforth confidered as belonging

And this committee do farther

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^ufling tne aforefajd jurifdiclional 
boundary lines ; and that they be 
commiffioned by his Excellency the 
Governor, and that the faith of this 
State be by him pledged in behalf 
of the State, that the decifion thus 
fcad (hall in future be held as facredly 
binding on the part of Vermont. 

This committee further recom-

Sheriff of Wafh- 
ington county, which gives me to 
underftand, that there is a high pro- 
bability that the government of New- 
Hamplhire are about taking the co- 
ercive meafures to compel the peace- 
able citizens of this State to iubmit 
to the laws and authority of New- 
Hampfhire. The Sheriff further de- 
fires my -fpecial orders in matters re- 
lating to the premifes; and as my 
remote fituation renders it impracti- 
cable that I mould have the know- 
ledge of the particular occurrences 
which may take place, fhould fuch 
an attempt be made by New Hamp- 
shire ; therefore I can only give you 
general orders in the matter, viz.

It is therein (lipulated, 
that the mailers of fuch (hips f af- 
fected on good grounds of carrying 
on fuch illicit trade, (hall be com- 
pelled to produce, either at fea, 
or in the harbours of their allies, 
their certificates and paffports, (hew- 
ing that they have no unlawful goods 
on board.— -Any (hip, which upon 
being fearched at fea (hall prove *o 
be fo laden, (hall ftraightways be car- 
ried by the captor into fome of the 
ports belonging to the offended party. 
Yet it fhall not be lawful to break 
, open the hatches, trunks, or any 
Other locked up place, till the Ad- 
miralty Court (hall have pronounced 
on the matter, and have iflued out a 
fentence of confiscation, which (hall 
in no cafe extend to the (hip, or any 
part of its cargo, but fuch as confifb 
" of the faid prohibited goods.

of plantations (who are not, at the 
id 6ft, above one fixtieth part of the 
inhabitants) had, in a long courfe 
of years, gradually become indebted 
to peribns refiding in England, to a 
large amount, and were much cm- 
barraiTecJ ,in their circumftances ; yet 
the Jfl a ii4, at largo was in a muck 
mere fiouriiliing condition than k 
had been for many years; and thai 
from t the vaft fum3 received here 
daily for frefli provifions, and a va- 
riety - of other articles farniihed froni 
hence for his.Majefty'-s fleet and ar- 
my, /at the molt exorbitant prices 
imaginable, there was actually more.

Under thefe circ urn dances, it 
toould not, in my apprehenfion, have 
been very Jbrreafonable for me to ex- 
pect that the Aflembly would rather 
have enlarged than diminijhed the 
ufuai falary of their Governor ; and 
more efpecially, as they could not be 
ignorant that the hofpitality which 
all his. Majefty's naval and land offi- 
cers would naturally expect to find 
*t the Government-Houfe, and the 
enormous prices to which the de- 
mands of his Majefty's forces, pri*- 
Jbners of war, &c. had for fome time 
before advanced every article of pro- 
vifion, moft unavoidably raife my 
expences to above double the amount 
of thofe of any former Governor of 
this ifland. However, I neither ex- 
pected nor denied any larger falary 
than had beea fucceffively and con- 
ftantly granted to every former Go- 
vernor for forty years laft paft, and 
which was not even diminifhed on 
the appointment of the late Mr. Spry t 
who arrived here at a time when the 
ifland was actually in great difbefs, 
©ccafiorted by two dreadful fires, 
which had then reduced the capital 
to aihes, as well as by various Other 
calamities, as is mentioned ia the an« 
nexedcopy (No. i.) of the 4& for 
granting a {alary of joool. per an- 
num to the late Mr. Hay. 
- To that falary granted to fo many 
Governors i in infinitely iefs expenfive 
times, the particular circumftances 
I have mentioned certainly gave me 
as good, at leaft, if not a letter claim 
than any one of my predeceflbrs had, 
at the time his falary was granted; 
and I could not, at firft, conceive or 
believe that the Aflembly, however 
factious, difajfefied) and turbulent, 
fome few or their members were 
known to be, would, at fuch a time, 
have ferioufly entertained an idea of 
retrenching the falary of the rcpre- 



fentative of a Sovereign^ from whofi 
bounty, favour, and protection, the 
ifland had received ; and was daily 
receiving, fo many efTential advan- 
tages. But they foon convinced me 
how little they were influenced, 
either hy re/peel to their Sovereign, or 
any fentiments of gratitude for the 
benefits they derived from his go- 
vernment : for, becaufe I would not 
agree fo fufler the authority with 
which his Majefty had thought fit to 
invefl me, to be made fubfervient to. 
the private and felfilh ends* and views 
of one or two of their factious leaders, 
the majority of them readily concur- 
red in the defign of thofe contention^ 
men, to render my government aa 
unprofitable and uneafy to me as pof- 
fiwe. On the 25th July, at their 
firft meeting after my. arrival here, 
they not only pafled a bill (of which 
the annexed paper, No. 2, is a 
copy) by which the Governor's fa- 
lary was reduced from 3000I. to . 
2000I. currency per annum, but 
they alfo abiblutely declined palling 
the ufual levy hill for railing the taxes, 
out of which the greater part, even 
of the fum they had granted, was to 
arife. So that though they had in 
appearance, granted me 2000!. cur* 
rency per annum, there was not, 
nor is there yet, any fund out of 
which that fum can be paid ; for the 
annual amount of the duties on- 
wines, &zc< imported into the ifland 
does not exceed a loool. currency at 
the moft, which, at this time, is 
fcarce fufficient to defray the una- 
voidable expenses of a Governor of 
this ifland for three months. And lea ft 
thefe circumftances might not be fuf- 
hoerttly perplexing and difagreeabJe 
to me, they alfo accompanied their 
Bill of Settlement with the annexed 
refblve, No* 3 ; and on their being 
prefented, it Jtvas jpfidintjly and arro- 
gantly oh/enved to me hy the Speaker, 
that " the grant was the free and 
♦« voluntary gift of the people*" 
• 4 That my Eriglifh lalary alfo arofe 

" out 
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** out of the produce' of the lands of 
*' this unfortunate community*" 
And that, " on every principle of 
" equity, they had . good* reajon to 
*' expect an exemption front the duty 
*' ont of whickit was paid," as your 
Lordfhips may ohferve in his Speech 
Comprised in Mr. Eftwick's printed 
Memorial. This refolve being evi- 
dently: Calculated for the purpofcof 
forcing Government to relinquish the 
duty of four and a half per cent. I 
fhould, i« my own apprehenfion aft 
leaft, have acW a mean and disho- 
nourable part, if t had afTented to a 
bill with fo indecent a proportion 
annexed to it, before the fame was 
laid before the Kin? ; and therefore 
I was, for a conuderable time at 
leaft, debarred by that circtfmftancfr 
from , receiving any falary at all un- 
der the Aflembly's Bill of Settlements 

Thus having, by his Majefty's 
gracious favour, been placed in a 
ftation attended with an unavoidable * 
expence of, at leaft, three or /bar 
thoufand pounds a year* upon the 
fre/umptiou (hat I fhoiftd receive, at 
leafi, the whole of th* ufual fettle- - 
meat made for the fupport^of that > 
expence ; , and finding •• myfelf for- ; 
didly and ungenerously difappofntdd^ 
by the representatives) of the people, 
of the income aheyj hadr.ib lonj^n 
granted tq the^JCihg'i formeirrejiret*^ 
fentauves* fwho were able to fuppwtit 
the dignity of , theirs Ration: at. 4m* Tf 
third* part i ©f the expence it iiomj &&b

with the payment of them,- which h* 
could well afford to do. 

But though the mean and unwor- 
thy conduct of the Affembly had 
Fully j unified my demanding what- 
ever my ftatioii entitled me to receive, 
I did not determine* upon tfte re* 
eftablUbment of fees -until -it w&s 
fuggeited and recommended to me 
by ieveral of the tfiofi refpeclable 
gentlemen in the iiland, who anured 
me that, as the diminution of the 
Governor's falary was confi^leredy by 
every truly loyal and well-difpofed 
inhabitant, as a fliameful reproach 
and difgrace to the com/nunky, I 
fhould be thought wanting both in 
fenfibility and fpirii, if I did not 
ufe all equitable means in my power 
to make myfelf amends for what the 
Affembly had fo injurioujly withheld 
from me. Prompted by thefe repre- 
fentatiohs, and by the nnmerited in* 
dignity I had received, I at laft re- 
folved to refer the matter to the 
consideration of the members of 
his Majefty's Council, and accord- 
ingly, on the 29th of Septem- 
ber,- 1780, I laid before them a 
liftrk>£ the fees propofed to be de- 
manded: for the Governor^ which 
m#Mwith their unanimous confent 
and approbation, as will appear to 
yawbdiirdihips from the annexed 
cow (tiTocq..) of the minutes of that 
mewing, and' the copy (No. 5.) 0$ 
the»imin«tes of a fubfequent meet- 
ing, by whi^h the former are ex- 
planed and amended 4 

j<£he-<fees being thus rt<eftabiyhed 9 
anebriwHtecretary ordered in Council 
tOMfccaWqgtHetoi they were at firik paid 
wvtfaotifttheleaft relu&ance, many of 
theariodeitee and well- affecled part of 
theopeopia. publicly declaring them id 
be? im their opinion, a very -proper, 
eqaitoblo* and juft equivalent for fa 
n\achl^ulle ^Governor's. ufual falary 
a*th* AiRflttWy-had refufed to grant 
him. ^Bsjt i*wtts not long before the 
faibe-tvrHhntjnmhtioitSy and defigning 
Members of the Aflembly, -who had 
M already 
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already influenced the majority of 
that Houfe to abridge his falary, 
and who, under the fpecious pre- 
tence of an " anxious concern for 
'* the intereft of their country," 
have, upon all occasions, done all 
in their power to obftruct, ftigmatize, 
and embarrafs his Majefty's govern- 
ment, and to inflame the rainds of 
their fellow- fubjccts, not only againft 
their own Governor, but like wife 
againft all other public Minifters and 
fervants of the King, took upon 
them to menace the Secretary who 
received the fees, and ufed their ut- 
moft endeavours, by writing delu- 
iive and inflammatory fpeeches, and 
every other art and contrivance their 
imaginations could devife, to induce 
the reft of the Members, as well as 
their conftituents, to believe that 
the re-ejlablifhment of fees Tor the 
Governor was the moll arbitrary 
proceeding and moll intolerable op- 
prcfllon ever heard of; and that there 
was a moll dangerous confpiracy 
formed by the Governor and Coun- 
cil to rob and plunder the whole 
ifland : and as foon as they perceived 
that the extravagant, falfe, and ma- 
licious representations of the pro- 
ceedings and intentions of the Go- 
vernor and Council, which they and 
their dependents had circulated 
through all parts of the ifland, 
had operated fo far as' to fecure 
them parties, both in and out 
of the AfTembly, fufficiently nume- 
rous for their purpofc, they made all 
poflible hafte, before the ferment 
they had raifed fhould fubfide, to 
frame and intrude upon their Sove- 
reign the fallacious and malevolent 
Petition that has been the caufe of 
my giving your Lord mips this trou- 
ble. 

That Petition of the AfTembly to 
his Majefty contains fo many inju- 
rious, unjuft, and groundlefs accu- 
sations againft me; and fo many 
falfe facts are, in the moft confident 
and pofitive manner, after ted in it, 



that I have found myfelf under (W 
neceflity of extracting and arranging 
them, in ftfch a form as I apprehend 
will enable* your Lordfliips to fee 
both the Complaint and Defence in 
a more clear and diftinct light than 
either would appear, if my anfwer 
was framed in the fame con f ufed 
manner as the Petition has been. 

Upon an attentive examination of 
the Petition, two diftinct kinds or 
clafTes of affertions feem to be com- 
prehended in it, without either 
proofs or arguments to fupport any 
one of them. The firft kind of af- 
fertions confifts of direct charges 
againft the Governor and Council ; 
and the other confifts of affertions, 
which are not direct charges againft 
either* but feem intended for the 
purpofe of giving force and weight 
to fuch aiic rt ions as do amount to 
direct charges. 

i. The direct and pofitive charges 
againft the Governor and Coun- 
cil are, 

i. That the taking of fees by the 
Governor is in direct oppofition to an 
exprefs law of the ifland confirmed 
by his Majefty's predeceJors. 

2. That the fame is contrary to 
the ancient ftatutes of Great-Britain. 

3. That it is contrary to the an- 
cient Charter of Liberties* 

4. That it is an illegal exaction. 

5 . That it is an unexampled ufur- 
pation. 

6., That it is new, extraordinary , 
and unprecedented. 

7. That it u contrary to, imme- 
morial ufage. 

8. That the fees are oppreflive* 

9. That the exacting of fees at 
fuch a time is the higheft cruelty. 

10. That the rights and liberties 
of the inhabitants of the ifland are 
much affected and injured by tht 
eftablifhment of fees for the Go* 
vernor. 

11. That the eftablifhin£ of fees 
by the Governor and Council tends 
to take from the legiflative body the 

right 
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right of raifing taxes, and appro- 
priating the public money ; and to 
£x the Tame in the hands of the Go- 
vernor and Council. 

12. That it tends to give the Go- 
vernor and Council a power of Ap- 
pending the laws of the ifland and 
the coniHtutiona! rights of the people. 

13. That it alfo tends to give the 
Governor and Council a power of 
fufpending the laws and ftatutes -of 
the kingdom of Great-Britain. 

14. That it is fubverfive of the 
very principles of the Britifh confti- 
tution. 

2. The aflertions which feem in- 
tended for the purpofe of giving 
force and weight to the prece- 
ding charges. 

1. That the laid law of the ifland, 
in titled, " An act for the certain 
and conflant appointment of all 
officers fees within this iflanc " re- 
serves the right of creating ne / fees 
for the public officers to the It gifla- 
tive body of the ifland. 

2. That the laws and flat* ces of 
Great-Britain forbid the King's Mi- 
pifters,' of every rank and denomi- 
nation, to take fee, gift, or bro- 
cage ? on the difpofal of places and 
offices. 

3. That no former Governor or 
Commander in Chief of the ifland, 
however arbitrary or rapacious, ever 
pretended to fet up fuch claims and 
pretenfions. 

. 4. That the AfTembly, on the 
prefent Governor's arrival, had fet- 
tled 2000I. currency a year upon 
him during his reiidenco in the 
ifland, 

5] That the raifing a revenue for 
the Governor is a mean, aqd fordid 
purpofe 

6. That the people are ill able to 
bear even the Tv-cefTary taxes. 

7. That Barbados is a loyal and 
ppprcfTed colony, and the inhabi- 
tants of it aggrieved and diitrefled 
fubje&s. 

The whole fubflance of the AfTem- 



bly's Petition being thus reduce^ 
into feparate and diftinft parts, it 
appears to contain fourteen charges 
and complaints againft the Governor 
and Council ; and feven aflertions, 
tending to juftify and fupport thofe 
complaints and charges : all of which 
I fhall feverally anfwer ? according 
to the order in which they appear in 
the preceding arrangement ; and do 
not in the leafl doubt of being able 
to convince your Lordfhips, not only 
by reafon and arguments, but alfo 
by undeniable fadls, that they are 
fallacious, groundlefs and delufive. 

But before I proceed to anfwer any 
particular charge, I think it proper to 
afTure your Lordfhips, tfiat before I 
determined to demand any fees what- 
ever, I endeavoured by all poflible 
means in my power, to inform myfelf 
fn the fulleft manner of the former, 
and prefent flate of the ifland, in 
order to form a right judgment of 
the equity and juflice of the meafure. 
For if, during the long feries of years 
in which the reprefentatives of the 
people of this ifland granted fuch 
ample and liberal falaries to their 
Governors, the people were really 
rich and flourifhing, and had actually, 
iince the fettlement of 3000I. a year 
unanimoufly granted to Mr. Hay iit 
1773, been unfortunately reduced 
to that wretched Hate of diftrefs and 
mifery, defcribed by the AfTembly in 
their addrefles to me, on my arrival 
here. Or if, on the other hand, 
the prices of the conveniencies and 
necefTaries of life, having formerly 
been very high and exorbitant, had 
of late become fo low and moderate, 
that 2000I. a year would, in thefe 
times, anfwer the fame purpofes as 
J 000 or 4000I. a year would have 
done in former times ; in both or ei- 
ther of thefe cafes, I fhould have 
confidered the annual falary of 2000I. 
granted me by the AfTembly, a ge- 
nerous and liberal fettlement; and 
whatever fees I might feave been le- 
gal ly in tit led to receive, Ifhouid under 

N 2 tiwfe, 
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thefe circumftances have thought it 
highly unreafonable to demand any. 

But upon enquiry, I found, both 
from the records of the proceedings 
of the feveral fucceffive legiflatures 
of the ifland, for near an hundred 
and fifty years pall, and from the 
information of the moft intelligent 
and candid among the principal in- 
habitants, that the cafe was the very 
reverfe. That many of the poffeflbrs 
of large fugar plantations in the ifland 
(who, as I have already obferved, do 
pot amount to one nxtieth part of 
the free inhabitants) have of late 
years, by their luxurious and expen- 
iive manner of living, encumbered 
their eftates with large and numerous 
debts, is very certain. Yet, not- 
withstanding that circumftance, it 
is evident, beyond any poflibility of 
contradiction, that (taking all the 
.inhabitants of the ifland together) 
the whole community at large never 
*was before fo rich and opulent -, as a% 
the time I was appointed to this govern- 
ment. . 

There are fo many circumftances 
which clearly prove the truth of this 
fa&, that it would take up too much 
pf your Lord/hips time to hear an 
explanation of the whole ; and there- 
fore I (hall only obferve to your 
Lordflups, that by the laws and other 
public records of {his ifland, it ap- 
pears, that for upwards of 40 years, 
after the iirft fettle men t of it, the 
common intereft of money here, wa : s 
j 5 percent. In 1668 it was by an 
a&, Hill on record, reduced Yo 10 
percent, at whjch rate it continued 
po. years. In 1728, by another a£r, 
alfo now on record, it was farther 
reduced to 8 per cent, and having 
continued fo for 36 years, it was 
by an a& piaffed in 1754 (which ap- 
pears among the printed laws of this 
afland) brought as low as 6 per cent, 
and for fome years pa3 it has been 
in contemplation, to reduce it to j, 
and even to 4 per cent, which I pre- 
fuaie cannot but be cohfidejed by 



your Lordfhips, as a convincing 
proof, that the quantity of money in 
this ifland has always been increafmg. 
That for 50 years paft, it has in T 
creafed much more rapidly than be- 
fore, and that at the time of my ar- 
rival here, it was much more con(i» 
derable than ever it had been. And 
4t is even fuppofed by fbme, that the 
quantity of money in the ifland, has 
teen more than doubled within the 
laft thirty years. Nothing being 
more frequently obferved here in 
common converfation, among thfe 
inhabitants themfelves, than that 
for one perfon who could raife iool, 
thirty years ago, there are now at 
leaft, three or four, who can raife that 
fum. 

And as the quantity of money in 
the ifland has, always been increasing, 
and is well known to be now much 
more confiderable than ever, fo the 
feveral other articles which cdnftitute 
the wealth of the inhabitants, have 
alfo increafed in the fame proportion ; 
thofe articles principally confift of 
lands, buildings, furniture, fiaves, 
cattle^ and all kinds of live ftock, 
goods and' merchandi zes . 

But I (hall only trouble your Lord- 
fliips with a few obfervations oh thfe 
lands, buildings, and flaves, which 
form the moft confiderable, as well 
as the moft apparent part pf the 
wealth of the inhabitants. And if 
it appears that the value of thefe 
was never greater, nor even fo greaf t 
2,s when I arrived here, I prefume 
your Lordlhips cannot but take it for. 
granted, that the cafe wa^ the fame 
in refpecl to. every other article of 
wealth. "-* 

W^th regard to the land of the 
Jflatid, it mull be allowed, that the 
quantity of it neither has nor could 
have been increafed, but the cultin 
yation of it has of late years increafed 
(o much, that without any importa- 
tion of corn, either from America or 
any other country, the ifland now 
amply fupplies all its inhabitants, a-i 
mounting 
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counting to upwards of one hundred 
thoufand, with that eflential article ; 
tjie greater part of which, even when 
the inhabitants did not amount to 
two third parts of their prefent num- 
ber ufed to be purchafed from the 
colonies of tyorth America ; nor 
dpes it appear that any more land 
was then appropriated to the culti- 
vation of fugar canes than there is at 
prefent. And therefore as the land, 
which formerly did npt produce a 
fufticient fupply of corn for the con- 
fumption of thirty thoufand of the 
inhabitants is fo much improved, as 
to produce (befides fugar canes, cot- 
ton and ginger) not only a fufficiency 
of that article for the confumption 
of an hundred, or an hundred and 
twenty thoufand, but alfo a large 
fnrplus for the rearing and fattening 
of an incredible number of fheep and 
feathered ftock, which are daily ex* 
ported from hence, and fold at an 
immenfe profit at St. Lucieand the 
Leeward Iflands ; it is as evident as 
any faft can pofiibly be, that nohivith- 
fianding the prefent lonv price of land 
here, it is intrinfically much more 'va- 
luable at this time, than it has been 
at any former period ; for the break- 
ing up of many principal plantations 
for the payment of debts which had 
long been accumulating upon them. 
The emigrations from hence to our 
late new iflands, and to the Dutch 
fettlements in South America, where 
any quantity of land could be had 
almoft gratis, and the large and 
quick returns made by trade and com- 
merce, to which a very great number 
of the inhabitants have of late years 
turned their attention, have been the 
chief caufes of the prefent low price 
of lands in this iiland, and of the 
want of purchafexs for them. 

No people live mors happily or 
plentifully than fuch of the planters 
here ap are content to live within their 
income, (which the lower clafles of 
them generally do) nor do thoie ever 
complain of any diftrefs or hardlhip. 



whence it feems moft evident, that 
the whole of the land of which this 
ifland is compofed, is in general far 
more valuable at this time than 
ever it has been fince the firft fettling 
of it. 

As to the buildings, every perfoq 
J have converfed with on that fub- 
ject has affured me, that each of the 
towns in this iiland contained, when 
the late hurricane happened, at leaft 
double the number of houfes which 
they contained thirty or forty years 
ago ; and that almoft every home 
and building erected within the laft 
fifteen or twenty years is equal in, 
value to three or four of thofe which 
were built in former years ; and I 
am credibly informed, that it ap- 
pears by the books of the veftries of 
the feveral parifhes wherein the towns 
He, that the annual rents of the 
houfes, (lores, and other buildings, 
amounted, a fhort time before the! 
late hurricane, to above three times 
as much as they did forty years be- 
fore, which vaft in create and im- 
provement of buildings, has not only 
made an exceeding great addition to 
the wealth of the prefent inhabitants, 
but is at the fame time an indifput- 
able proof of their being in all other 
refpects much more opulent than their 
anceftors had ever been. 

With refpecl to the flaves which 
form the moft important article of 
wealth, the inhabitants of this coun- 
try now pofTefs, I can aflTure your 
Lordfhips, that from their firft im- 
portation into the ifland, they have 
wcreafed and multiplied fo exceed- 
ingly, that they are now thought to 
be equal in value to all the land in 
the ifland. 

It appears that in the year 1674, 
when a levy or poll tax was firft laid 
upon them, there were not above fix 
thoufand in the country, but being 
found fo much more ufeful and va- 
luable than the white fervants im- 
ported from Europe, their number 
from 1674 to 1722, gradually in- 

creafed 
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created to about four and twenty 
thoufand; and now it appears that, 
for feveral years pad, upwards of fe- 
mtenty thou/and have been annually given 
in upon oaths, at the T'reafurer' s Office, 
in order to their being taxed. And 
k is generally believed, that there 
are above ten thoufand more through- 
out the ifland than are ever entered 
at the Trcafurer's Office. So that at 
frefent the number of flaws pojfejfed 
by the inhabitants of this ijland can~ 
net be lefs than eighty thoufand, which, 
together with the feveral other ar- 
ticles o( wealth I have already men- 
tioned, form a property of an im- 
menfe value, and fuch as perhaps is 
not to be found in any ether jfland 
lb fmall as this on the face of the 
earth ; for, though the whole iiland 
does not contain above one hundred 
thoufand acres, yet the lands, with 
all the buildings and flaves upon 
them, are worth upwards of three 
millions fterling, at th,e ioweft value 
that can be reafonably fet upon them ; 
and when all the live and dead flock, 
aad all the gold and lilver coin, 
jewels, plate, carriages, furniture, 
and other valuable articles in the 
towns and country, are taken into the 
account, it is certain that the whole of 
the wealth of the people of this ijland 
amounted^ at the time I arrived here, 
to et leafl fix millions fterling ; which 
•i§ fin immenfe wealth for fo \ery 
iinall an ifland, especially when it is 
ponfidered that the free inhabitants, 
by whom the whole is pcfiefTed, are 
not above twenty thoufand. But 
that it dots actually amount to, and 
even exceed, that vaft fum, clearly 
appears from the amount of the pub- 
lic taxes raifed annually for feveral 
years pall, opon buildings, lands, 
ilaves, -an.d fome other articles in the 
iifond* and the proportion thofe taxes 
benr to the intrinfic value of the fe- 
vertl articles of property upon wl^ich 
tfcey are laid. Arid if, according tp 
the returns I have received from. the 
Vtfiiics of the s feveral pariihe^ (of 



which the annexed paper, No. 6, U 
an abftraft) the lofTcs fuftained 
from the late hurricane amount tp 
1,618,9281. 14s. lod. 4 fterling, and 
as the inhabitants at large, as fome 
of the moll intelligent perfons here 
have computed, have not actually 
loft more than one feventh part of 
their property, it is evident that the 
value of the whole of that property 
could have been no . lefs than 
7,132,501!. 4s. id. \ fterling, and 
of courfe the value of the fix remain- 
ing parts of it ftill amounts to no le& 
than 6,113,5721. 9s. 3d. fterling. 

Nor is it in the leaft furprifing that 
the wealth of this ifland mould have 
increafed fo much of late years, fince 
the current price of fugar, which 
was formerly eftabjifhed at ten fbil- 
lings a hundred (as appears by feve- - 
ral acts and other evidence ftill oa 
record) is now advanced to forty 
fhillings ; and the prices of rum, 
and all other productions of the 
ifland, have rifen in the fame, and 
fome in a much higher proportion^ | 
efpecially in the courfe of the laft 
three years. The fupplies purchafed 
here for the King's fleets and armies 
in thefe parts, having within that 
fhort period increafed the riches of 
this place fo much, that it is fcarce 
poflibie to conceive how, at a time 
when the inhabitants were reaping 
fuch extraordinary advantages and 
emoluments frcm the King's govern- 
ment, it could enter into the minds 
of their rcprefentatives to diminilh 
the income of his Majefty's repre- 
sentative among them. 

With refpect to all fuch proviMons 
as the Governor of this ifland muft 
buy and pay for daily, it appears, 
from feveral matters now on record 
here, that about the year 1692 they 
were fold for one fifth part of their 
prefent prices ; and that about the 
year 1722, the fame articles fold for 
one fourth part of their prefent 
prices : and the prices at which 
butchers meat was fettled and dirc£>,- 
" ' ' • ed 
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ti to be fold by an a& of the ifland 
pafled fo late as the year 1737, did 
not exceed one third part of the 
prices it now fells for ; whence it is 
evident, that no longer than forty- 
four years ago, one thoufand pounds . 
would have gone as far towards fup- 
porting the dignity of this govern- 
ment as three thoufand -will at this 
time, as your Lordlhips may obferve 
by the annexed table, No. 7. 

And as I have (hewn how very 
low the prices of provifions formerly 
were in this ifland, in comparifon to 
thefe of the prefent times, it may 
not be improper to obferve to your 
Lordlhips, that for near fifty years 
kft paft, the Governor's falary, far 
from keeping pace, either with the 
vail increafe of the wealth of the 
. people, or the advanced prices of 
provifions, has not received the leaft 
addition , which it was reafonable to 
cxped would have induced the lall 
year's AfTembly to have enlarged ra- 
ther than diminijhed, an eilablithment 
already become fo much in their own 
' favour. 

For a century after the efhblifh- 
ment of this colony, it appears that 
as wealth and population increafed, 
and living became more expenfive, 
^ the AfTemblies gradually enlarged 
the income of their Governors in the 
fame proportion. And fo early as 
the year 1692, when, as before ob- 
ferved, the inhabitants had not a 
fonrth part of the value of the wealth 
now poflefled by their defcendants, 
an Aflembly granted 2000I. currency 
a year to Colonel James Kendal, 
then Governor of the ifland, befides 
the rent' of a houfe, as appears by 
their acts now on record here. 

In 1694, the like falary of 2000I. 
a year was granted to his fucceflbr 
Colonel Francis Ruffe! , with an ad- 
dition of 300I. more for replenifhing 
his cellars. 

In 1698, upon the appointment 

of Mr. Grey (afterwards Lord Grey) 

*to this government, the Affcmhiy 



granted liim a falar? of 2060I. ayUr f 
and 500I. a year more for houfe- 
rent ; and in 1700, his fajary was 
advanced to 2000I. fterling a year, 
as appears from three acts now on 
record, by which thofe fums were 
granted : fo that the whole annual 
amount of the income received by 
Lord Grey from the ifland was no 
lefs than 3 100I. currency, . exclusive 
of his Engliih falary. 

In 1722, the Aflembly carried 
their generofity to an immoderate 
excefs ; for, though the buildings, 
flaves, and other articles of wealth 
then in the ifland was not equal to 
one third part of the value of the 
prefent pofleflions of the inhabitants,, 
and provifions did not cofl one fourtk 
part of the prefent prices, they 
granted to Mr. Worfley the enormous 
falary of 7800I. currency, and for 
no other apparent reafons than are 
afTigned in the ad (No. 8.) which I 
have annexed for your Lordfhips in- 
fpeclion ; and though the inhabi- 
tants, fo»e years after, endeavoured 
to evade the payment of part of that 
falary, yet they not only paid the 
whole of it, but, . 

In 1733, the AfTembly, thougk 
they did not carry their generofity to 
extravagance, as the Aflembly of 
1722 had done, made a much more 
liberal fcttlement on Lord Howe, 
the fuccefTor of Mr. Worfley, than 
could have been reafonably expeclod 
from them; for, apprehending the 
falary of 3000L currency, granted 
to him immediately after his arrival, 
to be inadequate to the expences of 
his flation, they, about fix months 
after, advanced that falary, by ai 
another a£t, to 3000I. fterling, which 
being alfo fettled at an exchange of 
133 -J- per cent, amounted to the funi 
of 4000I. currency a year, as by the 
annexed copy of the laft- mentioned 
ad, (No. 9,) will appear: and the 
people, not only cbearfully paid that 
liberal falary to Lord Howe durirrg 
his adminiilration, and laid cut 1350I. 
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in the purchase of a Jioufe for his 
fefidence, but, by an a£t pafled im- 
mediately after his death, the A (Tern- 
bly alfo granted 2500I. for payment 
of his Lordihip's debts and funeral 
charges, and prefented the overplus 
to Lady Howe. 

On the death of Lord Howe, one 
Mr. Peers, who was then Speaker 
of the Aflembry, endeavoured as 
much as he was able to obtain the 

f o vera men t of the ifland (as fome of 
is fucceflbrs have unfuccefsfully 
done fince) but being difappointed, 
and having a very powerful influence 
over moft of the other members, he 
prevailed upon them, not only to 
seduce the falary of Mr. Byng (who 
fucceeded Lord Howe, in 1739) to 
loool. currency a year, but alfo to 
form a refolution never to grant more • 
to any future Governor. However, 
St feems, that upon the appointment 
of Sir Thomas Robmfon, in 1742, 
the difappointed Speaker of the AC- 
fern biy being then dead, they be- 
came fo far fenflble of the impro- 
priety of fuch a conduct, that they 
refcinded their former refolution, 
and granted their new Governor a 
felary of 2600I. a year, to which, 
about fix months after* they thought 
fit to add 400 1. a year more ; and 
as the ad by which that fum was 
added contains the AiTembly's rea- 
fbns for granting an additional fala- 
ry to their Governor, I have an- 
nexed a copy of it, (No. 10,) for 
your Lor dfhips more particular in- 
formation 4

year 1730, eleven churches were 
%uilt in this iiland at an expence of 
30,0001. at leaft. 

2. Within the fame period a ma-

The falary of Sir Tfiomas Itobirf-" 
fon having thus been fettled in 1742 
at 3000I. currency a year, the famtf 
fum has been conftantly granted 
without any intermiflion to; every 
fucceeding Governor ever £aoe, un- 
til a majority of the laft year's Af-. 
fembly, under the influence of de- 
figning and- difappoimod leaders, 
like thofe who abridged the fakry 
of Mr. Byng, determined to follow 
their example. 

And as the vaft iricreaferof * riches 
in this ifland, far from enlarging the 
generality of the reprefQrttatiires of 
the people, has; on the eorHirary, 
rendered them lefs libera] and Jefs 
refpe&ful to their Governor than! 
their anceftors were, 4b it fee ais alfo 
to have infufed fo contentious and 
refractory a fpirit into their £flem- 
blies, tat for fome time pall they 
have, upon ail occasions, perempto- 
rily refufed to give any fuch afiitatice 
and fupport to his Majefty's govern- 
ment as their loyal predece^for^, in 
times paft, never failed to grant in 
the moll generous manner as it 
plainly appears by many of . t^eir 
ads and proceedings now extant, and 
to be feea among the pnblie raeords 
of the ifland,; whence Jb hay fc: ex- 
tracted the following . comparative 
accounts of the political conduct of 
the former and late A&em&Uest . and 
of the paft and prefent pubUc ex- 
pences of this ifland, that yfeur jLord- 
fhips may fee 1 the grotmd* #pon 
which my aflertipas areifou»de4. n .

1 . The prefent inhabitant of the 
ifland had not, until &e late hurri- 
cane, any thing mpre^tpapayr; far 
under this article than the ^p^rs of 
thofe churches* . -Sj'hh { 

2* Until the late hu-rricane the 
prefent inhabitants bad -been- at fto* 
a gove/a- 
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a government-houfe purchafed at an 
cxpence of io,oool. or upwards. 

3. Within the fame fpace of time 
near forty forts and batteries were 
alfo erected, mounted with feveral 
hundred pieces of cannon, and fur- 
niihed with all forts of fmali arms 
and military (lores, befides very ex- 
tenfive intrenchments thrown up 
alpng the accelfible parts of the 

• coaft, the whole expence of which 
mud from time to time have amount- 
ed to 300,0001. at the very loweft 
estimation ; for there are now up- 
wards of feventy fpecial acts on record 
here, which were enacted between 
the years 164.2 and 1 7 30, for the con- 
ftructing, erecting, completing, al- 
tering, and repairing the forts, bat- 
teries, and intrenchments in this 
ifland : and as it appears that feveral 
forts had been conitructed long be- 
fore the commencement of any re- 
cords now extant here, and that be- 
sides the large funis raifed by thofe 
fpecial acts, a very cpnfiderable fum 
*was alfo, in thofe times, annually 
applied to the fortifications, out of 
the produce of the £xcife Acts, it 
feems reafonabie to conclude, that 
from 1.630 to 1 7 jo there wasjiot lefs 
than 5 00, opolr expended by the an- 
ceftofs of the prefent inhabitants of 
this ifland, for the fecurity of their 
country, which they confidered as a 
matter of fo much importance, that ? 
even within* a very few months after 
the great hurricane, which happened 
"here in' 167c, a very confiderablc 
tax was laid by an act of the legisla- 
ture of $he ifland, for repairing the 
-fortifications, which had been greatly 
damaged by that calamity : nor does 
it appear that they had then the leaft 
encouragement to enter upon fo lau- 
dable an undertaking, by any relief, 
donation, or affiftance of any kind, 
either from England or Ireland. 

4. Befides all the forts, batteries, 
and intrenchments, already men- 
tioned, a regiment of -borie was alfo

other expences, on account of thofe 
buildings, than what their common 
neceflary repairs required. 

3. All thefe numerous forts, bat- 
teries, and intrenchments, having 
been conftructed and completed long 
before the greater part of the prefent 
inhabitants of this ifland were born, 
they have never been at any other 
expence, for the fecurity of their 
country, than that of keeping thofe 
works in repair which their more 
active and patriotic anceftors had 
formed 4 and that trilling expence 
t hei r repre fen tatives h ave, for feveral 
years lait pad, thought fo grievous a 
burthen, that, notwithstanding all 
the repre fen tat ions and endeavours 
of their Governors, they have fuf- 
fcred all the intrenchments, and many 
of the forts and batteries, to fall fo 
• far into decay, that even before the 
late hurricane, they had become al- 
moit totally ufelefs ; and foon after 
my arrival here (which was feme 
months before the hurricane) the 
AfTembly did not fcruple to declare 
publicly, in their anfwer to a mef. 
fage from the Governor, that they 
" could not be at the charge of 
" keeping up the fortifications, even 
1 « if their very prefervation depcn.de 4 
" #09 if."

4. No fuch expence has ever been 
incurred within the memory of any 
of the prefent inhabitants. 

D raifed 
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raifed and maintained in this ifland, 
at the public charge, for many years. 

5. Ships of war have alfo formerly 
(and particularly in the years 1691, 
1694, 1696, 1702, 1706, and 1742) 
been frequently fitted out at a vail 
cxpence by the government of Bar- 
bados, to proteS, their trade and 
cruife againft the enemies of the 
State. 

6. From the fettlement of Bar- 
bados to the end of the lalt century, 
and for fome years of the prefent 
century, the inhabitants were fo an* 
yious to manifeft their loyalty and 
attachment to the Supreme govern- 
ment of the State, that, not content 
with providing in the moft ample 
and vigorous manner for their own 
defence at home, they alfo frequently 
put themfclves „to very confiderable 
charges to forward and affiil the ope- 
rations of the Britifh arms againft 
foreign enemies. 



5. That laudable practice has now 
been laid afide (and of courfe the 
expence attending it avoided) near 
forty years. 



6. As the reprefentatives of the 
people of Barbados have for fbme 
time patt been remarkably inatten- 
tive to their own fecurity, fo, not- 
withftanding the progrefs of the ene- 
my in their neighbourhood, and de- 
tachments of nis Majefty's troops 
have actually, within the laft three 
years, gone upon feveral expeditions 
immediately from the ijland, they have, 
ever fmce the prefent war commen- 
ced, been as far from affording the 
leaft aid or afliflance to the opera- 
tions of ills Majeftv*s forces, either 
by feasor land, as ir they had been 
conquered enemies rather than natu- 
ral born fubjecls of the Britifh Go- 
vernment. 

In the years 1666 and 1667, a 
very confiderable aflifhnce of men 
and money was given, both by pub- 
lic acts and private fubfcriptions„ to 
Lord Willoughby, in his expedition 
againft the French, and for the re- 
lief of the Leeward Iflands; and 
Sir Timothy Thornhill (a gentleman 
of the ifland) who had a command 
in that expedition, having diflin- 
guifhed himfelf by his courage and 
good conduct, the Afiembly, on his 
return to Barbados, were fo generous 
as to vote him a prefent of one thou- 
fand pounds. 

In the year 1692, two regiments, 
confifling of 1000 men, were by an 
ad of the legiflature raifed, armed, 
and accoutred at the public charge, 
and fent, with upwards of 400 vo- 
lunteers, on an expedition againft 
the French at Martinique, which 
has been faid to liave coft the.ifland 
30,0001. 

7. In 
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£. In feveral former wars* as often 
fes troops were fent from England to 
Barbados, the officers and private 
fbldiers were not only accommodated 
with quarters> but alfo fubfifted at 
the public charge of the ifland, as 
appears by no lefs than ten legifla- 
tive ads now on record ; and ib zea- 
loufly attached to the government of 
their mother country were the inha- 
bitants in the earlier days of the co- 
lony, that in the year 1668 they 
made a point of providing quarters 
and fubfiftence for a regiment of the 
King's troops, although Bridge- 
Town, the capital of the ifland, had 
been totally burnt to the ground but 
a very fhort time before their arri- 
val, and then actually lay in afhes. 

>8. As in times paft the reprefen- 
tatives of the people of Barbados 
embraced all opportunities of aflift- 
ing and fuccouring the land forces 
fent for their protection, fo they were 
equally ready, upon all occafions, to 
afford the like affiftance to the naval 
forces fent out for the fecurity of 
their trade, as may be obferved from 
inany tranfac"tions ftill appearing oft 
their records, and particularly 

In the years 1693 and 1697, they 
paffed two acls for the fpeedy fup- 
plying their Majefty's fhips of war 
with feamen. 

In 169c, they paffed an ad for 
the payment of 784I. fterling for 
provifions and other neceffaries for 
two of his Majefty's fhips of war ; 
and, 

In 1724, an act was paffed for 
the payment of very confiderable fums 
of money for lodgings, provifions, 
medicines, and phyficians, for fick 
and wounded feamen landed on the 
ifland from the King's fhips of war. 



And* feveral aids of the fame na« 
ture, though of lefs importance, 
have been furnifhed by the ifland 
fince, of which there has been one 
inftance fo late as the. year 1759, 
when fome forces were fent to affift 
his late Majefty's troops in the re- 
duction of the French iflands. 

7 . No troops having been fent to 
be quartered in Barbados, either 
from Great-Britain or Ireland, for 
upwards of fevennr years, before the 
commencement or this war, the.pre- 
fent inhabitants have never been at 
the charge of quartering any until 
ihe year 1779, when, upon the ar- 
rival of a -regiment from England, 
the Affeinbly, after much debate, 
thought fit to furnifh them with bar- 
racks for one year, but when that 
year expired they refufed paying 
the rents of thofe barracks for any 
longer time ; nor have they, during 
the prefent war, fupplied the King's 
troops Rationed among them with 
any other accommodations of any 
kind whatfoever. 

8. In the courfe of the prefent 
war, his Majefty's fleets in the Weft 
Indies have been fo far from receiv- 
ing any fupply of men, through any 
affiftance given by the Affemblies of 
Barbados, that their commanders 
have always loudly complained of 
more defertions of feamen, and of 
their being harboured with more im- 
punity there than in any one of the 
qther iflands. 

By an ad paffed in 1779* fbme 
articles of live flock were directed 
to be furnifhed for the King's forces 
at St. Lucia; but it appeared to 
have been paffed with fo much re^ 
luctance, that Admiral Barring ton 
refufed to receive any part of the 
donation ; nor have any of the 
King's fhips, for many years paft, 
been fupplied either with provifions, 
or any other articles from 'thence, 
but fuch as they have purchafed at " 
the moft exorbitant prices : and with 
refpect to the fick and wounded fea- 
men landed there from the King's 

O z 9. It 
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9 It plainly appears' frQjn the 
laws, and dill more fully and. par- 
ticularly from other public records 
of the ifland, that during every war, 
in which Great Britain has been 
engaged, from the eftablifhment of 
a colony in Barbados down to the' 
year 1 74^, all prifoncrs of war brought 
there were always lodged, feeured, 
and maintained, in health and tick- 
nefs, at the charge of the ifland ; apA 
the hire and expence of all Bags ot 
truce, and other veffels employed to 
convey them away, were defrayed 
in the, fame manner : and very fre- 
quently thofe prifoners were fb nu- 
merous, that the AfTemblies were 
from time to time obliged to grant 
very large Aims of money annually 
for their fubfiflencc ; and yet, fuch 
was the loyalty of the AfTemblies of 
thofe days, that for a whole century 
they never failed to provide for that 
contingency as often as it happened. 

10. For upwards of a century 
after the fettlement of Barbados, 
the expence of entertaining the 
Courts of 1 Grand SeiTions (amount- 
ing to at lead 200!* a year) was 
always defrayed out of the public 
taxes of the iiland. 

The fortifications and public build- 
ings of this iiland having been all 
creeled and completed above half a 
century,, and the reprefentatives of 
the people, having ilnce not oxiiy 
.totally declined giving any fucK aids 
,to his Majefly's forces in thefe parts 
as their predeceflbrs ufed to do, but 
alio thrown fome part . eyen of the 
expence of their own internal go- 
vernment upon his Majefty, it mud 
evidently appear to your Lordfhips, 
that, at the faxne time that the in- 
trinfic wealth of f he inhabitants has 
incrcafed to the vail amount I have 
already mentioned,' their public" ex- 



fhips, they have, both in tne fat£ 
and prefeiit war, been lodged and 
wholly provided for at his Majeffcy's 
Charge. ' 

9. For upwards of thirty years I aft 
pail, the iiland has bee* totally 
exempted from the maintenance of 
prifoners of war, who have, ever 
fince the year 1748, been always 
fubfilted in tne fame mariner as the 
fick and wounded feamen belonging 
to the King's mips. 

The late Mr. Hay, indeed, When 
he was G over nor of the ifland, did 
oncerequell of the Aflembly to pro- 
vide for the fubfiftence of the Ame- 
rican prifoners ; but they perempto- 
rily rtfufed to make any filch pro- 
vision, or to furnifh any plate, ex- 
cept the common jail, for thfe con- 
finement of any prifoners of war 
whatever. 



10. The entertainment of the 
Courts of Grand Seflions have, ever 
fince the year 1739, been tbnfiantly 
paid out' of his Majefly's tefaal 
revenue. * "* -' 



pences have, on the other nahd,de- 
creafed exceedingly ; arid accord- 
ingly, for many years pall, ah imnual 
poll-tax, fometimes or two ihiflings, 
and at other times of only one mil- 
ling and fixpence ilerling a head on 
ilaves, a fmall afTefTmen: upon each 
of the four towns, and upo'tr- wind- 
mills, potkilns, and wheel- Carriages, 
have, with the impofltidn of pow- 
der on fhipping, and excife duties on 
ilrong liquors imported (which two 
Iall-rnentioned taxes are a hnoft whol- 
ly paid by flrangers) being amply 
fufheient to pay the Governor's Hi- 
lary f and to defray all other charges 

what- 
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whatfoever incident to the internal 
government of the ifland; whereas 
formerly lands, coppers, ftills, &c. 
ufed to be charged with yery con- 
fiderable taxes : and it commonly 
happened that, befides the eftabliftied 
levies, feveral other confiderable fums 
were, in the conrfe of every year, 
ratfed by tranfient and occasional 
hws, for the emergent charges of 
Government. But I believe I may 
venture to aflert, that there is no 
other part of his Majefty's dominions, 
in any quarter of the globe, where 
the public taxes, are fo inconfide- 
rable as they have been of late 
times in this ifland. 

There is indeed a parochial tax 
raifed^by the veftries of the feveral 
parilhes in the ifland, which, if ap- 
plied to the fupport of his Majefty's 
Government, would long fince have 
been complained of by the people as 
a very grievous burthen. There are 
in all the eleven parilhes 176 vcftry- 
men, who, by the authority of laws 
enacled long fince in this ifland, 
a&ually levy and collect, throughout 
the ifland, by an annual afleflment 
on lands and houfes, at leaft Jixteen 
thou/and pounds a year, of which 
abo^ut one fourth part is applied to 
the payment of the minifters and 
church officers falaries, and fome 
other parochial expences ; and the 
other three parts are difpofed of by 
the veffcries in annual, monthly, and 
weekly pen fions, to fuch of the in- 
habitants, of their refpeclive pariflies 
as they think fit ; and though this 
extraordinary parochial tax is of late 
years become fo enormous, that in 
the parijb cf St. Michael alone, it has 
form times amounted to upwards of /even 
thou/and pounds a year, yet, becaufe 
it is fo admirably well calculated to 
fupport the intereft and influence of 
the leading men in every part of the 
ifland, they always manage fo as to 
have it punctually paid, without the 
leaft difcontent or murmur, while 
the Governor's ' falary, which, at 



3000I. a year, does not amount to> 
much more than zjixtb part of that 
moft opprejftve parochial tax, is pre- 
fented to be fuch an intolerable load 
as the inhabitants are totally unable 
to fuflaiiv 

As it Jha^Jbgeti^ hy fpeciotis and 
falfe reprcftftnft&nV o( the lifuatkm 
of their afll airs,. tfiat* the 'people of 
this klatfd jiiyepflied*siKle Iraduailjr 
to free themfelves frOm-alirSfofe/atds 
and fuccours, which the Crown an4 
its reprefentatives ufed to receive 
from their more generous anceftors; 
fo, notwithstanding their late re- 
trenchment of the Governor's fa- 
lary, and their obftinately refuting 
ever fince to make any proviflon for 
the fupport of their Government, 
have in fuel proceeded from no other 
caufe than a factious defign of ob- 
ftrucling and embarrafling the raea- 
fures of his Majefty's Minifters to 
the utmoft of their power, their A{- 
femblies have neverthelefs, in ail 
their fpeeches, memorials, and peti- 
tions, of the laft and prefent year, 
artfully endeavoured to impofe upon 
their Sovereign and feJ low- fubj eels, 
fo far as to perfuade them to believe, 
that the inhabitants (though in truth 
i?nmen/ety rich and fourifiing) are fo 
much ditfrefTed, and fo very poor 
and indigent, that it is the higheft 
degtee of cruelty to take a Angle 
farthing out of their pockets for die 
fupport of his Majefty's Govern- 
ment; and they have published their 
mifreprefentations with fomuch con- 
fidence and plaufibility, that I have, 
thought it indifpenfibly neceffary to 
lay before your Lordfhips this flcetch 
of the real ftate and circumftances of 
the ifland, left your Lordihips might 
otherwife have been induced to ap- 
prehend that I was nngeneroufly at- 
tempting to lay unreaibnable irapo- 
fitions upon a poor and miferable 
people, already fcarce able to fub* 
iift.. 

And when, upon perufil of the 
feveral matters of fa£t which I have 

ftattd 
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Hated, your Lordfhips reflect on the 
amazing increafe of wealth, and the 
valt diminution of public expenccs/ 
in this ifland, within the lail thirty 
and forty years ;, when you obfervfc 
the liberal fettlements made on for- 
mer Governors,, in. jim.«st >£hen the 
wealtljSqf the i(lorfd-o>d.;noi amount 
to a foirttt part* ol* its prefent*v&lue ; 
whe.n .the,* gni>ftc/£\i r g£s •we.pe. -very 
coc^frj*W«^ wifch" "the dignity 
of "the Governor's ftation could be 
properly fupported at one third part 
of the expence it now requires; and 
nvhenyou conjtder that I arrived in the 
ifland at the moft flourijhing and profpe- 
rous period this colony bad ever known ; 
and at a time too when the people, 
and their properties, were not only 
froteSied without any expence to 
them/elves, but alfo exceedingly en- 
riched by his Majefty's fleets and 
armies, I truft your Lordfhips will 
readily admit, that, after a people 
of fuch factious principles, actually 
pofTeffing fuch an affluence of riches, 
had not only denied me the annual 
iettlement they had granted to all 
my late predeceflbrs, but had like- 
" wife declined making any provifion 
for payment even of the curtailed 
falary they had appointed for me, I 
was, upon every principle of reafon 
and equity, amply juftified in efta- 
blifhing every demand I could law- 
fully make upon them. • 

And that the fees, which they 
•have complained of with fo much 
acrimony and rancour, were legally 
eftallijhed, I have no doubt of being 
able to (hew to your Lordfhips in the 
cleareft manner; for which purpofe 
I ihall now proceed to anfwer the 
particular charges of the Affe mbJy, 
-in the order they have herein already 
appeared to your Lordfhips. 

I. They charge, or rather afTert, 
that the eftablifhing of fees by the 
. Governor and Council, without the 
exprefs con fen t of the Afl'embly, is 
«* in direct oppofition to an exprefs 
•* law of the ifland, confirmed by 
•« his Majeftv's predeceflbrs." 



In anfwering thefe aflertloits, 1 
mud, in the firft place, obferve to 
your Lordfhips, that the law to which 
the A{Temb\y refer, was enacted in 
the year 1652, when the ifland was 
under the admin iflration of Daniel 
Searle, who was appointed Lieute- 
nant-governor of it by Sir George; 
Ayfcue, .after he had forced the in- 
habitants to fubmit to the ufurpation 
which then prevailed in England. 

But before 1 make any obfe*vatiort 
upon the ad itfelf, I think it proper 
to remark, that when Barbados, and 
other ifland* and countries in thtf 
Weft Indies and America, were firft 
difcovered by Englifh fubje&s, they 
were unanimoufly and univerfally 
allowed to be the abfolute property 
of the King; and it was then, as 1 
apprehend it is flill, an undeniable 
maxim, that the King had as un- 
limited an authority over all fuch 
new difcovered countries* as if they 
had been actually acquired by con- 
queft. And accordingly his late 
Majefty King Charles the Firft, by 
a grant or letters patent, bearing 
date the 16th March, 1630, gave 
and granted all and fingular the 
Windward and Leeward Charibbee 
Iflands, from the 10th to the 2cth 
degree of north latitude, and from 
the ifland of St. John di Porto Rico 
eaftward, 12 degrees in longitude, 
and exprefsly comprehending the 
iflands of Barbados, Grenada, St. 
Vincent, St. Lucie, Martinico, Do- 
minica, Guadaloupe, Antigua, St* 
Chriftopher's, Montferrat, Nevis, 
Euftatia, St. Martin's, Anguilla, 
Barbuda, Dcfeada, and others, to 
James Earl of Carlisle, his heirs and 
aligns fcr ever ; and the King, by 
thoi'e letters patent, not only granted 
raid conveyed to the Earl of Carlifle 
the full and abfolute fee fimple and 
inheritance of all the lands, woods, 
lakes, and rivers, in the feveral 
iflands before mentioned, and all 
others within the limits of the grant, 
but alfo grve and delegated to the 
grantee lull power and authority to 

eilabiilh 
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eftablim a Council in each ifland, 
nmd with their advice to erecl and con- 
flit ute fuch and as many courts of judi- 
cature as he Jkould judge requifile. 

And a!fo to ordain and appoint all 
Juch judges, officers, and jurifdiclions, 
for thoje courts, and to eflahlijh fuch 
fees for the judges and officers thereof 
as he, with the ad<vice of his council, 
Jhould think proper. And the King 
did alfo farther grant, declare, and 
command, io and by the letters pa- 
tent before mentioned, that all fuch 
ordinances as (hould at any time be 
made by the Karl of Carlifle, his 
heirs and afligns, with the advice of 
his or their Council, fhould at all 
times be of rs much fcrce anfl vali- 
dity, and Ihould be as ftrict!y obeyed 
by all perfons refiding within the 
limits of his grant, as any acts paffed 
by the faid Earl, his Council, and 
the Aflemblies of Freeholders ; as by 
the annexed extract -from the grant 
itfelf(No. 11.) will more <fully ap- 
pear to your Lord (hips. 

The Earl of Carlifle having ob- 
tained the grant before mentioned, 
appointed Mr* Hawley Governor of 
the ifland of Barbados, who, agree- 
able to the authority granted by the 
King to the Earl of Carlifle, did, in 
the year 163 1, with the advice of the 
Council, constitute four feveral Courts 
of Common Pleas in the ifland, each 
to be held monthly, for the determi- 
nation of matters not exceeding the 
value of 5001b. of cotton or tobac- 
co, the Governor and Council referv- 
ing to themfelves the original cogni- 
sance of all matters above that value. 
In the year 1636, the fame Go- 
vernor, finding it expedient to make 
fome alterations in the cenflitutions 
of the courts he had formed, did, 
with the advice of the Council, re- 
duce their number from four to two, 
giving them authority to try matters 
of the value of ; 000 lb. of cotton or 
tobacco ; and upon that eftablifh- 
ment the courts of judicature con- 
tinued until the latter end of the year 



1 6c 1, when Sir George Ayfcue, in 
order to attach the inhabitants to 
their new government, thought it 
expedient to aboliih the title of the 
Earl of Carlifle, and to give them a 
new title to their eftates, founded 
upon the authority of the Parlia- 
ment ; and for thatjpurpofe he, be- 
fore his departure from the ifland', 
pafled an act, declaring that " the 
" letters patent, intithng the Earl 
" of Carlifle to the dominion of this 
41 place, werequaflied, and declared • 
" to be void by the authority of the 
*' Parliament of England; and that 
" all other powers, authorities, com- 
" miflions, or any other pretended 
" writings, deeds, or charters, de- 
*« rived from the late King, or his 
" predeceflbrs, or any kingly au- 
" thority, or from any perfon or 
" perfons whatfoever, claymeing, or 
4t pretending to clay me, from, by, 
" or under the faid kingly autho- 
st rity, or any derived therefrom, 
" were abfolutely void, determined, 
<f expired, and of none effect, to 
4t all intents and purpofes what- 
" foever." And alfo farther de- 
claring, " that all the inhabitants of 
" this ifland, that were in quiet 
" pofleflion of any lands or tene- 
41 ments, by .virtue of any warrants 
" from the former Governors of this 
44 ifland, or by conveyance, or any 
<c other act in law from them who 
«' had the faid warrants, lhould have, 
" hold, and enjoy the fame as their 
44 free eflate, without any interrup- 
*' tion or moleflation whatfoever, 
41 the making void the faid letters 
" patent notwithftanding." 

And Daniel Searle, a man of con- 
fiderable property in the ifland, and 
zealoufly attached to the Republican 
government, having by a legiflative 
act been appointed Deputy-governor 
upon the departure or Sir George 
Ayfcue for England, as before ob- 
ferved, the ifland remained under 
his government for feveral years.

men are already raifcd, cloathed, 
officered, and in arms in that coun* 
try, independent of the government 
of this. In Scotland, if the fituation 
be not the fame, the difpo/ition of 
%he people is not very far from it. 
JHwf t too in their sonimerce. by the 
American war,' and difappointed in 
their expectations of the conqueft o£ 
that country, they have made ufe of 
the temper of Parliament for the 
releafe of the penal laws refpe&ing 
the Roman Catholics,, as the ground 
pf their difconteats, and to ©pppfc 
this, have fent deputies from the^ 
fifteen Synods, into which Scptlan4 
is divided, to Edinburgh $ and who> 
as Lord George Gordon flared it t? 
the Houfe a few days ago, were 
attually fitting in Congrefs, an$ 
debating and refolving upon the 
meafures of Government. -In Eng- 
land we are threatened with an in r 
yaiion from France, , and another 
Spanifh armada : but at prefent we 
are quiet among ourfelves. 

If this be the condition of the 
Mother- State, what has not its de» 
pendencies to fear !

ductions given, which are diame- 
trically contrary to the laws of this 
ifland acquiefced in for half a cen- 
tury ; if the Lords Commiflioners of 
Trade will take tl>e trouble to com- 
pare the inftruclions and the laws of 
this ifland, and explain to the Go- 
vernor how far thefe laws are in 
force, it will be very fatisfaclory to 
me, as I have at this inftant found 
our moft experienced lawyers puz- 
zled ► It is fortunate for me to find 
fo able an Attorney and Solicitor - 
general; the firfl of them I mull 
particularly recommend to his Ma- 
jelly's favour* The appointment of 
falary, voted by the ifland, is only 
one hundred pounds per annum, it 
certainly ought to be encreafed, and 
paid by the Crown, as in the other 
iflands. 

I am forry that the fbaia of the 
letters written by the Agent of this 
Ifland, Mr. Eftwick (a copy of which 
I have encloffed to your Lordfhip) 
obliges me, from the captious man- 
ner in which he reprefented Sir 
George Rodney's fuccefs, and his 
iufinuation, that I carried an induc- 
tion about relieving them from the 
four arid a half per cent, duty, when 
J-aflured the^gentlemen of the ifland, 
on my departure, of the contrary i 
I fay, my Lord, this conduct of his 
has determined me to refufe my 
afle/tt'to the bill for his falary, as I 



never, when I am emplo-yed in ft 
public capacity, mean to entourage 
thofe who wifh to diftrefs the King's 

Miniflers. 

With refped to the Council here, 
I have as yet no particular reafon to 
find fault with their conduit, I have 
infilled, in flrong terms, on their at- 
tending the bufinefs of the ifland; 
and, indeed, they have complied 
fully with my requefl : yeflerday I 
fat from ten to dve in the afternoon* 
in Chancery y and am determined to 
be regular in my attendance. 

I have had fome applications fo* 
feats at the Council, but as I think 
a proper choice of thofe that ought 
to prefide there, is a mofl eflentiat 
point for his Majefty's fervice, 1 
cannot proceed to recommend till I 
have full knowledge of their charac- 
ters and fituations ; and as it is ne- 
ceffary to avoid for his Majefly*s 
fervice, a monopoly of counsellors 
in one family or cabal, I flatter my- 
felf, that fo much refpeft will be 
held to my fituation, as not to for.ce 
upon me thofe that may be efleemed 
unfit for that fituation.. 

I hope that your Lordfhip will 
excufe me to the Lords of Trade, in. 
not writing to them by this oppor- 
nity, and to aiTure you*- Lordfhip ar

As your anfwer to thnr addrefs was 
not tranfmitted with your former dif- 
patches, I was not apprized of the 
Ojccafion of the Memorial until I read 
your anfwer in their journals 5 and it 
was a great concern to me to find it 
contained fo much matter for con- 
tention and ill-humour, and fome 
expreffions which might be expected 
to excite fefentment in minds already 
heated, and difpofed for inflamma- 
tion.

— ■ - " The Peltry, taken in the 
expedition will, you fee, amount to 
a good deal of money. The pofTef- 
fion of this booty at firft gave us 
pleafure; but we were ftruck with 
horror to find among the packages 
eight large ones, containing fcalps 
of our unhappy country folks, taken 
in the three laft years by the Sen- 
neka Indians from the inhabitants 
of the Frontiers of New- York, New- 
Jerfey, Pennfylvania and Virginia, 
and fent by them as a pre fen t to 
Colonel Haldimand, Governor of 
Canada, in order to be by him trans- 
mitted to England. They were ac- 
companied by the following cm ious 
ktter to that gentleman : 

Tepga, jfatu %J y 178*. 
May it pleaje your Excellency^ 
" At the requeft of the Senneka 
Chiefs, I fend herewith to your Ex- 



cellency, under the care of James 
Boyd, eight packs of fcalps, cured, 
dried, hooped, and painted with all 
the India triumphal marks, of which 
the following is invoice and expla- 
nation : 

No. 1. containing 43 fcalps of 
Congrefs foldiers killed in different 
fkirmifhes ; thefe are ftretched oa' 
black hoops, 4 inch diameter; the. 
infide of the fkin painted red, with a 
fmali black fpot, to note their being; 
killed with bullets. Alfo 62 of far- 
mers killed in their houfes; the 
hoops red ; tfye fkin painted brown* 
and marked with a hoe ; a black cir- 
cle all round, to denote their being 
furprifed in the night ; and a black 
hatchet in the middle, fignifying 
their being killed with that weapon. 
No. 2. containing 98 of farmers 
killed in their houfes ; hoops red ; 
figure of a hoe, to mark their pro- 
felfion; great white circle and fun, 
to fhew they were furprifed in the 
day-time ; a little red foot, to ihew 
they flood upon their defence, and 
died fighting for their lives and fa- 
milies. 

No. 5- containing 97 of farmers ; 
hoops green, to fhew they were killed 
in their fields; a large White circle^ 
with a little round mark on it for 
the fun, to fhew that it was in the 
day-time; black bullet mark on 
fome, hatchet on others. 

No. 4. containing 102 of farmers, 
mixed of the fever al marks above ; 
only 18 marked with a little yellow 
flame, to denote their being of pri- 
foners burnt alive, after being fcalps 
ed, their nails pulled out by the 
roots, and other torments ; one of 
thefe latter fuppofed to be of aii 
American clergyman, his feand be- 
ing fixed to khc hoop of his fcalp. 
Moil of the farmer? appear by the 
hair to have been young, or* middled 
aged men y there being but fixty- 
ieven very grey heads among them 
all; which makes the fer vice more 
efTentialt 

•No. $* 
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Ko. r. Containing eighty-eight 
fcalps of women ; hair long, braided 
in the Indian fafhion, to mew they 
were mothers ; hoops blue ; {kin 
yellow ground, with little red tad- 
poles, to reprefent, by way of tri- 
umph, the tears or grief occaiioned 
to their relations ; a black fcalping- 
knife or hatchet at the bottom, to 
mark their being killed by thofe in- 
firuments. Seventeen others, hair 
very grey ; black hoops ; plain brown 
colour ; no mark but the ftiort club 
or cafletete, to fhew they were 
knocked down dead, or had their 
brains beat out. 

No. 6. Containing one hundred 
and ninety-three boys fcalps, of va- 
rious ages ; fmall green hoops ; whi- 
tilh ground on the flcin, with red 
tears in the middle, and black bul- 
let marks, knife, hatchet, or club, 
as their deaths happened. 

No. 7, Two hundred and eleven 
girls fcalps, big and little ; fmall 
yellow hoops ; white ground ; tears, 
hatchet, club, fcalping-^knife, &c. 

No. 8. This package is a mix- 
ture of all the varieties abovemen- 
tioned, to the number of one hun- 
dred and twenty- two ; with a be x of 
birch bark, containing twenty-nine 
little infants . fcalps of various fizes ; 
Anall white hoops ; white ground ; 
no tears> and pnly & little black 
knife in the middle, to fhew they 
were ript out of their mothers 
bellies. 

With thefe packs the -Chief fend 
to your Excellency the following 
fpeech, delivered by Conelogatciiie 
in Council, interpreted By the eluer 
Moore, the trader, and taken down 
by me in writing. 
Father, 

We fend yon herewith many fcalps, 
that yea may fee wej are got 'idle 
friend*. A blue belt. 

Father, 

We wifh you to fend thefe fcalps 
over the water to the great King, 
that he rx-y ra-;./ i hem and be re-*

Honourable Gentkfnen of the Senate % 

Mr. Speaker y and Gentlemen of the 
Houfe of Reprefentatiyet, 

Since the laft meeting of a Gene- 
ral Affembly, the good people of 
this" State Jiave not only felt the 
tommon calamities of war, but from 
the wanton and favage manner In 
Which it has been profecrited, they 
have experienced foch feverities as 
are pradifed, and will fcatcely be 
credited by civilized nations. 

The enemy, Unable to make any 
impreffion ort the northern States, 
the number of whofe inhabitants, 
and the ftrength df whofe country, 
had baffled their repeated efforts, 
tamed their views towards the 
foutherh, which a difference of cir- 
cumftances affdrded fome expecta- 
tion of conquering, or at leaft of 
greatly diftreffing. After a long, 
refiftance the reduction of Charles- 
Town was effected, by the vaft fupe- 
riority df force with which it had 
been befieged. The lofs of that 
garrifbn, ar it confifted of the Con- 
tinental troops of Virginia and the 
Carolinas, and alfo of a number of 
militia, facilitated the enemy's march 
into the country, and their eftabliih- 
ment of ftrong ports in the upper 
and interior parts of it} arid die un- 
favourable iflue of the action near 
Camden, induced them vainly to 
imagine that ho other army could 
be collected which they might riot 
eafily 'defeat. The 'militia com- 
manded by the Brigadiers Sumpter 
and Marion, whofe entetpriftng fpirit 
and unremitted rferfeverance, under 
Vot. XIV. 



many difficulties, are 'defefving of* 
great applaufe, h^rrafled and often 
defeated large parties i but the num- 
bers of thofe militia were too few to 
contend effectually with the collected 
ftrength of the enemy. Regardlefs 
therefore of the facred ties of ho- 
nour, deftitute of the feelings ot 
humanity, and determined to extiri*- 
guifh, if poflible, every /park of 
freedom in this country, they, with 
ihe infolent pride of conquerors, gave 
unbounded fcope to the exercife of 
their tyrannical difpojJtion, infringed 
their public engagements, and vio- 
lated the molt folemn capitulation. 
Many of our worthielt citizens were 
without caufe long and clofely con- 
fined, fome on board prifon fhips, 
arid others in the town and caftle of 
St. A-uguftine ; their properties dif* 
|>ofed of at the will and caprice of 
the enemy, and their families Tent to 
a different and diftant part of the 
Continent, without the means of 
fupport. Many who had furrendered 
pnloners of war were killed in cold 
blood* Several fuffered death in the 
moil ignominious manner; others 
were delivered up to favages, and . 
put to tortures, under which they 
expired^ Thus the lives, liberties, 
and properties of the people were 
dependent folely on the pleafuret>f 
Britifh officers, who deprived them 
of either or all on the moft frivolous 
pretences. Indians, (laves, arid a 
defperate banditti of the moft pro- 
fligate characters, were carefled and 
employed by the enemy to exeeite 
their lnfatnouV purpofes. jfrevafta* 
tion and ruin marked their progrefs*, 
and that -of their adherents ; ^ nor 
were their violences' ' retrained : by 
the. charms or influence" of beauty 
' arid ihttocerice.'^Eveh 'the hit fex, 
; ' vtrfioifi fffs the duty of all,{ami*he 
; pleafttre^and pride of the fetfavey to 
protect,, they and theiY^eiSler pff- 
irpririg wer6 victihis to the^ maTice of 
> an : unrelenting foe. Neitfcer^the 
tears of mother s, nor the v cr&& of

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infants, could excite in their breafts 
pity or compaflion. Not only the 
peaceable habitations of the widow, 
of the aged and infirm, but the 
holy temples of the Moft High, were 
con fumed in flames, kindled by their 
facrilegious hands* They have tar- 
hilhed the glory of the BritiuH arms, 
difgraced the profefllon of foldier, 
and fixed indelible iligmas of ra- 
pine, cruelty, perfidy, and prophane- 
nefs, on the Britiih name. But I 
can now congratulate you, and I do

ago, ^Key unauimouily and juflly re- 
nounced, 
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Bounced, camiot be fubduedj and 
they muft now be convinced, that it 
is the height of folly and madnefs to 
porfift in fo ruinous a war. If, how- 
tver, we judge* as we oughtj of their 
future by their pafjt conduct, we may' 
prefume that they will not only en- 
deavour to keep pofleiTion of our 
capital, but make another attempt^ 
however improbable the fuccefs of it 
may appear, to fubjugate this coun- 
try. It is, therefore, highly incum- 
bent on us to life our moil ftrenuous 
effort* to fru Urate fo fatal a defign ; 
and I earneftly conjure by the duty m 
you owe, and the facred love you 
Jbear to your country, by a con (tan t 
remembrance of her bitter fufFering, 
and by the jutl deteftation of Britifh 
government, wfrich you and your 
yofterity muft for ever ,poffefs, to 
exert your utmoft faculties for that 
purpofe, by railing and equipping, 
with all pofUble expedition, a re- 
fpettable permanent force, and by 
making ample provifion for their 
^comfortable fubfiltence. I am fen- 
fible the expences will be great; but 
a treafure fo indifpenfible to t{ie pre- 
servation of our freedom, is above 
every pecuniary consideration. 

Tiie organization of our militia 
is likewife a fubjedfc of infinite im- 
portance f A clear and correct law, 
by which the burthen of iervice will 
be equally fuftained, and a compe- 
tent number of men brought forth 
and kept in the field, when tjieir 
affiftance may be required, is efTentjal 
to our fecuriry, and therefore jullly 
claims your lerious and immediate 
attention- Certain it is, that fome 
of our mflitia have, upon certain oc- 
cafions, exhibited inftances of valour, 
which would have reflected honour 
on vet?rari troops. The courage and 
good conduct of the Generals whom 
I have mentioned, the cool and de- 
termined bravery repeatedly dif- 
played by Brigadier Pickene, and 
indeed the behaviour of many offi- 
cers and men of every brigade, are 



unqueftionable teftimonies of the 
truth of this afTertion ; but fuch be- 
haviour cannot be expected from 
militia in general, without good or- 
der and Unci discipline; nor can that 
order and discipline be eftablifhed 
but by a /alutary law* Readily exe- 
cuted. 

Another important matter for your 
deliberation is the conduct of fuch of 
our citizens as^ voluntarily avowing 
their allegiance, and glorying in their 
profeffions of loyalty and attachment 
to his Britannic Majefty, have offered 
their congratulations on the fuccefs 
of his arms, prayed to be embodied 
as Royal Militia, accepted commif- 
fions.in his fervice, or endeavoure4 
to fubvert our confHtution, and to 
eftablifh his power in its ftead; of 
thofe who have returned to this coun- 
try, in defiance of a law by which 
fuch return was declared a capital 
offence, and have abetted the BrititH 
intereft ; and of fuch whofe behaviour 
has been fo far reprehenfible, that 
jurtice and policy forbid their free 
ad million to the rights and privileges 
of citizens. The extraordinary lenity 
of this State has been remarkably con- 
fpicuous; other States have thought 
it juft and expedient to appropriate 
the property of Britifh fiibjecls to the 
public ufe, but we have forborn to 
take even the profits of the eftates of 
our moft implacable enemies. It is 
with you to determine whether thfc 
forfeiture,, and the appropriation of 
their property fhould now take place. 
If fuch fhall be your determination; 
though many of our firmeft friends 
have been reduced, for their in- 
flexible attachment tq tfr« caufe of 
their country, from opulence to in- 
conceivable diftrefs, and if the ene- , 
my's will and power had prevailed, 
would have been doomed to indi- 
gence and beggary ; yet it will re- 
dound to the reputation of this State, 
to provide ~ a becoming fupport for 
the families of thofe whom you may 
• deprive of their property. 

T z ' The 
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The value of paper Currency be- 
came of late fo much depreciated, 
that it was requifite, under the powers 
veiled in the executive, during the re- 
cefs of the General AfTembly, to 
fqfpend the laws by which it was 
made a tender* Yoi| will now con- 
sider whether it may not be proper 
to repeal thofe laws, and fix fome 
equitable mode for the difcharge of 
debts contracted whilft paper money 
was in circulation. In the prefent 
fcarcity of fpecie, it would be diffi- 
cult, if not impracticable, to levy a 
tax to any considerable amount, to- 
wards finking the public debts ; nor 
will the creditors of the State expect 
that fuch a tax mould at this time be 
impofed ; but it is juft and reafonable 
that all unfettled demands mould be 
liquidated, and fatisfactory affurances 
of payment given to the public cre- 
ditors. 

The intereft and honour, the fafety 
and happinefs, of our country de- 
pend fo much on, the refult of your 
^liberations, that I flatter myfelf 
you will proceed on the weighty bu- 
iinefs before you with firmnefs and 
temper, with vigour, unanimity, and 
jlifpatch,

Philadelphia. 
In Council, Philadelphia, May 2 1, 
1782. 
Whereas on the 45th day of May 
1778, at a time wlien the Britifh 
Parliament, Minifiry, and King, 
were artfully attempting, by in- 
fidious means, to divide and deirroy 
thefe United States, the General 
Aflembly of Pennfylvania, with a 
dignity becoming the representatives 
of a virtuous and free people, en- 
tered unanimoufly into the following 
refolves, viz. 

1. Refolved unanimoufly, That 
the delegates or deputies of the Uni* 
ted States of America, in Congrefs 
aflembled, are inverted with an ex- 
clufive authority to treat with the 
King of Great Britain, or com- 
miffioners by him duly appointed, 
refpe&ing a peace between the two 
countries. 

2. Refolved unanimoufly, That 
any man, or body of men, who (hall 
prcfume to make any feparate or 
"partial convention or agreement with 
the King of Great Britain, or with 
any commiffioner or commiffioners 
under the crown of Great Britain, 
ought to be confidered and treated 
as open and avowed enemies of the 

1 United States of America. 

3. Refolved untnimpufly, That 
this houfc highly approves of the 
declaration of Congrefs, " That \ 
thefe United State's cannot, with - 
propriety, hold any conference or 
treaty with any^omrn doners* on the 
part of Great ; Britain , * u nlefs they 
^fhail, as a preliminary 1 thereto, either \ 
withdraw* their fleets ^and armies, or 
elfe, inpofitive orexprefs terms, ster 

knowledge 
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knowledge the independence of the 
faid States. 

4. Refolved unanimously, That 
the Congrefs have no power, au- 
thority, or right, to do any aft, 
matter, or thing whatfoevev that 
may have a tendency to yield up, 
or abridge the Sovereignty and in- 
dependence- of -this State, without 
its confent previoufly obtained. 

5. Refolved unanimously, That 
this houfe will maintain, Support, 
and defend, the fovereignty and in- 
dependence of this State with their 
lives and fortunes. 

6. Refolved unanimoufly, That 
it be recommended to the fupreme 
executive council of this State, 
forthwith to order the mil'itia to hold 
themfelves in readinefs to alt as oc- 
casion may require. 

And whereas there is the fulleSt 
evidence, that the fame fpirit of 
wickednefs and folly which at that 
time governed the councils of the 
Britiib nation, has excited theprefent 
rulers of that people, under moll 
fpecious names and pretences, to re- 
peat the infulting attempt. And 
-whereas the people of a free State are 
entitled to the fulled and cleared 
information of the principles on 
which their reprefentatives, in exe- 
cutive as well as the legislative, 
mean to proceed in every great con- 
cern, this council conceive it to be 
their duty to declare, that as they 
fully and unanimoufly approve of 
the faid recited refolutions, fo they 
determine to adhere Stri&ly to them 
on all occafions. 

And it is the unanimous opinion 
of this council, that any propositions 
which may be made by the court of 
Great Britain, in any manner what- 
soever, tending to violate the treaty 
iubfltling between us and our il- 
lustrious ally, ought to be treated 
with every mark of indignity and 
contempt. And at the fame time, 
this council coniidering the advan- 
tages which nations derive from 



amity and commerce^, fouricfed oK 
good faith, elleem, and mutual in* 
tereft ; and well knowing the beneSit 
Great Britain might derive from 
America, were She to adopt prin- 
ciples of moderation, wifdom, and 
juftice, cannot fo far fupprefs their 
defire for the general in tereft of man^ 
kind, and regard to the dignity of 
human nature, as not to feel Some 
concern, while they fee that oncfc 
powerful and refpe&able nation, con* 
tinuingto adt upon principles; which, 
if periilted in much longer, mult, 
by destroying all title to the eSteem* 
faith, and confidence of thefe United 
States, render treaties of amity and 
commerce between us and them, 
abfolutely and altogether impracti- 
cable.

" Juft as I am clofmg thefe dif- 
patches, a letter from Sir Guy Caf- 
leton is handed to me, covering fun- 
dry printed papers, a copy of which, 
with the papers, I have now the ho- 
nour to inclofe to your Excellency, 
together with a copy of my anfwer 
to him ; and I flatter myfelf my 
conduct herein will be agreeable to 
the wifhes of Congrefs." 

Head Quarters, New-Y'erk, 
Sir, jth May, 1782. 

Having been appointed by his 
Majefty to the command of the forces 
of the .Atlantic Ocean, and joined 
with Admiral Digby in the com- 
mission of peace, I find it proper in 
this manner to apprize your Excel- 
lency of my arrival at New-York. 

The occafion, Sir, feems to ren- 
der this communication proper, but 
the circumstances of the prefent time 

render 
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render it alfo indefenfible, as I find 
itjuft to tranfmit herewith to your 
Excellency certain papers, from the 
perufal of which your Excellency 
will perceive what difpofitions prevail 
in the Government and People of 
England towards thofe of America, 
and what further effects arc likely to 
follow ; if the like pacific difpofitions 
fhould prevail in this country, both 
my inclination and duty will lead me 
to meet them with the moft zealous 
concurrence. In all events, Sir, it 
is with me to declare, that, if war 
muft prevail, I fhall endeavour to 
render its miferies as light to the 
people of this continent as the cir- 
cum fiances of fuch a condition will 
polfibly permit. 

j am much concerned to find that 
private and unauthorized perfons 
have on both fides given way to 
thofe paflions which ought to have 
received the ftrongeft and moft effec- 
tual controul, and which have begot 
acts of retaliation, which, without 
proper preventions, may have an ex- 
tent equally calamitous and dif- 
honourable to both parties, though, 
as it fhould feem, more extenfively 
pernicious to the natives and fettlers 
of tlm country. 

How much foever, Sir, we may 
differ in other refpects, upon this 
one point we muft perfectly concur, 
being alike interefted to preferve the 
name of Englifhmen from reproach, 
and individuals from experiencing 
fuch unneceflary evil, as can have no 
effect upon a general decifion : every 
proper meafure that may tend to 
prevent thefe criminal excefTes in in- 
dividuals, I fhall eVer be ready to 
embrace ; and as an advance on my 
part, I liave, as the firft act of my 
command, enlarged Mr. Livingfton, 
and have written to his father on the 
fubject of fuch excefTes as have pafTed 
in New Jerfey, defiring his concur- 
rence in fuch meafures as, even under 
the conditions of war, the common 
interefts of humanity require, 
Vol. XIV.

break, and Summoned me to fur- 
renaer, upon honourable terms," at 
nine o'clock. I called my Council 
together, who were unanimous in 
their opinion, that as theftrength of 
the country was then out in priva- 
teers, and an invalid garrifon of one 
hundred and feventy, fit for duty, 
(on the ramparts only) and juft ar- 
rived, they adviled me to propofe 
terms honourable. 

Not fatisfied it was doing juftice 
to my character, I called the orKccrs 
of the garrifon prefent, the militia 
officers, and the principal in habi- 
tants, who were unanimous in their 
opinion, that to make a defence a 
few hours would not intitle them 
from the Governor but to terms of 
difcretion.

Immediately on my arrival, I gave 
your Lordfhip my opinion of the in- 
habitants, and the ilrength requifite 
to keep the ifland in order.

the reafons and (late of fa£b it con. 
taiiB are fo artlefs, candid, and 
juft, as cannot fail of renvwitig all 
prejudices agai nit the conduct oithat 
party of loyaliits, we (ball take the 
liberty, though we have not their 
confent for 'it, to lay a copy of that 

Bper, imperfect as it is, before yotS 
ceilency, for your fatisFaSfoS on: 
this head of enquiry. ' 

" As the Board have nor! beetl 
honoured with any official coin niu- 
nications, that can enable them to* 
account /or the extraordinary 'treat- 
ment which one of their officers has , 
received ; and as they are unwilling 
to believe public rumour, whjfeS 
charges its origin to* the mere ftig* 
geftions and threats of an Americaa 
General, they are utterly a/a lofs bow 
to conduct themfelves on fhis impor- 
tant occafion. Thev ^fcartely can, 
perfuade themfelves that it is pofliblo 
that m*n, Who have Tacnficetf their 
all* and repeatedly Hiked 'thei/ lives 
to manifeft their atuchme%t ;to tbe 
King's government, fhall bfi treated 
as if they themfelves were rebels* 
They have been often folemniy $ro> 
mifed protection and'fcppbrt^to en- 
courage them in their exertfons ; /yet. 
when they have fatten into, the hands* 
pf the eiemy^ \r^t{nng has beeriYt- 
tempted by that govern aient (9s they 
know of) to fave them ^rqrnigrio- 
.minious puniflirfient, or to'vprevfent 
Others experiencing the life onjikppy 
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late; the confeqnfence of which is, 
that many hund>eda of Utyd BrUiin 
fubjedg liavc been murdered in tod 
blop^, fometimes with, but often 
without even the mockery ofilaw. 

". Wj^ei^ fttch; horrid-deeds art 
faifcfed *o pais with impunity, end 
even without one Spirited effort to 
check tHelr progrefs, can it be Won-, 
dered at if individuals fhall think 
themfelves juftifiabk in : having re* 
courfe to whatever meafores they 
may judge moll likely to fave them 
froro the threatened deitni&ion. We 
may reafcn, or we may cenfure, as 
we pleafe; but men* (o peculiarly 
circumftanced, will ac"l from their 
feelfhgss nay, would be wanting in 
duty to themielves, were they to acl 
otherwise. 

" No perfons can, however, be 
more averfe than the Board to the 
encouraging or permitting retaliation 
in the individuals of a community; 
not when the power of that com- 
/Ciunity cannot, or is not exerted in 
their behalf, the laws of Nature and 
felf- preservation will, from the ne* 
ceflity of the cafe, juftify the meafure* 
As matters have been circumftanced 
for fume tjme paft, no other expe- 
dient £&x pqiEbly anfwer .the pur- 
pose, ,aj>d that this will prove fufftV 
cieotry efficacious, we have the ex- 
perience of three feveral in fiances. 
Colonej De Lancy, of Weft Chefter, 
caufed one of his prifoners to be hung 
iip, to retaliate for the hanging of 
one of hw refugee s by the Americans, 
which^ihixnediately occafioned a flop 
to he put to their treating his people 
in any, other light than, as prifoners 
of war, though they frequently be- 
fore affected to confider them as 
thieves, robbers, or prifoners of 
State* as beft fuited their malignant 
defigns, Captain Cornelius Wat- 
ford, of the Refugee Militia volun- 
teers, ^anci nis aifociates, likewife 
had a prifoner hung in the fame 
inanner, and it "was attended with 
the defired effect. Nor have we

and how many of their fellow aflboia- 
tors have been barbarouflym ordered 
after they had Surrendered as- prdfen*. 
trsof war, the wonder h how they 
have been prevailed upon to with*. 
hold their refentment fo long* They 
have toed in vain to ibf ten their 
enemies by returning good for evil, 
and have uniformly treated their 
prifoners wejl, often indulging theni 
with paroles to vifit their hornet *§-* 
though many of them had refnfed to 
return when fummoned, and the 
Loyalifta were at the fame -tim^ 
generally confined in dungeon* and 
in irons. We ardemty wdh, how- 
ever, that a (rop. might be put to, 
the practice, of retaliation, but w> 
know not. how it can be done^whiftr 
the American leaders prefum^ that 
they may fafely diiarirmnate in thei** 
treatment of prifoners between^he 
King's regular forces and his loyal 
American fubjects; but if, added 
to this, counteuance ihall be given 
to-fach difcrimination as (to men- 
tion no other inJ&ances) has been 
done in a late cap UuJation, the con- 
feonences mutt inevitably be, that 
they will either quit the country, of 
join the Americans, Their patience 
under their fufferings has been Aich as 

can. 
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M**y boC t|K» ar* now fuifering in 
jtiffiwett AnjwaagaoU, who cannot 
pocore an exchange, though they 
have afifed in taking prifoncrs which 
have been appropriated to the ex-, 
ch^igf of foa^ hnndredi of officers 
and privates of the Britifh army.

he will, if he ihall fucceed, adc\ a 
folidand permanent dignity to the' 
fituatioivhe t is, deiirous of obtaining. 
But, tf the noUe Earl fhould not 
chufe to give any explanation of this 
bufinefs, whatever effect it may have 
* upon the reft of your Lord/hips, it 
will give me infinite regret ; as fuch 
a filence, or rather acquiescence^ in 
the truth of the report, will abso- 
lutely preclude me from giving him 
the fupport which my opinion of* his 
Lordfhip's independent Situation, and 
the high fenfe of friendfhip I enter- 
tain for his fon, had determined me 
to do.

He began 
with, observing, that their Lbrdfhips 
appeared that day as the poor re- 
mains of a once beautiful ftrncture. 
That he^ never could reflect on the 
event which deprived them of their.

It 
T is the firft time, faid his Lordfhip, 
that I have appeared here in my new 
fituation, and if I Should deviate a 
little from the primary object of our 
prefeht meeting, in what I have fur- 
tiier to add, I (hall hope for the in- 
dulgence of my fellow Peers.

to do her juftice. I rejoice at her 
fuccefs* She has nobly, on her part, 
obtained what foe had a title to en- 
joy. But in what manner ? Not by 
a voluntary a& of the Britifh Senate ; 
tut, I repeat it 4igain, by the power 
of the fword, wielded in her right 
hand. My Lords, as to the prefent 
conteft between the two noble candi- 
dates for your favour, I think the 
Earl of Lauderdale highly indebted 
to Lord Kinnaird for the motion he 
made, as it has afforded his Lord Chip 
an opportunity of vindicating him- 
fdf in the moft unequivocal terms. 
My perfonal attachment, and the 
long and intimate intercourfe be- 
tween our families, have determined 
me to vote for his Lordfhip on this 
occafion, independent on any other 
confideration ; but if Lord Kinnaird 
is not fatisfied with the anfwer given 
by the Earl of Lauderdale, I would 
recommend to him to decline giving 
any vote this day.

I av happy 
that my having brought forward this 
affair, meets with a noble Earl's ap- 
probation (Hopetoun.) After fo un- 
qualified an explanation ort the part 
of the noble Candidate, it is impof*- 
iible for me not to be fatisfied. With 
refpe& to what dropped from the no* 
ble Earl who fpoke a few mdments 
ago, I muft take the liberty of fay- 
ing, that* if the noble Duke he al- 
ludes to had not deferted that firm 
band of Peers with whom he was af- 
fociated, he would indeed have bu- 
ried minifterial interference; but, 
by adopting a mode of his own, of 
Ihewing his refentment, he did not 
deftroy^ he only changed the mode 
of the jnfultj and of this I will give 
the noble Earl an example to-day, 
(from Jiaving refided at fo great a 
diftance from the capital, he may 
not have heard of thefe things.) I 
had the honour of accompanying 
fome of my fellow Peers to the houfe 
of the late Earl of Suffolk, in order 
to receive his apologies for having 
offered fuch an infult to our order, 
by ifTuing his public mandate ; and 
the moment after he had made the 
apology, he had the afTurance to re- 
commend to us a Peer to fill up the 
then vacancy in our reprefentation.

" Accounts from Bombay,, dated 
the 8th of January,, mention ,. that 
Commodore Alms, with his Majef- 
ty's fhips and fome of the transports, 
arrived there the 6th, and that the 
reft were hourly- expected. General 
Meadows was alfo arrived at Bom- 
bay. The fame letters fay, that the 
homeward-bound Indiamen from 
China, with fome afTiftance from 
Fort Marlborough, had takefrfour 
Dutch fettlements on the coaft of 
Sumatra-, without oppofition. 

" Letters from Tellicherry bring 
the pleafing news of the liege of 
that place being raifed the. 8th ulti 
Major Abington, with three bat- 
talions of feapoys, - having com- 
pieatly furprized the enemy's camps 
and out-poffe, killed 500 of them 
©n the fpot, and took 1 200 prifon- 
ers, with 50 pieces of cannon* 
Hyder's General, Sardar Khan, 
found means to efcape to his houfe 
with a chofen party of troops, but 
was immediately furrouuded ; - and 
after the refinance of an hour, 
during which time the houfe was 
fet on fire, he was taken prifoner. 
Three lacks of rupees were found 
in the houfe ; fome elephants, hbr- 
fes, bullocks, and a quantity- of 
grain, were taken at the fame time; 
together with the Fort of Mete, 
&c. which had been put into a (l$te 
of defence by Sardar Khan, the 
furrender of which made Major 
Abington's victory complete* - 

Later letters than the above have 
been received, mentioning that ihe 
.whole fleet had adually arrived at 
Bombay, and that General Mea- 
dows had landed $8oq ttoopjj.

tion ; and that your invariable in- 
tention is, nQt only to perfevere in 
the concert of operations again ft the 
common enemy, eftablifhed between 
his Majefty and your High Mighti- 
neftes, but moreover in the hopes, 
thai his Majefty will vouchsafe, 
when the negociations for a general 
peace fhall take place, to take care 
of your interefts, art d 'give you, even 
now, proofs Sufficient to make your 



High MightinefTes eafy in that re- 
fpedl. The King has charged me to 
exprefs to your High MightinefTes, 
that his Majefty accepts i*ith plea- 
fure the propofal you make him, 
not to Separate your caufe from his, 
in this important circuitiftance, and 
that the fentiments of his conftant 
afFedlion will be an inviolable law to 
him, to watch, with the greateft 
care, over the interefts of the dig- 
nity and profperity of your Hifch 
MightinefTes.

Guichen, on board the Terrible at 

Sea, the 2jth of June, 1782, ad- 

drejed to the Marquis de Cajfries, 

Secretary of State for the marine 

department. 

" I have the honour to give you 

an account, that the combined fleet 

had, fince its departure from Cadiz, 

but very little wind-/ notwithstanding 

which^ "however, we fhould have 

had a very fpeedy pafTage, if *at the 

mouth of the Gulph they had not 

become contrary.

Our frigates have taken 18 
fhips, but We could n*ot overtake 
the fhips that efcorted them.

Extras of a letter from Amfterdam^ 
July 25. 

" The Count and Countefs of 
the North arrived here the 17th, in 
the evening, and alighted at Thi- 
bault's, the A mfter dam-arms inn. 
The i^th, they went to the Town. 
Houfe, where they were received! 
and complimented by the Magi* 
ftrates. They faw every thing that 
is to be feen ; and the 19th, early 
in the morning, they fet out in three 
Hoops of war, commanded by two 
Captains of men of war, for the 
village of Saardam, within three 
leagues of this city, in North Hol- 
land. It is well known, that in 
1697, ^ eter tne Great quitted his 
Empire to travel and acquire knpw- 
ledge; that he came to Saardam to 
learn ihip buildirig, and that he be- 
gan and finifhed a ihip of fixty guns, 
which he fent to the port of Arch- 
angel. Being arrived at the village 
in the greateft iucogmtio,, drefled like 
a Dutch peafant, he hired a fmall 
houfe, from whence he went every 
day to work in the dock-yard, like 
a common carpenter. It is this

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houfe that, for forty ^ yearai , pa£, 
flrarfgers cjtth^ ii6 ^Vlfit^ whe>e they 
are Htrqck with venerajibn and re- i; 
fpeft for the meteor^ of £ rnftnarqh , 
the-moft extraordinary ^hat ever was. 1 
On ^heir* arrival; the Count and 
Counted got 1 themffelvesconducW^ 
to this hoafe, now named Verften-' 
bur^h, (the Prince^ caftle) but what 
fort of a caftle ! it is a wretched 
cpttege, confifting, in the whole, of 
one room, about eight feet fquare, 
built with boards, with a fmall bed 
in |he form of a nich, after the 
manner of Holland, in which the 
Ruffian hero, who was fix feet and 
three lines # high, undoubtedly 
found it difficult to flretch himfelf. 
The grandfon of him who let it to 
Peter, occupies it itill : He was pre- 
pared to receive their Imperial High- 
nefTes, and had placed in a corner 
the portrait of the ancient mailer of 
the houfe, and thofe of his auguft 
grand children, with verfes anala- 
goua to the circumftance. Thefe 
little monuments are the offerings of , 
different perfons, to the memory of 
Peter* confecrated more particularly 
here, than any where elfe. When 
the Prince and Princefs entered, Mr. 
le Febure, phyfician of this city, 
had the honour to prefent to them 
the hiftorical eulogium of Peter the 
Great, f which they received With 
fenfibility and acknowledgment, and 
of which they accepted the dedica- 
tion 1 This was honouring the God 
in his fancluary. ** I have the ho- 
nour to prefent to the grandfon of 
Peter the Great, the eulogium of 
his grandfather, under the humble 
roof Avhere he founded the glory of 
the empire of p.uffia, 1 * faid the au- 
thor in prefenting it to them. Of 
all the entertainments given to their 
Imperial HighnefTes, during the 
courfe of &eir jonwiev,. none have 



affe£ked th$m fo agreeably * 4& the 
homage rendered tot the vneotory of 
Peter, in the hoafe which he inhabit- 
ed upward^* of eight whole/ months. 
Their hearts enjoyed it and fwam i£ . 
fenfihUity ; they were movedv even 
to tears. They iafpe&ed evcryi oor» 
ner of this, cot, with the greateft* 
minutenefs. The Prince fcemedL' 
concerned not to find there anyone* 
boufhold article, which his grand*/ 
father had made ufe of. There re?.: 
mains nothiag but a tattered piece r 
of t.he bed curtains, which! were; 
ferge, one green, with dantaficed 
flowers. He afked feveral queftions 
refpe&ing the private life ofr* the 
monarch, during his abode at Saar- 
dam, circumftances which have ef- 
caped the hiltorians, and which are . 
hardly tranfmitted by oral tradition. 
There is not, in the whole village, 
one individual that has feen Peter 
work in the dock-yard, although it 
is but 85 years fince: the Prince 
feemed attonifhed at it. Mr, le Fe> 
bure knowing what concerns the life 
of the Great Czar, anfwered to the 
queftions of his Highnefs, who ex-i 
preffed to him his fatisfa&ion. 

" The Princefs, with the good* 
nefs that captivates all hearts, en- 
quired about the fortune of the pro- 
prietors of the houfe, and in the e£^ 
fufion of her generous foul, fald to> 
thofe who attended her, * jjet us 
give thefe good people all that we 
have ;' and lhe gathered up from the 
purfes of all her fuite a confideraWe 
Aim, with which (be gratified them. 
They exprefied their gratitude by 
their tears, and attempted to throw 
themfelves at her feet. The Prinoe; 
and Princefs vouchfafed to accept of 
a gh{s of wine, ptefented by thefe 
honeft peafants ; and the Prince faid, 
taking the glafs in his hand,. * I 
never drink any wii£, but I moi 
^ drink

On the way a peafant brought a 
plate to Mr Le Febure, being part 
of the houfhold furniture of Peter, 



which the Matter , inunedjately , pre* J 
'Tented to his Higbuefs, .whicj^gasre 
him the greateft pleasure. It is a- 
wooden plate, pained yellqw* with , 
red. flowers, and fhe cypjier ofPefer 
on the rim. It was w*tK fuch plates 
<hat he regulated, the Plenipotenta- - 
ries of King Auguft us, white he< 
figned with them that treaty, fo fatal 
fince to Sweden, and giving to their 
m after fuch targe fubfidies. In fine, , 
an inirnenfe concourfe of people fol- 
lowed the iiluftrious travellers, and 
faw them depart with the utmoft 7 
regret. "

of power : deprived of her liberty, 
we were but captives to adorn her 
triumphs ; lharers in her conftitution, 
we become the willing conipanions 
of her danger, and the participators 
of her glory. 

Permit us, fir, to return our hum* 
ble and grateful acknowledgment to 
your Majefty, for your having been 
gracioufly pleafed to commit the ad- 
ininiftration of public affairs to men, 
whofe attachment to the principles 
of general liberty, and whofe avowed 
zeal to give efficacy to ybuf Majefty's 
noble intention of diminifhiYig Undue 
influence, and eftablifhing' public 
ceconomy, have juftly won them the 
confidence of the people. To wafte 
the treafure and ltifle the l ;f<Hife of 
the nation, by corrupting 'the Par- 
liament, had long become V lyltem 
among Minifters," but a"new aera 
dawns upon us ; and ihould the ex- 
termination of corruption, united 
with a more equal reprefentation of 

the 
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the people, crown the bleffirigs re- 
ceived under your Majefty's reign, 
it will be the moft fplendid that ever 
adorned the annals of this country; 
an emulation of independent fupport 
will then preclude the alledged ne-

With them it is the horrid - 
nefs of revenge, but with your -army 
it is the ftill greater crime, the koc- 
ridnefs of diverfion. 

The Britifh Generals who have 
Succeeded each other, from the time 
of General Gage to yourfelf, have 
all affected to fpeak in language they 
Jiave no right to* In their procla- 
mations, their addrefles, their letters 
to General Wafhington, and their 
{applications to Congrefs (for they 
deferve no other name) they talk of 
Britifh honour, Britifh generofity, 
and Britifh clemency, as if thoie 
things were matters of fact ; whereas 
- we, whofe eyes are open, who fpeafc 
the fame language with yourfelves, 
many of whom * were born on the 
fame fpot wjth you, and who can no 
more be miftakeh in your words than 
in your actions, can declare to all the 
world, that fo far as our knowledge 
goes, there is not a more deteflable 
character, nor a meaner or more bar- 
barou^ enemy* than the pre feat Bri- 
tifh oo>. With us you ha^e forfeite4 
all pretention to reputation, <and it i$ 
only by holding you like a wild beaft, 
afraid of your keepers, that you can 
be made rnanageabIe.-~But to re-, 
turn to the point in quejlion.

^Juiy? <we take the earlieft opportunity 
oflayik* it before the pubue* 
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To the Honourable Charles Smith, 

Prefident, and Members of the SeJea 

Committee* 

Gentlemen, 

The hurry of bufinefs confequent 
to the engagement with the enemy 
on the ill inir. has hitherto prevented 
me from tranfmitting to you a cir- 
cumftantial account of the occur- 
rences of that day. I therefore take 
this opportunity of informing you of 
fuch matter as feems to me material 
from date the 29th ultimo. 

Owing to unavoidable delays in 
landing the neceffary proviiions from 
the veJiels at Porto Novo, I found 
it impracticable to move the army 
till the 30th ult. The neceiTary 
orders were given for marching at 
three o'clock that morning, but .a 
heavy fall of rain on the night pre* 
ceding hindered me from com- 
mencing my march as propofed. 
Our field equipage was rendered fo 
heavy by the rain, that our miferable 
bullocks were not able to carry their 
loads ; this occafioned a further delay 
of another day. One extra day's 
rice was landed, and the march at 
length commenced on ,the ift inftant, 
at five in the morning. From every 
information received, it was clear, 
that the enemy had united their 
whole force (Tippoo Saibs detach- 
ment excepted) and from the po- 
rtion taken up between us and Cud- 
dalore, meant to try the iflue of a 
general engagement. The grounds 
they occupied, naturally ftrong and 
commanding, were rendered much 
more formidable by moH of the fpots 
that would admit of it to advantage, 
being (lengthened with front and 
flanking batteries erected with judg- 
ment .and djfpatch, by Hyder Ally's-. 
corps, appropriated for fuch fer vices. 
Large bodies of cavalry, who had,, 
from our arrival at Porto Novo, 
hovered ,round our camp, rendered 
it impracticable for even a fingle 
hircarrah to return with any ; intelli- 
gence that might be depended on, 



of either the ftrength or pofition of 
the enemy's batteries. Our grand 
guard, and other out-pofts were ab- 
solutely the boundary and limited 
extent of our knowledge refpecling 
the enemy. The protection of our 
baggage and numerous followers, 
required every considerable portion 
ojf our fmall army to prevent or repel 
any infult during our march in that 
quarter; and the forming this mod 
neceuary detachment, confiderably 
weakened our force in line, which 
could ill afford a fingle man, from 
the grand object of engaging and 
forcing the numerous army of Hyder 
Ally. Situated as defcribed, how- 
ever, two regiments of cavalry, a 
battalion of fepoys, with 3 fix and 4 ' 
three pounders ; the baggage guard, 
confiAing of about 150 fepoys; the 
few potigars we have, and our fmall 
Mahratta corps, were ordered for 
their protection. Their road Jay on 
our right between the army and the 
fea. By feven in the morning the 
line had drawn out of our line of 
' encampment near Porto - Novo, 
marching from the right. r The 
country foon opened /an extenfive 
plain, and as the enemy's cavalry 
appeared there w force, : J formed 
in two Unes, and proceeded jo&my 
march in order of battle. , We> had 
not advanced above one mi}e> before 
the enemy's batteries were clearly 
difcovered j as to pofition-f • they lay 
exactly on our in tended rqadbf march . 
I halted the army for near an ;hour; 
it was neceffary to explore-, if ppflible, 
the ground on our right, i^ hopes of 
its admitting to advance ft^rn that 
point, by which we mould avoid the 
enemy's direft £re from jheir bac- 
. teries, and have a chance, by gaining 
the left of their poft, to tujrft, or 
otherwife tQ command them v m The 
principal force .of their arm^oWas 
drawnup in the rear, of /he.k Works, 
extending further on the plain thaa

\ti every direction, and their rockets 
were thrown in numbers to impede 
and harrafs our movements. D uring 
this interval of unavoidable inaction, 
thoroughly to Examine their pofition, 
we were obliged to fuffer a warm 
cannonade; their guns were well 
ierved, and did execution. We 
could not afford to throw away many 
fliot toarifwer them, having occafion 
for every round we had for more 
decifive fervice. I determined on the 
movement to the right, and pro- 
ceeded about toine o'clock, the two 
lines marching parallel to each other 
in that direction, confequently it 
only required their facing to the 
front to re-affume, at any time, their 
original order. ^ Two battalions, 
with eight field-pieces, were ordered 
to form a third face, the flanks of 
the corps joining both lines on the 
left to keep fome batteries in check 
from that quarter, which opened 
while we were preparing that move- 
ment. ^A practical road was found 
ontheTight, madebyHyder, meant 
for other purpofes than our ap- 
proach * to it, we proceeded towards 
his field; his guns, which were 
( under cover, and his artillery un- 
covered ih line, galled us^ confider- 
ably as we advanced ; but a quick 
and forward movement feemed ab- 
folutely neceffary. On paflhig the 
road mentioned, I was obliged to 
file off and reduce my front; but as 
Toon as the ground permitted, formed 
in ordtt as before. A thick caldera ' 
hedge covering my right, fome land 
mhV contiguous to the pafs, lay 
luckily 'fiflufted, were unoccupied, 
and contributed materially to favour 
ro y plan of operations. The minute 
*a* critical, I had gained the flank 
°*the enemy's batteries, waited with 
^patienfcte f - a heavy fire of cannon, 
tdlUatfafeerWined, that the heights 



in nry rear were poffeffed by the 2d 
line ; then inftantly moved on with 
the fet, as faff as order and advancing 
fire of artillery on our fide would 
permit. 

I have the pleafure of acquainting 
you, that the pofition promptly re- 
ft! ved on fucceeded, for there was 
no time for ought but decided diP 
patch; hefitating in the fituatiDn 
of our affairs, would have been little 
better than a defeat, having no re- 
source but four days proviiions car- 
ried on the foldiers baclcs. The guns 
in their batteries were foon drawn 
off, and retired to their fine, where 
our attack was very warmly diluted 
till four o'clock. The bravery of 
our troops at length carried the 
point, and the ift line forced the 
enemy's infantry, artillery, and their 
cavalry, to give way, obliging them * 
to feek for fafety by a retreat. Juft ; 
as they went off, their principal 
force of infantry, who were, from 
the fituation of the ground under ( 
tolerable cover, gave one general 
difcharge of mufquetrVj but tob 
diftant to do confiderable execution. 
The 2d line obftinately difputed, 
and with fuccefs, an attack made 
on my rear by many battalions of 
infantry with their guns, and a vtry 
large body of cavalry. The differ- 
ent efforts made to charge and force 
the rear corps of the 2d line, were 
all repulfed. The heights difputed, 
carried and kept poffeffion of, by 
which the advancing corps were left 
at liberty to pttfh the enemy in front , 
advantageoufly. The poflefling the 
heights alfo kept the enemy from 
proceeding towards the fea, to at- 
tempt our baggage; it was from 
thence carried in perfect fecurity, 
and unmolefted. I was joined by 
the corps in my rear at midnight. 
It took! fome time to bury our dead 



• The »oad alluded to was made by Hyder, for the purpofe of drawings 
n 's guns to a large redoubt, about half a mite diftont from the fea ; the work 
Was far advanced) and required but another day to complete it. 
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en the enemy's ground of encamp- 
jrient; every porable attention was 
paid alfo on the field to our wounded * 
men. That night the array purfued 
the road j the enemy had retired, 
by crpiTmg 'the ftrtiagpafs or nulla 
of Pu avenaur, without any mb- 
leftation, and took up oar ground 
on the N. W, £de of it, near to the 
village of Mootypoljum, thereby 4e- 
curing a material point towards 
completing my march towards Cud- 
dalore. 

From authentic information, the 
enemy's force was nearly as follows : 
artillery, 47 pieces, very well ferved ; 
6%q Europeans; 1 100 Topaifes, and 
others in European drefs; cavalry, 
40,009; 23 battalions of fepoys ; 
ilrength 18,400; irregular footmen, 
armed with match-locks, pikes, and 
pockets, 120,000. The above were 
in Hyder's own pay, befides lafcars, 
pioneers, and artificers, not in- 
cluded. Thefe bodies were nume- 
rous; alia of the fighting men of 
the Nabob of Sanoor, Rajah x Redre, 
Rajah Arcane 1 1 y, Raj ah Jerrimerry , 
and the different Poligars, who have 
joined Hyder fince he entered the 
Camatic. His gun* were princi- 
pally worked by -Europeans, and 
native artillery, who had formerly 
been in the Nabob's fervice, and it 
is reckoned, that there was embodied 
in his fervice, ,/rom two thoufand 
c eht hundred to three thoufand fe- 
poys, made prifoners in Colonel 
Bail lie's aft ion, and at other places 
fince the commencement of the war. 
T^hefe accounts are taken from an 
intelligent Portuguefe Officer, who 
came over to us in the beginning of 
the action;, they are alfo corrobora- 
ted from other channels of intelli- 
gence. The behaviour c-f the whole 
army on this mod intereiling day 
was .uniformly fteady, and worthy 
of the higheil commendation, I 
was, well fecpndedby Major-General 
Monro, , who commanded the firit 
line; hui fpirited, and aclive condud 



contributed greatly to oar fuccefs. 
Brigadier- General Stuart, who com- 
manded the fecond line, and had 
orders to defend the heights, per- 
formed that fervice much to my 
fattsfa&knu In fliort, every indi- 
vidual of our little army fee med to 
feel the critical fituation * of our 
national concerns dependent on this 
country* Our falling interefts re- 
quired uncommon exertions to fup- 
pore them, and, to the credit pf 
this army, every nerve was exerted 
to the very extent of poffibility. 
The only difficulty was "to reftrain 
the order of the troops within pru- 
dential bounds; eager to advance, 
it become particularly neceffary to -^ 
guard againft accidental diibrder, 
ntuated as we were with multitudes 
of cavalry againft us on the watch, 
to take advantage of hurried and 
confufed movements, from the want 
of a corps of cavalry on our fide 
equal in number to the fervice re- "* 
quired, we were with the victory 
decidedly declared obliged to halt 
juft beyond the enemy's ground, not 
being able to take advantage of (b 
diftinguiftied a day; for with a corps 
of cavalry, the enemy's guns, ftores, 
&c. would to a certainty have fallen ^ 
into our hands. Their firong fine 
cattle drew their guns oiF in a trot ; 
nor was it poffible for fatigued in- 
fantry to hinder this diftrefled fight 
to us. The fpirited behaviour of 
our fepoy corps did them the greateft 
credit; no Europeans could be 
fteadier ; they were emulous of being 
foremoft in every fervice it was ne-» 
ceffary to undertake. Confidering 
the trying fituation this army is in, 
destitute of moil of the common re- 
fources for carrying on fervice, weak 
draft, and hardly any carriage cat- 
tle, our guns in : the face of the 
enemy's heavy fire, ' were through 
deep fand obliged to be drawn a full 
mile by the foldiers; no provifions* 
but from day to day, pay confider- 
ably in arrears, the principal part 
. - .' of 
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of the Carnatk. and its capital in 
pofTeflion of the enciny, our 5 armies 
in different parts of India haying 
alfo lately unfortunately received 
checks, an enemy of great force 
to deal with* w^ofe rapid fuccefs 
has ftrengthened his caufe with the 
natives to an alarming degree, no 
proper force of cavalry on our fide, 
and not half carriages fufficient for 
our wounded and fick : thcfe things 
confidered, I think I may venture 
to fay ? that fairly tabeat Hyder on 
his fortified ground was as much as 
could be expected. 

Yqu will receive inclofed the re- 
turn of the killed and wounded. 
I am lappy to remark that our lofs 
has been inconsiderable, when com- 
pared to the bufinefs of the day. I 
alfo incjofe copies of letters received 
from Colonel Braithwait Nixon, and 
regret that by them you will be in- 
formed of unfortunate events near 
Tanjore and Trinchinopoly. 

From the beft information poffible 
to receive of- the enemy's lo/s, it 
amounts to about 3000 men. Meer 
Saib, fecond in command, died foon 
after the action of the wounds he 
received, and a number of. their 
leading men are reported to be killed 
and wounded. . My movement to 
Chillumbrum and Porto Novo, has 
been alfo attended with the follow- 
ing material advantages. The Tan- 
jore, Trinchinopoly, and other 
fouthern 'countries, are freed from 
the enemy's depredations, and Trin- 
chinopoly from an immediate fiege, 
which Hyder had decided to under- 
take. Provided money is found by 
Government to pay our troops, and 
they, are enabled to move properly 
relieved from thofe abfolute ftated 
wants already recited, it may by 
degrees be poffible to emerge from 
our prefent difficulties ; but without 
the grcateil exertions from Govern- 
ment to obviate the unfurmoun table 
difbrefles this army labour under, no 
decifive military meafures for re- 



covering the country can- be carried 
into execution ; nor can any fecure 
blow, or check the enemy may* re- 
ceive, be followed to advantage. 
It moil be evident to every one, 
that if Hyder Ally, buoyed up with 
former (uccefles, had not borne down 
to feek as, I could not have moved 
the army to follow him ; and this is 
a fituation fo trying to the refponfible 
military commander, that an officer 
of chara&er fluid ders at the idea of 
being placed in fuch a predicament. 
I halted the army the ^d and 3d 
in&arit near Mootopollam, and on 
the 4th, as my four days proviiions 
would have been expended, marched 
to this place. 

No twith Handing the great force 
Hyder has with him, Tippo Saib 
invefted Wandewaih on the 30th tilt* 
taking pofieffion of the Pettah. The 
enemy's troops before the plate are 
five rofallas of infantry, 10,000 
cavalry, as many more irregularly 
armed, in all full 30,000 men* with 
thirteen pieces of battering cannon. 
I have accounts, but fuch as cannot 
abfblutely be depended on, that in 
confluence of the adbn of the ift. 
Hyder has given orders to withdraw 
the attack. I have been preparing, 
fince my arrival here, in the belt 
manner I am able, to move to its 
relief, if neceflary. 

Advice is jeft now received, that 
the Admiral failed this day from Porto 
Novo for the fouthward. 

Permit me to requeft you will be 
pleafed to forward copies of thefe 
difpatches to the Supreme Council 
for their information.

The ftiiclures upon the 
Dccforation of Independence, in part 
3 for 4,776^ page 25, were written 
by Governor Hutchinfon. AH the 
p^pf is refpc&ing the new Cortftitu- 
tubi^y the Provincial Conventions, 
fcc, &c. Aewing the beginning, rife 



and progrefs of the Revolution in 

America, have been regularly and 

conftantly preferved in this work.

A Copy of the (Constitution of the 

State of New-York, Eftablijhed by 

the C o n V E n T I o n , authorized and 

empowered for fhut Purfq/e t April 

1. This Convention, in the name 
and by the authority of the good 
people of this ftate, doth ordain, 
determine, and declare, that no au- 
thority fhall, on any pretence what- 
ever, be excrcifed over the people 
or members of this ftate, but fuch 
as (hall be derived from and granted 
by them. 

2. This Convention doth further, . 
in the name and by the authority of 
the good people of this ftate, ordain, 
determine, and declare, that the 
fupreme legiflative power, within 
this ftate, fhall be veiled in two 
feparate and diftincl bodies of men ; 
the one to be called The AJJkjnhly of 
the State of New-York ; the other to 
be called The Senate of the State of 
New-fork; who together fhall form 
the legiflature, and meet once, at 
leaft, in every year, for the difpatch 
of bufinefs. 

3. And whereas, laws inconftftent 
with the fpirit of this coaftitution, 
or with the public good, may be 
haftilyand unadvifedly paffed; be it 
ordained that the Governor, for the 
time being, the Chancellor, and the 
Judges of the Supreme Court, or any 
two of them, together with the Go- 
vernor, fhall be, and hereby are* 
cpnftituted a council to revife all 
bills about to be paffed into law^lby 
the legiflabire, and for that purpofe 
fhall afTemble themfelves, from time 
to time, when the legiflature fhall 

be 
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be convened? for which neverthe- 
Jefs, they fhaU not receive any falary 
or confideratien, under any pretence 
whatever. And that all bills, which 
have pailfed the Senate and Aflembly, 
ihall, befcr^ 4hey "become laws, be 
prefented to the faid council for 
their revifel and consideration ; and 
if upon fuch revifiojl and confider- 
ation, it fhould appear . i m proper to 
the faid council, or a, majority of 
them, that the faid bill (ho u Id be- 
come a law of this Rate, that, they 
return the fame, together with their 
obje&ions thereto in writing, to the 
Senate or Houfe of AfTembly, in 
which foever the fame ft all have 
originated, who fhall enter the bb- 
jedtionsfent down by the council, 
at large, in their minutes, and pro- 
ceed to recoftfider the faid bill . B u t 
if after fuch recon federation, two 
thirds of the faid Senate or Houfe 
of Aflembly, (hall, notwithftanding 
the faid obje&ions, agree to pafs the 
fame, h fhal}, together with the 
obje&ions, be fent to the other 
branch of the legislature, where it 
fhall alfo be recohfidered, and if ap- 
proved by two thirds of the members 
prefent fhall be a law. 

And in order to prevent any un- 
neceflary delays, be it further or- 
dained, that if any bill ihall not be 
returned by the council within tea 
days after k fhall have been pre- 
fented, the fame fhall be a law, 
unlefs the legiflature fhall, by their 
adjournment, render a return of the 
faid bifl within tea days impracti- 
cable; ifc which cafe the bill fhall be 
returned on the firft day of the meet- 
ing of the legiflature, after the ex- 
piration of the faid ten days. 

4. That the Aflembly ihall confifl 
of at leaft feven ty members, to be' 
annually oholen in the feveral coun- 
ties in the fxrdportions following,

5. That as foon after the expira- 
tion of feven years, fubfequent t» 

. the termination of the prefent war ar 
may be, a cenfus of the electors and 
inhabitants in this ftate be taken, 
under the direction of the legiflature- 
And if on fuck cenfus, it fhall ap- 
pear, that the number of reprefen- 
tatives in AfTembly from the faid 
counties, is not juftly proportioned 
to the number ofele&ors in the faid. 
counties refpe£tively, that the legit- 
lature do adjuft and apportion the 
fame by that rule. And further, 
that once in every feven year*, after 
the taking of the faid iirli cenfus, a 
juft account pf the electors refidertt 
in each county fhall be taken ; and 
if it ihall thereupon appear, that the 
number of elector^ in any cdur.ty, 
fhall have encreafed or diminifted 
one or more ieventiejh parts of xhm 
whole number of electors, which on 
the faid firft cenfus ihall be found ia 
this flate, the number of repre- 
fentatives for fuch couaty fhall be 
increafed or4iminifhed accordingly, 
that is to fay r one reprefentative for 
every feventieth part as aforefaid. 

6. And vvhereas, an opinion hatk 
long prevailed among, divert of the 

.good people of this ftate, that voting 
at elections by ballot, would tend 
more to prefers the liberty and 
equal freedom of-, the people than 
voting <viya *yo&. ... To the end 

, therefore, that a fair experiment be 
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made, which of thofc two methods 
of voting it to be prcfcfrcd i 

Be it ordained, that as foon as 
may be, after the termination of the 
prefent war, between the United 
States of America and Great Britain, 
an aft, or a£s be -patied by the legis- 
lature of this ilate, for canting all 
ele&ions thereafter to beheld in this 
ftate, for fenators and reprefentatives 
in Aflembly, to be by ballot, and 
dire&ing the manner in which the 
fame (hall be conduced. And where- 
as, it is poffibie, that after all the 
care of the legiflature, in framing 
the faid aft or a&s, certain incon- 
veniences and mifchiefs, nnforefeen 
*t this day, may be found to attend 
the faid mode of eltding by ballot i 

It is for ther ordained, that if after 
a full and fair experiment (hall be 
made of voting by ballot aforefaid, 
the fame {hall be found lefs con- 
ducive to the fafety or intereft of the 
ftate, than the method of voting 
<viv* <voct $ it fhall be lawful and 
conftitutional for the legiflature to 
<abblifti the fame ; provided two thirds 
of the members prefent in each 
houfe, refpc&ively (hall concur there* 
ia : And further, that, during the 
-continuance of the prefent war, and 
until the legiflature of this ftate fliall 
provide for the ele&ion of fenators 
^and reprefentatives in Aflembly by 
ballot, the faid elections fliall be 
-made <vi*va <voct. 

7. That everymale inhabitant of 
^uUage, who ihall have per fon ally 
ffrefided within one of the counties of 
.this Hate, for fix months immediately 
preceding the day of election, ihall, 
at faeh ele&ion, be intitled to vote 
for reprefentatives of the faid county 
in Aflembly; if, during the time 
aforefaid he fhall have been a free- 
holder, oofleffing a freehold of the 
■ value of twenty pounds, within the 
laid county, or have rented a tene- 
ment therein of the yearly value of 
forty Shillings, and been rated and 
taftually paid taxes to this ilate ; Pro- 



vided always, that every perfon who 
now is a freeman of the €ity of 
Albany, or who was made a freeman 
of the city of New-York, on or be- 
fore the fourteenth day of Oftober, 
in the year of our Lord one thoufand 
feven hundred and feventy- five, and 
fliall be a&naity and ufually refident 
in the faid cities refpe&ively, mail 
be entitled to vote for reprefentatives 
in Aflembly within his faid place of 
refklence* 

S. That every efc£lor 1 before he 
is admitted to vote, mail, if re- 
quired by the returning officer, Or 
either of the infpe&ors, take an 
oath, or if of the people called 
Quakers, an affirmation, of allegiance 
to the ftate. ^ 

9. That the AfTembty thus con- 
flit uted fhall chafe their own fpeak- 
er, be judges of their Own members, 
and enjoy the fame privileges, and 
proceed in doing bufinefs, in like 
manner as the Aflfemblies of the v 
colony of New-Yo»k of right for- 
merly did; and that a majority of 
the faid members fhall, from time 

to time, conftitute a hdnfe to pro- 
ceed upon bufinefs. 

10. And this convention doth 
further, in the name and by the + 
authority of the good people of this 
ftate, ordain, determine and declare, 
that the Senate of the State of New- . 
York, fliall confift of twenty- four 
freeholders, to be chofen out of the 
body of the freeholders, and that* 
they be chofen by the freeholders of 
this ftate, poflened of freeholds of 
the value of one hundred pounds, 
over and above all debts charged 
thereon. 

11. That the members of the 
fenate be elected for four years, and 
immediately after the ^irft eleftion, 
they be divided by lot into four 
clafTes, fix in each clafs, and num- 
bered one, two, three and four ; 
that the feats of the members of the 
firft clafs fhall be vacated at the ex- 
piration of the &rH year, the fecond 
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clafs the feebnd year, and fo on con- 
tinually ; to the end that the fourth 
part of the fenate, Tas nearly as 
polfible, may be annually chofen. 

12. That the election of fenators 
ihall be after this manner ; that fo 
much of this ftate as is now parcelled 
into counties, be divided into four 
great diftricts; the fo other n diftrict 
to comprehend the city and county 
of New- York, Suffolk, Weftchefter, 
Kings, Queens, and Richmond 
counties ; the middle diftrict to com- 
prehend the counties of Dutchefs, 
Ulfter, and Orange; the weftern 
diftrict, the city and county of Al- 
bany, and Tryon county; and the 
eaftern diftrict, the counties of Char* 
lotte, Cumberland, and Gloucefter. 
That the fenators (hall be ele&ed by 
the freeholders of the faid diftricts, 
qualified as aforefaid, in the propor- 
tions following, to wit, in the fouth- 
ern diftrict nine, in the middle dif- 
trict fix, in the weftern diftrict fix^ 
2nd in the eaftern diftrict three. 
And be it ordained, that a cenfus 
fhall be taken as foon as may be, 
after the expiration of feven years 
from the termination of the prefent 
war, under the direction of the le- 
giflature : and if on fuch cenfus it 
mail appear, that the number of fe- 
nators is not juftly proportioned to 
the feveral diftri&s, that the legif- 
lature adjuft the proportion as near 
as may be, to the number of free- 
holders qualified as aforefaid, in each 
diftrict. That when the number of 
electors, within any of the faid 
diftricts, fhall have encreafed one 
twenty- fourth part of the whole 
number of electors, which, by the 
faid cenfus, fhall be found to be in 
this ftate, an additional fenator (hall 
be chofen by the electors of fuch 
diftfict. That a majority of the* 
p umber of fenators to be chofen as 
aforefaid, fhall be neceffary to con- 
ftitute a fenate fufheient to proceed 
upon bufinefs, and that the fenate 
fhall, in like mftiner with the affem- 
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bly, be the judges of its own mem* 
ber*. And be it ordained, that it 
fhall be in the power *>f the future 
legislatures of this ftate, for the con. 
venience and advantage of the good 
people thereof, to divide the fame 
into fuch further and other counties 
and diftricts, ;as fhall appear to them 
neceffary. * 

13. And this convention doth fur~ 
ther, in the native and by the autho- 
rity of the good people of this ftafie r 
ordain, determine, and declare, that 
no member of this ftate fhall be dis- 
franchifed, or deprived of any of th*4 
rights or privileges fecured to the 
fubjects of this ftate, by this confu- 
tation', unlefs by the law of the land* 
or the j udgment of his- peers. 

14. That neither the affemblyaor • 
the fenate fhall have power to ad^ 
journ themfelves for any longer time 
than two days, without the mutual 
con fen t of both. 

15. That whenever the affembly 
and fenate difagree, a conference 
fiiall be held in the prefence of both, 
and be managed by committees to 
be by them refpectively chofen by 
ballot. That the doors both of the 
fenate and affembly, fhall at all times* 
be kept open to all perfons, except 
when the welfare of the date fhall 
require their debates to be kept;fe- 
cret. And the journal* of all their 
proceedings fhall be kept in the 
manner heretofore accuftomed by the 
general affembly of the colony of 
New- York, and except fuch parts as 
they fhall, as aforefaid, refpectively 
determine not to make public, be 
from day to day, (if the bufinefs of 
the legiflature will permit) pub* 
IHhed. 

16. It is neverthelefs provided, 
that the number of fenators fhall 
never exceed one hundred, nor the 
number of affembly three hundred; 
but that whenever the number of 
fenators fhall amount to one hun- 
dred, or of the affembly to three 
hundred, then in fuch cafe, thele- 
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riflature (haH from time to time 
hereafter, by kws for that purpofe, 
apportion and diftribute the faid 
one hundred fenators, and three 
hundred reprefentatives, among the

e, in p ropor ti on to the number of 
their refpeclhve electors; ip that the 
reprefentation of the good people of 
this ftate, both in the fen ate and af- 
fembry, fiuil for -ever remain propor* 
tionate andadequate. 
.17. Awd this convention doth fur* 
ther, in the* name and by the autho- 
rity of die good people of , this ftate, 
ar4aiu, determine, and declare, that 
the fupreme executive power and au- 
thority of this ftaue.fh^ll be veiled in 
a governor ;• and that ftatedly ,once 
in^very three years* and as often as 
the feat of government (hall become 
vacant, xwife r and diiereet freeholder 
of this ftate (hail J>e by ballot elected, 
governor, by the freeholders pf this, 
ftate, qualified as before defcribed to 
elect fenators; which elections (hall 
be always held at the times and 
places of choofing reprefentatives in 
ai&mbly for each refpeclive county ; 
and that the perfon who hath the, 
greateft number of votes within the 
faid ftate, fhall be governor ^here- 
of. 

18. That the governor (hall con. 
tinue in office* .three years, and (hall, 
by virtue of his office, be general 
and commander in chief of all the 
militia, and. admiral of the navy of 
this ftate; that he (hall have power 
to convene the aflembty and fenate 
on extraordinary occanons, to proi- 
togue them from time <Q time, pro- 
vided fuch prorogations lhall not ex- 
ceed fix ty days in the fpaqe of any 
one year; and at his discretion to 
grant reprieves and pardons to per - 
ions convicted cf crimes, other than 
treafon or murder* }n wh.kh he may 
fufpend the execution of* t)ie Sen- 
tence, until it (hall be, reported to 
the Jegiflature at their fuhfequent 
meeting ; and they ihall either- par- 



don, or direct the execution of the 
criminal, or grant a farther re- 
prieve. 

19. That it (hall be flic duty of 
the governor to inform the legifla- 
ture, at every feffions, of the condi- 
tion of the .ftate, To far as may re* 
(peel "his department; to recom*nend 
iuch matters to their comWeVatfon as 
Ihall* appear t6 him to'iccteeerii its 
good government, welfare, and ^prof- 
peri ty ; to coirefpond with the con* 
tinental congrefs, and other dates ; 
to tranfact all neceflary buftnefs with 
the ^officers of goVehrment, civil ^and 
military j to take care that the laws 
are faithfully executed to thebeft of 
his ability ; and to expedite all fuch 
meafures as may be refolved upon 
by the legislature. 

20. That a lieutenant-governor 
(hall, at every election of a gover- 
nor,' and as often as the lieutenant- 
governor (hall die, refign, or be re- 
moved from office, be elected in the 
(ame manner with the governor, tg 
continue in office until the next elec- 
tion of a governor ; and fuch lieute- 
nant-governor ihall, by virtue of his 
office* be prefident of the fenate, 
and, upon an equal divifion, have a 
cafting voice in their decifiohs, but 
not vote on any other occafibn." 

And in cafe of the impeachment 
of the governor, or his removal 
from office, death, reiighafion, or 
abfence from the ftate, the Jieute- 
nant-governor fhall exerciie i $11; the 
power and authority appertaining to 
the office of governor, nntft another 
be chofen, or the governor abfenfi or 
Impeached, (hall retdrn or be acquit- 
ted.

meiit (ball r be admiiSftered by the 
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ljentenarit-governor, or he ihall be 
unable to attend as prefident of the 
fenate, the fcnators (hall have power 
to eledl orieof their own members to 
the office of, president of the fenate, 
which he IbajUl exercUe fro hoc 'vice. 
And if, duriog fuch vacancy of the 
office of governor, the lieutenant- 
governor ihall be impeached, dif. 
placed, refign, die, or be abfent 
from the date* the preliden^ of the 
fenate lhall in like manner as the 
lieutenant-go vernor, adminifter the 
government, until others, (hall be 
elected by thfe fuffrage,of the People, 
at the fttcceeding election. 

22. And this convention doth fur- 
ther,, in the name and by the autho- 
rity of the good people of this Hate, 
ordain, determine, and declare, that 
the treafurer of this (late (hall be 
appointed t>y aft of the legiflature, 
t% originate ,wi th the aiTem bly : pro- 
vided, that he (hall not be elecled 
oat of either branch of the legis- 
lature. 

23. That all officers, other than 
thole, who by this con dilution are 
directed to be otherwife appointed, 
(hall be appointed in the manner fol- 
lowing^ ,to wit, The affembly (hall 
once in every year, openly nominate 
and appoint one of the fenators from 
each great diitridt,, which fenators 
fell form a council for the appoint- 
ment of the faid officers, of which 
the governor for the time being, or 
the lie^enant-governor, or the pre- 
sent of the fenate, when they (hall 
refpeclivejy adminifter the governs 
ment, (hall be prefident, and have a 
calling voice, put no other vote, and 
with the advice and confent of the* 
(aid council, (hall appoint all the 
faid officers ; and that a majority of 
the faid council be a quorum. And 
farther, the faid fenators (hall not be 
eligible to the faid council for two 
years fucceflively. 

24. That all military officers he 
appointed during pleafure ; that all 
commiffioned officers, civil and mili- 
tary, bexommiffioned by the gover- 



nor; and that the** chancellor, the 
judges of the fupreme court, and 
firfk judge~ of the county court i». - 
every county, hold their offices dur- ! 
ing good behaviour, >or until they : 
ihall have refpe&vely attained the 
age of (btty years. 

25. That the chancellor and 
judges of the ftipretaie court, ihall 
not, at the fame time, hold 
any other office, excepting that 
of delegate to the general congrefs, 
upon fpecial occafions ; and that the 
firft judges of the county courts in 
the feveral counties, ihall not at the 
fame time hold any other office, 
excepting that of fenator, or dele- . 
gate to the general oongrefs : But if 
the chancellor or either of the faid 
judges be elected or appointed to 
any other office, excepting as before 
excepted, it* (hall be at his option in 
which to ferve. 

z6. That Sheriffs and coroners be 
annually appointed ; and that no 
perfon (hall be capable of holding 
either of the faid offices more than 
four years fucceflively, nor the (heriiF 
of holding any other office at the 
fame time. 

27. And be it further ordained, 
.that the regifter and clerks in chan- 
cery be appointed by the chancellor ; 
the clerks of the fupreme court by 
the judges of the faid court ; the 
cleric of the court of probates by the * 
judge of the faid court ; and the re- 
giller and marihal of the court of 
Admiralty by the judge of the Ad*; 
miralty. The faid marihal, regif- 
ters and clerks, to continue in office . 
during the pleafure of thofe by 
whom they are to be appointed as 
aforefaid. 

And all attornies, folic i tors, and 
coanfellors at law, hereafter to be 
appointed, be appointed by the 
court, and lkenfed by the (irft judge 
of the court in which they ihall re- 
fpe&ively plead or pradttfe ; and be 
regulated by the rules and orders of 
the faid courts.

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1& And be it further ordained, 
that where by this convention 
the duration of any office (hall not 
be-afcertained, fuch office fhall not

after which nomination they fhall

32. An J this convention doth fur- 
ther, in the name and by the autho- 
rity of the good people of this ftate, 
ordain, determine, and declare, that 
a court fhall be inftituted, for the 
\ trial of impeachments* and the cor- 
rection of errors, under the regula- 
tions which fhall be eftablifhed by 
the legislature* and to coajift of the 
prefidhent of, the fenate, for the time 
being, and the fenators^ chancellor, , 
and judges of the fuprerne court, 
or the major part of them; except 
that when an impeachment fhall be 
profecuted again ft the chancellor, or 
either of the judges of the fuprerne 
court, the perfbn fo impeached fhall 
be fufpendeol fnom exercifing the 
office until his acquittal : and in 
like manner, when an appeal from a 
decree in equity fhall. be heard, . the 
chancellor fhall inform the court of 
the reafons of his decree, but fhall t 
not have a voice in the final fentence. 
And if the caufe to be determined 
fhall be brought up by writ of ercor 
on a qu eft ion of law, on a judgment 
in the fuprerne court, the judges of 
that court fhall aflign the ^reafons of 
fuch their judgment, .but ,fhall ; not 
have a voice for its affirmance or re- 
.verfal. 

33. That the power of impeach- 
ing all officers of the ftate, formal 
and corrupt conduct in thfcir refpec- 
tive of aces, be vefted in the repre- 
sentatives of the people in affembly; 
; bat that it ihall always be neceflary 
that two-third. parts of the members 
prefent fhall confent to and agree in 
fuch impeachment. That previous 
to the trial of every impeachment, 
the members of the faid court fhall 
refpectively be fworo, truly and im- 
partially to try and determine the 
charge inqueftion, according to evi-. 
dence ; and that no judgment of the 
fa id court fhall be valid, unlefs it be 
afiented to by two- third parts of the 
members then prefent; nor fhall it 
extend farther than to removal from 
office, and difqualincation . to hold 
• - ■ . and 
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and enjoy any place of honour, 
truft, or profit, under this Slate. 
But the party fo convicted, (hall be, 
neverthelefs, liableand fubject to in- 
dictment, trial, judgment, and pu- 
nishment, according to thel&ws of 
the land. 

34. And it is further ordained, 
that in every trial ori impeachment 
or indictment for crimes of mifde- 
meanors, the party impeached or in- 
dictecLShail be allowed counfel, as in 
civil actions; 

35. And this convention doth fur- 
ther, in the name and by the autho- 
rity of the good people of this ftate, 
ordain, determine, and declare, that 
fuch parts * of the common law of 
England, and of the Statute law of 
England and Great Britain, and of 
the ads of the legislature of the 
colony of New- York, as together 
did form the law of the faid colony 
on the 19th' day of April,* in the 
year of our Lord one thoufand feven 
nandred and feventy-five, (hall be 
and continue .the law of this ftate ; 
fubject to fuch alterations and pro- 
visions, as the legiilature of this ftate 
Shall, from time to time, make con- 
cerning the fame. That fuch of the 
faid acts as ace temporary, fhall expire 
at the times limited for their dura- 
tion refpectively. That all fuch parts 
of the faid common law, t and all 
fuch of the faid Statutes, and acts 
aforefaid, or parts thereof, as* may 
be con tlrued to eftablifti or maintain 
any particular denomination of Chrif- 
tians or their minifters, or concern 
the allegiance heretofore yielded to, 
and the Supremacy, fovereignty, 
government, or prerogatives, claim- 
ed or exercifed by the King of Great 
Britain and his predcceffors, over 
the colony of New- York and its in- 
habitants, or are repugnant to this 
conititution, be, and the/ hereby 
are, abrogated and rejected. And 
this convention doth further ordain, 
that the refolves or refolutions of the 



conereffei of t!he colony of New- 
York, and of the convention of the 
ftate of New- York, now in force, 
and not repugnant to the govern.-, 
ment eftablifhed by this constitution, 
fhall be confidered as making part of 
the laws of this ftate ; Subject, never- 
thelefs, to fuch alterations and pro- 
vifions, as the legislature of this ftate 
may, from, time to time, make con- 
cerning the fame. 

36. And be it further ordained, 
that all grants of land within this 
ftate, made by the King of Great 
Britain, or perfons acting under hit 
authority, after the fourteenth day 
of October, one thoufand {even 
hundred and feventy-five, Shall be 
null and void : but that nothing in 
this constitution contained, Shall be 
conftrued to effect any grants of 
land, within this State, made by the 
authority of the faid King or his' 
predeceSTors, or to annul any charac- 
ters to bodies politic, by him or 
them, or any of them, made prior 
to that day. And that none of the 
faid charters Shall be adjudged to be 
void, by reafon of any non-ufer or 
mif-ufer of any c/ their refpective 
rights or privileges, between the 
nineteenth day of April, in the year 
of our Lord one thoufand feven hun- 
dred and feventy-five, and the pub- 
lication of this constitution. And 
further, that all fuch of the officer* 
defcribed in the faid charters, re- 
fpectively, as by the terms of the 
faid charters, were to be appointed 
by the Governor of the colony of 
New- York, with or without the 
advice and confent of the council 
of the faid King, in the faid color 
ny, Shall henceforth be appointed by 
the council eftabliShed by this con- 
stitution, for the appointment of 
officers in this ftate, until otherwife. 
directed by the legislature. v 

37. And whereas it is of great 
importance to the fafety of this ftate, 
that peace and amity with the Jn- 

, dxans. 
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£ans within the feme, be at al! 
tubes ' fopported and maintained. ' 
And whereas, the fraud* wo often 
jicifiHcd towards the faij Indians; 
in contricls made for their lands, 
have in divers instances been pny- 
«to&We of dangerous difcon tents 
and animofities; be it ordained, 
that no purchafrs or contra&s for the 
file of lands' made (mce the four- 
teenth day of O&ober, in 5 the year 
*£ *ottr Lord one Aoirfand feven 
Itundred and feven ty- five, 'or which 
may hereafter be made with, or of 
tic laid Indians, within the limits 
of this ftate, fhall be binding on the 
laid Indians, or deemed valid, an- 
Ie& made under the authority, and 
wifhthe confent of the legiftature 
of this ftate, 

3#. And whereas we are required 
by the berievoient principles of 
rational liberty, not only to expel 
civil tyranny, biit alfo to g* a *d a- 
galnft that fpirjtual opprefiton and 
intolerance, wherewith xhe bigotry 
and atobition of weak and wicked 
jxritfts and princes, have icourged 
mankind t This convention doth 
further, in the name and by the an- 
thorny of the good people of this • 
Jtate, ordain, determine and de- 
clare, that the free exercife and en- 
joyme nt of religions profeflion and 
worihip, without difcrimination or 
j pre fe ience, fhall forever hereafter be 
allowed within this ftate, to all man- 
kind. Provided fhat the liberty of 
conference hereby granted, (hall not 
be conftrued, as to excufe ads of li- 
centionihefs, or juftify practices in- 
confiftent with the peace or fafety of 
this ftate. 

39. And whereas the minifters of 
the gofpel, are by their profeflion 
dedicated t6 the fervice of Gad and 
die cere of fouls, ar *d ought not to 
be diverted from the great duties of 
their function ; therefore no tmnifter 
of the gofpel, or prieft of any deno- 
mination wbatfoever, ihall at^any 
' time hereafter, under any pretence 



or- defcription whatever, be eligible • 
to; or capable of "holding any civil 
or military office or place, within 
this Hate. 

46. And whereas it is df flre ut- ' 
moft importance ! tr> * the Safety of 
every ftate/ that it ftiou \& always be 
in- condition bf defence; and it is 
tlte duty bT everf man, who enjoyt 
the protection ^f Society,' to be pre- 
pared and wilfifij* to defend it ; this 
convention; therefore, in the name 
and by the^ Authority of the good 
people bT ^his ftate, doth ordain, 
determine, and declare, that the 
militia of this ftate, at all times 
hereafter, as well in peace as in war, ' 
fhall be armed and difciplined, and 
in readinefs for fervice. That all 
fuch of the inhabitants of this ftate, 
being of the people called Quakers, 
from fcruples of confeience, rhay be 
averfe to the bearing' of arms, be 
therefrom excufed by the legislature; 
and do pay to the ftate, fuch fumt 
of money in lieu of their perfonal 
fervice, as the fame may, in the 
judgment of the legHfeture; ,' be 
worth : And that a proper magawne 
of warlike ftores; proportionate to thn 
nnmber of inhabitants, be, forever 
hereafter, at the expence of this 
ftate, and by a&s of the legislature, 
eftaWiftied, maintained, and con- 
tinued in every county in this; 
ftate. 

41. And this convention doth fur- 
ther ordain, determine ; and declare^ 
in the name and by the authority of 
the good people of this ftate, that 
trial by jury, in all cafes in which 
it hath heretofore been ufed in the 
colony of New- York, fhall be eftab- 
Iilhed, and remain inviolate forever. 
And that no a&s of attainder (hall be 
pailed by the legiflature of this ftate 
for crimes, other than thofe commit- 
ted before' the termination of the 
prefent war; and that fuch atts 
fhall not work a corruption of blood . 
And further, that the legiilature of 
of this ftate fhall, at no time here- 
after, 
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after, Inftitute any new court or 
courts, but fuch as fhall proceed ac- 
cording to the courfe of the com* 
naon law. 

4*, And this convention doth 
further, ia the name and by the au- 
thority of the good people of this 
Hate, ordain, determine, and de- 
clare, that it ftxouid be in the difcre- 
tion of the legjflature to naturalize 
all fuch perfons, and in fuch a man- 
ner as they flxall think proper;, pro- 
vided all fuch of the perfpns, fo to 
be by them naturalized^ as being 
born in parts beyond fea, and out of 
the United States of America, ihall 
come to fettle in, and become fub- 
je&s of this ftate, fhall take an oath 
of allegiance to this ftate, and ab- 
jure and renounce all allegiance and 
fubje&ion to all and every foreign 
King, Prince, potentate, and ftate, 
in all matters eccleiiaftical as well as 
cjvil.

A Declaration $f Rights and 
Fundamental Rules of the 'Dela- 
ware State, formerly ftikd the 
Government of the Counties of Ne<w- 
eaftle y Kent, and Sujf'ex, upon De- 
laware, 

i . That, ail government of right 
originates from the people, is found- 
ed in com pad only, and inftituted 
folely for the good of the whole. 

2. That all men have a natural 
and unalienable right to worlhip Al- 
mighty God according to the dic- 
tates of their, own conference and 
^underftandings ; and that no man 
ought, or of right can be compelled 
to attend any religious worfhip, or 
maintain any miniftry, contrary to 
or again ft his own free will and con* 
fent, ^nd that no authority can or 
ought to be veiled in, or a/fumed by 
any power whatever, that fhall in 
any cafe interfere with, or in any 
jnanner controul the right of con- 



science, in the, free exe*cife of xelU 
gious worlhip, 

j. That all perfons profeflingthe 
ChrHHan religion, ought forever t» 
enjoy equal rights and privileges ia 
this ftate, unlefs under colour of re- 
ligion any man difturbs. the peace, 
the hapmnefs, or fafetyof fociety. 

4* That the people of. this ftate 
have the fole, exxlufive, and inhe- 
rent right of governing and regulat- 
ing the internal poljce of the iarae. 

5. That perfons in trufted with the 
legiflative and executive powers are 
the truftees and fervants of the pub- 
lic, and as fuch accountable for 
th^ir conduct ; wherefore, whenever 
the ends of government are prevent- 
ed, the public liberty inanifeftly en- 
dangered by the legiflative fingly, 
or a treacherous combination of both, 
the people may, and of righ thought 
to eftablifh a new, or reform the old 
government* 

6. That the right in the people to 
participate in the legislature, js the 
foundation of liberty and* of all five 
government, and for this end ail 
eleftions ought to be free and fre- 
quent, and every freeman having 
fuificient evidence of ~a permane«c 
common ihtereft with, and attach- 
ment to the comrnunity, hathr a 
right of fuiFrage. 

7. That no power of fu (pending 
laws, or the execution of Jaws, Ought 
to be exercifed unlefs by the .legiA 
lature. ' ,, . 

£. That for redrefs of grievances, 
and for amending and lengthening 
of the laws* the legislature, ought c*» 
be frequently convened* 

9. That every man hath a. right to 
petition the legiflature for the re- 
drefs of grievances, in a peaceable 
and orderly manner. 

10. That every member of fockty 
hath a, right to be poteded in the 
enjoyment of life, liberty, and pro,, 
perty, and therefore is bound to con- 
tribute his proportion towards the 
expence of that prote&ion, and yield

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Kls perfonal farvice when neceflary, 
or an equivalent thereto ; bat no 

{>art of a man's property can be juft- 
y taken from him, or applied to 
public uies without his own con- 
sent, or that of his legal reprefeo- 
tatives : Nor can any man that is 
corifcientioufly fcrupulous of bearing 
arms in any cafe, be juftly compelled 
thereto, if he will pay fuch equiva- 
lent. •' „ 

ii. That retrofpe&ive laws 'pu- 
niftiing offences committed before 
the exigence of fuch laws, are op- 
preffive and unjuft, and ought not 
to be made. 

12. That every freeman, for 
every injury done him in his goods, 
lands, or perfon, by any other per- 
fon, ought to have remedy by the 
tfourfe of the law of the land, and 
ought to have juftice and right for 
the injury done to him, freely with- 
out fale, fully without any denial, 
and fpeedily without delay, accord- 
ing to the law of the land. 

13. That trial by jury of fa&s 
where they arife, is one of the great- 
eft fecurities of the lives, liberties, 
and eftates of the people. 

14. That in all profecutions for 
criminal offences, every man hath a 
right to be informed, of the accufa- 
tion againft him, to be allowed 
counfef, to be confronted with the 
accufers or witnefles, to examine evi- 
dence on oath in his favour, and to 
a fpeedy trial, by an impartial jury, 
without whofe unanimous confent he * 
ought not to be found guilty. . 

15. That no man in the courts of 
common law ought to be compelled, 
to give evidence againft hirnfeff. 

1 6. That exceilive bail ought not 
to be required, nor excefljv e ^ nes 
impofed, nor cruel or unufoai pu- 
mlhments inflicted. 

17. That all warrants without 
oath to fearch fufpe&ed places* or 
to feize any pexfon or his property ? 
are grievous and oppreflive ; ap4 a A, 
general warrants tor fcaich fufpe&ecl" 



places, or to apprehend all peribns 
fufpe&ed, without naming or de- 
fending the place or any perfon in 
fpecial, are illegal, and ought not 
to be granted. 

18. That a well regulated militia 
is the proper, natural* , ago* /afe de- 
fence; of a free^governn^ent. 

; fSk 'f Kat ianding-armies aire dan- 
gerous to liberty, and ought not to 
be raifed or kept up without the con- 
fent of the legiflatureV 

\ 20. That in all cafes and at all 
times, the military ought to be un* 
der ftridl fubordination to, a^d ,go- 
verned by the civil power. 

21. In at no {bldier ought to be 
quartered in any houfe ih^time of 
peace, without the confent of the 
owner; and in time of war, in fuch 
manner only as the legiflatuie Uiall 
direfl. 

22. That the independency and 
and uprightnefs of judges ^eejfTen- 
tial to the impartial admin iurjuion 
of juftice, and a great fecurity to the 
rights and liberties of the people. 

23. That the liberty of the prefs 
ought to be inviolably prefer vecl.

2. TheJegiflature^a^e^rhed 
of two dUUhcY branches^ jpe^lhali 
meet once or oftner in * every Vear» 
and .foil fa^Mh fyfr V^ral 
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of AfTembly, and fhall confift of 
feven reprefentatives, to be chofen 
for each county annually, of fuch 
perfons as arc freeholders of the 
fame. 

4. The other branch fhall be cal- 
led the Council, ai^d cotifift of nine 
members; three to be chofen for 
each county at the time of' the firft 
election of the afTembly, who fhall 
be freeholders of die county for 
which they are chofen, and be up- 
wards of twenty-five years of age. 
At the end of one year after the 
general election, the councillor who 
had the fmalleft number of votes in 
each county fhall be difplaced, and 
the vacancies thereby occafioned fup- 
plied by the freemen of each county, 
choofing the fame or another perfon 
at a new election in manner afore- 
faid. At the end of two years after 
the firft general election, the coun- 
cillor who flood fecond in number 
of votes in each county fhall be dif- 
placed, and the vacancies thereby 
occafioned, fupplied by a new elec- 
tion in manner aforefaid. And at 
the end of three years from the firft 

feneral election, the councillor who 
ad the greateft number of votes in 
each county fhall be difplaced, and 
the vacancies thereby occafioned, 
rupplied by a new election in manner 
aforefaid. And this rotation of a 
councillor being difplaced at the end 
of three years in each county, and 
his office fupplied by a new choice, 
mall be continued afterwards in due 
order annually for ever, whereby, 
after the firft general election, a 
councillor will remain }n tfuft for 
three years from the time of his be- 
ing elected, and a councillor will be 
difplaced, and the fame or another 
chofen in each county at every elec- 
tion. 

5. The right of fuffrage. in the 
election of members for both houfes 
lhall remain as exercifed by law at 
prefent ; and each houfe fhall choofe 
its own fpeaker, appoint its own

officers, judge of the qualifications 
and elections of its own members, 
fettle its own rules - of proceeding, 
and direct writs of election for fup- 
plying intermediate vacancies. They 
may alfo feverely expel any of their 
own members for mifbehaviour, but 
not a fecond time in the fame feffions 
for the fame offence, if re-elected ; 
and they fhall have all other powers 
neceflary for the legiflature of a free 
and independent ftate. 

6. All money- bills for the fup- 
port of government, fhall originate 
ii the Houfe of AfTembly, and may 
be altered, amended, or rejected by 
the legiflative council. All other 
bills and ordinances may take rife in 
the Houfe of AfTembly, or legiflative 
council, and may be altered, amend- 
ed, or rejected by either. 

7. A prefident or chief magiftrate 
fhall be chofen by joint ballot of 
both houfes, to be taken in the Houfe 
of AfTembly, and the box examined 
by the fpeakers of each houfe in the 
prefence of the other members ; and 
in cafe the numbers for the two high- 
eft in votes fhould be equal, then 
the fpeaker of the council fhall 
have an additional cafting voice, and 
the appointment of the perfon who 
has the majority of votes, fhall be 
entered at large on the minutes and 
journals of each houfe, and a copy 
thereof on parchment, certified and 
afligned by the fpeakers refpeclively, 
and fealed with the great feal of the 
ftate, which they are hereby autho- 
rifed to affix, fhall be delivered to the 
perfon {o chofen prefident, who fhall 
continue in that office three years, 
and until the fitting of the next 
General AfTembly and no longer, nor 
be eligible until the expiration of 
three years after he fhall have been 
out ofth.at office. An adequate but 
moderate falary fhall be fettled on 
him during his continuance in office. 
He may draw for fuch fums of money 
as fhall be appropriated by the Gene- 
ral AfTembly, and be accountable to 
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them for the fame; he may, by and 
with the advice of the Privy-Council, 
lay embargoes^ or prohibit the ex- 
portation of any commodity for any 
time not exceeding thirty days, in 
the recefsof the General Aflembly; 
he fhall have the power of granting 
pardons or reprieves, except where 
the profecution fhall be carried on 
by the Houfe of AfTembly, or the 
law fhall otherwife direct, in which 
cafes no pardon or reprieve fhall be 
granted, but by a refolve of the 
Houfe of AfTembly £ and may exer- 
cife all the other executive powers 
of government, limited and re- 
trained as by this conftitution is 
mentioned, and according to the 
laws of the ftate. And on his death, 
inability, or abfence from tlie (late, 
the Speaker of the legiflative council 
for the time being fhall be Vice- 
Prefident; and in cafe of his death, 
inability, or abfence from the Hate, 
the Speaker of the Houfe of AfTem- 
bly fhall have the powers of a Prefi- 
dent, until a new nomination is 
made by the General AfTembly. 

8. A Privy-Council confiding of 
four members fhall be chofen by bal- 
lot, two by the Legiflative-Council, 
and two by the Houfe of AfTembly: 
Provided, that no regular officer of 
the army or navy in the fervice and 
pay of the continent^ or of this, or 
oK any other ftate fhall be eligible. 
And a member of the Legiflative- 
. Council or of the Houfe of AfTembly 
being chofen of the Privy-Council, 
and accepting thereof, (hall theieby 
lofe his feat. Three members fhall 
be a quorum, and their advice and 
proceedings fhall be en tered on record , 
and fjgned by the members prefent, 
(to any part of which any member 
may enter his diffent) to be laid 
before the General AfTembly, when' 
called for by them. Two members 
fhall be removed by ballot, otie by 
the Legiflative -Council* and one 
by the Houfe of AfTembly, at the 
end of two years, and thofe who 



remain thfc next year after, who 
. fhall feverally be ineligible for the 
three next years. Thefe vacancies, 
as well as thofe occasioned by death 
or incapacity, fhaH be fupplied by 
new elections in the fame manner. 
And this rotation of a Privy- Coun- 
cillor fhall be continued afterwards 
indueorder annually ibr ever; The 
Prefident may, by fommons, con«- 
vene the Privy- Council at any time 
when the public exigencies may re- 
quire, and at fuch place as he fhall 
think moft convenient, when and 
where they are to attend according- 
ly. < 

9. The Frefident, with the ad* 
vice and confentof the Privy-council, 
may embody the militia, and aft 
as Captain-general and Commander 
in Chief of them, and the other mi- 
litary force of this ftate, under the 
laws of the fame. 

io. Either houfe of the General 
AfTembly may adjourn thcmfelves re* 
fyedively. The Prefident fhall not 
prorogue, adjourn, or difTolve the 
General AfTembly, but he may, 
with the advice of the Privy-coun. 
cil, or on the application of a ma- 
jority of either houfe, call them be- 
fore the time to which they ihaH 
fland adjourned; and the twdhoufes 
fhall always' fit at the fame 1 time arcd 
place, for which purpofe immediately 
after every adjournment, the fpeaker 
ofthe-Houfe of AfTembly fhall give 
notice to the fpeaker of the other 
houfe of the time to which the-. Houfe 
of Affembly (lands adjourned. l 

11. The delegates for Delaware 
to' the Congrefs of the tfafted States 
of America, (hall be chofen atinuaHy, 
or fuperfeded in the mean timey by 
joint ballot of both houfesin the 
General AfTembly. 

12. The Prefident and General 
AfTembly fhalf, by joint ballet, ap- 
point three juftices of the 'Siqrtetrie 
Court for the State, one of ^wnbtti 
fhall be Chicf-juftrce, and a jtrdgfe of 
Admiralty, ami alio fbur juftkes of 
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the Courts of Common Pleas and 
Orphans Courts for each county, one 
of whom in each court (hall be (tiled 
Qbiffjuftke (and in cafe of divifion 
on the ballot, the Prefident (hall 
have an additional carting voice) to 
be commiffioned by the Prefident 
under the great feal, who (hall con- 
tinue in office during good behaviour ; 
and during the time the juftices of 
the (aid Supreme Courts and Courts 
of Common Pleas Temain in office, 
they (hall hold none other except in 
the militia; any one of the juftices 
of either of faid courts (hall have 
power jn cafe of the n on -coming of 
his brethren, to open and adjourn 
the court.

14. The clerks of the Supreme 
Court (hall be appointed by the chief 
jufticc thereof, and the recorders of 
deeds by the juftices of the Courts of 
Common-Pleas for each county fe- 
verally, and commiffioned by the 
Prefident under the great feal, and 
continue in office five years, if they 
behave themfelves well. 

ic. The (herifFs and coroners of 
the refpeclive counties (hall be chofen 
annually as heretofore; and any 
perfon having ferved three years as 
(heriif, (hall be ineligible for three 
years after; and the Prefident and

16, The General Aflembly by- 
joint ballot (hall appoint the Generals 
and field officers, and all other 
officers in the army or navy of this 
ftate. And the Prefident may ap- 
point during pleafure, until other- 
wife directed by the legiflature, all 
necefTary civil officers not herein 
before-mentioned . 

17. There (hall bean appeal from 
the Supreme Court of Delaware in 
matters of law and equity, to a 
court of feven perfons, to confift of 
the Prefident for the time being, 
who (hall prefide therein, and fix 
others, to be appointed, three bf 
the, Legidative Council, and three 
by the Houfe 0/ Aflembly, who (hall 
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continue in office during good be- 
haviour, and be commiflioned by 
the Prefident under the great feal ;

The Secretary fliall be the 
clerk of this court, and vacancies 
therein occafioned by death or in- 
capacity, (hall be fupplied by new 
elections in manner aiorefaid, 

1 8, The juftices of .the Supreme 
Court and Courts of Common-Pleas, 
the members of the Privy- Council, 
the Secretary, the truftees of the 
JLoan-Office, and clerks of the Courts 
of Common-Pleas, during their con- 
tinuance in office, and all perfons 
concerned in any army or navy con- 
tralto, fliall be ineligible to either 
Houfe or Affembly ; and any mem- 
ber of either houfe accepting of any 
.other of the offices herein before- 
mentioned (excepting the office of a 
juftice of the peace) (hall have his 
feat thereby vacated, and a new 
election (hall be ordered. 

19. The Legiflative Council and 
Affembly (hall have the power of 
making the great feal of this ftate, 
which (hall pe kept by the Prefident, 
or in his abfence by the Vice-Prefi- 
.dent* to be ufed by them as occafion 
jnay require. It (hall be called, 
The Great Seal of the Delaware State, 
and (hall be affixed to all laws and 
commiffions. 

30. Commifiions (hall run in the 
name of The Delwvcart State, and 
hen* ted by the Prefident. Writs 
(hall run in the fame manner, and 
hear teft in the name of the Chief 
Juftice, or . Jtiftice firft named in the 
commiffions for the feveral courts, 
and be. feajcd with the public feals 
q£ fuclv courts, Jnd iclments ihall 
conclude, Againft the feate and dig- 
jtify of the /ate. 

.21. Jn cafe of vacancy of the 
o%es above directed to be filled by 



the Prefident and General Affembly, 
the Prefident and Privy- Council mav 
appoint others in their ftead, untjl 
there (hall be a new eleclion* / 

£2. Every perfon - wh6 Aall be 
chofen a member: of either houfe, or 
appointed to any office* or place of 
truft, before taking his feat, or en- 
tering upon the execution of his 
'.office, (hall take the following oath, 
or affirmation if confcientioufly fcru- 
pulous of taking an oath, to <wit, 

" I, A.B. will bear true alle- 
giance to the Delaware State, fub- 
mit to its conftitution and laws, and 
do no act wittingly, whereby the 
freedom thereof may be prejudiced." 

And alfp make and fubfcribe the 
following declaration, to nvif, 

" I, A. B. dp profefs faith in 
God the Father, and in Jefus Chriil 
his only Son, and the Holy Ghoft, 
one God, blefled for evermore ; and 
I do acknowledge the Holy Scriptures 
of the Old and New Teftament to 
be given by divine infpiration." 

And all officers (halt al(b take an 
oath of office. 

23. The Prefident when he is out 
of office, and within eighteen months 
after, and all others, ofiending againft 
the date, cither by mal-adminiftra* 
tion, corruption, or ether means, 
by which the fafety of the common- 
wealth may be endangered, within 
eighteen months after the orlence 
committed, (hall be impeachable by 
the Houfe of Aflembly before the 
Legiflative Council; fuch impeach- 
ment to be profecuted by the At- 
torney-General* or fuch Other per- 
fon or perfons as the Houfe of 
Afiembly may appoint, according to 
the laws of the land. If found 
guilty, he or they (hall be either 
for ever difabled to hold any o/Hce 
under Government, or removed from 
office pro tempore, or fubjected to 
fuch pains and penalties as the laws 
fliall direft. And all officers (halt 
be removed on conviction of mi(l 
behaviour at common law, or oa 
impeachment, 
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impeachment, or upon the addrefs 
of the General Aflembly. 

24. All ads, oTAffembry in force 
in this , ftate i on the fifteenth -day of 
May laftr(and no$ hereby altered, 
or contrary > to i the resolutions of 
Cougrefs* or of the late Houie of 
Aflembly of this ftate) ihall fo con- 
, timte until altered Or repealed by the 
Jegiilature of this ftatr, unlefs where 
they are temporary, in which cafe 
they ihall expire at the times re- 
flectively limited for their deration. 

25^ The common law of England,, 
as well as fo much of the ftatute law 
as have been heretofore adopted in 
practice in this ftate, ihall remain 
in force, unlefs they ihall be altered 
by a future law of the legislature; 
fuch parts only excepted as are re- 
pugnant to the rights and privileges 
contained in this conftitution and 
the declaration of rights, &c. agreed 
tQ hy this convention . 

26* No perfon hereafter imported 
into this ftate from Africa ought to 
be held in ilavery under any pretence 
whatever, and no negro, Indian, or 
mulatto flave, ought to be brought 
into this ftate for fale from any part 
of the world. 

27. The firft election for the 
General Aflembly of this ftate ihall 
be held on the twenty- firft day of 
October next, at the court houfes in 
the feveral counties, in the manner 
heretofore ufed in the election of the 
Aflembly, except as to choice cf 
infpectors and afleflbrs, where aflcf- 
fors have not been chofen on the 
fifteenth day of September inftant, 
* which (hall be made on the morning 
of the day of election, by the electors, 
inhabitants of the refpective hundreds 
in each county ; at which time the 
fherifts. and coroners for the faid 
jtounties refpectively are to be elect- 
ed; and the present iheriffs of the 
counties of Newcaftle and Kent may 
bere-chofen to that office until the 
firft day of October, in the year of 
our Lord one thoufand feven hundred 



. and feventy-nine, and the prefent 
. iherifffor the county of Suflex may- 
be re-chofen to that office until the 
firft day of October, in the year of 
our Lord one thoufand feven hundred 
and feventy-eight, provided the 
freemen think proper to re-eleft 
them at every general election ; and 
the prefent iheriffs and coroners re- 
spectively ihall continue to exercifc 
their offices as heretofore, until the 
fheriffs and coroners to be elected 
on the faid twenty-firft day of Octo- 
ber ihall be commiflioned and fwora 
into office. The members of the 
Legiilative Council and ^flemblf 
ihall, meet for tran fading the bufinete 
of the ftate on the twenty-eighth day 
of October next, and continue i* 
office until the firft day of October, 
which will be in the year one thoufand 
feven hundred and feven ty-feven ; on, 
which day, and on the firft day of 
October in each year forever after, 
the legiilative council, aflembly, 
iheriffs, and coroners, ihall be chofen 
by ballot in manner directed by the 
feveral laws of this ftate, for regu- 
lating elections of members of af- 
fembly, and iheriffs and coroners j 
and the General Aflembly ihall meet 
on the twentieth day of the fame 
month, for tranfa&ing the bufinefs 
of the ftate ; and if any of the faid 
firft and twentieth days of October 
ihould be Sunday, then, and in fuch 
cafe*, the elections ihall be held and 
the General Aflembly meet the next 
day following. 

28. To prevent any violence or 
force being ufed at the faid elections, 
no perfons ihall come armed to any 
of them; and no muftcr of the mi- 
litia ihall be made on that day, ncr 
ihall any battalion or, company give 
in their votes immediately fuccecd- 
ing each other, if aay other voter 
\&ho offers to vote objects thereto; 
nor fmdl any battalion or company 
in the pay cf the continent, or of 
this or any ether ftate, be fuffered 
to remain at the time and place of 
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holding the (aid elections, nor with- 
in one mile of the faid places re- 
fpeclively, for twenty-fours before 
the' opening faid elections, nor with- 
in twenty-four hours after the fame 
are clofed, fo as in any manner to 
impede the freely and conveniently 
carrying on the faid elc&ion : Pro- 
vided always, that every ele&or 
may in a peaceable and orderly 
• manner give in his vote on the faid 
day of eleclion. 

29. There {hall be no eftablifh- 
menf of any one religious fe& in this 
Hate in preference to another ; and 
no clergyman or preacher of the 
gofpel of any denomination (hall be 
capable of holding any civil office 
in this ftate,, or of being a member 
of either of the branches of the legis- 
lature, while they continue in the 
exercife of their paftoral function. 

30. No article of the declaration 
-of rights and fundamental rules of 

this ftate, agreed to by this Con- 
vention, nor the firft, fecond, fifth 
(except that part thereof that relates 
to the right of fuffrage), twenty- 
fixth and twenty-ninth articles of 
this conflitution, ought ever to be 
violated on any pretence whatever. 
No other part of this, conflitution 
fhall be altered, changed or dr- 
miniihed, without the confent of five 
parts in feven of the Aflembly, and 
{even members of the legiflative 
council.

^Declaration *£ Rights, &c. 
The Parliament of Great Britain, 
by a declaratory ad, having aftumed 
a right to make laws to- bind the 
colonics in all cafes whatfoever, and 
in purfuance of fuch claim en- 



deavoured by force of arms to fufc* 
jugate the United Colonies to an 
on conditional fubmiffion to* their 
will and power; and having; a* length 
oonftrained them to declare 1 them- 
felves Jftdependerit Statefc, and to 
affume government 'under the- au- 
thority of the people i Therefore, 
we, the delegates of Maryland, in 
feet and full convention afTembled, 
taking into ourmdft ftxious confider- 
ation the beft means of eftablifhing a 
good conftitutiori in this ftate, for 
the fare 'foundation and more per- 
manent Security therebf, declare, 

1. That all government of right 
originates from the people, is found- 
ed in com paft only, and inftitutei 
folely for the good of the' whole. 

2. That the' people of this Hate 
ought to have the fole and exclufive 
right of regelating the internal go- 
vernment and police thereof. 

3. That the inhabitants of Mary- 
land are entitled to the common law 
of England, and the trial by jury 
according to the courfe of that law, 
and to the benefit of fuch of the 
Englifh ftattites as exifted at the 
time of their firft emigration', and 
which by experience have been Found 
applicable to their local and other 
circumftances, and of fuch others as 
have been fince made in England, 
or Great- Britain, and have been 
introduced, ufed, and pradtifed, by 
the courts of law or equity; and 

• alfo to. all acts of ArTembly in force 
On the firft of June, 'feven teen hun- 
dred and feventy-four, except fuch 
as may have fince expired,' or haVe 
been, or may be altered by acls of 
Convention, or this Declaration of 
Rights, fubjeel neverthelefs to the 
revifion of, and amendment or repeal 
by,, the legiflature of this ftate; and 
the inhabitants of Maryland are L alft> 
entitled to all property derived to 
them from or under- tWe^ cH after 
granted by his Majefty- Charts lit 
to Caecilius Calvert, baron of Bal- 
timore^ 

4. That 
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4- That all perfons invefted with 
the legislative or executive powers of 
government are the truftees of the 
public, and as fuch accountable for 
their condu£t ; wherefore, whenever 
the ends of government are perverted, 
and public liberty manifestly en- 
dangered, and all other means of 
redrefs are ineffe&ual, the people 
may, and of right ought to reform 
the old or eftabTim a new govern* 
ment; the do&rine of non-reMance 
again ft arbitrary power and oppreflion 
is abfurd, flaviih, and destructive of 
the good and happinefs of mankind. 

c. That the right in the people 
to participate in the legiflature is 
the belt fecurity of liberty, and the 
foundation pf all free government; 
for this purpofe, elections ought to 
be free and frequent, and every man 
having property in, a common in- 
tereft with, and attachment to the 
community, ought to have a right 
of fuSFrage, 

6. That the legislative, executive, 
and judicial powers of government, 
eught to be forever feparate and 
diStin& from each other, • 

7. That no power of fufpending 
laws, or the execution of laws, 
unlefs by, or derived from the legif- 
lature, ought to be exercifed or 
allowed, 

8. That, freedom of fpeech and 
debates, or proceedings in the legif- 
lature, ought not to be impeached 
in any other court of judicature. 

9. That a place for the meeting 
of the legiflature ought to be fixed, 
the moft convenient to the members 
thereof, ( and to the depoiitory of 
public records, and the legislature 
ought not to be convened. or held at 
any other place, but from evident 
neceJiiry,! , / 

1 o . J . That; for redrefs of grie van ces, 
and Tor amending, Strengthening 
and preferring t^e laws,, the legis- 
lative ought; p. be,. frequently con- 
vened. : . . 



Xi. That every man hath a righV 
to petition the legiflature for the re- 
drefs of grievances, in a peaceable 
and orderly manner. 

12. That no aid, charge, tax, 
fee or kes 9 ought to be fet, rated, 
or leyied, under any pretence, with- 
out confent of the legiflature. 

1 3. That the levying taxes by the 
poll is grievotfs and oppreflive, and 
ought to be abolished ; that pauper* 
ought not to be aflfeSTed for the fup- 
port of government, but every other 
perfon in the State ought to contri- 
bute his proportion of public taxes 
for the fupport of government, ac- 
cording to his actual worth in real 
or perSonal property within the State; 
yet fines, duties, or taxes, may pro- 
perly and juStly be impofed or laid 
with a political view for the good 
government and benefit of the com- 
munity. 

14. That fanguinary laws ought 
to be avoided, as far as is confident 
with the fafety of the ilate; and n6 
law to inflict cruel and unufual pains 
and penalties ought to be made in 
any cafe, or at any time hereafter. 

15. That retrofpedtive laws, paniSh- 
*ing fadts committed before the exist- 
ence of fuch laws, and by them only 
declared criminal, are oppreflive, 
unjuft, and incompatible with liber- 
ty, wherefore no ex poft fafto law 
ought to be made. 

16. That no law to attaint par* 
ticular^perfons of treafon or felony 
ought to be made in any cafe, or 
any time hereafter. 

17. That every freeman, for any 
injury done him in hie perfon or 
property, ought to have remedy by 
the courSe of the law of the land* 
and ought to have juStice and right, 
freely without fale, fully without 
any denial, and fpeedily without 
delay, according to the law of th£ 
land. 

18* That the trial of faids where 
they aiife, ii one of the greatest fe- 

curities 
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Otntics of the lives, liberties, and 

citates of the people, 

19. That in all criminal profe- 
cutions, every man hath a right to 
be informed of the accufation again ft 
lim, to have a copy of the indidV- 
inent or charge in due time (if re- 
quired) to prepare for his defence, 
to be allowed counfel, to be con- 
fronted with the witnelTes againft 
liim, to have procefs for his wit- 
jmJ&s, to examine the witnefles for 
and againft him on oath, and to a 
fpeedy trial by an impartial jury, 
without whofe unanimous confent he 
ooght not to be found guilty. 

20* That no man ought to be 
compelled to give evidence againft 
timlelf in a court of common law, 
or in any other court, but in fuch 
cafes as have been ufually pra&ifed 
. in this Hate, or may hereafter be 
dire&ed by the Iegiilature. 

zi* That uo freeman ought to be 
lahen or imprifoned, cr difleifed of 
Jbis freehold, liberties, or privileges, 
cr outlawed, or exiled, or, in any 
manner deftroyed, or deprived of 
Ms life, liberty, or 'property, but 
oy the judgment of his peers, or by 
the law of the land. 

22. That exceflive bail ought not 
to be required, nor exceflive lines 
impofed, nor cruel or unufual punifh- 
jnents inflicted by the courts of law. 

23. That all warrants without 
oath Of affirmation, to fearch fu Im- 
peded places, or to feize any perfon 
or property, are grievous and op- 
preffive; and all general warrants 
to fearch fufpecled places, or to 
apprehend fufpe&ed perfons, without 
naming or describing the place, or 
the perfon in fpecial, are illegal, and 
ought not to be granted. 

24. That there ought to be no 
forfeiture of any part of the eflate of 
any perfon for any crime, except 
murder, or treafon againft the ftate, 
and then only on conviction and 
attainder. 



25. That a well regulated militia 
is the proper and natural defence of 
a free government. 

26. That (landing armies are dan- 
gerous to liberty, and ought not be 
raifed or kept without content of the 
Iegiilature. 

27. That in all cafes and at all 
times the military ought to be under 
ftricY fubordination to, and controul 
of the civil power. 

28. That no foldier ought to be 
quartered in any houfe in time of 
peace, without the content of the 
owner; and in time of war, in fuch 
manner only as the Iegiilature ftiall 
direct. 

29. That no perfon, except re- 
gular foldiers, mariners, and marines 
111 the fervice of this liate, or mi* 
litia when in a£tual fervice, ought 
in any cafe to be fubject to, or pu- 
nifhable by, martial law. 

30. That the independency and 
uprightnefs of judges are efTential to 
the impartial adminiftration of juf- 
tice, and a great fecurity to the 
rights and liberties of $he people; 
wherefore the chancellor and judges 
ought to hold commiffions during 
good behaviour, and the faid chan- 
cellor and judges lhall be removed 
for mifbehaviour, on conviftion in a 
court of law, and may be removed 
by the Governor upon the addrefs of 
the General AfTembly, provided that 
two-thirds of all the members of 
each houfe concur in fuch addrefs. 
That falaries, liberal but not pro- 
fufe, ought to be fecured to the 
chancellor and the judges during

37. That the city of Annapolis 
ought to have all its rights, privile- 
ges, and benefits agreeable to its 
charter, and the aits of aflembly 
confirming and regulating the fame, 
fubject nevertheless to fuch altera- 
tions as may be made by this conven- 
tion or any future legiflation. 

. 38. That the liberty. of the prefs 
ought to be inviolably prefer ved. 

39. That monopolies are odious, 
contrary to the fpirit of a free go- 
vernment, and the principles of 



commerce, and ought not be fuf- 
fered. 

40. That no title of nobility or 
hereditary honours ought to be grant- 
ed in this /late. 

41. That the fubfi fling refolves of 
this and the feveral conventions held 
for this colony, ought to be in force 
as laws, unlefs altered by this con- 
vention or the legiflature of this 
ftate. 

42. That this declaration of rights, 
or the form of government to be 
eftablifhed by this convention* or 
any part of either of them, ought 
not to be altered, changed, or abo- 
lifhed by the legiflature of this ftate, 
but in fuch manner as this conven- 
tion fhall prefcribe and direct. 

This declaration of rights was a£- 
fented to and pafTed in Convention of 
the delegates of the freemen of Mary- 
land, begun and held at Annapolis* 
the 14th day of Auguft, A. D.

The firft part of the conftitution 
of Maryland, is printed in the year 
1777, page 245, the following or 
remaining part of the faid conititu- 
tion was publifhed afterwards.

be held accordingly ; and he (hall, if 
neceflary,* by advice of the council, 
call them before the time to which 
they fhall in any manner be adjourn- 
ed, on giving hot lefs than ten days 
notice - thereof, but the governor 
fliall not adjourn the aflembly other- 
wife than as afbrefaid, nor prorogue 
©r difTolve it at any time. 
- 36. That no perfon, unlefs above 
twenty-five years of age, a refident 
in this ftate above five years next 
preceding the election, and having 
in the ftate real and perfonal pro- 
perty above the value of five thoufand 
pounds current money, one thou- 
fand pounds whereof to be freehold 
cHate, fhall be eligible as" governor. • 
"31. That the governor fhall not 
continue in that office longer than 
three years fucceflively, nor be eli- 
gible as governor until the expiration 
of four years after he fhall have been 
out of that office. 

32. That upon the death, refig- 
nation, of removal out of this ftate 
of the governor, the firft named of 
the council, for the time . being, 
fhall aft as governor, and qualify in 
the fame manner, and fhall immedi- 
ately call a meeting of the General 
AfTembly, giving not lefs than four- 
teen' days notice of the meeting, at 
which meeting a governor fhall be 
appointed, in. manner aforefaid, for 
the reiidue of the year. 

33. That the governor, by and 
with the advice and confent of the 
council, may embody the militia, 
Hjld when embodied inall alone have 
the direction thereof, and fhall alfo 
Kite the direction of all the regular 
tend and fea forces under the laws 
of this ftate ; but he fhall not com- 
mand in perfon, unlefs advifed 
thereto by the council, and then only 



fo long as they fhall approve thereof; 
and may alone exercife all other the 
executive powers of government, 
where the cdncurrencc of the coun- 
cil is not required, according to the 
laws of this ftate, and grant re- 
prieves or pardons for any crime, 
except in fuch cafes where the law 
fhall otherwife direcY; and may, 
during the recefs of the General 
AfTembly, lay embargoes to prevent 
the departure of any fhipping, or the 
exportation of any commodities, for 
any time not exceeding thirty days in 
any one year, fummoning the Gene- 
ral AfTembly to meet within the time 
Of the continuance of fuch embar- 
go; and may alfo order and compel 
any vefTel to ride quarantine, if fuch 
vefTel, or the port from which fhe 
may have come, fhall, on ftrong 
grounds, be fufj5e£led to be infected 
with the plague; but the governor 
fhall not, under any pretence, exer- 
cife any power- or prerogative by 
virtue of any law, ftatute, or 
cuftom, of England or Great- 
Britain. 

34. That the members of the 
council, or any three or more of 
them, when convened, fhall confti- 
tute a board for the tranfa&ing of 
bufinefs; that the governor for the 
time being fhall preftde in the coun- 
cil, and be entitled to a vote on all 
queftionsin which the council fhall 
be divided in opinion; and in the 
abfence of the governor, the firft 
named of the council fhall prefide, 
and as fuch fhall alfo' vote in all cafes 
where the other members difagree in 
their opinion. 

35. That in cafe of refufal, death,'

37. That no fenator, delegate of

capable of holding any other office

for the army or navy, or holding any 
office under the United States, or 
any of them, or a minifler or preach- 
er of the % gofpel of any denomina- 
tion, or any perfon employed in the 
regular land Service, or marine, of 
this or the United States, fhall have 
a feat in the General Aflembly, or 
the Council of this flate. 

38. That every governor, fenator, 
delegate of Congrefs, or AfTembly, 
and member of the council, before 
he acts as fuch, fhall take an oath, 
" That he will not receive, directly 
or indirectly, at any time, any part 
of the profits Qf any office held by 
any other perfon during his acting 
in his office of governor, fenator, 
delegate to Congrefs, cr Aflembly, 
or member of the council, or the 
profits, or any part of the profits, 
arifing on any agency, for the fupply 
of cloathing or provifions for the 
army or navy.*' 

$9. That if any fenator, delegate 
to Congrefs cr AfTembly, or member 
of the council, fhall hold or execute 
any office of profit, or receive, di- 



rectly or indirectly, at any time, the 
profits,' or any part of the profits, of

fax, December 18, 1776. 
^Declaration ^Rights, &c. 

1. That all political power is 
vefted in, and derived from, the 
people only. 

2. That the people of this flate 
pught to have the fole and exclufive 
right of regulating the internal go- 
vernment and police thereof. 

3. That no man, or fet of men, 
ate entitled* to exclufive or feparate 
emoluments or privileges from the 
community, but in confideration of 
public fervices. 

-4. That the legiflative, executive, 
and fnpreme judicial powers of go- 
vernment ought to be for ever fepa- 
rate and diftincl from each other. 

5. That all powers of fufpending 
laws, or the execution of laws by 
any authority, without confent of 
the reprefentatives of the people, is 
injurious to their rights, and ought 
not to be exercifed. 

6. That elections of members to 
Terve as reprefentatives in General 
Affembly ought to be free. 

7. That in all criminal profecu- 
tions every man has a right to be 
informed of the accufation again it 
him, and to confront the accufers 
and witneffes with other 'teftimony, 



and fhall not be compelled to give 
evidence againft himfelf. 

8. That no freeman fhall be put 
to anfwer any criminal charge but 
by indictment, prefentmenv or im- 
peachment*

Whereas allegiance and protection 
are in their nature reciprocal, and 
the one fliould of right be refufed 
when the other is withdrawn; and 
whereas George the Third, King of 
Great-Britain, and late Sovereign 
of the Britifh American Colonies, 
hath not only withdrawn from them 
his protection, but by an acl of the 
Britifh legiflature, declared the in- 
habitants of thefe dates out of the 
protection of the Britifh crown, and 
all their property found upon the 
high feas liable to be feized and 
cbnfifcated tQ the ufes mentioned in 
the faid a£l; and the faid George 
the Third has alfo fen t fleets and 
armies to profecute a cruel war 
againft them, for nhe purpofe of 
reducing the inhabitants of the faid 
Colonies to a ftate of abject flavery ; 
in confequence whereof, all govern- 
ment under the faid King, within 
the faid Colonies, hath ceafed, and 
a total diflblution of government in 
many of them hath taken place : 
And whereas the Continental Con- 
grefs, having confidered thepreroifes, 
t and other previous violations of the 
rights of the good people of Ameri- 
ca,, have therefore declared, that 
the Thirteen United Colonies are of 
right wholly abfolved from all alle- 
giance to the Britifh crown, or any 
other foreign jurifdicYion whatfoever ; 
and that the faid Colonies now are, 
and for ever (hall be, free and inde- 
pendent ftates : Wherefore, in our 
prefent date, in order to prevent 
anarchy and con fufi on, it becomes 
neceflary that government fhould be 
eftablithed in this ftate : Therefore, 
we, the rcprefentatives of the free- 
men of North Carolina, chofen and 
aflembled in Congrefs, for. the ex- 
prefs purpofe of framing a conftitu- 



tion, under the authority of the 
people, molt conducive to their hap- 
pinefs and profperity, do declare, 
that a government for this ftate (hall 
be eftablifhed in manner and form 
following, to wit : 

1 . That the legiflativc authority 
mail be veiled in two diHiiift branch- 
es, both dependent ■:©» ihe people,, 
to wit, a Senate, and Houft af Com- 
mons. S ' ■ /'!- 

2. That the Senate fliall be coin- 
pofed of >cpTeferttativc« annually 
chofen by ballot, one for each coun- 
ty in the ftate. 

3 . Tha* the Houfe of Commons 
(hall be composed of reprefentatives 
annually chofen by ballot; t*ro for 
each county, and one for each of the 
towns of Edentown, Newbern» Wil- 
mington, Saliibury, Hiilfborougji^ 
and Hallifax. 

4. That the Senate and Houfe of 
Commons, afTembled for the purpofe 
of legiflation, fhall be denominated 
The General AJfemhly. 

5. That each member of the 
Senate (hall have ufually refided in 
the county in which he is chofen^ for 
one year immediately preceding -his 
election, and for the fame time fhall 
have poffefTed, and continue, 1 to 
pofTcfs, in the county which he re- 
prefents, not le^» than three hundred 
acres of land in fee. • .-■■• 

6. That each member of theHonfe 
of Commons fhaH have ufually re- 
fided in the county in which he is 
chofen, fcr one year immediately 
preceding his election,- and -ibr. fix 
months (hall have pofieifed*: andioon- 
tinue to psflefs, in the cennxty which 
he repre Tents', * not lefs : than* mono 
hundred acres of land in fac^uOT; for 
the term of his ov/n life, .j..;;^,/ 

7. That all freemen of th© ; age of 
twentv-one years, who hajVeiibeen 
inhabitants of any one county .within 
the ftate twelve month* immediately 
preceding the day of -&tiy>eJe$ion, 
and poffefTed cf a freehold; within 
the fame bounty of fifty sfctr&Bjofjland

8. That all freemen of the age of 4 
twenty-one years, who have been 
inhabitants of any county within 
the (late twelve months immediately 
preceding the day of any election, 
and (hall have paid public taxes, 
ibafl be entitled to vo$e for members 
Of' the 1 Houfe of Commons,, for the 
ctSutttyin which he refides. 

jr That, all perfons poifefled of a

13. That the General Aflembly 
fliall, by joint ballot of both houfes, 
appoint judges of the Supreme Courts 
of law and equity, judges of Ad- 
miralty, and attorney-general, who 
ihall be commiffioned by the Go- 
vernor, and hold their offices during 
good behaviour. 

14. That the Senate and Houfe 
of Commons ihall have power to 
appoint the generals and field officers 
of the militia, and all officers of the 
regular army of this ftate. 

15. That the Senate and Houie 
of Commons, jointly, at their firil 
meeting after each annual election, 
fliall by ballot elect a Governor for 
one year, who ihall not be eligible 
to that office longer than three years 
in fix fucceffive years. That no 
perfon under thirty years of age, 
and who has not been a refident in 
this ftate above five years, and having 
in the ftate a freehold in lands and 
tenements above the value of one 
thoufand pounds, ihall be eligible as 
a Governor. 

16. That the Senate and Houfe 
of Commons, jointly, at their firil 
meeting after each annual election, 
ihall, by ballot, elect {even perfons 
to be a council of ilate for one year, 
who ihall advife the Governor in 
the execution of his office, and that 
four members ihall be a quorum; 
their advice and proceedings ihall be 
entered in a journal to be kept for 
that purpofe only, and iigned by the 
members prefent, to any part of 
which any member prefent may enter .

AfTembly fhall have power, by and 
with the advice of the Council, of >

lb.' That the Governor for the 
tim^being fhall have power to draw 
for, and apply fuch fums of money 
as fhall be voted by the General Af- 
fenbly for the contingencies of go- 
vernment, and_ be accountable to 
them for the fame. He alfo may, 
by and with the advice of the Coun- 
cil of State, lay embargoes, or pro- 
hibit die expertation of any com- 
modity, for any term not exceeding 
thirty days at any one time, in the 
recefs of the General AfTembly ; and 
fhall have the power of granting 
pardons and reprieves, except where 
the profecution fhall be carried on by

21. That the Governor, Judgft* 
of the Supreme Court of law and 
equity, Judges of Admiralty, t&nd 
Attqrney-general, , fhall have, acte^ 
quate falaries, during their con- 
tinuance in office.

* 31. Thart no clergyman or preach- 
er of the gofpel, of any denomina- 
tion, (halt be capable of being a 
member of either the Senate, Houfe 
of Commons, or Council of State, 
while he continues in the exercife of 
the paftoral function. 

32. That no perfon who Ihall 
cleny the being of God, or the truth 
of the Proteitant religion, or the 
divine authority either of die Old o* 
New Teftament, or who ihall hold 
religious principles incompatible with 
the freedom and fafety of the ft ate, 
Jhall be capable of holding any office, 
or place of truft or profit in the civil 
department within this ftate. 

33. That the juftices of the peace 
within their refpe&ive counties in 
this ftate, ihall in future be recom- 
mended to the Governor ibr the 
time being, by the reprefentatives 
in General Aifembly* and the Go- 
vernor ihall commiiEon them accord* 



ingly 5 and thfc ju-itlces, whete fo 
commiflioned, fhall hold their offices 
during good behaviour, and, ihall 
not be removed from office hy the 
General AiTembly, unlefs for naif*- 
behaviour, abfence, or inability. 

34. That there ihall be no efta- 
bliihment of any one religious church 
or denomination in this ftate in pre- 
ference to any other, neither ihall 
any perfon, on any pretence what- 
foever, be compelled to attends any 
place of worihip contrary to his own 
faith or judgment, nor be obliged 
to pay for the purchafeof any glebe, 
or the building of any houfe of 
worihip, or for the maintenance of 
any minifter or miniftry, contrary 
to what he believes right, or ha? 
voluntarily and peribnally engaged 
to perform; but all perfons ihall be 
at liberty to exercife their own mode 
of worihip. Provided, That nothing 
herein contained ihall be. conftrued 
,to exempt preachers of treafonable 
or feditious difcourfes from legal 
trial and puniihment. 

35. That no perfon in the ftate 
ihall hold more than one lucrative 
office at any one time. Provided* 
That no appointment in the militia* 
or the office of a juftice of the peace, 
ihall be coniidered as a lucrative 
office. 

36. That all cbmmiflions and 
grants ihall run in the name of the 
State of North Carolina, and bear 
teft, and be figned by the Governor, 
All writs ihall run in the fame man- 
ner, and bear teft, and be iigned by 
the clerks of the refpe&ive courts. 
Indictments ihall conclude, Jgainfi 
the peace and dignity of the ftate. 

37. That the delegates for this 
ftate to the Continental Congrefs, 
while neceiTary, ihall be chofen an* 
nually by the General AiTembly, 
by ballot, but may be fuperfeded j,a . 
the mean time in the fame manner, 
and no perfon ihall be elected to

45. That any member of either 
Jwttfeef General AfTembly fhall have 
liberty to diiTent from, and proteft 
fcgainit, any acl or refolve which he 
may think injurious to the public, 
or any individual, and have the 
reafons of his difient entered on the 
journals* 



46. That neither houfe 'of , the 
General AfTembly fhall proceed upon 
public bufruefs, unlets 4 majority of 
all the member) of ft>ch ho ufe art 
actually prcfent; and that upon a 
motion made and feconded, the yeas 
and nays upon any-queftion fhall be 
taken and entered on the journals ; 
and that' the journals of the pro- 
ceedings' of both houfes of the Gene- 
ral Affembly frail be printed, and 
m ade pu blkr, immediately after their 
adjournment. 

This conftitution is not intended 
to preclude the pre lent Congrefs 
from making a temporary provifion 
for the well ordering of this ftate, 
until the General AfTembly fhall 
eftablifh government agreeable to the 
mode herein before described.

The CoNStiTurinN of the Stmt* of 

Georgia, unanimoujly agreed to; 

in Convention, the $tb o/Te- 

bruaty, 1777. 

Whereas the conduct of the legis- 
lature of Great Britain for many 
years pall, has been fo opprefGye. on 
the people of America, that of late 
years, they have plainly declared, 
and afferted a right to raiie taxes? 
upon the people of America, and to 
make laws to bind* them in all cafes 
whatfoever, without their confent ; 
which conduct being repugnant to 
the common rights of mankind, 
hash obliged the Americans, as free- 
men, to oppofe fuch oppreffive mea- 
fures, and to afTert the rights and 
privileges they are entitled to, by 
the laws of nature and reafon ; and 
accordingly it hath been done by the 
general confent of all the people of 
the ftates of New Hampfhire, Mafia- 
chufctts Bay, Rhode Ifland, Con- 
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tte£ttcut,*New York, New Jerfey, 
Fermlylvania, the counties of New- 
eaiile, Kent, and SufTex on Dela- 
ware, Maryjand, Virginia, North 
Carolina, South Carolina, and Geor- 
gia, given by their reprefentatives 
met together in General Congreft, in 
the city cl" Philadelphia. 

A net Whereas k hath been irecora* 
mehxle/d bythe<4aid Congrefs o*n the 
llfte^h^h 1 of ?i«ay ( laft,i to: the rofpec- 
ti ve AflenYbiies and Conven tiom of 
the 'United Staitesv where no govern- 
ment, fafiicient to the exigencies of 
their affairs, hath been hitherto ef-. 
Ublifhed, to adopt fuch government, 
as may, in the opinion of the repre- 
sentatives off the people* bed con- 
duce *to ^the happfci«fs and Safety of 
their conftkuems in particular, and 
America in general. 

And whereas the independence of 
the United States of America has 
been alib declared, on the fourth 
day of July, one thoufand {even 
Wftdred and feventy-fix, by the faid 
honourable Congrefs, and all politi- 
cal connections between them and 
the crown of Great Britain is in coh- 
fequence thereof diffolved, 

We, therefore, the reprefentatives 
of the people, from whom all power 
originates, and for whofe benefit alL 
government is intended, by virtue 
of the power delegated to us, do or- 
dain and declare, and it is hereby 
ordained and declared, that the fol- 
lowing rules and regulations be a- 
dopted for the future government of 
this ftate : 

I , The legiflative, executive, and 
judiciary departments fhall be fepa- 
rati and difHnct, fo that neither ex- 
erclfe the powers properly belonging 
to the other. 

z: The legiflature of this ftate 
mall be compofed of the representa- 
tives of the people, as is herein after 
porn ted out r And the reprefentatives 
«xali he elected yearly, and every 
year, qn the firil Tuefday in Decem- 



ber ; and the reprefentatives fo elect- 
ed, (hall meet the firft TueiUay ia 
January following, at Savannah, of 
any other pface or places, whets the 
Houfe of AiTembly for the time be- 
ing (hall direct. 

On the firft day of the meeting of 
the reprefentatives fo chofen, : they 
mail proceed to the choice o£ a Go- 
vernor^ who mail he JHled honour- 
able', aud>of aa executive council, - 
by ballot out of their own bddy,. 
via. two from each county, except 
thofe counties which are not yet en- 
titled to fend ten members- One of 
each county ihall always attend 
where the Governor re fides, by- 
monthly rotation, unlefs the mem- 
bers of each county agree for a 
longer or fh or ter period ; this is not 
intended to exclude either member 
attending : the remaining number 
of reprefentatives mall be called the 
Tift Houfe of AJfetnbly ; and the ma- 
jority of the members of the faid 
houfe (hall have power to proceed 
on bufinefs. 

3. It lhall be an unalterable rule,, 
that the Houfe of AfTembly, (hall ?x- ; 
pire, 3nd be at an end yearly and

Ten members for each county, as is 
herein after directed,, excepting the 
county of Liberty, which contains 
three parifhes, and that fhall be at-, 
lowed fourteen. .

with fheep and cattle ; a river run- 
ning through the fame, with a fhip 
under full fail, and the motto, Deut 
nobis b tec Otia fecit. 

58. No perfon fhall be allowed to 
plead in the courts of law, in this 
itate, except thofe who are authoris- 
ed fo to do by the Houfe of Aflem- 
bly ; and if any perfon fo authorifed 
fhall be found guilty of mal-practice 
before the Houfe of AfTembly, they 
fhall have power to fufpend them. 
This is not intended to exclude any 
perfon from that inherent privilege 
of every freeman, the liberty to 
plead his own caufe. 

59. Exceflive fines fhall not be le- 
vied, nor exceffive bail demanded. 

60. The principles of the habeas 
corpus act fhall be part of this con- 
ftitution. 

61. Freedom of the prefs, and 
trial by jury, to remain inviolate for 
ever. 

62. No clergyman, of any deno- 
mination, fhall be allowed a feat in 
the legiflature. 

63. No alteration maH' be made 
in this conftitution without petitions 
from a majority of the counties, and 
the voters in each county within this 
ftate. At which time the Affembly 
fhall order a Convention to be called 
for that purpofe, fpecifying the alte- 
rations to be made, according to the 
petitions preferred to the AfTembly 
by the majority of the counties as 
aforefaid.

Being informed from many quar- 
ters that the mifreprefentations, fo 
generally circulated relative to the 
foppofed introduction of a bill into 
the Houfe of Lords in England, de- 
claring the right of the Britiih par- 
liament to bind Ireland in matters of 
external legitimation, have created 
much uneafinefs in many parts of the 
kingdom, and particularly amongft 
your refpeclable conftituents, I mull 
jntreat your good offices in feuing 
right a matter, the mifconception of 
which may fo materially injure the 
public fervice, by difturbing that 
harmony which is, I truft, fully and 
finally eitablifhed between the king- 
doms, the interruption of which can- 
- not but be highly detrimental to the 
interefls, happinefs, and tranquility 
of both; the report of the above- 
jnentioned bill having been fuffered 
to lie upon the table of the Houfe of 
Lords is wholly without foundation. 
It is true that . the Earl of Abingdon 
did intimate a wifh that it might be 
permitted to lie upon the table, but 
upon being informed that the pro- 
pofrtion would be objected to, and 
there appearing, no probability of his 
finding himfelf fuppqrted by any 
Lmd in the houfe, his Lord&ip de- 
cKoed naaking any motion upon the 
fdbjec^,. and vonfcquently .there ap- 
pear >opon the minutes of that day's 
bnfinefs no traces whatever of thei 
tranfaclion. I have reafon to be-

and ufeful defence for Scotland, ^the 
bufinefs was opened by the JSfarl of 
Glencairn, in a concife, fenfrble and 
fpirited fpeech. His Lordfhip gave 
a view of the defencelefs ft ate of 
this country, and held forth; in 
[Irong language, the-rlght we had to 
in equal and conftitiitional defence 
with the fouthern part of the king- 
dom. He faid, that the laft Scots 
militia bill had not been loft fo much 
by the averfion of %he Englilh mem- 
bers to the plan, as by the fa pin e- 
nefs of the Scots members to bring 
forward and fupport the ineafufe. 
He pictured the Englifti militia* a $"* a 
(landing army, and as oppreftrve; 
but that a Scots national • dfcfenbe 
might be formed without thefe dis- 
advantages. He ftated the exahiple 
of Switzerland, which, t>y a confti- 
tutional and well-ordered internal 
defence, had fupported her liberty, 
and had been always too formidable 
for foreign invafion. The lrjattial 
fpirit of the country, he !.4aidl Was 
well known, and he hoped that 
fpirit might be roufed to an attention 
to our prefent fituationi .Th£ in- 
tention of the meeting wai, $5t the 
means of a conftituuonal ]ra&nce 
" ^ Diould 
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fliould be confidered of, and the 
fenfeof the country mould be taken. 
His Lordfhip then read to the meet- 
ing, (he , three firft rcfolutions, and 
the head$ of a pj^n to be coafidered 
•f for, a bill on this fu eject. 

Sir Jofia Dalryinple next rofe. 
The honourable j^ionet highly ap- 
prove^ of the propofed resolutions. 
rfe j^ave the hiftory of the feveral 
applications for a Scots militia, and 
tfie caufes,of the failure of their fac- 
cefs, from the fituation or views of 
the then King's Minifters. He 
ftated. his private information, of 
Lord Shelburne being friendly to this 
country^ and friendly to the laft 
prapo&l of a Scots militia ; and 
therefore, that the meeting mould 
write to his Lordfhip, with the pro- 
pofed bill, which mould be drawn 
up by the meeting, but that the 
counties fhould by no means be con- 
sulted in the bufinefs. The honour- 
able Baronet's reafon for this laft 
was, that when the bufinefs was fo 

' diffufed, and different opinions col- 
lected, that nothing would be done; 
and gave, from his own knowledge, 
an account of the lefs of two national 
bills,, by being referred to the coun- 
ties for their opinions. The firft 
was. the alteration of the entail act 
for, Scotland, where he was in oppo- 
sition, w£th Eve others, againfl the 
whole faculty of advocates, and, on 
purpofe, to get rid of fo unequal a 
coftteff,* and To powerful a majority, 

- He jprppofed .that the confideration of 
the matter fhould be fent to the 
counties^ and there it ended. The 
other inftance he gave was, the late 
proposed bill refpecting the exporta- 
tion of wool; that bill had alfo been 
fent to the counties of England, and 
opponte fentiments being collected, 
nothing was done. 

TJo tfyis reasoning the Earl of 
Glencairn fa}d, that he did not ap- ~~ 
pretend! that this meeting, fo few in 
proportion to the body of the people, 
cow thlce any meafurerefpecling the 



country at large, without con ful ting 
the counties. That if, upon trial, 
the nation was found fupine, and 
JnJifffrent to a national defence, 
there the matter wouhl reft; but 
that the meeting coulu by no means 
prefume to dictate, or carry forward 
meafures of the kind, without con* 
fql ting the fenfe of the country. 

This called up the Earl of Moray, 
who, in a clear, diftinct, and deci- 
ded fpecch, coincided with the laft 
noble Lord, that it would be pre* 
fumptuous and difrefpectful to take 
meafures without conful ting the coun- 
try at large. His Lord (hit) faid, that 
convinced at he was of tne utility, 
of the neceflfty of the meafure then 
under confideration, yet, if it was 
found not to be the general Voice of 
the nation, or two thirds of it at 
leaft, he would not urge its being 
carried forward* 

His Lordfhip was followed by Mr. 
Dewar, who approved of the plan of 
a national defence, but difapproved 
of its being on the plan of the Eng- 
lish militia, which was in fact not a 
militia, but a Handing army, and 
oppreffive to the country, without 
the benefit ariling from a ftahding 
army. That, if a militia was formed 
on fuch a plan as he had now heard 
read, he would give it every fupport 
in his power. 

The Earl of Hopetoun next rofe. 
His Lordfhip ftrenuoufly fupported 
the idea of a national defence. He 
related the proceedings of the late 
meeting, at the St. Alban's tavern, 
upon the Scots militia bill, and 
went fully into the argument upon 
the fubject. 

His Lordfhip thought, that as, by 
the union, we were one and the 
fame nation, no diftinction what- 
ever ought to be made between the 
Countries; and efpecially refpecting 
the militia of England and Scotland. 
He faid, that the EnglHh militia, 
when in the field, coft the nation' 
~8db,bool.' that the utmoft extent 
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which Scotland wiwed for would not 
amount, when the men were called 
out, to i20,oool. yet Scotland paid 
for the Englifh militia, while Eng-* 
land had denied to Scotland a con- 
stitutional defence, either from ava- 
rice, diftruft, or difrefpeft. That 
the Commanderin Chiel had allowed 
that the refources of the army were 
from Scotland, that by her the bat- 
tles of the empire were fought, and 
victories obtained ; and yet England 
had denied this country an internal 
protection ! That Scotland afked for 
nothing more than what {he wa* 
ju&ly entitled to, and mould demand 
as her right ; and that, for his own 
part, he was refolved, in his own 
county, fbon to form a plan of de- 
fence, fince a conftitutional national 
one had been refufed. 

Sir John Dalrymple then rofe and 
laid, the prefent debate was a proof 
of what he faid would happen; one 
was for a militia the fame as England, 
while another was for a different 
plan. But he would meet the noble 
Lords, and agree to the bill being 
lent, to the counties. He was for 
drawing up a bill on the plan that 
had been fuggefted; but he would 
agree. to a militia on the plan of the 
Engliih, or any other, rather than 
have none. 

The Earl of Hopetoun then gave 
up the idea of the plan of the Englifh 
militia, if a better and lefs opprehlve 
plan could be formed. 
. The Prefes then propofed feveral 
refolutions, which were read and 
imanimoufly agreed to, and a Com- 
mittee appointed to meet and frame 
a bill on the plan which had been 
read, which was to be feht to the 
different counties for their opinions. 
; A fubfcription to defray the ne- 
ceffary expences r to bring forward 
tfee plan, was then propofed, and 
arid a] fa agreed to, which concluded 
t^e bufineis. 

t ^The following day. there was a 
meeting of feveral Noblemen and

houfes, who approved of the refo- 
lutions of the counties of Moray, 
Caithnefs, and lnvernefs, relative to 
fictitious votes, and appointed a 
Committee to correfpOnd with the 
feveral counties an Scotland on the 
fubjecl of applying to Parliament for 
obtaining a more conftitutional mode 
of creating " qualifications ' in the 
elections o? members of $he Houfe 
of Commons. 



Extrd& from the Regiftir of the Refo- 
lutions of their High MigbtineJJes the 
States General of the United fro- 
winces, of '"Friday the $tb' of jffJj/% 

His Serene Highnefs the Prince 
Stadtholder having this day attended 
the Affembly of the Secret. Commit- 
tee, made the following proppfai to 
the deputies of their High- Migjiti- 
neffes : 

•*, Noble- and Mighty Lords, 

9 ' When at the latter end of May, 
at my return from the road of Niew 
Diepy I rendered an account to your 
Noble Mightineffes of the meafures 
which I had taken, I at the fame 
time delivered the original resolution 
of the Council of War, which toad 
been held in my prefence bri be/aid 
the Admiral General m&j of { #ar; 
and t had the fatisfa&ion 6^ finding, 
that my conducl was approved f of. 
Being informed ii nee that thetfaVal 
force of the enemy had be'e/nVjgrtfl&y 
diminished in the North 'o^a, 1 I 
wrote on the 6th of June, to^drniral 
Hartfink, the commanding dfljee^r 1 of 
our fleet, to enjoin him, in cojhfe- 
quence of the refolution of ^ the 
Council of War, held on'tfie 2*7 th 
of May, to fetfail immediately,' and 
to order the convoys out, chawing 
him at the fame time, that as Totfn 
as he mould go to the fei^hellfeuld 
ufe his utmoft endeavours to'ah'itby 
the enemy in every jpoffible : manner, 
and to take, burn, fink, attd d^ftroy 
their (hips, as circumftances fhpuld 
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direft, and on all occaiions to main- 
tain the honour of the Dutch flag* 
to ftrive to make binifelf matter of 
the North Seas ; to protect the mer- 
chantmen,, laden for the Baltics to 
repair to the ftips of the Eaft-India 
Company, which were at Drontheim, 
and if i£ was poifible to accompany 
each of them to the port of its de&i- 
nation ; to fupport, againfl the Eng- 
lifh, all the veflels belonging to the 
fubjecls of the powers at war with 
Great-Britain; and to conclude, to 
avoid every thing that might give a 
juft caufe of cornplaint to any of the 
Neutral Powers. — But on the. other 
hand, to feize all veffejs laden with 
contraband goods, with as , much 
ftridnefs as fljould be found com- 
patible with the treaties fubfifUng 
with thofe powers. 

/^ But this announced diminution 
of the enemy f s naval force not being 
verified, arid the Englifh fleet, on 
the contrary, appearing daily within 
fight of the Texei and the Ulie, it 
was not for that of the Republic to 
fail under thofe circumflances. It 
has been only within thefe few days 
that J haye learned that the Englifh 
firft-rate fhips. have failed to make 
their appearance; in confequence of 
which, on tfye 2 2d of June, I wrote 
to enjoin Admiral Hartfink to dif- 
patch with the utmoft expedition, 
feveral light veflels to difcover the 
enemy, to aflemble a Council of 
War, and to inform of the refolu- 
tion which they fhould come to. 
An extract of my letter will be found 
infer ted in the minutes of the Qoun- 
cil of War, held on the 4th of June, 
which . I thought proper to commu- 
nicate to your Noble MightinefTes.— 
You will therefore fee that the uria-r 
nimpus opinion of the members 
which compofed it, oppofed the 
failing of our fleet, till information 
ihould be received of the combined 
fleets of France being arrived in the 
^hannel, and of the Englifh having 



turned their forces a different way. 
I thought, therefore, that it did not 
belong to me to determine fingly 
upon the departure of . the fleet, 
again A the unanimous voice of the 
Council of war; and on that account 
I judged it neceflary to confuk with 
the Councillors and Miniflers of the 
refpeclive Admiralties, convened by 
their High MightineflTes. I commu- 
nicated to them the minutes of the^ 
laft Council of War, and they re- 
plied by the annexed paper, to which 
I have conformed myfelf, by ad- 
drefling a letter, on the 2d of June, 
to Admiral Hartfink, informing frim,, 
that I adhered to it, and that I au* 
thorized him afrefh to fee fail, .The 
Council of War, lail Tuefday, ac- 
quainted me with the farther refuit 
of their deliberations, which you 
will alfo find in the annexed papery* 
and which are entirety conformable 
to the principles previoufly adopted; 
except that they contain foirie over- 
tures on the fubjeft of thedifpofition 
of the veflels which are now off Zea- 
land and in the Ulie. This refo- 
lution has induced me to enter Tn to 
a fecond confultation with the Mi- 
niiters and Councillors of the .ad- 
miniflration, and I depoflt theilr 
opinions in the hands of your Noble 
MightinefTes, and fhall refer myfelf, 
for the fake of brevity. 

" This full explanation will prove 
to you, Noble and Mighty "Lords, 
that I have long defired to put the 
forces of the Republic into aclibn, 
and to employ them effectually againflf 
the enemy wherever our fituatioa 
would admit of it. All my orders 
and proceedings have tended to this 
point; only I have hefitated to aft 
in oppofition to the fentiments of fo 
many naval officers of known and 
experienced bravery, the' greatell 
part of whom have proved them fel vet 
neither deficient in " courage nor 
judgment. I would* nqt relblve id 
conftde folely in my own knowledge; 
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fo make myfelf refponfible for the 
evcnti of war, and tp infill pofitively 
upon Che failing of the {feet, at a 
time when all the profcflional men 
advifed me again ft it. Yon will fee* 
Noble and Mighty Lords, by the 
laft opinions of the Councillors and 
Minifters of the Admiralties, that 
they form the fentinients of the 
Coutcil of War, and that they have 
jieclared them fe Ives for the imme- 
diate departure of the fleet. I 
yefterday again informed Admiral 
Hartfink of the opinion of the depu- 
ties of the Admiralties, and I ob- 
served to him that the meafure might 
ibon be practicable. I required, 
therefore, that the fleet fhould fail 
with the firft eaft wind : and, if they 
ihould not be able to get any farther 
thaa before the Halberds, chat they 
might then, if poulble, join the {flips 
of Zealand and the Ulie, and 
execute the orders prefcribed by my 
million of the 6th of June; that at 
all events they ihould without delay 
make the neceiTary preparations and 
arrangements for enabling them to 
put to fca with the fir ft f.iir wind ; 
lttppofing that by the authority of 
their High Mightinefles, you ihould 
think proper, Noble and Mighty 
Lordfi, to require it. In hopes that 
your Noble Mightinefles will be 
pleafed (fo approve of the conduct, 
which I thought it my duty to ob- 
serve, and that will furnidi me with 
tefpe&of the failing, with fuch re- 
fohnion as mall appear to you moft 
a£ifc*bk." 

Upon which, having deliberated 
*t the Aflembry of the Generality, 
their High Mightinefles thanked his 
$mtk& Higbnefs for his information, 
and highly approved of his proceed- 
ings, requiring, hitq at the fame time 
to determine the iinmedi4:e failing 
of the fleet, agreeable to the laft 
opinion of the fiepudesof tjie Col- 
leges ofi Admiralty, and to difpatch 
the ncceflary orders for that purpofe 
Ip Admiral Hartnnk.

Major Ganey and the 
men under his command to lay down 
their arms, as enemies to the (late, 
and are not to refume them again 
natil Ordered to do fo, in fupport of 
the intereft of the United States, 
and of this ftate in particular. 

JJ. We will deliver up all negroes, 
horfes, cattle, and other property 
that has been taken from this or any 
other ftate. 

IU. We will demean ourfelves as 
peaceable citizens of this ftate, and 
iubmit ourfelves to be governed by 
k& lawsi in the fame manner as the 
yeil of the citizens thereof. 

IV* We do engage to apprehend 
and deliver up all perfona within our 



diftricl, who /hall refufe to accede to 
thefe terms, and contumacioufly per*, 
fift in rebellion again ft this ftate. 

V. We will deliver up, as foon 
as poffible, every man who belongs 
to any regular line in the American 
fervice, and every inhabitant of 
North Carolina, this, or any other 
ftate, who have joined you fince the 
17th of June, 1781, when the for- 
mer treaty was made, or oblige 
them to go out of the diftricl, and 
whenever they return, to take and 
deliver them into fafe cuftody in any 
jail within the ftate. 

Vf. Every man is to fign an in- 
ftru me nt of writing, profefling their 
allegiance to the United States of 
America, and the ftate of Sooth 
Carolina in particular ; and to abjure 
his Britannic Majefty, his heirs, fuc- 
ceffors, and adherents, and promife 
to oppofe all the enemies of the 
United States, and the State of 
South Carolina in particular. 

VII. All arms, ammunition, an<i, 
other warlike ftores, the property of 
the Britifh, to be delivered up. 
v VIII: The above feven article* 
being agreed on, they fhall have a 
full pardon for treafons committed 
by them againft the ftate, and enjoy 
their property, and be protected by> 
the laws thereof. 

IX. Snch'men who do not chufc 
to accede to thefe articles, fhall have ; 
leave to go within the Britifh Titles, 
and to march by the 25th inftant* 
and be fafely conducted with fdeh 
of their wives and children as may 
be able to travel, and carry or fell 
their property, except cattle, fheep, 
and hogs, which they may difpofe 
of, but not carry with them. Such 
women and children who cannot be/ 
removed, may remain until the ftrtf" 
day of Septem ber next. The officers 
to keep their piftols and fide arms ; 
all other arms to be difpofed of, 1 
and not carried with them. Each 
field officer and Captain to retain one 
horfe, not exceeding twelve in the 
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whole, and.no other perfon to take 
with him any, more horfes that may 
be fit for dragoon fervice within the 
Britifh lines. 

We have agreed to the before- 
mentioned nine articles, and have 
figned the fame at Birch's Mill, on 
Pedee,, this 8th day of June, 1782.

Sir Egerton Leigh, of the 37th re- 
giment, came pafTengers, and By 
her we have the following intelli- 
gence ;

the fupporters of libeay and juftice, 
as the friends of mankind, and de- 
liverers of the opprefled.

William Hornby, Efq. Governor 
of Bombay, in a letter dated 20th 
April, 1782, has transmitted to the 
Court of Directors the following in- 
telligence, which he received from 
the various accounts collected from 
the. other fide of India. 

That on the 9th of .February, the 
Jhips under Captain Alms, with Ge- 
neral Meadows, Colonel Fullerton, 
and 400 foldiers, arrived at Fort 
St. George. That on the 14th, at 
night, the Freach 'fleet anchored 
three leagues to windward of Fort 
St. George, and in the morning of 
the 1 5 th they got under way, and ad- 
vanced under an eafy fail, and in 
order of -battle: about two P, M. 
they bore away, and at four our Ad- 
miral made the fignal for weighing, 
and the enemy faw his fquadron 
under way, following, before fun- 
fet. The Admiral difpatched the 
Monmouth, Ifis; and Seaborfe, in 
purfuit . of the French tranfports. 
The Ifis took theLauriHon, of about 

1 500 tons, having on board feveral 
officers, near 200 foldiers; with a 
moft complete and very large quan- 
tity of artillery, and other military 
ftores, and 150,0001b. of powder. 
This tranfport got fafe into the Road ; 
the Ifis, after clearing the Lauriftoii 
with much difpatch, was dofe upon 
two other tranfports, one of which, 
had flruck to her, but was not taken 
pofleflion of when the fignal for call- 
ing in cYuizers, and forming the line 
of battle, was made from the Su- 
perbe, and the three cruizing mips 
joined the fquadrom On the 17th, 
Sir Edwardiiughes formed- the line 
of, battle. The van confifted of the 
fiagle, Monmouth, Wbrtefler, and 



Burford ; th* Superbe in the centres 
and the Hero, Exeter, Monarca, and 
Ifis, in the rear. Monfieur Suffreiii 
led the van of his own fhips ; but 
inftead of leading up his line to the 
van of ours, he flopped fhort at our 
Admiral's fhip, followed by feven 
more, which fupported him* and alfo 
engaged with the four Item molt of 
Ours, but carefully avoided a clofe 
aclion. This attaek wa$ chiefly di- 
rected at the Superbe and Exeter, 
the Admiral's and Commodore's 
ihrps ; each had two, and the Com- 
modore had fometimes three of them 
Xb deal with. The Exeter was in 
imminent danger of falling into the 
enemy's hands, till Captain Gell, in 
the Monarca, came to her affiflance, 
and poured fuch an ince/Tant force of 
fire- into the fhip that was' engaged 
with her, as does a great deal of ho- 
nour to himfelf, his officers, and peo- 
ple. By this manoeuvre of Monneur 
SufFrein, our four excellent (hips, 
with their tried commanders in the 
van, were rendered totally ufelefs, 
and yet it does not feem that he 
gained any other advantage than 
Javing'his own force entire. After 
an engagement of upwards of two 
hours the enemy cealed firing, and 
hauled off after their tranfports. 
What damage they fuftained does 
not feem to be exactly known, though 
by the account of four feamen who 
were taken in tjie Hannibal, and 
made their efcape from Monfieur 
SufFrein's fhip, it appears that the 
French fleet had fuffered mtfch ; the' 
Hero and Hannibal in particular re- 
ceived a great deal of damage' in 
thefr hulls; as well as in their mafts 
and rigging. That the ,Hero had 
fixty men killed, and a much greater 
number wounded, and that another 
feventy-four gun ihip loft as many, 
befkies her Captain. Our lofs in the 
engagement, is Captain Stevens^of 
the Superb?, and Captain Reynolds, 
of the Exeter; with two officerV of 
the 98th regiment, and thirty-two 

killed ; 
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killed; two officers of the Saperbe, 
and two officers of the Exeter, with 
95 wounded, chiefly belonging to 
thofe two fhips. Every body fpeaks 
well of the Admiral's cool and Aeady 
conducV 

Sir Edward Hughes, after the 
a&ion, proceeded to Trin com alee to 
repair his damages, and having re- 
fitted, he returned to Fort St. George 
the 10th of March. The French 
fleet lay off Pondicjjerry the 24th of 
March. 

Monfieur Suffrem's fleet confined 
of ten fail of the line and* two fifties ; 
and the fleet under the command #>f 
Sir Edward Hughes of eight fail of 
the line and one fifty. 

The Royal Admiral and Neptune 
failed from Bombay for Calcutta, 
the former on the 5 th, and the latter 
pn the 26th of Apjil.

be infpired by the pleafing hope of 
feeing Ireland, our beloved country, 
regain her loft honour, her name, 
her juft and original rights, the re.- 
fpectable confequence to which fhe 
is entitled amidft the nations of Eu- 
rope. Next to the aufpicious 15th of 
February, the 1 6th of April, 1782, 
will fhinein the annals of the nation 
with refplendent luftre. Supported 
by the prudence, by the magnani- 
mity of our fellow citizens in arms, 
and by the determined, unanimous 
fentiments of the people, then it was 
lhat our Parliament reprefehted our 



grievances to Majefly, with a dignity 
becoming the Peers of Ireland, and 
worthy of the reprefentatives of a 
nation born to enjoy the privileges 
of freedom. Permit us, my Lord, 
to dwell for a moment on this im- 
portant tran faction, and its imme- 
diate corifequences : they ftied the 
fir ft general ray upon our profpect, 
and are the foundation of our confe- 
quence. Upon that memorable o<- 
cafion the Lords, in their addrefs to 
the Throne, with a. view to the re- 
peal of the 6th of George the Firft, 
declared it to be a grievance ; afTert- 
ed that Ireland is an independent 
kingdom j and that none but our 
King, with our Lords and Commons, 
are competent to make laws to bind 
us. We are happy, my Lord, that 
updn the fame fubject, the Commons . 
in their addrefs are full and explicit ; 
that they denied any Parliament, 
except our own, to have power or 
authority, of any fort whatsoever, in 
this country j that they declared this 
principle to be the very efTence ; of 
our liberties, a principle not to be 
yielded up but with their lives. It 
gives us particular pleafure, that 
their reafons for defiling a repeal of 
the Englifh- declaratory Act, fc^ex- 
prefsly point out the claims of the 
Britifh Parliament to legiflate foi; us, 
which it advances, as that which 
makes it injurious to our rights,* and 
the chief caufe of the difcontents aqd 
jealoufies of this kingdom. 

We could have no dependence 
on the faith of our fifter country, as 
renouncing all pretenfions of making 
laws to bind Ireland, did we ima- 
gine that*fhe made, with refpect to 
lis; the leaft diftinction betwixt the 
right of external and internal legifla- 
tion j a diftinction which we have 
ever reprobated, being ^founded on 
ufurpation, and totally inconfiftent 
with our -privileges. 

The national benefits we have re- 
ceived, reflect particular honour up- 
on the patriotic adminjtflratkm of

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the Duke of Portland, for whofe 
perfonal virtues we have a high 
cfieera, ard to whofe celebrated an- 
ceflor the friends of liberty in thefe 
kingdoms; at a mod critical period, 
were exceedingly indebted* 

Our loyalty to the King, we truft, 
we (hall always retain with unremir> 
ting zeal, whilf! we retain the firm- 
nels ami the principle, which, by 
the blcfling of Providence, has been 
"the means of this great revolution. 
Ton, my Lord, who have had 6) 
large and honourable a (hare in it, 
hi ufl feel the advantages refultirrg 
"from it to your country, with exqui- 
fite fenfibility. With the warmth of 
xefpect and affection, we thank your 
Lordfhip for the public fpirit, for 
the fieady perfevering exertions in 
behalf of the rights of Ireland, by 
which yon have been fo eminently 
diftinguifhed. Sentiments infpired 
bjr fuch obligations cannot be tran- 
lient ; they will accompany us to the 
grave, and our children's children, 
exulting in the bleflings of freedom, 
for which you have fo nobly con- 
tended, will remember the virtues of 
Chsrlemont; with efleera, with grati- 
tude, and veneration.

the 24th, for her to come into dock; 
but the carpenter, and other per- 
sons, on a ftriift furvey, found it 
was not more than two feet below 
the water- mark, and was fuppofed 
to be occalioned by the rubbing off 
the copper fheathing. It was then 
refolved, in order to fave time, to 
heave, her down at Spithead. This 
is generally accompli/hed by brings 
ing the fhip's guns to one fide, and 
heeling her till the place where the 
damage is fuppofed to be, appears 
above water. On Thurfday morn- 
ing the zgxb, at fix o'clock, the 
weather being moderate, this buiinefs 
was commenced, and the fhip by 
ten was got to a proper fituation for 
difcovering the leak ; but in order 
to take off fome further meets of 
copper, to caulk the feams properly, 
fhe was ordered to be lowered ano- 
ther ftreak. During this bufineis, 
a great part of the crew, which 
were within fixty of her* real com- 
plement (nine hundred and feventy 
men) were at dinner; the meffes 
haying been juft ferved out; on a 
fudden, by a gull of wind, as is 
reported, the fhip fell on one fide, 
and the lower deck ports being 
open, fhe filled in about eight 
tjninutes* and then went to the bot- 
tom. 

At this moment there were up- 
wards of 120P fouls on board, in 
eluding ai 6 women and feveral chil- 
dren, chiefly belonging to the feamen 
who had, been permuted to go on 
board when the fhips call anchor at 
Spithead, and to remain thereuntil 
tl|e order foj; .-failing, arrived. The 
people who were on watch upon 
deck, to the number of 236, were 
rooftly fayed 'by the feveral boats 
that come to their afliftance ; but 
thefe w-eje delayed for a few minutes, 
by the fwell occaiiflned by the fink- 
iqg of fo large a body, and which 



occafioned a momentary whirlpool 
in the water. About feventy more 
of the people who rofe after the fhip 
difappeared, were alfo picked up, 
among whom it is faid were four 
lieutenants, eleven women j and the 
reft feamen. 

It is with concern we muft an- 
nounce the death of that able and 
gallant officer Admiral Kemp^n- 
felt. It is faid he was in his 
cabin at the inftant the fhip overfet, 
and being unable to gain the deck, 
fuffered with the reft. 

Captain Waghorne was taken up 
by the Victory's boat* as was a few 
others. 

Captain Waghorne, of the Royal 
George, brought the firft advices 
to the* Admiralty of the lofs of that 
fhip. 

Numbers of the dead bodies were 
feen floating about the mips at Spit- 
head, foon after the Royal George 
went down, which exhibited a fcene 
too mocking for defcription. 

The Royal George was the late 
. Lord Hawke's flag fhip in his cele- 
brated engagement with Conflans 
in T759, and was a remarkable tight 
ihip, laying fo fnug in the water, . 
that ihe appeared no larger than an 
86 gun fhip. 

The Royal George was juft twenty- 
feven yeare old at the time fhe was 
loft, having been launched at Wool- 
wich in September 1755. She Was 
built in four years, her keel being 
laid in 1751. The naval people 
fay, fhe can be weighed up, if the 
weather proves favourable, in the 
w courfe of a month.

ers, and 360 men ; had^ failed front 
St. Malo the day before with a con- 
voy for Breft, which, during the 
Jdiace, they being clofe in more, got 
*inta Morlaix. She was commanded 
by Monfteiir De Vigny, Captain© 
de Vaifieadx, and of the order of St, 
Louis, who is flightly wounded ; 
their fecond Captain and four men 
killed ; their wheel lhot away, and 
foremaft badly wounded, which is 
the only damage fhe received. Shcr 
is completely rigged, and well pro- 
vided with ftores of all kinds ; was 
the ftrft time of her ever "having been 
at fea. We fortunately have receiv- 
ed no other damage than one man 
killed. 

The utmoll praife is due to Mr. 
Lefsly, the firft Lieutenant, for his 
attention and activity, and alio the 
officers and fhip's company for their 
exercions during the chace; and I 
flatter myfelf they would have dif~ 
tinguifhed themfelves had an oppor- 
tunity offered.

U*ft°*% J*h i J. Qaptain Babcock, 
tifc the Hero, Stoddard, of Scammel,, 
Woodbury, of the Hope, and Tib- 
Ijets, of the Swallow, having deter- 
mined to furprife and ppJJTefs them- 
felves pf Lunenburgh, an elegantly 
fituawd tywn, ten leagues, weft of 
Halifax, landed : ninety men twp 
miles beloy it, under the command 
or Lieut. Barman, on Monday the 
|ft day of July inftant, at half after 
' AlYen q^clock, A- M. ,Thi$ gallant 
corps, with amazing rapidity, reach- 
ed the town, and, arnidft many hea- 
vy discharge's of mufquetry from- *he 
enemy, burnt the commanding offi- 
cer's houfe,, a. Mqck-jWk in fhe 
^ATth>weft part of the town, fpiked 



up two twenty-four pounders, and 
forced the enenly into, the fouth 
block-houfe, from whence they kept 
up a brifk animating £re, and de- 
clared their intention to hold out to 
the laft extremity. But their anima- 
tion fubfided upon the receipt of a 
few four-pound /hot from the Herd, 
and they reluctantly furrendered 
themfelves prifoners of war. The 
victorious party, with a natural and 
pleating vivacity, fell to plundering, 
and quickly emptied the ftores of a 
variety and coniiderable quantity of 
dry goods, twenty puncheons of 
good Weft-India rum, and the 
King's beef, pork, and flour. Upon 
the near approach of the combined 
.fleet, two eighteen pounders wece 
fpiked up and difmounted, and the 
royal magazine were fafely deposited 
in the hold of the Scammel. Th,e 
Uri&eft decorum was obferved to- 
wards the inhabitants, and their 
-wearing apparel and houfehbld fur- 
niture inviolably preferred, for their 
;ufe. The town was ranfomed for, 
one thou fan d pounds fterling, and 
Col. Creighton^ with fome of the 
principal inhabitants, were fhippfti 
on board the Scammel. Qn the fide 
of the Americans three were wound- 
ed ftightly, one tkngeroufly ; on tap 
venemy, the number of the flain artd 
wounded unknown, bnly one of they* 
rflain being found.

feparate manner, (hall ever be re- 
jected by us with the utnioft abhor- 
rence anddeteflation. 

" And whereas we have entered 
upon the prefent war. with a folemn 
determination of procuring to our- 
felves, if poflible, the fweets of li- 
berty, and fecure the fame to our 
pofterity: and in this we are fully 
perfuaded, that we aft up to the 
dignity of our nature, and (he holy 
precepts of religion; and can of 
courfe reflect upon our conduct with 
confcious fattsfattion ; in confe- 
qucnce whereof, we are refolved to 
ftrain every nerve, in order to profe 
cute the juft and nece/Tary war in

Bo/lou, July 22. The campaign 
at the Antilles being concluded, they 
are renewing their operations in North 
America, and are very apprehenfive 
of an attack at New-York. - Accord^ 
ing to the laft advices received from 
thence, Sir Guy Carleton is gone up 
the country with all the regular 
forces he could muiter, and has 
formed a camp at Kingfbridge, and 
in the environs of Fort Waftangtoni 
It is faid, that this movement was 
occafioned by the reformation which 
Sir Guy had received, that General 
Wafhington, after a tour to Albany, 
and the northern part of New- York, 
was advancing with part of his army 
towards the White Plains. The city 
of New- York being thus entirely ** 
dripped of troops, the inhabitants 
have been appointed to guard it; 
and even the richeft and moft aged 
amongft them are not excufed from the 
performance of military fervice. Ne- 
verthelefs the majority of them exe- 
cuting this duty with repugnance; 
Governor Robertfon has thought fit 
to iflue the following proclamation : * 
" By his Excellency Lieutenant- ' 
General James Robertfon, Go- 
vernor of New- York, &c. * 
" The Commander in Chief hav- 
ing (hewn the great confidence he re- 
pofes in the citizens of New- York, 
by trufting his Majefty *s intereft 
there to their zeal, loyalty, and gal- 
lantry, I perfuade myfelf, that every 
citizen wiH, with alacrity, claim his 
title to a (hare of the military duty ; 
that none may be deprived of this, 
aad that thofe whole zeal would lead 
them to appear whenever called for, 
may not be called for too often, I 
think proper to declare, 

" That all perfons are to perform 
the military duty, excepting r the 
Minifters of God's Word, his Ma- 
jefty's Couiifellors and principal fer* 
vants, whofe avocations to religious 
and civil, necefTarily prevent their 
attendance on military duties.

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". All perfbns who from age or 
infirmity are unable to aft, may do 
duty by fubftitutes, providing thofe 
-they offer are judged fufficient by 
the Colonel of the regiment, or 
Commanding Officer of the'corps to 
which they belong. 

" If any of the gentlemen of the 
learned profeffions find therafelves fo 
ufefully employed, as to be induced to 
avoid the honour of appearing in per- 
fon, they are fuppofed to be judgesof 
the importance of their own time, 
and may aft by proper fubftitute3. 

" As no perfon deferves protec- 
tion in a place, of which he refufes 
to contribute to the defence; every 
perfon who refufes to appear when 
fummoned to hie military duty, is to 
be confined in* the main-guard by 
the Colonel, or Commanding Officer 
of the corps to which he belongs, 
where he is to be kept till further 
orders.

*To his Excellency the Minifter of 
France. The Addrefs of the Com- 
mander in Chief, of the General and 
other Officers of the American army, 
en the Banks of Hudfon's River. 

Sir, 
Amidft the univerfal demonftra- 
tions of joy, on account of the hap- 
py birth of a Dauphin, fufFer the 
officers of the American army to offer 
you m6re than a filcnt approbation 
of the fentiments and congratulations 
which have been prefented to you 
by the Congrefs (the reprefentative 
body, cloathed with the fovereign 
power of the United States) that 
they may, by your means, reach 
our great and illuftrious ally, on the 
Subject of this fortunate event.— 
There are circumftances whichren- 
der it, in a particular manner, agree- 
able to us. The -harmony and 
friendlhip which have fubfifted be- 



tween the troops of your augiift -So- 
vereign and us, during the bit cam- 
paign (when the fole rivalfhip on 
either part was to furpafs each other 
in emulation and fraternal kindnefs) 
gives us this pre-eminence. The 
blood, fo freely* fhed on each fide, 
fall into the fame trench, and often 
mingle in a common dream for the 
prefervation of thofe rights, which 
intereft the fentiments of humani- 
ty, and the privileges of freemen, 
forms fo folid a cement to the friend- 
fhip of the two nations, that nothing 
but abandoning the principles of the 
union, which God forbid 1* can pof- 
fibly diflblve it. To forbear, there- 
fore, taking any part in the general 
fatisfattion, caufed by an event 
which adds to the felicity of a mo- 
narch, who may at once be confider- 
ed as the father of his own people, 
and the protector of the liberties of 
other nations : an event which fo 
eflentially contributes to the welfare 
of a people to whom we are united 
both by the bonds of intereft and of 
affection ; not to take part in fuch 
an event, would be in us a proof of 
the greateft infenfibility. May the 
Divine Providence pour its moft 
precious bleflings on the King of 
France and his augufl Con fort, 
granting them a long and glorious 
reign. May the Dauphin live to 
inherit the virtues as well as the 
crown of his auguft parent. May 
he one day reign over the hearts of 
a happy and generous people, and 
may he be in the number of the moft 
happy in his kingdom. Thefe are 
our moft ardent and fincere wifhes. *

The following intelligence, by 
the New- York packet, is authentic : 
We are favoured with it by a gentle- 
man to whom we have been often 
obliged ; and it is a full refutation 
of that very important information 
with which Mr; Pepperell lately 
aftonifhed the public : 

Sir Guy Carleton has been inde- 
fatigable, iince his arrival at New- 
York, in works of public reforma- 
tion, and in erecling batteries almofr 
all over the ifland; alfo on Long 
Ifland, and. at the entrance of the 
harbour, particularly at the latter 
place, where the fortifications • are 
entirely^ new modelled. 

The inhabitants have been gene- 
rally called to public duty in various 
parts of the city, without either pay 
or rations, whilft the troops lay en- 
camped in the neighbourhood, in a* 
fickly ftate. 

* On the the 2d of AuguhV, it was 
declared at New- York, that the 
French fleet was arrived in the Cqe- 
fapeak, confiflipg' of 13 fail of the 
line and four frigates. The French 
troops had left Virginia, and were 
expecled to be cantoned in Elizabeth 
Town, in the Jeriies, and near 
Sandy Hook. The Britifli naval 
force at New- York was only one 60 
gun fhip, two of 50, and a few fri- 
gates. Several tranfports and fmall 
veflels, filled with flones, were 
moored oh the bar ready to be funk. 
The Long Ifland fhore facing the 
Hoot and Bay, up to the Narrows, 



was covered with the Heflian troops. 

On the 3d of Auguft, all the A- 
merican and French officers on pa- 
role, on Long' Ifland, were ordered 
to New- York, to be fent to Dobb's 
Ferry, up *he North River, in 
flags, for exchange or releafe. On 
the 7th of Auguft, advice was alfo 
brought to New- York, that Gene- 
ral Wafhington had crofled the North 
River with his army and heavy can- 
non, to the White Plains, to co- 
operate with the French fleet, which 
was arrived at Rhode Ifland. This 
occafioned much alarm. The troops 
were called from their encampments. 
The 42d regiment had entered the 
city, and others were in motion. 
All the veflels had left the Sound. 

The letters from Sir Guy Carle- 
ton and Admiral Digby to General 
Wafhington, in which they declare 
that, " Mr. Grenville had been an- 
thorifed to propofe the Independency 
of the Thirteen Provinces, to expe- 
dite a general peace/' had literally 
thrown the Refugees into the horrors. 
They immediately advertifed for a 
meeting of two or three deputies 
from every townfhip within the lines, 
to be held in New- York the 13 th of 
Auguft, to take their wretched cafe 
into confideration. 

In the New States harmony pre- 
vailed, and a determination was 
univerfally avowed, not to enter 
into any treaty feparate from their 
allies ; and as a preliminary, the 
avowal of independence was itill in- 
filled on. 

The reports of coolnefs betwixt 
the French and the Americans, are 
totally groundlefs, as greater civi- 
lity ana cordiality cannot poffibly 
exift. 

Yefterday the letters, brought 
from New- York in the Roebuck 
packet, were delivered at the poft- 
office. By thefe letters we learn, 
that the major part of the troops 
from Savannah, were arrived there. 
When the Roebuck failed, they had 
not heard of -the arrival of Admiral

?igot on that coaft from Jamaica, 
but expe&ed him daily. By thefe 
letters we likewife learn, that Vau- 
dreuil, with 13 fail, was arrived in 
.the Chefapeak. In this packet came 
Governor Franklin, and feveral 
-other gentlemen paflengers ; but it 
appears that the intelligence pub- 
limed in a certain paper of diflen- 
tions having happened among the 
Americans, is entirely falfe, and 
void of foundation. 

We are aflured, that aoomtniifion, 
empowering Sir Guy Carleton to 
treat feparately with the refpe&ive 
colonies, went yefterday morning to 
th/ Chancellor to have the Great 
Seal affixed to it. Though this cir- 
cumftance does not portend an ac- 
commodation with France, yet it 
muft, if fuccefs attends it, ultimate- 
ly tend to the benefit of this coun- 
try.

ExtraH of a letter, dated Blooming- 
dale camp, Ne<w-York IJland, Au- 
gujt 4, 1782, to a Gentleman in 
the City of London. 
" We were in high fpirits about 
our great victories. We are all low 
fince the packet arrived which brought 
out aperfon fent by the Minrilers with 
independency to America. He went 
cut the fame night to the Americans. 



The Loyalists, &c* are cHftraSed ; 
moft of them have the greatefl eftatet 
in the country. 

" Since Sir Guy's arrival, he has 
fixed a Board to examine into public 
accounts, and has poifoned all thofe 
caterpillars in public departments, 
who have been preying to long on 
the vitals of poor England. He has 
fold all the Quarter-Mafter Gene- 
ral's horfes and waggons. No fmall 
» number had Government to pay for - 
in that department, only between 
fifteen hundred and two thoufand 
horfes. 

Mr. Franklin, who is juft arrived 
from New- York, has been profcribed 
by Congrefs, and a confiderable re. 
ward offered for apprehending him* 
His coming here at this juncture 
ihews, that Sir Guy Carleton 's pro- 
posals, refpeSing the Loyalifts, were 
not much xslifhed by Congrefs, and 
that this, gentleman did not think 
New-York longer a place of fafety. 
It is faid he is come with propofals 
from the Loyalifts to the Minifter. 

" It is faid, I believe too true, . 
that dye thoufand pounds a-year. 
have been made in mixing water 
with the rum; and it has been 3 
cuftom to buy the Yankey-brewed 
fpirits, and ifTue it to the foldier as 
good rum, though the fmell of it. 
was enough to poifon the Devil. 
This fpirit was made here in time of 
peace, for no other purpofe than to 
be fent to the coaft of Guinea. 

"An order came out againft thele 
men in public employ, not one of 
them to fit at the Board of Public 
Accounts ; nor are they to charge 
more than they gave for any article 
they buy for the Crown, nor ufe any 
of the ftores, nor take any thing 
under the name of perquifite of 
office, or any fraud whatever. Any 
one found guilty will be profecuted 
for a breach of public truft. 

" Thefe men in public employ 
will now be obliged to live on the 
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inc&ne of office allowed by govern- 
n**t. 

"I am this moment informed 
that our flag, tbarwerir up the North

It appears 
that the {aid Captain, taking advan- 
tage of the knowledge he has of 
ths coafts and roads of Sweden, of 
which he is a native, was ftrongly 
fofpecled of having eftablimed his 
cruize along the coaft of Bonus and 
Hollaffde, for the purpofe of inter- 
cepting the Englifh trading ve/Tels 
that chanced to come that way, and 
after having feht the captured fttips 
to* Holland, would himfelf take 
fhefter in the neareft Swedish port. 
Notwrthftandihg the repeated inti- 
mations conveyed to him by the 
Governor of Gottenburgh, to defift 
from a conduct fo repugnant, to the 
King'fcorders, founded on hisMajcfty's 



perfecY neutrality, in- regard to ther 
belligerent powers, he has continued 
to corroborate the appearances which 
already fcongly depefed againd 
him, by his frequent egrefs and re* 
grefs toand from the faid ports.

ginia, had difturbances and quarrels 
with the natives, &c. are as ground- 
lefs as thofe formerly put forth, that 
they had got pofleffiou of, and com- 
manded Rhoae Ifland. 

A very extenfive trade, during 
the Spring and Summer, had been 
carried on from the French iflands, 
St. Thomas's, Havannah, &c. into 
Chefapeak bay; and the corps of 
grain, tobacco, and fruit, being 
greater than had been known for 
many years, would afford the moft 
ample returns, as well as fupplies, 
to the French fleet then in the bay.

the United States affembled in Con- 
-grefs have, by virtue of their aft of 



confederation, the fole and exclusive 
right and power of determining 
upon peace or war, and alfo of con- 
cluding alliance and treaties. 

Secondly, That the honour and 
true interefts of the United State* 
require an inviolable adherence to 
the engagements of the treaty be- 
tween his Moft. Chriflian Majefty 
and the faid States. 

Thirdly, That any man, or bod/ 
of men, who Hull dare, without 
having previoufly obtained the con* 
fent of the {aid United States affem- 
bled in Cougrefs, to enter into any 
negociation concerning a peace or a 
truce with the King of Great Bri- 
tain, or with his agents, {hall be 
coniidered and treated as enemies to 
the faid State* 

Fourthly, That all the forces fhajl 
be called forth to enable Congrefs to 
profecute the war, tiU fuch time as a 
peace can be obtained that is com- 
patible with our federative union, 
and our national faith. 

Ordered, That a copy of the 
above refolutions ihall be immedi- 
ately fent to the Delegates of this 
State in Congrefs for their inftruc- 
tion.

For 
his part, he knew not a more able^ 
a more worthy, or a more determin- 
ed patriot. He knew him to be a 
firm, and a tried friend to the con- 
ftitution* His political principles 

were 
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were not the blind and obftinate at- 
tachments of a party, were not the 
expedients of intereft, were not the 
temporary contagion of .a fadlion, 
but the cool, the rational, the per- 
manent con virions of a great, en- 
lightened, and well-informed mind. 
He had done that for his country 
which none of his fincere well-wifh- 
ers could poflibly forget. His bill 
of reform, in fpite of all his political * 
enemies, immortalif?, his patriotism, 
and endear his name to poiterity. 
There could not be a more fubltan- 
tial and illuftrious proof of his diS- 
intereftedneSs, than this very bill. 
As he himfelf was the firft and great- 
eft viciim to his own Scheme; for of 
all the .provisions made in that cele- 
brated bill againft the notorious 
prodigality of public money, fo 
juftly and generally reprobated by 
the people of this country/ the re- 
trenchments and reftriclions in the 
Pay Office were by far the largeft 
and moft material. It was therefore 
his opinion he could not propofe 
drinking. the health of a gentleman, 
whofe views of things were more 
confonant to thoSe of the preSent 
company than hj§ worthy friend Mr. 
Burke. If he differed from them in 
any matter, it was not about the eS- 
fentials of liberty; for liberty had 
not a fader or more zealous friend : 
and he well knew him to be one who 
would always manage his differences 
from others, especially his friends, 
with manlinefs and liberality, with 
the temper and moderation of a 
gentleman. He was Senfible his 
patriotifm was not of a fort to de- 
pend on the caprice of a minute, or 
even to be controuled by the mo- 
mentary, frenzy of his befl friends. 
Me felt the con Sequence of Support- 
ing a truly firm and independent 
mind ; and he was one of thofe who 
never hefitated to yield any thing to 
the. folicitations of fuch as embarked 
with him in the fame glorious caufe 
of liberty, except where a Surrender 



of thinking and Speaking honeflly 
and openly was expected. This 
was the laft privilege he would part 
with, and it made every one who 
thought and ac~ted honourably, the 
friend and admirer of Mr. Burke. 

In confequence of Some things 
which dropped from Mr. Falkener, 
in the courSe of an elegant fpeech, 
a very fpirited and interefting con- 
verfation enfued. 

Dr. Jebb, who had offered him- 
felf twice to the audience, on feeing 
Mr. Richard Burke beckoning to 
the company from the lower end of 
the room, with that fingular modejly 
and politenefs which diftinguifhed 
all his public appearances, gave' 
place, when Mr. Richard Burke ad- 
drefted them in a few fentenccs moft 
happily calculated to recover the 
conviviality and good humour of the 
evening. 

He afked the company what the 
anniverfary of this day was inftituted 
for. He thought they had met to- 
gether for the purpoSe of realizing 
the happinefs they enjoyed in the 
pofTeffion of thofe rights, in the de- 
fence of which their worthy Chair- 
man So nobly and fignally diftin- 
guifhed at once the talents of his 
head and the virtues of his heart. 
He afked them Serioufly whether 
they had got the length 1 of theitf 
fecond bottle, as the company to 
whom he had the honour of manag- 
ing the toaft below, had fet them an 
example of conviviality w^ich it be- 
came them to follow. He told them 
they were not come to defend liber- 
ty, but to enjoy it ; and that their 
wives and Sweethearts would not 
thank them for fpending that time 
in wrangling, which was devoted to 
the free circulation of the glaSs, to 
toafting their healths in bumpers, 
and to a generous increafe of that 
good humour which gave a zeft to all 
the various enjoyments of Society. 
He did. not wifh that any thing 
fhould interfere with the proper 
P *p z bufinefs 
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bufincfsof the anniverfary, with that 
harmony which he deemed a mod 
flattering diftinclion, with that honeft 
mirth, which was always the infe- 
parable companion of acting honour- 
ably. He therefore recommended- 
it to the Chairman to pu(h about the 
jorum ; and to thofe gejitjemen who 
were fo fond of fpeaking, tp re- 
member that they were now affem- 
bled, not to contend for bleffing* 
they pofTefl'ed, but to celebrate a 
victory over the impotent attempts 
gf fuch as would hare wreiled them 
from them. And he infilled it 
would be much to their honour to 
do this effectually, and with as much 
Jelight and fincerity of heart as they 
could pouSbly indulge. He con- 
cluded with hoping the right honour- 
able gentleman, in the chair would 
fct hi s . numerous friends ahove 
the fame example of conviviality, 
which he himfelf had certainly done 
below. 

The generous intention of this 
well-timed harrangue, the Hiber- 
nian brogue, and an infinite fund of 
good nature which accompanied the 
delivery of it, flung the company 
into a roar which laded for fome 
minutes. It had fo much of that 
naivete in it, for which his worthy 
brother has long endeared himfelf to 
t'-ae Englifh, that he was unanimouf- 
ly encored. His health being then 
drank with three cheers. 

Dr. Jebb flood up, and the com-, 
pany, \yjjp feemed fenfible of his 
worth, were in the beft difpofition 
poflible for giving him the mo£t 
grateful attention. The fmile that 
Jat on his countenance, was ac indi- 
cation of what he would fay, and 
hi* auditors were not difappointed. 

lie fold, he fhould notdeferve the 
attention of his fellow-citizens, or 
even to have a feat among them on: 
this joyous and aufpicioxis day, were 
he confcio v us of theleall inclination 
to interrupt their conviviality for a 
iingle moment. For his own part, 



he was fincerely glad to fee every one 
as well as. himfelf thus heartily dif-» 
pofed to e^nter into the fpirit, to in- 
dulge the pieafure, to keep «p the 
intention, , and to fupport the ho-* 
noar of this anniverfary;; their 
worthy Chairman whom they had 
chofen for, their reprefentatke, in 
oppofitioo ta every kind of exertion 
of undue influence, had been vari- 
Oufly and feveTely tried, and front 
every freih occurrence, which by his 
political chara&er and virtues, were 
put to the teft, the wifdom of their 
choice was more and more evinced 
and ijluftratcd. He appealed to - 
every ele&or within his hearing, 
whether his expectations from their 
delegate in parliament, were not 
liberally, punctually, and complete- 
ly fulfilled. There was not a fingle 
article in- his political creed, as well, 
known as it was, as critically and 
capricioufly infpecledas it had been, 
as repugnant to the reigning protfli* 
gacy of the court, as the minion's ©f 
the Minifter deemed it, from which 
he had ever once deviated in the re- 
moteft degree. There was therefore 
every reafon which freemen could 
defire, for rea!iiing,.on the prefent 
occaiion, all thofe exalted fenfibili- 
ties which the pofleffion of Englifh 
liberty was fo eminently calculated 
to excite. He urged them to union 
and perfeverance, from the inefti- 
mable value and importance of the 
great and venerable objecV which, 
brought them, and, he truiled* 
would always keep them together- 
He applauded the generous fpirit, 
unanimity, and temper which per- 
vaded the aflembly. 'the fatisfac- 
tion they difcovered, fufficiendy, 
in his opinion, juftiued an eflabU fo- 
ment, fo conducive to good fellow- 
fhip, and the mod friendly affocia* 
tion, in the 'heft of all good cauies. 
He wilhe4 they might often meet on 
the fame occafion, wijth the fkatc 
views, the fame principles* and* in 
the fame dilpofitions. Jtxwas, ^ s ** 

itruck 
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<h-uck him, by fuch meetings and 
aiTociations in behalf of the public 
good, that the love of our country, 
and of human nature, was inf^ired, 
propagated, and brought into fafhiori, 
tie uttered it as the warmeft and 
moft ardent deike of his heart, 
that with all their other enjdyments, 
* they might ftill enjoy liberty, and 
liberty above all things* f 

Mr. Fox now feeing the company 
in a liftening humdiir, thought it no 
improper opportunity of dtdreffing 
them. He fratikly owned he ihotjld 
always be happy of giving the fu Heft 
and moil fatisfactory explanatidti of 
his public and parliamentary con- 
duct, even to the meaneft of his 
conftituents. But he was ftill more 
proud to do it when expected of him 
from fo large and refpe&able a body 
of eleliors as were then prefent. » 
He congratulated himfelf, and the^ 
caufe of freedom, on the very croud- 
ed artd agreeable company convened 
on this occafiort. This he had to 
conftrue in a pretty general approba- 
tion o£ the ferviceS ne had done, as 
far as he could^ to his country, A 
circumftance at this 'time the more 
fatisfa&ory and flattering, from the 
ia finite pains that were daily and 
foully taken to blacken and traduce 
him in the eyes of the world. He 
was aware of the many grofs and de- 
teftable libels to which he was fub- 
jecled in the newspapers, and elfe- 
where. Thefe were the lefs excufe- 
able, that they had but feldom any 
foundation in truth. They were 
fuch as certainly did not merit any 
ferious or formal refutation. As 
fbme weak minds, however, might 
probably give them more credit than 
they deferved, he would juft give' 
them a fhort and diftintt confidera- 
tion. 

The charges that had been pre- 
ferred againft him, he thought might 
be reduced to three general ones. 
In expoftng the abfurdity of each, 
he lhould have an opportunity of 



giving, , to a very genteel and goodly 
number of his conftituents, an ac- 
count of that important delegation 
with which they had -intruded him. 
They only were competent judges of 
his public behaviour, either with or 
without office : And with their ap- 
probation, and that of his own 
mind, he was 'not greatly troubled 
or apprehehfive about the cenfures,. 
calumnies, and invectives of any, or 
all of mankind. 

I. One of the moft furious and 
moft unaccountable accufations urg- 
ed againft hiin was, that he was not 
ferious in accomplilhing aii equal re- 
presentation of the people. How 
this was found out, or on what 
grounds it had been eftabiiihedl^ or 
obtained the lea ft credit, was to him 
the more aftonilhing, that till it had 
been publicly reported, he had not 
himfelf fo much as once fufpedad. it. 
But this was not the only inftance in 
which his enemies underftood him, 
better than he did himfelf. It was 
Tatherodd, however, that thofe not 
the moft notorious for fincerity theui- 
felves, will allow it in nobody elfe. 
One would imagine from their being 
fb difficult to pleafe on . the fubject, 
that they had a large lhare of this 
virtue in their own pofleflion. The 
fincerity of this profeflion at leaft 
had never been fo much called in 
queftion as fince the exiftence of the 
prefent adminiftraiion, which was 
by no means the moft remarkably 
open and candid. He was obliged 
to thofe however, who made him fo 
much their ftudy as to find in hirn » 
vices of which he was not himfelf 
confeious, as it would certainly tend 
to keep him, more than ever on his 
guard, that his tongue and his heart 
might never be at variance. But if 
really blameable in this refpecl, it 
was impofiible for hi-n once to be 
blamelefs, as he never could exert 
himfelf with more fervour and ear- 
neiinef; in behalf of any meafure 
than he had done for an equal repre- 
sentation 
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fentation of the people The mode 
of it in prefent practice he had long 
lamented. It did not fuit the genius 
of the conftitution. It was inimical 
to the rights of individuals. It 
opened a ihoufand fources of cor- 
ruption. It gave the lie to that 
noble institution of our forefathers* 
by which every Engliflaraon was 
meant to have a voice in 'the legis- 
lature of his country. Thefe rea- 
ions operating on his mind, and on 
the minds of many of the greatelt 
and befl men in this country, whom 
he had the honour to rank among 
his friends, firft fuggefted the idea of 
a reform in this great national par- 
ticular. And was he ever backward 
or iyltt&ant in bringing it forward r 
Did he ever cool in the bufmefs, or 
treat it in public or private with ri- 
dicule and difrefpect? When the. 
queilion was agitated in the Houfe 
of Commons, had* he not the honour 
of fpeaking on it ? It was well 
known, that amiable and worthy 
friend of his, Mr. Burke, was of a 
different opinion from him on this 
arcicle ; and that the then Secretary 
at War had a ftrong antipathy to 
this meafure. All that could be 
done by fuch as joined him in wifti- 
i:vj it fuccefs, was to get thefe 
gentlemen to withhold their oppo- 
sition. This ftep, which confldering 
the abilities and influence efpecially 
of one of them, was of the greateil 
confequence, he had the pleafure to 
accomplifh., But againft all thefe 
proofs of his attention and attach- 
ment to this popular requiiition, a 
few of his oldeit friends had done 
him the injultice to fufpeel his inte- 
grity fo much, as to have withdrawn 
their countenance on the prefent oc- 
caficn : At leaft among a great many 
new faces that presented themfelves, 
znd a fii!l greater number of thofe 
familiar to him, he could not help 
cbicrviiig one or two miffing, who 
had formerly appeared as not the 



leaft happy on the prefent armiveiu 
fary. Thefe he was told hid carried 
their antipathy fo far, as to ereft 
themfelves into a new foeiety, un- 
der the {pecious appellation of the 
Firm ana Fret. " Bat thfefe words, 
like every thing of an extraordinary 
kind, were' not to be ' understood in 
tfceir common acceptation. This 
was indeed a club of a moft curi- 
ous defcription, and put htm in 
mind of thofe Angular arid fecret 
iaftifcutio^, which in a former cen- 
tury, and perhaps imder the direc- 
tion of a fimlla* principle, were 
formed to load every deviation from 
ignorance and bigotry with- the 
heavieft imputations. It had furely, 
in one infhmce, operated on lan- 
guage with a fort of magical in flu- J 
ence, as the title it aflumed : convey- 
ed an idea, which the terms were 
not conceived or defcribed to pOf- 
Tefs in any of our di&ionarie*. By . 
Firm was evidently meant, a tfefer- * 
tion #of principle and a treachery to 
friends ; and by Free, the faculty or 
privilege of afting without any re- 
gard to the claims of friendfhip, the * 
influence of truth, or the •dictates of 
honour. Notwithstanding the novel- 
ty of this club, he was glad to fee 
fuch a refpedaWe company: of the 
•free and independent electors of the 
city of Weftminfter, as were there 
and then affembled, The meeting 
was even more numerous than be- 
fore. It was one of the many tioble 
inftances in which his Countrymen 
delighted to ihew the generofity of 
their nature. While a Minifter, 
the countenance of his Royal Maf- 
ter, the power and wealth of place, 
and all the ufual appendages „of 
court favour and diftirtftion, might 
render him lefs dependent on their 
liberality and afliftance ; but how 
that he was oppreflTed and.perfecuted, 
they came generoufly forward to 
countenance and encourage him; 
and he could only allure them, that 

na 
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no language of his could do juftice 
- to the gratitude he felt on this oc- 
casion. 

II.^The fecond topic which fur- 
nilhea his .; enemies with argument 
and farcafm again ft his political con- 
duct, was a., bill of Juord Mabon's, 
relating to the prefent mode of 
carrying on elections. His oppofi- 
tion to this hill had raifed him, it 
was faid, a great many enemies, and 

fiven univerfal offence: but his 
eart would not fuiFer him to think 
% £o meanly of the underftanding of 
his countrymen* as to fuppo/c they 
would allow of no latitude .of thimo- 
ing to any . but them Tel yes, > That 
bill might fuit the views of. many 
individuals; but it had uniformly 
ftruck him as miferably calculated 
for bringing about the object to 
which it was profefiedly confined. 
He did not Hand alone in oppofing 
its progrefs : nor had he any other 
views to anfwex by doing it, than 
that he deemea himfelf, as a mem- 
ber of parliament, bound to admit 
of no meafure which, to the belt of 
his judgment, was a wrong one, 
His conduct on that occafion pro- 
ceeded folely from this conviction. 
He was forry to differ from any of 
his countrymen on any political 
queftton whatever ; but he begged 
they would allow him the fame li- 
berty which, in a iimilar Cafe, he 
would rciuie to none upon earth. 
But if this b+ 11 was calculated to, dp 
?ny goqo^, ,he was certain the emen-> 
dation ,4or which he contended did 
tyy no means deilroy it. The friends 
of the bill, ( {however, thought other- 
wife, an 4 withdrew it in a hurry. 
Many of the fiift: characters in the 
kingdom thought concerning it as 
he did, and fpme of the a Weft fpeak.- 
.ersjn the Houfe treated the contents 
of it, with .much leis ceremony than 
* ie 4$: „ H? conceived it , from the 
firft as .peculiarly derogatory to the 
«Jedors .of .tireat Britain; and he 
thought the conHitution of this coun- 



try much more nearly; connected 
with their confequence than was 
generally believed. Ir was a viola- 
tion of forms which cuftom had long 
rendered venerable: and the here,, 
ditary habits of no free people could, 
in his opinion, be innocently tam- 
pered with. It eftablifhed by much 
too great a diftance between the peo- 
ple and /heir delegates. It made 
them too independent to have any de- 
gree of influence on each other, Be- 
fudes, the greatelt order does apt al- 
ways refult from the greateft multi- 
tude of regulations. On thefe* and 
a- variety of fimilar grounds, he did 
not think himfelf at liberty to coun- 
tenance Lord Mahon's bill. He 
thought, alfo, the glorious caufe of 
freedom, could never fuffer by any 
degree of liberality and indepen- 
dence of mind, which he, or any of 
his friends,, might occafionaliy in- 
dulge. It was a ftrange mode of 
reaioning to alledge, that they could 
honour it, by dilhonouring them- 
felves. And it was itfelf too juft, 
too confonantto the feelings 4jf man- 
kind, to need any affiitance from r 
any thing not allied to it in reality 
as well as in appearance. 

III. His opinion of the Middlc- 
fcx election, was another ilrong ob- 
jection recently brought forward to 
leden him and his fervices in the 
public eilimation. But he had not 
certainly adopted any new ideas on 
this fubjeft from what he always 
avowed. Were not thefe fuf&ciently 
known, when he became a Candid- 
da te for the City of Weilminfterf 
Had he deferted a fingle article 
fince, to which he then profeffed en 
attachment. Would any man ftand 
forth, and affirm that his- political 
principles were,. accomodated toJm 
own intereit, or that of his friends,, 
to the reigning raaxi»T»s ; ot' the time*, 
or io any ; M^nifte^r tluit w,ouid buy 
them at the highest price i Ha had a 
right to challenge an enquiry of this 
k.nd, as the be;t rjj/utaiion of thofe 

who 
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who could only condemn him for 
that, to which he had ever pleaded 
guilty, He -would not however pre- 
tend to'fay, how they could recon- 
cile it with eonfiftcncy of chara&er, 
who now reprobated .- him for that 
which lie honeftly avowed when they 
honoured him with their ftffirage. 
Men's minds were now fo very 
changeable, that he knew of nothing 
but the very obfolete thing called 
virtue or principle, that could pofllbly 
ftay them. And this was of late as 
moth out Of fafhibn, 'as honefty was 
dut of countenance. It was no lon- 
ger the mode of the times; to make 
uniformity in principle the high. road 
to preferment. The Lord 1 Advocate 
of Scotland was the likelieft man in 
the world to luit the political tafte of 
thofe whofe notorious apoftacy had 
extorted from him thefe refie&ioris. 
His Lcrdfhip had not given the mofy 
abundant proofs of his value for whig 
principles. Therefore it- was, that 
the prefent Miniflry did not perfecute 
and oppreis him. From this iirftance 
it was pretty evident, the man' who 
could inAilt the people of England 
moft, would always be mod fuccefs- 
ful at court. But he thought there 
was a material difference between a 
deterticn of the people's in tc reft, and 
a trivial departure from their fenti- 
w'eiits, on a point of the iriceft poli- 
tical {peculation; He thought now 
on the Middlefex election, as he had 
always done, and would probably do 
to: the day of his death-. It was the 
refok of mature conuderation, and 
the fettled conviftion, as he thought, 
of an impartial mind. — And if it was 
wrong to differ in this from his con- 
itituents, he fhould always deem it 
his misfortune, but could never con - 
fider it as a crime. Even in this cafe, 
he fhould Hill think hitnfelf intirfed 
to the rights of a free judgment. If 
his conitituents thought -themfelves- 
aggrieved by his refuting to relinquifh 
what appeared to him by much the 
moil valuable franchife of his life, 



their remedy was at hand. IF they 
could notcontroul fcts convictions, 
they could certainly withhold their 
fuffrages. And if for this, •or any 
mother ©f his political opmkmr, they 
,«teffred him to relinquish hViinration, 
• he would certai nfy do it. •; Itiwas the 
reigning ambition of Tiis 'Kfe to ierve 
them faithfuHy; but their: Service 
was no longer an objeftto him than 
he* could rctamjt with ultlitjrto them, 
and with honour to* hinrfeff. . It was 
the law of Parliament, that *he ac- 
ceptation of a place i^^oiy of its 
mem bers fhould vacate hes fiafe » : / The 
\ltw of the -coirftitutfoa iltk*ht$*firr- 
ticular was, that his eonilituents 
m ight have an opportunity 'if rer 
jectim* him, on fuppdfition the^fuY- 
pe&ed their intereft uiighr&fe-rVom ' 
the change of hisctrcUmlbneetii^Thre 
ordeal he underwent on ills -going 
into office, and had the ^honour to 
be generoufly returned. ^>Bttfcnhere 
was no fuGh pfovificlr ; fer;ttlrtj-«Sln- 
qullhment, «s for th&i&e£6pft£ of 
place or power ; and - tiii&Jie deftmed 
no lefs wife; though' pe#i^v in his 
own particular cafe,' he* might f 4*ave ; 
wifhed it was otherwise; <Ttoat> by 
another ele&ion he migitrilfoflgifeeri 
able to collea the. fenxiih&tt^Bf his 
eonilituents on the motives and ex- 
pediency of his retfremefcY; anW if 
notvvithitahding all he had faid and 
done to apologize -to them, they Hi It 
were inclined or * U/ * ~.i»~i- t0 blame 
him, there was *even the 

Chiltern Huirdr he wouli 

accept under the prefent- Admini- 
flrflftibn, and by this means- give them 
an opportunity <>f deciding in the 
raoft public and unequi vocal t mariner 
On -his conduct Whether in or out 
of Parliament,- be was -felicitous to 
do all thejuftice and Jttmofcr in his 
power to their partia4iiy4brhifai. He 
regarded their approbaddte-is one of 
the bighefc diitinftions torwhith it 
Was poflible. for him . to afpire. But 
it did not flrtjke him -as. the moil 
e#e&«almethod of feuring theirs, 

to 
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to relinqutfh the freedom of his own, 
mind. Again 11 the common im- 
becilities of humanity, he afFecled 
not to be in pofleflion of any anti- 
dote whatever. To errors, and even 
eccentricities of opinions, he was 
certainly as liable as any man ; but 
the purity of his intentions, and the 
independence of his mind, were 
rights which he was determined to 
preferve at all hazards, which he 
would no* yield to the humour or 
folicitade of his beft friends, of all 
the electors in Great Britain, of a 
majority of the whole world, which 
l\e would not part with but with his 
life.

the fame accordingly: and We do 
hereby declare Our Royal will and 
pleafure,. that the faid Parliament 
fcail, on the faid twenty4ix"th day 
of November next, be held for the 
di(patcji of divers weighty w*d im- 
portant affairs. And the Lords 
Spiritual and Temporal, and the 
Knights, Citizens, and BurgefTes, 
and the Commiffioners for Shires and 
Burghs, of the Houfe of Commons,- 
are hereby required to give atten- 
dance accordingly at Weftmin&er on, 
the faid twenty-fixth day of Novem- 
ber next. Given at Our Court at 
St. James's, the fourth day of 
October, onethoufand feven hundred 
and eighty two* in thetwenty-fecQnd 
year of our reign.

and the Tallapiedra, of 23 guns, 
nnder the command of the Prince of 
Naflau, following. Though a con- 
itant and heavy fire from all th% 
e.iemy's batteries, which were nyore 
numerous than we imagined, was 
kept up for a considerable time upon 
thofetwo veflels alone, they never- 
thelefs got themfelv^s moored in four 
one-half fathom water, at about 
140 toifes from the garrifon, and 
immediately returned the enemy's 
fire with great fpirit. The reft of 
the floating-batteries, as under- 
mentioned, viz. Paula, 2J guns ; 
Rofano, 21; St. Chriftopher? rot 
Pnnce Charles, 10; St. John O; 
Paula ( 2 d) 9; St, Ann, 9; Doloras, 7 5 
proceeded fucceflively to their diffe- 
rent ilations ; and as they moored 
began to fire alfo, with the utmoft 
vivacity and good effect, againft the 
gnrrifon and fortification, whiift our 
lines and -advanced batteries on (hore 
fupported them, with a view of di- 
viding the enemy's attention. 
It was intended that ieveral divi- 
mortar boats fliould 
*on«ofganand 



proceed, Jo as to flank the garrifon 
along (he front, and to direct their 
Are to fnch particular fpots as might 
feeta proper* in order that the troops 
(efpoaally thofe employed on the 
batteries) might receive all* the an- 
noyance poflible ; but this meafure, 
{o necefiary and proper on the occa- 
sion, could not poffibly be carried 
rinto execution On account of; the rife 
of the wind and fea. Other mate- 
rial obftacles alfo occurred to prevent 
the fending of fliips, as had been 
formerly done, to make a dtverfion 
towards Eucopa-Point. Henae nil 
the enemy's batteries that were ex- 
pofed to our fire from the land were 
employed uninterruptedly again fUhe 
floating batteries, into which Shells, 
and round and grape fhot were fired 
without number, befides red hot 
balls* 42 pounders, 

Though the fire was returned on 
our part without inter miffioa. doing 
great damage ; yet the continual 
oifcharge of red hot balls kept up 
by the enemy was fuch as rendered 
all the precautions taken in the coo- 
ftruclion of the floating batteries of 
no effect, for the balls by lodging 
in their fides neceflarily fpread the 
fire throughout. This was found to 
be the cafe, repeatedly during the 
day, when the fire was .as frequent- 
ly kept under; but a continuation 
of the fame inconvenience render- 
ing it impoffible at length *o;york 
either the floating batteries oc gun 
and mortar boats, and the night ap- 
proaching apace, the floating batte- 
ry commanded by the Prince of 
Naflau took fire afrcfh, and began 
to burn with fuch violence as made 
it impoffible to fave her ; and fhorrjy. 
after that under Don B. Moreno 
was in the fame condition. 

In this perilous fituation, and the 
impoflibility .there was of either,, of* 
ing fails or oars, it was judged ad- 
visable to withdraw the people, and- 
to bring away or fpitt the* powder, 
that the batteries might nor, be 
blown up but let burn, fo as to be 
rendered 
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rendered unierviceable to the enq- 
my. Ail the other batteries began 
to be nearly in the fame frtuation, 
as -the two above- mentioned ; rather 
worre indeed, as the enemy's fire, 
now without oppoikion, was direc*- 
ed to point blank objeftsi 

The two coiti marwiera -Hi chief fcy 
land and fea, ' the Duke de Crillon, 
and Don Lewi* de Cordova, having 
been informed of the above particu- 
lar*, gave immediate direction for 
fending all the boats and other fmall 
craft that <ould be collected. f<or; the 
relief of the people in the floating 
batteries ; during which brilliant, 
though hazardous, attempt, the great- 
eft. proofs of valour were ihown, 
in the contempt paid to the enemy's 
dreadful fire of grape ihot, which 
the clearnefs of the night enabled 
them to direct to a certainty. 

The* greateft part of the people 
however were brought off, and the 
fire in feveral of the floating batte- 
ries* &c. fpread as much as poflible, 
that they might be immediately con- 
Aimed 5 and a fufficient quantity of 
powder was left in the others that 
they might at a feafonable time be 
blown up. Notwithftanding the ut- 
mo& aeal and activity tm our part, 
in the performance of thefe various 
fervices, the enemy funk feveral of 
the fmall craft; though many of 
the people employed in them either 
fdved themfelves by fwimming, or 
were taken up by otaer boats. 

As >foon as the enemy found the 
fire from the floating batteries was 
totally filenced, they'fent off ieveraJ 
<jf their gun and other armed boats, 
with which they took fome of our's 
going and coming, making prifoners 
of all the troops that remained in 
the floating batteries to be relieved; 
4b that by daybreak next morning 
they had 35c, of our people in their 
poflcflion, including many. wounded, 
who r we are informed, are treated 
with th&'greateft tendernefc and hu- 
manity by General Elliot. 



The fluting batteries blew up one 
after the other, except three, which 
burnt to the water's edge. 

In confequehee of the eqerny*« 
inceflant 6r& aJl day and night, as 
well againft the floating batteries and 
wtneir crews, as the great number of 
craft employed in taking up the 
people, we fuftained the lofs fpeci* 
.fled in the following lift accompany- 
ing this narrative, which we cannot 
conclude without obferviug, that in 
the accounts given by the comman- 
der in chief, as well as in all the 
private letters, the greateft praife is 
on every individual employed in tho 
attack and fubiequent operations. 

The enemy's lofs, confldering the 
length of the action, muft be very 
great, but this cannot be particular- 
ly afcertained. 

On the 14th, nothing particularly 
occurred, except that our fire con- 
tinued from the land without the 
garrilbn returning it.

Colonel Flood's Speech in thetlb'ufe 
of Commons of Ireland, on T^fatzy 
the \\th of June, 1 782, on the re- 
peal of tie Declaratory Law of the 
6th of George I..* 
Mr. Flodd' diked the Secretary 
wnat the nature and extent of the 
repeal of the declaratory law of 
England, with .'regard to Ireland, 
was to Be; that is to fay, whether it 
was to be barely repealed, or whe- 
ther the legal principle of right was 
alfo tb be renounced? — The Secre- 
tary faid, he believed it was to be^ a 
xhere repeal, but as the bill had not 
parted, no judgment or proceedings 
could be well had upon it,, becaufe 
it might be altered. 

A refolution was then read, that 
paffed in the Englifh Houfe of Com- 
mons the fame day on which the re- 
folution patted, aiTerting that the^ " 
Declaratory Law ought to be repealed. 
The refolution was as follows : 
" That theintereft: of the two king- 
doms are infeparable, and that their 



are 
concerned) viz. that a folid bails of 
permanent connection does at pre- 
sent fubfift between Great Britaih 
and Ireland, inafmuch as they uittft 
by law always have one common 
"Sovereign, and that the approbation 
of that' Sovereign, under the great 
feal of England, mull be had to any 
Bill before it can become law in Ire- 
land. He faid, however, that if 
the Secretary would fay for certainty, 
that no fuch idea was held, he would 
withdraw the refolution. The Se-. 
cretary faid he had not at that time 
any fuch intention > bnt could not 
afcertain any thing on the fubjeft. 

Mr. Flood's argument was as fol-. 
lows : Nothing ever was more ju- 
dicious than the conducl of Great 
Britain on this occafion. She- was 
fo embarralTed abroad, and you were 
fo Strong at home, that /he could 
not deny the repeal of the Declara- 
tory Law. Yet it muil ever be her 
wifh to retain the principle of it, be-' 
caufe it is the principle of power, 
which no nation has ever relinquish- 
ed, while it could maintain it. What 
then has (he done ? by feeming to 
yield unconditionally to you, She 
feized on .the generous credulity of 
your nature, and took full advantage

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a change in her own administration. 
Her hrfl itep was bold, in order to 
ilrike your imaginations with fome- 
thing, that feemed to be decifive. 
She refolved that the declaratory law 
ought to. be repealed. She did no\ 
fay, however, that it ought to be 
repealed, as having been a falfe and 
erroneous declaration of law j far 
from it. Not a man in the Britifh 
parliament held fuch an idea. The 
very mover and feconder of the refo- 
lution faid the contrary. I mention 
them both with honour ; I mention 
the miniflry, the parliament, and 
the people of (jigat Britain, with all 
honour. , I lament, but cannot blame 
their fenthnent On thisfubject. They 
-declared the con flit utionai right of 
the Britiih parliament to make laws 
for every part of the empire ; one of 
them faid externally; and the other 
both externally and internally. One 
laid the repeal, muit be accompanied 
by a final adjuftment ; and the otheT 
that the law could only be repealed 
on a principle of compact. 

Novy this is fo far from a renun- 
ciation, that it is the very contrary, 
and a repeal without a renunciation 
leaves you in effect only where you 
were. It. is a firft principle in law, 
that a declaratory act only declares 
the law to be what it was before ; 
that is to fay, that it only declares, 
.and that it does not alter the law. — 
.What follows? That as making a 
declaratory aft does not alter law, fo 
neither cap the mere unmaking alter 
law. Or in other words it follows, 
that if a declaratory ad is not pro- 
. flounced to have been an erroneous 
declaration of law, the bare repeal 
of it can do no other than leave the 
f Jaw in that ftate in which the decla- 
ratory act did declare it to have been 
before fuch declaratory act paffed. 
An enacting itatute alters the law 
when it is made, and>confequently 
when it is repealed it alters the law ; 
that is to fay, its enaction makes 
law, and therefore . its repeal uh- 



makes law. Inconfiderate people 
confound this idea of an enacting, 
with that of a declaratory act, and 
are impofed on to believe that a re- 
peal of a declaratory act unmakes and 
alters the law, in like manner as the 
repeal of an enacting ftatute does ; 
but. this is utterly falfe. The repeal 
of a declaratory law (unlefs it con- 
tains a renunciation of the principle) 
is only a repeal of the declaration, 
and nut of the legal principle. — The 
principle remains behind in full 
force, unlefs it be renounced. This 
is univerfallv true, and it isftrength- 
encd in this cafe by this circa m- 
fiance. Many acts have been made 
by the Britim parliament binding 
Ireland, fome of. tjaem before the 
declaratory law of. Geo. I. Now 
whilil one, of thefe remains, there is 
an exercife and a proof of the" right, 
Wronger by much than the declara- 
tory law. A fimple repeal,- there- 
fore, of the declaratory law, is no 
vindication of your legislature. But 
it is argued that becaufe in your nril 
addrefs you declare that the Britifh 
parliament has no fuch right, there- 
fore the repeal joined to this, will be 
equal to a renunciation by England. 
But what man in his fenfes can be- 
lieve that our renunciation of the 
Britifh claim can be equal to her own 
renunciation of it ? Or that in any 
controverfy, an aflertion of a party 
in his own favour, is equal fo the 
admifllon of his antagonift ? If Bri- 
tain renounces it, po other power cjn 
earth can pretend to maintain it. 
But if all the reft of the world were 
to deny her pretenfion, yet as long 
as fhe maintains it, our rights are 
vindicated, and our conflitution is 
in danger. Will any man fay, that 
if I afk a thing on a particular prin- 
ciple, that therefore if I obtain it at 
* all, it mufl follow that I obtain it 
on my own principle ? There is no 
fuch inference in Jaw, in logic, or 
in reafon $ it would only appear that 
the two parliaments had agreed in 

one 
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'otic point, that, of the bare repeal, 
but it never would appear, without 
an exprefs renunciation, that they 
agreed in the renunciation alfo ; and 
we k;H>w,t;he fa& tp be, that they 
do not agree with us in thaj prin T 
ciple.^Bu^tp put .this argument^ a 
djecifive jpropf, let us fu'pppfe that af- 
ter fuch a fiaiple repeals tlia^ at a fu- 
tnre t day the '* Britifh Parliament 
ihould revive ..the -principle; and 
rnakie a r Ja^fpr us. Suppofe that 
Jreland mo.ula 1 , remonftrate on this— 
"Stippofe fhe. ihould read that para- 
graph of her addrefs, an 4 quote the 
Ihltiili repeal of the' declaratory law, 
'and.Jhould" argue i*roip both that 
JEhglaqd had for ever renounced her 
claim, do you think that England 
-would liften to fuch an interference, 
or . that any reafpner' in Europe 
'would allow the force of the argu- 
"rnent ? .Would (he allow you to piece 
"your addrefs to her ad of Parlia- 
Jment ? If you queltioned her decla- 
ratory act, would fhe not queftioji 
r your declaratory addrefs ? Would (lie 
not appeal to the language held by 
her own members ? Would fhe not 
appeal to words Upon your journals? 
Would 'fhe not appeal to the filence 
of her law of repeal, and to your 
acquiefcence under that nlence ? 
' Would fhe not fay that that was 
virtually a national relinquishment 
of any idea of renunciation, fo that 
the principle remained not only un- 
rsneunced, but the equity of it ini- 
• pliedly admitted by Ireland, at a 
moment when me was the ablefl to 
con tell it ? 

But I mail be afked (though the 
repeal of the declaratory law ihould 
be fimple and impcrfed) whether I 
think that England will ever revive 
the claim ? I anfwer I cannot be 
certain that lhe will, neither can I 
, be certain that fhe will not ; and I 
afk in return, whether any man will, 
be furety that fhe will not ; and if 
any man is weak enough to fay. 'that 
he will be fo, 1 will tell him that 



this nation will not be weak enough 
to accept of hi* furety (no mortal is 
adequate to fuch a bufinefs).- I add 
that England either has or has not k 
"pofable notion of fuch a revival; \f 
fhe has npt, {he will hot* quarrel 
about renouncing ic ; and if fhe has, 
the renunciation is abfolutely necef- 
fary. I' add, that if fhe does not 
renounce the claim, fhe certainty 
may revive if; but that if fhe does 
renounce it, hYe certainly cannot re- 
vive it. Yes, you will fay, fo'f fhe 
"might ev ; en repeal ah a<5t of renunci- 
ation ; and to argue every 'thing 
fairly, I will admit that in the ut- 
'moft range of poffibility fuch an 'out- 
rage is not unimaginable ; but what 
do I infer? Not, that I mould be the 
more negligent, but that I ought tb 
be the ' mere' careful ; that it is my 
d a ty b m akd \ t i m poffib !e if I can ; 
and if I cannot do fo, that it is my 
duty to make it next to impoffible. 
It is abfurd to fay, becaufe I cannot 
make a, thing phyfically impracti- 
cable, "that therefore I mould leave 
it morally eafy • but it is good fenie 
"to fay, that I will make a thing as 
difficult as I can, though I cannot 
make, it as difficult as I Would, ahel 
'that if I cannot make a thing impof- 
fible, I will make it next to iih- 
pofnble. 

Indeed, on what principle did we 
enter into this bu'fmefs ? h was not 
furely on the filly notion of getting 
the f.j'rce or the good will of England 
to act on our fide, and again!! her-. 
felf in this queilion. That was irh- 
poflible* What then was pur pur- 
suit? To obtain the utmoft fecurity 
that law could give ; certain, that if 
a: fuch a time of extremity, we did 
hot obtain it, we never fhoiifd be, 
able to obtain it ; we had but ah 
alternative ; either to rely oh the li- 
berality of England, and then to fuf- 
fcr her d^larajory law to remain, as 
a thing impotent and never to be ex- 
ercifed ; or, in a matter of fuch flu- 
pendous cdnfecjuence, we were td 
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fey, that we would not truft the 
generofity even of Great Britain, 
but that we would have (olid and le- 
gal fecurity: the latter is certainly 
the ftrongefl, and the moft rational 
dependence; but though the former 
be weaker, it is better than neither. 
Now, in defi ring even the repeal of 
the declaratory law, you forfeit the 
liberality of England, becaufe you 
do not confide in it ; and if you do 
not carry the matter on until you 
obtain legal fecurity, you in effect 
relinquifh both. That is to fay, 
you do the very worft thing the cafe 
is capable of, fo that it would be 
difficult to fay whether your attempt 
•was the moft glorious, or the con- 
duel of it the moll inadequate and 
difgraceful. But the pride of Eng- 
land will be hurt. I fhould be forry 
for it; either however, her pride is 
contrafted to our fecurity, or it is 
not ; if it it is not, our errec'iuating 
cur fecurity will not hurt her pride; 
ind if it is con traded to us, we 
muft chufe one of two things, either 
to hurt her pride, in order f obtain 
our fecurity, or to relihquifh Our fe- 
curity in order not to hurt her pride; 
but if there be a pride on one lide, 
there is a pride alfo on the other; if 
there be a pride of England, there 
is a pride of Ireland too. Now I 
afk, which ought to give way, for 
one mult, arid I anfwer impartially, 
that which has the worft foundation. 
Now which is that ? The pride of 
England in this cafe, is the pride of 
wrong, and the pride of ufurpation. 
The pride of Ireland is the pride of 
right, the pricne of juftice, the pride 
of conftitution. I will not afk you, 
after that, which ought to give 
way; but it is wrong to put this quef- 
tion principally upon pride. — Eng- 
land it is true, has a pride in the 
matter, but fhe has what fhe values 
more, a principle of power. Ire- 
land too, has a pride in the matter, 
but {he has what Ihc ought to value 
'much more, a principle of perma- 
nent fecurity. Nx.w that nation 



yet 
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vet the ftrength of adminiftration is 

-her fecurity, thefe things are inv 
poffihle. 

This brings, me to what fell from 
Mr. E-0~; £e faid the meafure of 

repeal could not (land alone, but 
miHt be accompanied by a final ad- 

juitment, and by a folid bafis of 
permanent connexion between thefe 
kingdoms ; he faid that fame plan 

of this fort would come from the 

' Servants of the crown in Ireland, to

Now I fay, 
if we are to negotiate at prefent,

;principles.; it is not five weeks ago 
that we all declared that we had 
made this a, peremptory demand, 
and that we had nothing in it to ne- 

. gociate ; were we now to begin to 
negociate, we fhould negociate after 
great advantages had been obtained 

' againfi: us ; jpr inftance, we were 
cieiired to fpecify our wrongs, that 
they might be redrefled ; we did fo f 

. and as vye fpec^ified our redrefs, we 
made our fpecification as narrow as 
poflible, in order to facilitate redrefs; 
but had we fpecified with a view to 

. negociation, we mult have made 

. our. fpecification as broad as poffible, 
in order to have the greater advan- 
tage in negociation. * Our fecond 

. addrcfs is another advantage gained 
again.fi us, .that is reprefented even 
here, anct ftill more will it be held 

. in .England to be a repeated reftric- 
tion on the requifitians of this coun- 
try. What follows ? That if we 
were to negociate now, we mull ne- 
gociate all on one fide, bound up 
not to make demands, and open 
only to make concefHons. Now a 
negociation in which one may give 
fc tvcry thing acd gain nothing, may 



be called a negociation by fbm« 
men, but by mod men will be called 
folly ; in this tog we are to propofe, 
though the proportion is to be a- 
gainlt ourfelyes, and we are to pro- 
pofe this through the fervants of the 
crown, which is ftill more againit Us. 
Now the fervant3 of the crown will 
not propofe terms for England, till 
our Parliament is properly prepared 
for the fubjecl^ and we know what 
that means. If the fervants of the 
crown and the Payment cannot be 
gpt to go far erflrgh for England, 
then a treaty is to be begun, in 
which England will have advan- 
tage as tom|p£r, and command as 
to time. In the ftage of ratifica- 
tion fhe will have more, and in that 
of completion and confummation 
. ftill greater advantages in all of thefe 
flages ; all the cabinet and parlia- 
mentary councils of England will' be 
unanimous' on our fide, viz. that of 
England. But the cabinet and par- 
liamentary councils of Ireland will 
not be unanimous in favour of Ire- 
land, but will, in general, have a 
decided majority in favour of Eng- 
land. What equity can there be in 
fuch a refult ? Here are five ftages 
marked out by Mr. Fojc, in each of 
which there may be a final difference 
of fentiment, and in each of which 
there may be a neceffity for fome, 
and an opportunity for great delay, 
without any management ; this muit 
be dilatory, and with a little dexte- 
rity, it can eafily be Jpun out to a 
peace. Now I afk.you, what is it 
that has given you every thing ; it is 
not time? And' as time has given 
you every thing, reflect that time 
may alfo take every thing away from 
you ; but time is not neceiTary, ne- 
gociation alone is fuificient to undo 
you ; you were not born to be nego- 
ciators. The negociator is a dark, 
auftere, inexorable character; you 
are foft, open, and pcrfuadeable ; 
you have not the detailed knowledge, 
the fyftematical' procraftination, the 
fufpicious 
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ftfpicjous referve, or the frigid per- 
severance of a negociator. When 
feaye you. negotiated that you have 
not lp(t ? You negociated at the Re- 
gpratipn, you negociated at the Re- 
solution, you negociated .at the 
augmentation of your army, you ne- 
goqat.ed your free trade, you nego- 
ciated the mutiny bill. When have 
you demanded that you have not 
fu,cceeded, and when have you ne- 
gociated that you have not been 
^ece\ycd. 

There never As a time wh;ch re- 
quired more consideration than the 
prefent ; the national exertion began 
\n the laft year of LordBuckingham's 
admin jiiration, it is*flbw drawing to 
a period, and' whether "that (hall 'be 
glprious or otherwise, depends on 
yourwifd©m: a fhort view of what 
ive have done will be a guide to what 
we Ihould do ; we had groaned for a 
century under an encreafing ufur- 
patipn ; the American war broke out, 
and whilft we were called upon to 
fhed our blood for Great Britain, 
\vs wereinfulted with the application 
pi" that principle to Ireland which 
had revolted America ; our feelings 
were cxafperated by the application, 
and our trade was ruined by the 
war ; we faw ourfelves beggars in 
' Jui"i, and flaves in afTertion; The 
merchants flew to a non-importation 
agreement, & c# l ' 1( ? P eo P^ e ^ evv *° 
armr. ! A mid ft this perturbation par- 
liament a£embled, and we amended 
pur addrefs by the demand of free 
trade, as We have lately amend d 
pur addrefs by the demand of a free 
conflitution, that is of an exclufive 
hunflature on which all freedom of 
trade m;} ft depend— And therefore 
it was, that I did originally differ 
y/ich Tome gentlemen, for I afferted 
that they had not obtained that free- 
dom of trade of which they had 
})paited, becaufe they had not ob- 
tained that freedom of parliamentary 
coniiitution, without which a free- 
^pm of trade could not pofliblyexift. 



We received from England a dilatory 1 
anfwer. We fhortened our money-* J 
grants to the crown — wef fhortened i 
them to the fu'ojeft. And the Irifti 
public creditors, to their immortal 
honour, embarked fo fully with the 
rights of the nation, as chearfuMy to 
accept of a fix months fecurity. This 
rapid fucceffion of fober and confiftent 
efforts ftruck like lightning on the 
miniftry and parliament of England, 
fill obftacles gave way, our demand 
was to be granted in all its plent- 
tude, all the Britilh ftatutes reftrittive 
of our foreign commerce were to be 
repealed, and on that conftitutional 
principle on which alone it wouH be 
welcome— a principle, whiob, in 
that early period of this queftion, I 
took the firft opportunity to lay down * 
in clear, unambiguous and categori- 
cal term s . What was that principle ? 
That, having a parliament of oar 
own, our foreign trade was ne- 
cerTarily free, and fubjeft to no re- ' 
ftricliori as to our ports, but fuch as 
our parliament might impofe. This 
principle, we were tola, was ad- 
mitted by England, as to our foreign t 
trade, and pleaded by her in returo, 
as to her own ports ^nd thofe of her 
colonics. — We admitted the princi- 
ple which we claimed, and fhe faid 
ihe would open to us her colony 
ports, on equal regulation of trade. . 
The tidings of this emancipation, as 
it was idly called, landed in Ireland. 
The poft-cilice was illuminated by 
an emiflary of the Caftle ; the college 
took are in the next inftance by an 
happy contagion, and the city caught 
the flame in a regular and fympa- 
thetic fucceilion. Ail fober con- 
fideration was loft in an ignorant 
clamour, and the ftcady pulfe of the 
public yielded to a fever of exulta- 
tion. What was the confequence? 
England £»w that we were furprized 
at our fucceis— faw that we had 
afked more than we expected, con- 
cluded we would accept of infinitely 
led, and determined that fhould be 

'a* 
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?s little as fhe could. Firft, then, 
-fhe determined, not to repeal all her 
Jaws reftrictive of our foreign com- 
merce, yet, whilft an atom of fuch 
reftriction remains, the total im- 
peachment of your constitution re*, 
mains; when, therefore, an artful 
refolution was prepared for thishoufe, 
on that occafion, expreffive of fatis- 
faction in that enlargement of our 
foreign trade, I exclaimed againft 
that word. If yon- thank the Britifh 
parliament, I faid, for the enlarge- 

-ment of your foreign trade, you 
♦admit me can reftrain it; if you 
Admit fhe can reftrain it, you admit 
*her legiflative authority ; that is, 
you gain little in commerce, and 
you lofe every thing in constitution. 
I object to .the word foreign, there- 
fore, it belies Ireland, and it de- 
rives Great Britain. The inde- 
pendent gentlemen of the day, bow- 
ever, did not feel, did not take up 
the principle, yet, though they did 
'not take it up that day, they have 
felt it fince ; and though the word 
was univerfally admitted then, there 
is not a man in the nation that would 
•not . reject it now. Such was the 
firft ftage of this bufinefs. Let us 
fee how much more worfe we made 
it in the progrefs of negociation. 
-The language of England was the 
language of common fenfe. Ireland 
mult have equal regulations in trade, 

' me faid, l^ut equal taxes on home- 
confuraption fhe did not fay; equal 
regulations of trade may fubfift* be- 
tween a poor country and a rich orte, 
but equal taxes on confumption can- 
not. Now what has your nego- 
ciation made of it ? You have made 
your arrangement a tax-law in part, 
which ought to have been a trade- 
law in the whole ; that is to fay, in- 
ftead of a regulation in them, you 
made it a regulation againft trade, 
and a fevere and a caufhc regulation 
too. What regala toon, indeed, can 
be much ... more adverfe to trade, 
than a heavy tax on a raw material 
Vol. XIV, 



imported for the purpbfe of trade, 
and for the end of manufacture ? So 
pernicious are fuch taxes, that the 
Minifters in England, whofe pro- 
fusion has brought them on that 
country, have endeavoured to ex- 
tenuate their malignity by two regu- 
lations ; to confole the manufacturer, 
they tell him that they will open to 
him the foreign market, by giving 
him a drawback on his manufactures 
exported, equal to the tax on the 
imported material. And they tell 
him betides, that they will fhut up 
for him the home-market, and give 
him a monopoly of it. How ? By 

-laying a prohibitory duty on the 
manufacture imported from abroad ; 
and what have they done as to ma- 
nufactured fugars ? They have laid 
a prohibitory duty upon them when 
imported into England from any 

. other part of the world, Ireland even 

. not excepted. What have we done 2 
We have laid the fame prohibitory 
duty oa manufactured fugars im- 
ported into Ireland from any other 
part of the world ; but we have ex- 
cepted England, whereas fhe did not 
except Ireland. Now, there wa- 
rn uch more reafon for our excepting 
England, than there was for her 
excepting Ireland ; and why ? Be- 
caufe Ireland could never, by any 
poffihility, be a rival in fugars to 
England in the English market, but 
England is actually a very formidable 
rival to Irehind in the Irifh market. — 
What is the fact ? The Irifh manu- 
facturer of fugars has but one rival 
in the world, and that is the Englilh 
manufacturer of them; And what 
have we done ? We have given him 
the full fecurity againft all thofe that 
are not his rivals ; and we have not 
given it to him againft the only 
manufacturers that are his rivals; 
we have given him perfect protection 
where he is ^tn no danger, and we 
have not giveu it to him where he is 
in all danger. We have done worfe 

. by him, we have not only given him 
St a* 
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as .much feerarity *gainft his only 
rivals, asagainft thofewho are not 
at all his, rivals ; but we hare not left 
him as much fecarity againft his 
only rivals as he. always had before ; 
that is to fay, the .duty on the im- 
ported manufacture now bears a lefs 
, proportion than ever it did before to 
the duty on the imported raw ma- 
terials. By coufequence his peril is 
greater, as his protection is lefs ; and 
his fecurity being diminifhed, his 
danger is enhanced. But that is not 
all 5 you have not done for him what 
England originally pointed « out to 
you in his favour : ihe propofdd 
equality as the principle of your re- 
gulation of trade; we adopted it 
religiottfly in that part to which it 
was not applicable, and, where it 
•Was precious, I mean in the tax part ; 
Uknd we only deferred it in the trade 
part, where alone it was applicable, 
^and where alone it was beneficial * 

• Such was the fpirit in which we ne- 
gociated our free trade ; ]*t us take 

*care how We negockte our free, con- 
Iftkution ; but the error of that ar- 

• rangement does not ftop here* Its 
HfH principle was erroneous ; it fet 

;out with this maxim — That you were 
-to pay for thk as if it were an en- 
largement, and that you were to. pay 
for it in tax, as if you had not paid 
It otherwife before. But what is the 
truth ? the fugars of Spain, Portu- 
gal and France, would fupply your 
manufacturers, as well as the Brkifh 
Weil-India iflands, and generally 
better ; if, whilft you retained thofe 
markets, England had opened her 
colony ports too, this would have 
J>een a new market, which is always 
an advantage to the buyer. But 
what is the cafe now I you are fuf- 
, fered to go to the colony market of 
England, which is theEnglilh mar- 
ket in effect, and which is therefore 
her advantage ; but, you give up 
this for all others, and fome better 
markets, which is your difadvantage. 
Jnftead of. its being an enlargement! 



therefore, this is more property ft 
reftriction ; and inftead of England's 
granting you a boon in this matter, 
it is you that. give her a monopoly. 
Npw, a monopoly is fo much again ft 
the giver, and fo much in favour of 
the obtainer of it, that no nation in 
its fenfes ever, gives it to another.— 
And if a part of an ernpire give* ifc 
•to the head, it cannot be on a. prin- 
ciple of jtrade, becajife a principle of 
trade is a principle of gain, . whereas 
this is a principle of lorfs, On wh*t 
^principle alone can it be given on .a 
principle of empire ? That is to iky* 
in other words, it. is a fa* ora tribute* 
.arid; that of the heavioft nature $ but* 
if yoi* were to . pay for , it . in taxes* 
.beiidespaying for it by monopoly, if 
-wauW be ablurd to pay for it more 
-ihan; it -was worth* £Jow, : take Ac 
-whole Weft-Indian commerce, take* 
-the utmoft proportion of that com- 
f«erce that could ever fall to your 
Jot, take the utmoft proportion of* 
dear, profit that qan be fuppofed to 
accrue from that quantity 'of trade* 
and* than take the u tm oft. proportiott 
Of what dear profit that can be af- 
forded tio revenue, and I fay it 
>wouid never amount to that futn 
-which you have agreed to pay on the 
.inftarit for : the contingency of this 
direct trade, with this additional ab- 
surdity, that if you ihould not. he 
able to eftabliih it, thefe-additional 
duties will he .eqq ally payable upon 
your old circuitous trage* which 
-before was free from them. /Will 
,you truft «egoeiation -again ? This 
arrangement cannot fc^e juftified ott 
anycommerciatprinCtples. Was -any 
•conftitudonal advantage obtained. by 
it ? Far from it ; the very principle 
of the arrangement ishoftUe tio.the 
-conftitutiori ; it gives to the BritHh 
i parliament a virtual power of taxing 
f you, for what is, the principle of it f 
That when England taxes a' colony 
/produce, yourmuft tax it equally or 
f give up the trade. Thus this ar-* 
i rangement leaves, both your trade and 
. - your 
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your money at the mercy of the 

Iviiniiby and Parliament of Engr 
land. Combine this with another 
law of the fame period, the mutiny 
bill, therefore*, and fee what the re-, 
fult of both is t You complained 
that the Britilh' Parliament, mould 
m.ake^even a twelve months law for 
your army ; and what did you do to 
remedy it? You made an aft that 
fhe ihould do it for ever. The two 
gfeatell powers in the mar\agem*n't 
of humai\, concerns* are* the power 
of the pwrfe, and th$ power cfc the 
fword. You did by thefe two laws, 
for fo much delegate away both, of 
tl&fc great powers from yourfelves to 
tfye Britilh Parliament ; that is to fay, 
in the very moment that you talked 
of recovering youf own authority, , 
and denying that of the Britiih le- 
giflature : you did every thing you 
could to ftrengtfien the power of 
that Parliament which you meant to 
overthrow* and to weaken the power ► 
of that Parliament: which you. meant 
tov eftablilh. I- -do not fpeak thefe * 
things in order to fay what is dif- 
agreeable to any man living* much, 
lefs to fay any think difagreeable* to 
that body, in defence of who/e 
privileges I have lived thcfe two and • 
tvyenty years, and* in the defence of 
wjhofe privileges J will die, I fpeak 
them from a deep conviction of their 
iiecejljty. You . fee how you. have 
been negociated out cf every things , 
aftd ho\y dangerous it is to negotiate 
again. You fee how dangerous k is 
%q exult too foo*vor to imagine that 
3ny think of this kind is done, 
while any thing remains undone. 
You fee what a miferable end was 
jnade; of Lord Buckingham's ' lail: 
feilion of Parliament, though it be- 
gan with fo much fplendor ; and as 
a part pf this feilion has taken the 
Aepsof its glory, I would warn th? 
ccmcl-ufion of it againjt the Heps of. 
its decline. To put a Hop, there- 
fore, .to the danger of negotiation, 
and to accelerate the falecy of an 



immediate T«p«al, and of a final re- 
nunqiation, I move the refojuttoo:

Whitehall* Oet. 26. 
Extracts of leiters from the Right 
Hon. General Elliott, Governor 
of Gibraltar, dated Gibraltar, Sep- 
tember 11 and 12, 1782, and re- 
ceived at the office of the Right 
Hon. Thomas Townshend, 
his*Majefty y } Principal Secretary of 
State for the Home Department, 
October 24. September 11. 

An attempt to try the effect of a- 
heavy fire from our batteries with 
heavy carcafles, hot fhot, and fhells, 
upon the enemy's firft-eftablifhed ad-* 
vanced works and batteries, feemed 
fo very practicable, that the com- 
manding officer of the artillery was 
immediately directed to take the 
Lieutenant-General's orders for that 
purpofe. In cohfeq fence the ar^ 
rangement was very }odicioufly 
made, and completely executed by 
the artillery officers. The firing 
having commenced on the 8th inft, 
at feven o'clock in the morning, by 
ten o'clock their Mahon battery, 
confiding of fix pieces of ordnance^ . 
and one adjoining of two guns, 
were fet on fire, and by five o'clock 
P. M. were entirely confumed, with 
gun-carriages, platform*, and ma- 
gazines, bomb proof. Part of the 
communication to the eaflern parel- 
lel, and the trenches and parapet 
for mufquetry in front of the bat- 
tery, were alfo deftroyed. The 
thirteen gun battery, next the bay, 
was fo mueh damaged, being on fire 
in feverai places, that the enemy 
were put to the neceffity of taking 
dow*a one half cf it, which they have 
rio\v% "begun to re-eftablifh. The 
faeeefs* not only much exceeded 
my expectations, but had the hap- 
pieft effects in other refpecls, as ic 
provoked the enemy to open their 

new 
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new mcrtsr batteries, and recom- 
mence a fire from their forts and 
lines, for which they feemed by no 
means prepare^. The enemy's lofs 
in our fight was very confiderable, 
as their endeavours to rfop the pro- 
grefs of the flames laid them open 
to a very fevere atfd well directed 
fire. Notwithftanding the great 
number of the enemy's mot and 
(hells, we fufFered no material lofs. 

The next morning 4>y day break 
the enemy opened" their new fixty- 
four gun-battery upon us, with all 
their mortars, and continued to fire 
without intermilfion from thence, as 
well as from their lines, (their whole 
artillery amounting to about ioo 
pieces- of cannon, and 60 mortars) 
leemingly" by way of retaliation, it 
being the general opinion their pre- 
parations were not fufficiently com T 
pleat to begin their powerful attack, 
which, however formidable in ap- 
pearance, I will venture to affure, 
that the- im predion upon our works 
as yet is fcarcely perceptible, . 

On the fame day the enemy's 
fquadron, confiding of feven fail of 
the line Spanifh, and two French, 
with a large frigate and zebeque, 
taking the advantage of a Levant 
wind, got under fail from the Orange 
Grove, and one of them palling 
very flowly within random fhor, fired 
many guns npon the South Baftion 
and Ragged Staff, continuing his 
cannonade until he got beyond Eu- 
ropa. The fquadron then went to 
the Eaftward of the rock, and formed 
in a line, (the Admiral leading) 
came before the batteries of Europa, 
and under a very flow fail commenced 
a fire from all their guns, until the 
laft fhip had pafTed. They repeated 
this manoeuvre at two o'clock the 
following morning, and again in the 
forenoon of the fame day. Thefe 
fucceflive* cannonades did not any 
wa ys damage the works. Some of 
the leading "mips came pretty near 
the point of the &r& attack, bat 



having been frequently flruck by ou* 
fhot, they afterwards kept at 2 
greater diftance. Two of the Spanifh 
lhips went early in that morning td 
Algeziras, to repair, as we imagine. 
All the batteries at Europa were 
manned by the marine brigade, (en- 
camped there), with a fmall pro- 
portion of artillerifts. The guns 
were extremely well laid and point- 
ed ; the whole under the immediate 
command of Brigadier Curtis. 

About five in the afternoon of the 
fame day, fixtcen of the enemy's 
gun boats came over from Algeziras^ 
formed in a line, and fired upon the 
garrifon . Our batteries obliged them 
to retire in lefs than half an hour* 
not without fome of them havingVuf* 
fered, as there is reafon to fuppofe. 
September 12. 

The enemy continues^ His heavy 
Rre from the ifthmus- laft night the 
gun and mortar boats repeated their 
attack. Nob<xty hurt by their fire. 

The wind having come to the* 
Wefhvard, there is all probability 
the enemy will determine upon his 
final attack by fea in a very jfhort 
time. 

The enemy has made no further 
approach in his land attack fince 
yeiterday.

Mr. Grattan took notice of the 
bill lately pafled in England, peiv 
mitcing a trade between his Majelty's 
European dominions (including Ire- 
land) and certain places in the Weft 
Indies. 

Mr. Flood. I do not mean to 
oppofe the mo# liberal interpretation 
. that can be given to the bill in ques- 
tion, for to me it was never matter, 
yet I think it might eafily have been 
worded fo as not to alarm any man. 
Suppofe it was worded thus, "All 
** his Majeily's dominions in Europe 
" fubjed to the legiflature of Great 
«' Britain ;" thefe words certainly 
would have done, and as they are 
plain and obvious to me, a man of: 
mean and weak capacity, I cannot 
think that the great and able men 
who compofe his Majeily's mini&ry, 
could have found any difficulty in : 
ufing thefe or other words flill more ■ 
fat isfa&ory to Ireland. 

Jut I lhall leave this fubjecl, as I 
have a matter of much greater im- 
portance to bring forward. I find 
that the final judicature is refiored 
to- the peers of Ireland, except in 
the cafe of appeals now Before the 
peers of England—could England 
make this exception if me did not 
think lhe had not a right to deter- 
mine, thefe particular cafes? and if 
ihe had a right to determine thefe, 
lhe had a right, to determine every 
cafe. We are told that the faith of 
England U plighted to us, that we 
are fecured by 'faith of nations ; 
every. fUte in Europe has the fame 
fecurity, yet do we not lee them 
ev^ry day publilhing maniieftos, 
levying war, and deftroying multi- 
tudes, notwithstanding this boafted 
faith of nations. t The faith of na- 
tions admits of no 1 appeal but to the 
fword— »by abfurd barbarifm called 
an*appeai to Heaven-^it would SUV 
become, nations governed by 4he. 
fame fovejeign, to think of fuch ap- 
Vox. XIV. 
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peal— their appeal mould be to the 
law, and if we can have the fecurity 
of law, will any man be frantic 
enough to fay we mould reject it? 
will any man be frantic enough to 
fay we mould not take the beft fe- 
Ciiriry we can obtain?— were my 
iingle voice in oppofition againft a 
million, I fay we lhould make our- 
felves fecure as pofltble. 

I fpeak without hope and without 
fear, without partiality to the pre- 
fent administration, or without any 
caufe of refentment to them. I 
fpeak with lhe voice of truth, and I 
will not depart from it, though I 
expire under the weight of this great 
argument. Will you not have the 
utmoft legal fecurity ? is the utmoft 
legal fecurity to be treated with con- 
tempt ? you can't have any legal 
fecurity from France or from Spam, 
the ifaith of nations muft therefore 
fupply its place, but with England 
the cafe is other wife. Suppofe the* 
that you had obtained it, and that 
England by an a& of perfidy fuffi- 
cient to draw down the curfe of the 
Almighty upon Jier, was again to 
extend the hand of oppreffion to* 
wards you, what would be your 
, fituation ? is there a nation in Eu- 
rope whofe generofity^ whofe bene* 
volence, whofe intejeft would not 
induce them to enter into a confe- 
deracy of honeur to fupport the 
gallant aflbciations that cover and 
adorn your land. This is the very 
moment in which you may eradicate 
the antient prejudice of England, 
and if you now left pafs the oppor- 
tunity, you may bid it farewell for 
ever. 

I do therefore move you, that the "-

I re f peel England as much as 
I refpect human nature, but was it 
ever known, that any country ever 
relinquithed willingly a .power it had 
obtained over another r^ why then 
fhould you Cuppofe that England 
ppflcfles a degree of virtue above 
human nature. 

Mr. Grattan. If the fecurity that 
the honourable gentleman defrres, 
be a Britifh ilatute, I reject it, I 
would reject Magna Charta unde* a '

to England for a charter, but with 
a charter, and we have alked her to*' 
cancel ail her declarations made irr 
oppoikion to it.

empire, and imported with them

He concluded with hoping better 
of the Aiture profperity jhan fpme pf 
its wifeft and belt friends dared to 
Matter tnemfclves with. Bat nothing 
afTuredly could a#e& this, unlefs a 
renewal of the Conftitiition f A lan- 
guid artd ficjdy frame, either in the 
individual or politic body, Could 
promife no vigorous and well profer 
-cuted exertions. • The character of 
the people muft die with that of their 
government* but might ftjSl flourifli 
with that of die revival i The ruin , 
from whole htink it was fo frightful 
• to look down, had iflhed from the 
abates which the petition wilhed to- 
rectify. And as England, previous 
to the eaittence of her colonies, had 
rifen to .her height of greatnefs, fr;;m 
the inexhaufted refources of her free, 
and manly government, Ihetnight, 
froirr the fame actuating (pirit, re- 
peffefs andmaintain her rank among 
nations.

Lord Surrey clofed the debates 
with an addrefs, .which- conveyed 
fingular fatisfacjio^tp everj hearer. 
He, applog&ed for addreffing the 
meeting at all, as indeed, he was not 
a freeholder of the county ; but he 
trufttd, that the, honour of a long 
ep Attention with the <ounty from re- 
ference and property, which his fa r 
miiy had enjoyed, would excufe 
kim ; that he fhould not be deemed 
m Jntf uder in preferring himfejf be r 
jFere ^hem t in expreiijng his wanneft 
approbation of iherineafure, though 
* fenfe of propriety repelled him 
;frOni f figning the petition. It afford- 
ed him ti& Kigheit pleafure to behold 
a per/eft niaanjmity on fo important 
a fubje#, but the bufinefs ought not 
Co reft with their prefent aft ; they 
would but partially {erve the caufe 
in which they had fo laudably en- 
gaged, if they did not accompany 
their individual fignatur^s with, their 
mpft active exertions. They muft 
adjdrefs themfelves to, their c^uotry- 
n>en, perfuade, exhort, Worm, an,d 
ufe every honeft means to give weight 
to their petition in Parliament, by 
procuring, to it a large and general 
approbation. They were not to flat- 
ter themfelves, that it would not be 
oppofed, the face of unanimity in 
.^heprefent meeting /hould not in- 
Ipitft in them a. dangerous fecurity. 
It would be oppofed, powerfully op- 
po.fed j. not only by thofc from whom 
nothing better was ,tohe expe&ed, 
by the friends arid fupportcrvS, in and 
on* of Parliament, of the late ruin- 
pur a.4mijnift ration j butfiewasibtp-y 
to add, by fome of * the mpft Wpeft- 
abje characters, who had hitherto 
been the faft friends of the people 
and the conftitution, and whofe 
.opinions would derive a weight from 
the reverence which their pa ft con- 
ducl had won them. Whether they 
were warped by an intereft in thpfe 
boroughs, which might be affe$ed 
by the petition, or a tenadoufnefs of 
certain fpeculative notions which 
they had adopted, he wouty not de- 
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ride, as 1 they 'Were not prefent to. 
anfwer for them felves"; but fuch were 
the opponents whom they were to 
refift, and reftft with all the force of 
argument and felicitation. He be- 
lieved the county of Nottingham had 
not the fin of one private borough to 
anfwer for $ he wilhed it were eq ually 
free from all imputation of corrup- 
tian and vitiating influence ; but if 
gentlemen thought differently from 
the*petitioners, he wilhed they 'had 
been prefent to have urged their ob- 
jections, The meeting was in the 
face of day, and of the county, and 
this would have become them as 
men and citizens. The refornvwas 
riecefTary in a finking view, as hot 
only Lord sand Minifters, and Afiatic 
plunderers, might invade the ap- 
propriated rights of the people, but 
even a King of France might, at the 
price of five thoufand' pounds a bo- 
rough, fend reprefentatives of him- 
felf to- the Commons Houfe, and 
command an afcendency in a Britifti 
Parliament. The practicability of 
fuch daring outrages ifTued from the 
horrid ftate of reprefentation'. If the 
electors of every oorough confided in 
a number of Britifh freemen, fuch 
attempts would not even be conceiv- 
ed* He praifed Lord Gal way for 



the difintereftednefs of his conduct 
in being fuperior to the temptation i 
of his borough intereft, when the in* 
terefts of his country called for his 
approbation and fupport. If in the 
iflue of the bufirtefs he fhould be 
thrown on the affecthwisof his coun- 
try for a feat in Parliament, which 
at prefent he held as by his own 
ri^ht, a grateful country could not 
fail to make every hand fo me return. 
He concluded with recommending 
the Aibject of the petition to their 
beft affections ; there was a fpirit and 
vigour in the constitution, which, 
as the laft fpeaker had obferved, 
would awe even the legiflature in, 
great occafions ; and if the people, 
with a firm and manly tone, called 
for juftice, they muft obtain it. 

The unanimous approbation of 
the petition followed Lord Surrey's 
fpeech, when after fome refolutions, 
which may be feen in the advertifc- 
ment, Lord George Sutton , clofed 
the meeting, with thanking them, 
for the honour they had done him yi 
calling him to the chair, and allur- 
ing them of all the fupport which, 
either as a citizen or a member of 
Parliament, he could give to the 
prayer of their petition.

They* 
wete all fixed to the ftations allotted 
them in a maiterly manner. Our 
batteries opened as the enemy came 
before them : The fire was w very hca«- 
vy on both fides : The red hot fhot 
were fent with fuch precifion from 
fhejpxrifon, that in the afternoon 
the imoke. was feen to ifluc from the 
under rinrt of the Admiral, and one 
otherj and men were perceived to be 
ufing ( fire engines and pouring wa- 



fleet, and they immediately. -began 
ta rake away 'the men, it being 1m* 
poffible to remove the fhipet' - J 
thought this- a fit opportunity to em- 
ploy my guorbpars, and I- advanced 
with the whote (twelve in number, 
each carrying a twenty-four, or 
eighteen-pounders) and ( drew them, 
up fo as to flank the line of the ene-« 
my's battering fhips, while they 
were annoyed -extremely by an ex* 
ceflive, heavy and well-dire&ed fire 
from the garrifon. The fire from 
the gun-boats was kept , up with 
great vigour and effect. The boats 
of the enemy durft not approach; 
they abandoned their mips, and the 
men left in them to our mercy, or 
to the flames. The day light now 
appeared, and two falucus, which 
had not yet efcaped, endeavoured to> 
get away-; but a fhot from a gun- 
boat killing five men in one of them, 
they ftibmitted. The fcene at this 
time before me was dreadful to a 
high degree, numbers of men cry- 
ing from araidft the names, fome. 
upon pieces of wood in the water, 
others appearing in the (hips where , 
the fire had as yet made- but little 
progrefs, all expreifing, by fpefcch 
and gefture, the deepeit diftrefs, and 
all imploring afliflance, formed a 
fpeclacle of horror not eafily to be 
defcribed. Every exertion was made 
to relieve them ; and I have inex- 
prefiible happinefs in informing my 
Lords, that the numbers faved a- 



ter into the holes, endeavouring to mount to* thirteen officers and 344 



extipguifh the fire." Their efforts 
proved ineffe&ual ; by one o'clock 
in the morning the two before- 
mentioned were fn flames, and feve- 
ral others actually on fire, though as 
yet riot in fo great "a degree. Con- 
fufion was now plainly obferved a- 
mong'. them, and the numerous 
rockets thrown up from each of the 
•ftips, was a clear demouftration of 
their great diftrefs : Their fignals 
w^re anfwered from the enemy'* 



men. One officer and twenty -*nine 
wounded (fome of them dreadfully) 
taken from among rjie flain in the 
holds, are in our hofpital, and many 
of them in a fair way. The blow- 
ing up of the fhips around as, as 
the fire got to the- magazines, an,d 
the firing of the Cannon ^of others, 
as the metal became heated by the 
flames, rendered this a very perilous 
employment ; but we felt it as much 
a duty to make every effort to re^ 
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Here twr enemies from fo fhocking a 
fttttatiou, as att hour before we did 
toaffinVin conquering tKem. The 
loft of the enemy mull have been 
very confrderable. G/eat numbers 
were- killed on board, *aud in boats. 
Several hunches were funk. In one 
©f them were four fcore men, who 
%'crc alt drowned, except an officer 
and -twelve of them, who were float- 
ed under our walls upon the * wreck. 
It was impoffible that greater exer- 
ih&s could* have been made to pre* 
tent }t, but there is every reafon to 
believe that a great many wounded 
perifbed in* the flames. All the bat- 
tering fhips were fet on fire by our 
kot&bt, except one, which we af- 
terwards burnt. The Admiral left 
iis flag flying, and it was confuracd 
With the ihip. 

• A large hope was beat at the bot- 
tom of my boat ; my coxfwain was 
killed-, and two of the crew- were 
wounded by pieces of timber falling 
en her when one of the battering (hips 
Mew up. The fame caufe funk one 
of my gun -boats and damaged ano- 
ther. 

Two of the enemy's bomb ketches 
were brought forward, and continu- 
ed to throw ihells into the garrifon 
d-uring the attack of the battering 
ftips. 

A confiderable detachment of fea- 
men did duty as artillerifts upon the 
Ibatteries, and gave great fatisfacs

72 guns, was difcovered very near 
the gat rifon in a crippled ftate, and 
after having two men killed and two 
wounded, from the* fire* of Our bat- 
teries,, he fell on fliore near to the 
South Baftion, As the day advanc- 
ed,' the fleet of the' enemy appeared 
to have Tuffered considerably by the 
gale. A fhip of 'the line and a fri* 
gate were on ihore near the Orange 
Grove; a French fhip of the" line 
had loft her fore-maft and bow-fprii.'.. 
A fhip of three decks and another 
of the line were forced from > their 
anchors and ran to the eaftward $ , 
fcverai others were driven far over, 
towards the garrifon, but withal to 
the northward. I took poffeffion of 
the- Saint Michael as foon as pof- 
fi ble, landed the prifcners, and dar-' 
jied out anchors to prevent her gd- 
ing fiHthe* on fhore.

to begin their journey. 

Saturday, at a Poll Afletnbly of 
the Lord Mayor, Sheriffs, and Com- 
inons, to take into confideration the 
conduct of certain perfons who are .

The fetters, of which the fol- 
lowing are copies and extracts, from 
the Right Honourable General 
Eliott, Governor of! Gibraltar, were 
received on Thurfday lait at the 
Office oK the Right Honourable 
Thomas Tpwnfhend, his Majefty's 
Principal Secretary of State for the 
Home Department ;

Gibraltar, $eft. 15, 1782. 
My Lord, 

The enemy having collected h« 
whole force by fea and land ; forty- 
four fail of the line, befides three 
inferior two deckers ; ten battering 
fhips, five ,bomb ketches, feveral 
frigates and xebecques. a great num- 
ber of gun and mortar boats, a large 
floating battery, many armed veiTels. 
and near three hundred boats, 
purpofely conitru&ed for carrying 
troops : 

Their land batteries mounted with 
above one hundred pieces of cannon, 
and an equal number of mortars and 
howitzers : 

An army of near forty thoiifand 
men : 

On the 13th inftant, at eight in 
the morning, all the battering Ihips 
commanded by Don Buenventura 
Moreno, Rear-Admiral, were put 
in motion, and came forward to the 
feveral ftations previoufly determined 
theylhould take up: The Admiral 
being placed upon the capital of the 
King's baftion, the other ihips ex- 
tending three to the fouthward of the 
flag, as far as the church battery ; 
five to the northward, about the 
height of the Old Mole ; and one 
a very little to the weftward of the 
Admiral ; by a quarter before ten, 
they were anchored in line, at the 
diftance of a thoufand to twelve 
hundred yards : Immediately a heavy 
cannonade began from all the fhips, 
fupported by the cannon and mor- 
tars in the enemy's lines and ap- 
proaches: At the fame inftant oar 
batteries opened with hot and cold 
(hot, from the guns; and (hells 
from the howitzers and moftars. 
This firing continued without in- 
termirticn, on both (ides, until noon, 
when that of the enemy from their 
ihips feemed to flacken, although 
but little. About two o'clock the 
Admiral's flap was obferved to 
fmoke, as if on fire, and a few men 
bufy upon the roof, fearching for 
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6ic catifcr Our batteries never dif- 
coatinued: The enemy's fire from 
the mips gradually decreafed. About 
Jeven in the evening they fired from 
ft few guns, and that only at in- 
tervals. At midni^farthe Admiral's 
flrip was plainly difcovered begin- 
ning to burn; an hour after it was 
complexly in flames; Eight, more 
of the fhips took fire in uicceffion. 
Signals of diftreis being now made, 
the launches, feluccas, and boats 
of the whole fleet, began to take out 
the men from on board the burning 
fhips. Many mot were dill fired 
from thofe in which the flames had 
jet made no confidcrable progrefs ; 
and the fire from the enemy's bat- 
teries on fhoie did not in the lea ft 
diminifli. Brigadier Curtis, who, 
with his fquadron of gun boats, lay 
ready to take advantage of any fa- 
Tourable circumftance, left the New 
Mole at two o'clock, and about three 
formed a line, upon the enemy's 
Hank, advancing and firing with 
great order and expedition; which 
to aitonifhed and difconcerted the 
enemy, they fled- precipi&ite] y with 
all their hoats, abandoning the fhips, 
in which fome officers and numbers 
of their men, including many wound- 
ed, were left to peri fh. This un- 
avoidably mull hare been their* 
wretched fate, had they not been 
dragged from amidft the flames by 
the perfonal intrepidity of Brigadier 
Curtis, at the utmoft hazard of his 
own lite, a life invaluable to his 
Majcfly's fervice. For fome time I 
felt the utmoft anguifh, feeing hfe 
Pinnace c.Iofe to one of the largeft 
fhips at the inftant fhe blew up, and 
fpread her wreck to a vail extent all 
round. The back cloud of fmoke 
being difperfed, I was again revived 
by the fight of the Pinnace, little 
apprehending that the Brigadier was 
Sn the utmoft danger of finking, 
fome pieces of timber having fallen 
into, and pierced the boat, (killing 
ihc coxfwaiiii and wounding others 
■m£ the men) fcarce any hope left of 



reaching the more: Providentially 
he Was faved by flopping the hole 
with the feamens jackets, until boats 
arrived to their relief. — One of our 
gun boats was funk at the fame mo- 
ment. 

In the courfe of the day the re- 
maining eight ihips feverally blew 
up with violent explofions ; one only 
eicaped the effect of our fire, which 
it was thought proper to burn, there 
being no poflibility of preserving, 
her. 

The Admiral's flag remained fly- 
ing on board his fhip, till fhe was 
totally confumed. 

Your Lprdfhip will be pleafed ta 
inform his Majeity, that the royal 
artillery additional gunners and ma- 
rine brigade only could be employed 
on this fervice, which they executed \ 
with the deliberate coolnefs and pre- 
cifion of fchool practice,, but their 
exertion was infinitely fuperic*v The 
fire was inceflant, and the batteries 
abundantly fupplied with ammu- \ 
> nition ; every foldier in the garrifon, 
not on duty, eagerly preffing to flrare 
in the honourable labours of the day. 
The enemy's daring attempt by 4 fea 
was eftedlualjy defeated by the con- 
ftant and well fupported fire from 
our batteries; but the well timed, 
judicious and fpirited attack made 
by Brigadier Curtis, rendered this 
fuccefs a complete vi&ory. 

The enemy's kjfs, killed, b*urnt, 
drowned,, and wounded, mufl have 
been great indeed. 

I inclofe a lift No. i, of the mips 
deftroyed; No. a, of prifoners 
taken, all by Brigadier Curtis, ex- 
cept one Spanifh officer with eleven 
French foldiers, who out of fourfcore 
efcaped on the wreck of theif boat. 
Two large launches from the fleeij 
were taken with the officers and men 
belonging to them. The fincere 
gratitude all the prifoners of war 
exprefTed for their deliverance from 
the various horrors tha.t furrounded 
them r afforded the higheft fatisfa&ioa 
to humanity* 

lm 
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I am happy to fay, my Lord, *that 
uotwhhftanding* the enemy's violent 
effort, our lofs has not been great 
in numbers ; yet fuch gallant indit 
viduals muft b« ever regretted. 
^ Captain Reeves of the Royal Ar* 
tillery, was the only" officer killedf, 
and is much to be lamented for his 
knowledge • and- conftant unwearied 
attention to every duty.- Our wound* 
ed officers .will all do well ; and we 
are hopeful not to lofe many of the 
foldiers. 

The Duke de Crillon, a Genera] 
of the higheit reputation, having_the 
Chief Command of the Allied Forces, 
Princes of Royal Blood of France, 
dignified characters of Europe, Firft 
Nobility of Spajm, and Great Milt* 
tary Officers; being prefent with the 
> hefieging army, an amazing con- 
■courie of fpe&atbrs, that filled the 
camp, and covered the adjacent hills 
on this occafion, induce \us to be- 
lieve, the combined powers . had 
t formed . the jnofi fanguine expec- 
tations of fucceis from their battering 
fiiips, deemed perfect in defign,

I have the honour* to infdrm you, 
that in the evening* W Ti ^he nth, 
forhe lira rige veffell Were difcovcred 
from on boare? his ^Rfojefty's lhips 
Liori and Veftal, which Ivere chaced 
in conference of my flgnal, and 
occafioacA 
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frcca/ioded our feparatioii. On the 
morning of the 12th, bye fall were 
feen frooi off the deck ; two were to 
windwarJ, whofe appearance led me 
to think they were enemies ; the 
three to leeward ? J have every rei- 
fon to believe, were his Majefty's 
ihips under my orders ; thefe circurii- 
ftances induced me to chace to wind- 
ward ; about feveri in the morning I 
was joined by the Bonetta (loop; 
Captain Keats informed me that 
the ihips to windward were men of 
war, and had dedmed^oajifwer the 
private fignak which tve had offered 
to them the night before. Thtw 
joinettwe continued the chace, tack- 
ing occaiionally until nine, when a 
third (hip ftood acrofs from the- Eaft- 
> ward, fhewing fignals unknown to 
«he,- and firing guns j fo foon as he 
found the fignals were not anfweredj 
•he changed his cowfe, as I^iid my 
<hace ; this latter being the neereft 
/ J and leewardiroft, ar twelve o'clock 
the chace heifted French colours, 
and foon after ftruck; ;t was the So- 
phie, frpmBayonne to Philadelphia 
^with a cargo on board, armed with 
^_ *22 nine-pounders, 104 men, com* 
pleteiy £tted for war, and quite 
new. from the prifpners I learnt, 
that the Sophie had parted from 
I/Aigle ard Gloire, tw& French 
if gates, having a brig under their 
convoy for America; and that the 
frigates had many pafiengers of tank 
•oi» board, with a large fani of 
money. By this time the Lion and 
- Veital were at no great diit&nce ; I 
4ent an officer to Captain Focks to 
ufe evcxy effort to gain the Delaware, 
and there to anchor in fuch a fitua- 
4ion as would moil effectually pre- 
vent the enemy from entering ; and 
that I Would follow in his Majesty's 
fhip the inftant the prifoners were 
milted: at this time the wind was 
*out of the river, blowing ftrong. 
On- the ,13th at day-Iighf, the ene- 
my . were -feen at anchor without 
Cape Henlopen light-hou &, with

About twelve olclock I 
was obliged to a»chor,on account of 
fhallow water, and was joined br 
the Lion, Bonetta* and Sophie prize 
fliip: The enemy anchored at the 
Tame time* The boats of the fqua- 
droh were ordered out to found, .an£ 
the Bonetta, Captain Keats, to gp 
a-head, and lead in the beft. water. 
In this manner we kept faHtng an A 
anchoring, as crrcumftances |5erinit- 
ted, until the tydu the eiiemy.all 
this time retiring with the feme pre>- 
cautions. At three in the aft^r&eoa 
the fighal was ma4e to^veighj. ibo* 
after the enemy were .oiide* fair, 
evidently in grfeat oo»fufioi^ >jchang! 
ing their courfe ftequeirtly on ac- 
count of fhil1#w Hvajenoi Abou* fir 
in the evening, the Boaetti made 
the fignal for &6&te ii\ ihaUow wa- 
ter^ and very fpofr after to anchor 
immediately/ tvaichi tras -done la 
four fathoms and a half, ^ A boat 
came on board to inform me, . that it 
was imjfoflible Bo; advance further; 
however, to counterbalance this 
mortification. 
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mortification," we had the fatisfa&ion 
to fee the largeft of the enemy run 
a-grpund and Hick fad. I fent Mr. 
lock, firft Lieutenant, of the War- 
wrick, with orders to Captain Fox, 
•f the Veftai, afld Captain Keats, 
of die Bonetta, that they fhould run 
■poaeach quarter of the enemy, as 
xear as jtoflible, and attack. Mr* 
Lock, after having delivered my or- 
«Iera, was direded to take command 
4d the Sophie, now furnifhed with 
150 men from the Warwick and 
Lion, and join the a tuck- In j of- 
fice to theie officers, I mud acknow- 
ledge that my orders were put in ex* 
ccution with a ceierity and addrefs 
which does them credit. The Veftai 
ran a-ground clofe on the flarboard 
quarter, the Bonetta within two 
iiandied yards on the larboard quar- 
ter ; and the third ihip placing her- 
self under the ftern, the French 
Commodore found hi nvfelf obliged to 
iiirrender, on the VeitaPs beginning 
f&fire, not having a gun to bear on 
any of our (hips - t thus owing to the 
good conduct of theCapts. and other 
©flicers employed on this fervice, r and 
theaclivity of the men, was L'Aigle 
e£ forty guns, the 6neft frigate ever 
lent forth from Europe, taken pof- 
Jrfiion of for his Majefty. She was 
commanded by Compte La Tbuche, 
hearing a broad pendant, an officer 
cf great reputation, and, i£ I may 
lie allowed an opinion, who made 
^reat exertion to extricate himfeif 
ima* his difficulties ; he cut away 
$. he pafts and bored the bottom be- 
iore Jhe itrnck. L'Aigle mounts 
twenty-eight guns on the main deck, 
twenty- four pounders, and twelve 
*itfe pounders on the quarter-deck 
and fbrecaftle, tfith upwards of 600 
»en on board. The Baron Viomi- 
mtJ, Commander in Chief of the 
French army, Monf. La Va de 
3*Jontmerancy> Duke Laufun, Vif- 
ccunt de Fleury, and fome other . 
pmcers c&rank, efcaped on fhore in 



the fame boats which took away a 
great part of the treafure ; two fin all 
caflcs and two boxes have fallen into 
our hands ; the Gloire drawing lefe 
lefs water than L'Aigle got up the, 
river. So foon as, the King's fhip$ 
were got off the ground and in fate«r 
ty, every body was employed to fav* 
the prize, which was much labour, 
under the management of Captain. 
Focks, was effected on the 1710* 
On the 20th, in running down tb# 
Bay, I obferved two brigs, who had 
been prevented from getting up the 
river, in the a& of landing their 
cargoes, I ordered the Veiial to 
diilodge the people on board, an4 
fend the boats to hum them, whicll 
was done. .
